occasion, to a certain extent, tlie charge is correct; but as a general 
implication, it may In* objectionable. 

Rai HARENORANATH CHOUDHURI: In view of the reply the 
Hoirble Minister has given just now, will he he pleased to take neces- 
sary steps to withdraw the order against tlie Anauda Bazar Fatnka? 

The Hon’bla Mr. A. K. FAZLUL HUQ: 1 may say, Sir, that as 
a matter of fact, it was not possible for the paper to give any specific 
instance, although the news was spread over tlie whole of the province. 
But I cun give the assurance (hat this matter will imt he pursued any 
further. 


Mr. SANT08H KUMAR BA8U: Will the Hon'hle Minister be 
pleased to state if the observation which was ma<le in the paper could 
not W considercil to he an absolutely legitiinate criticism on the part 
of a newspaper? 

Tht HOfl’blf Mr. A. K. FAZLUL HUQ: The point to which I took 
objection — I may refer to the English ^ translation — is this, “the 
establishment^f a number of surplus maJitahs.*' I do not admit that 
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these maktabs were surplus. It would imply that Government were 
deliberately setting up viaktob,^ unnecessarily in order to cause an 
impediment to the Hindu boys reading in primary schools. 

Mr. 8ANT08H JCUMAR BA8U: Will the Hon’ble Minister be 
pleased to state whether this letter was sent for information which was 
asked for by tlie department concerned for the purpose of seeing tliat 
these grievances, if real, should not be allowed to ('ontinue? us 
that the reason ? 


The Hon’ble Mr. A, K. FAZLUL HUQ • Yes. That is the reason 
because we knew tlcat the allegation that surplus tfuiktalts were causing 
diffic'ulties lo Hindu hoys was u(»t true. We wanted facts, and we 
knew that facts could not he given, and the charge would remain 
unsuhstanti^ted. That was the reason.

The Hon’ble Mr. A. K. FAZLUL HUQ: T do not think so. 
(irievances may he certainly discuss4‘d in newspapers, hut when they 
contain an allegaticm that Government is pursuing a policy delilHU’ate- 
ly of setting up surplus institutions in order to cause inconvenience 
to other communities, then that is a proposition which we must 
challenge.

Mr. BREAKER: That is a matter of opinion. 

Rai HARENORANATH CHOUDHURI: Sir, the Hon ble Chief 
Minister alleges that the paper could not substantiate the charge.

^ Jamalpur, Mymensingh. 

*241. Mauivi ABUL HOSSAIN AHMAD: (a) Will the Hon'ble 

Minister in charge of the Education Department Ik* pleased to state 
whether it ts a fact — 

(t) that the Muhammadan Marriage Itegistrar’s office of Jamalpur 
in the district of Mymensingh is going to be split up into 
three offices; 

(u) that, the District Advisory Committee at its meeting held in 
July, 1939, recommended the establishment of two more 
ofiices at the thana h(*ad([iiartprs of Melanda and Madarganj 
in the same subdivision when the Jamalpur office is split up;

(a) (m), (iv), (h) (/), (//), (c) and (d) The question of the jurisdic- 
tion and headquarters of the proposed new offices is under consideration. 
The Inspector-General of Registration discussed the matter with the 
District Registrar and others at, Myrnensingh during his recent visit 
there. On the receipt of District Registrar’s further report the Inspec- 
tor-General will submit his recommendation for order> of Government. 
All relevant points on the subject will receive con^^ideration before 
Government orders are passed.

MINISTER in charge of the AGRICULTURE and INDUSTRIES 
DEPARTMENT (the Hon’ble Mr. Tamiiuddin Khan): (/) The late^ 
Superintendent of the Royal Botanical Garden (Mr. C. C. Culder) 
carried on the duties of the Direi tor of Botanical Survey of India and 
the Superintendent ot Cinchona Cultivation in addition to his own 
duties. He wa.s not the S<*i<‘ntifi(‘ Atlviser t<» the Government of India. 

(n) He is now carrying on the function of the Dire<’tor, Botanical 
Survey <d liuiia, only in so fur as the suj>erv’ision of tlie work of the 

systematic assistant is concerned. 

• • 

(iif) The Superintendent of the Royal Botani<*al Garden lias a two- 
fold funct4on, viz., Botunical research ami administration of the 
Garden. He has Ihhmi carrying on Botanical research of a liigh order 
and some of his works have been highly apj)re<’iated by distinguished 
authorities in the line. The aclministration of the Garden involves 
duties and res])onsibilities of an onerous character. Ajiart from the 
Mipervision of the works of the suiiordinate staff, the Superintendent 
lias to see to the collection and rt‘aring of the various sjH*cies of jilaiits, 
eto., which are very valuable from the stand])oint of Botann-al research 
and education. In fact, the Garden is tin* only one of its kind in 
India and next only to Kew Garden in London in jioint of imiiortaiUMj. 

As stated above, the Su]H*rintendent has also been temporarily entrust- 
ed with ^le duties of the suiiervision of the work of the Systematic 
Assistant employed under the Botanical Surve\ (d India pending •» 
permanent arrangement for the work of the Direct(»r, Botanii'al Survey 
of India. The Superintendent i.-^ aLo in administrative charge of the 
Eden (iardens, Curzcni Bark and tlu* Dalhovisie Sipiare in Calcutta, and 
the Lloyd Botanical Ganlen at Darjeeling. 

(/r) The staff imduding tlie staff' attached to the Calcutta Gardens 
and the Lloyd Botani<'al Garden, Darjeeling, consists of fJ gazetted 
officers including the Superintendent, besides a large subordinate staff 
consisting of Overseers, Herbarium Assistant, Artists, Store-keepers, 
Satkers, Printers, etc., ami a large menial staff' required for the proper 
care and maintenance of the Garden. 

(r) The s<*ale of the pay of the pre.sent incumbent of the post is 
R.s. 700 — 40— t 900 — 50 — 1,050 w h'ich is personal to him.

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DEMANDS FOR GRANTS. 

10— Forests. 

The Hon'ble Mr. PRASANNA DEB RAIKUT: Sir, on the recom- 
mendation of His Excellency the Governor I beg to move that a sum 
of Rs. 13,06,000 be granted for expenditure under the head “10 — 
Forests.” 

Sir, I take this opportunity to make a statement on some points in 
regard to the administration of the Forest Department. 

Fresh recruitment to the existing Indian Forest SeiTice has been 
stopped since the introduction of Provincial Autonomy with a view to 
abolish the service altogether and to create ii new Higher Provincial 
Service in its place, from which the superior posU in the department 
will in future be filled up. The scheme for the formation of the new 
service is^almo.st complete. 1'he two camlidates for the new service 
who have already been <lepuled to the Fore.st llesearch Institute and 
College at Dehra Dun for training are due to return by the first week 
of April next after completion of their training, and it is proposed to 
send another two candidales this year al.-no. 

An important need is affore.station in Western Bengal. The (bm- 
mittee appointed in this connection have since submitted a report with 
their findings and recommendations w'hich are under crmsideration. 

In my last budget speech I referred to the question of management 
of }(ha$ mahal forests in f'hittagong and of meeting the demands of the 
tenants. 

The following action has .sin(‘e been taken : 

(1> A rominittee has been appointed to enquire into the question 
of the disafforestation of Hampur and Charandwip Blocks of the 
Ohakaria Sundarbans Reserved Forests in the Cox’s Bar.ur sulniivisioD. 

(2) A Committee to empiire into the question of grazing will 
shortly be appointed. 

(3) Owing to denudation of forests in ( hittagong, immediate dis- 
afforestation of the protected fore.sfs is neither a practical projiosition 
nor would be conducive to the l>enefi( of the villagers. Steps are how- 
ever being taken to disaff^est at once ail plots not containing valuable 
timber and to fell a.s quickly a.s possible timber in the remaining parts 
of the protected forest,s which have been so mined i^that they cannot, 
within reasonable time, be brought hack to a state of usefulness so as 
to free the land from grazing or settlement, 

(4')b(’«rtain concessions in the mattetof cheap thatcMng have b^n 
granted. 
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(5) Action to be taken in the matter of simplification of the pro- 
cedure for extraction of timber from private forests is under 
consideration. 

(6) Fuel wood passes have been discontinued. 

(7) Strong measures are being taken to (theck corruption amongst 
Forest subordinate officers. 

(8) Two paid nhikaris and one paid tracker have been employed to 
kill wild elephants in the Tekuaf Range where the damage was reported 
to be great. 

It will thus be seen that (i(»veiniiient are doing what is possible 
under the circumstances to remove the legitimate grievances of the 
people and at the same time to preserve the forests from ruin. 

I now pass on to an explanation of the more important items of 
new expenditure included in the next year’s budget. These are: — 

(1) Provision of a reserve for financing unforeseen schemes of an 

immediately reiminerative character. • 

As has already been said, the Forest Department being quasi-com- 
mercial in nature ac(‘epts orders for supply of timber or other forest 
produce to the railways and other commercial bodies at very short 
notice. The functions of u Forest Utilisation Officer are to find a market 
for forest produce and to secure orders. As ready mone> is re(|uired for 
immediate execution of orders, it is proposed to provide the same amount 
of Rs. provided in the current year’s budget to enable the depart- 

ment to execute all short notice orders. 

(2) Metalling dj miles »»t the 2drd-uiile line road from Com- 
munications and Work" Departmeiit road to Shanghai road, Ruxa 
Division , 

The 2drd-mi]e line road from tlie t umiminications and Works road 
to Shanghai road is one ol the most important roads for extraction of 
timber. This road suiters severe damage consequent on the heavy traffic 
over it year after >ear, necessitating thereby its closure against all 
traffic during the ruins, though it is desirable to make the extraction 
possihle throughout the year. The closure of the road entails a loss of 
revenue u]) to Rs, 4,(HH) per annum, whereas the minimum increase in 
revenue is expected to be Rs. 2, UK) per annum if the road could be kept 
open throughout the year. It is therefore proposed to metal the road 

at a cost of Rs. 26,000. 

% 

(3) Recruitment of two candidates for training at Forest Research 
Institute and ( ollege, Debra Dun. 

It has alrdkdy been stated that it is the intention of Government to 
depute another two candidates to the Fore.st College at Dehra Dun thii 
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year for traiuiug >^ith a view to appoint them in the new higher Pro- 
vincial Service that is being formed. The course of training covers two 
years, viz., 1940-42, and it is proposed to provide a sum of Rs. 11,400 in 
the next year’s budget to meet the first year’s cost. 

With these words, ^ Sir, I commend this demand for the consideration 
of the House. 

Mfi MAHIM CHANDRA DAS: I beg to move that the demand of 
Bs. Id, 06, 000 under the head “10 — Forests” 1 h* reduced by Rs. 100.

Mr. KHAGENDRA NATH DAS GUPTA: Sir» I to move 
that th«* (l^^ltiand of Its. l»‘t,(K>,(KK) under the ^himd “10 — ForeHts“ be 
reduced by Rs. 100. 

Sir, in^ moving this cut motion T cannot but tm» neverely <'ondeinii 
the department for it+i utter inefficiency in managing tlie forests as a 
fruitful source of revenue. The Forest Department being a quasi- 
commercial department, its activities should not be merely confined 
to tlie preservation of the natural resources of the country and protec- 
tion of the vountryHide against flood and drought, but must necessarily 
l>e directed towards producing commercial forest * commodities and 
adding suflicient revenue to the Excbe(juer of the Provincial Govern- 
ment. But, here, as a commercial j)roposition, the department is a 
complete failure. Having in its alwolute control over 12,000 square 
miles <d valuable forests or nearly one-sixth of the total area of our 
province, the department is yielding, as is proposed, in the budget 
estimates, a net profit of roughly 4*6 lakhs of rupees only, i.e., about 
Rs. ‘18 only per stjuare mile of our forests — no improvement — in spite 
of the fact that owing to war conditions, the demand and sale price of 
our main forest coininodities have consideraldy gone up. The depart- 
ment did not improve a bit under the present ministry. It has been 
extravagantly managed. The cost of administration of this depart- 
ment is ever on the increase. Within the last five years the expendi- 
ture under head “Establishment “ has increased by about Ils. 2,tK),000. 
The. total establishment cost which was in the year 1985-36 
Es. 8,52,090 by a gradual annual increase rises to Rs. 10,48,000 in 
our present budget estirantes. The administration is tup-heavy. The 
forests, as before, are reserved for white elephants. There are IS offi- 
cers still in the Imperial Forest Service, and 12 In the Provincial 
Service drawing salary, even apart from their fat allowances, almost 
equal to^ what 771 persons draw in the permanent subordinate forest 
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i(d€poi and offioQi) establisliment. Almost aU the recommendations 
the Bwan Retrenchment Committee, dngrgesting a total cut of mort 
than 2 lakhs, have been turned down by the present ministry. The 
post of the second Conservator of Forests is still maintained. The old 
pc»8itiog of some of the forest divisions which could have been amal- 
gamated without impairing the efficiency of theVork, as was suggeit- 
•ed by the Swan Committee, still remains unchanged. The post of the 
Forest Utilimtion Officer is still maintained. This post is held by 
nn Imperial Servic^e man, drawing in all almut Re. 1,600 per month, 
who has been entrusted with the work mainly of securing orders for 
aupply of forest timber which work can be easily done as efficiently 
by a subordinate service officer at one-eighth of the cost. The Swa6 
Committee recommended a cut for this post. The posts of the highly 
paid officers have not only been maintained in full but they have been 

granted higher grades and multiplicity of allowances year after year. 

• 

For their use, nice-looking luxuriously furnished bungalows have 
been specially provided in large numbers in forest areas. In Buxa 
Division alone, for only 662 square miles of forests about 11 to 12 such 
costly bungalows have l>epn specially reserved for ^ the ^livisional 
Forest Officer posted there. 

I do not want to dilate any longer, for shortness of time at my 
disposal, on this |>olut of retrenchment in superior officers^ ‘establish- 
ment. Much has Wen said by various members in previous years. 
But all their cry lor e<‘onoiny has Wen a cry in the wildeimess. 

Sir, while the present ministry is so kind, so open-handed i’n 
maintaining fat^salaried superior swvice officej^’s, their treatment 
towards temporary hands in inferior services is {|uitc the opjmsite. 

In the forests establishment there is a very larjic number of 
temporary men. Their number, I think, is aWnI oO pci cent, of the 
total numWr of employees. All overseers and watchers under this 
department who are to s(‘rve day in and day out year after year are 
working as temporary liands, some working even for the last 15 years. 
In divisional office®, there are in all 76 clerks— under8tafifed--H>ut of 
which 6b are temporary, — some even working for the last ten years at 
a fixed salary of Bs, 65 only per month. In Bengal there are in all 
269 Foresters out of which 145 are temporary, some of whom are 
serving the department for more than 10 years. In Dacca-Mynlen. 
eingh Division there is one who has Wen in service for the last 18 
years, still temporary. These temporary employees are not allowed 
any increment in salary or leave, spetual or sick, with pay. This 
policy is being followed for years on grounds of economy. But, Sir, 
this is a policy, which, I think, no Government which considers and 
ealls itself a civilised Government ought to adopt. 
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Then, Sir, when we come to the revenue side, the outlook is not at 
all hopeful. We find from the budget estimates that the expected 
revenue from forests is Rs. 22,^14,000. Of that, about Rs. 14,94,000 
is to be derived from timl»er. Although our forests extend over 
twelve thousand square miles, they produce only u luicroscopio frac- 
tion of our requiremehts for timWr. We are compelled to import 
lakhs of tons of teak and sal wood from Burma and other provinces. 
Then, Sir, as regards bamlwos, what use ha.s the Forest Department 
been making of them except selling them to local people for erecting 
huts? We are importing every year paper-pulp from foreign coun- 
tries worth several lakhs of rupees, when we can prepare a large 
quantity of paper-pulp from bamboos and grasses which grow in our 
own forests. The Forest Department can make extra i>rofit especially 
during this war period when iron poles have l)ec()me scarce and too 
expensive, by treating the sal posts chemically before putting them for 
sale. The department can also manufacture plywood for various pur- 
poses and can at least, to a certain extent, restrict the importation of 
such manufactured woods from foreign countries. The present 
ministry has done nothing appreciahiy to improve the forests nor have 
they made any attempt so far to develop forest industries in order to 
make our province self-contained. 

Then, as regards forest policy in relation to the agriculturists, 
our Chief Minister, year Iwfore last, assured this House that the 
present (jovernment accepted the principle that these forests exist for 
the. benetit of the cultivators and not the cultivators for the benefit of 
the forests. That a.ssurancc, like his all other assurances, remained 
buried in paj)er and has up to this date never been acted upon. Year 
before last, speaking on this demand for grant, I narrated a few serious 
grievances of the cultivators of my constitutency against the depart- 
ment. No attemjd till now ha.s been made to remove them. Cultiva- 
tion of soil and life of huiuun-l)eings depend on cattle. The uuml^er 
of cattle and buffaloes is gradually decreasing in my constituency 
for want of grazing fields — grazing is practically prohibited in fon‘st 
areas though they abound with grass and fodder. Only a few patches 
are allowed for grazing purposes, but the fees charged are prohibitive. 
The rates in Jalpaiguri and Buxa Divisions per buffalo and cow are 
at. He. 1-8 and annas 8 respectively per month, i.e., at Ks. 18 and 
Hs. (i per yeor. Fines are realized for cattle found entering or stray- 
ing without permit in Forest Ranges at the rate of Rs. 6 and Rs. 3 
per buffalo and cow respectively — over and afx)ve the usual pound 
fees. For using forest roads to transport cattle, permit has to l)e taken 
at a fee of annas 2 per cattle per trip. For making cattle drink from 
rivers within forest boundary, patias have to be taken by the jotedars 
on payment of Rs. 3 per year. For irrigation ditches or jampoi^ aa 
4 
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they are locally called, from rivers running through forest area, 
excavated by the cultivators at their own expense, a rent of Rs. 10 to 
Rs. 75 is charged annually by this department, 

(Here the member reached the time-limit and was allowed one 
minuth to finish bis speech.) 

• 

whereas in Ichas mahal no such rent is demanded. Even on payment of 
these rents, cultivators have to face a good deal of trouble when repair 
of these ditches Wcomes necessary. Not a single piece of firewood» 
nor a little bundle of thatch is allowed free of cost even to the agri-* 
culturists who live continguous to forest areas and suffer so much 
from depradaiions of forest animals. In my constituency, which is 
also the constiuency of the Hon’ble Minister in charge, this depart- 
ment is responsible for forcing a large numlnT of cultivators from 
giving up cultivation and for increasing immensely the misery of the 
people. , 

I have been informed that the Forest Department proposed to take 
over several square miles of khas land round about Buxa Cantonment 
area which was originally under the Government of India, and then 
for the last 25 years or more with KIuu Mahal Department. There 
are several of yaharees in this area at Adma, Chunabhati, 

Buxa Tashigaon and Topgaon, and there is also a Finnish Christian 
Mission at Chunabhati w'here orphan children are brought up and 
educated. There are also a few shops at Buxa. These poor peopW 
will be soon going to be driven out of their homes. They raised strong 
objections— verbal as well as written— to the Deputy Commissioner 
against the proposed make-over of these lands to the Forest Depart- 
ment, Unfortunately no reply is given to the rt'presentations of tho 
people, and it is suspected that these representations are not even 
recorded. These people have been of great service to the Government 
at one time and it would l)e an act of grave injustice to them now to 
drive them out of their homes. 

Our Hoii’lde Minister in charge is more careful, more concerned 
for the preservation of rhinoceros than for the protection of the poor 
peasants (I^aughter) who are his own voters in his own district. 


Mr, H. BRABANT SMITH; Sir, speaking on behalf of the European 
Party I oppose the cut motions. 

The department is to l>e congratulated on the excellence of their 
plantation work. I believe that I am right in saying that this work 
was started by the former Conservator of Forests, Mr. E. 0. Shebbeare, 
and is in a class by itself, being much in advance of work done in 
other provinces. 
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1 should also like to congratulate the department on the action 
taken by them to reduce the depredations by elephants in the Chitta^ 
gong areas. The issue o! gun licences for the protection of crops and 
the employment of shikaris to destroy elephants, where necessary, are 

commendable concessions. * 

• 

In this regard, however, I would like to warn the department ol 
the risk of indiscriminate slaughter of game which may occur. If the 
deer are all shot off by poachers, the only food left for tigers will btik 
villagers’ tattle or (he villagers themselves. Three years ago 436 
persons were killed by tigi'r.s in the State of Dhenkanal. We do not 
want to risk this happening in Bengal. 

I would like to suggest to the department the advisability of start- 
ing a game club in these ureas. There are three such clubs in North 
Bengal which are doing excellent work. I do not for a moment ox)b- 
tend that thej have stopped all poaching, but there is no wholesale 
slaughter of game, and 1 would seriously recommend the organisation 
of such a club in ('hittagong. 

It has l)een suggt*sted more than once that the department is extra- 
vagantly run. I maintuiu (hut the department is starved for lack of 
funds. To take two examples, I should like to mention insufficient 
creeper cutting and roads. 

As you know, Sir, unless creei)er.s are c.ut frecjuently, they stunt thd 
growth of trees and eventually kill them. At present insufficient cut- 
ting is taking place through luck ot funds and forests are deteriorating. 
Thifi means a loss in the capital value of the forests. 

Roads are few and fur Inffween and all are unmetalled. As a result 
of this, work in the fore.sts can only be carried on in the crdrl weather. 
Again, if fore.st produce i.s some distance from a road, the depart- 
ment has to accept cheaper rates for their produce owing to the extra 
cost of haulage. This cau.ses a loss in revenue annually. I am glad 
to hear that the Hon 'hie Minister is improving some of his roads but 
mu(‘h more should be done. 

I should like to suggest, Sir, that the head of the department be 
given more latitude as regards budget expenditure. He is an expert 
and should he given more financial responsibility, especially as regards 
creeper cutting, roads and buildings. If we want increased revenue 
from the department, the only way to get it is to spend more on the 
upkeep of our forests. 

• 

The report on "the forests in West Bengal is a splendid piece of 
work, and our thanks are due to the Committee for their efforts. 
Those who have studied it must be impressed by the amount of ground 
covered and the clearly expressed arguments. 
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When it ia realised that in Roman times the Mediterranean coun- 
tries were the fertile cornfields of the Empire and are now mostly 
desert to Ihe south and barren hills to the north, it will not surprise 
anyone that the conservation of forests is now considered so important. 

In our present times we see the effect of deforestation in America 
where in some States the top soil has been blown away and crops are 
now almost negligible. In Great Britain forests have been neglected 
for years and very little replanting done. Now with the war in pro* 
gres.s 8hii>s have to be sent to Canada for pit props and pulp, as we 
can no longer get the.se from the Baltic States. This neglect of woods 
and forests may make a vital difference to the future of the war. 
Ships needed for urgent military supplies and foodstuffs are being 
deflected to carrying wood that we should grow ourselves. In West 
Bengal with the deterioration of forests we see poorer crops. 

I think these few examples should prove to memben. the necessity 
of conserving our forests, and I sincerely hope that members will no 
longer press for additional areu.s to Ih' released for grazing rattle. 

In reply to starred question No. 129, the Tlon’ble Minister gave a 
statement of over 12,000 acres of forests banded over for deforestation 
in the (Tiittagong district alone. These were fKmr areas and of little 
value from a timl)er-produciug outlook, but the deforestation of such 
large areas may affect the climate of the province. 

Forests are a national asvset and should be carefully guarded. I 
should like to see a survey of all waste lands in the province with a 
view to their possible use as future forests. With the increasing 
population of Bengal more forests will l>e needed to meet the growing 
demand for firewood and timber. We .sbo\ild j)ress foi more forests, 
especially in the middle of the proviiu'e, and not for the de.struetion 
of existing ones. 

If we destroy our forests, we run the risk of turning the province of 
Bengal into an arid waste as lias happened in other parts of the world. 

In eonelusion, I beg to express the hope that the Hou.se will accept 
the Committee’s recommendations when the> arc brought uj) for dis- 
ouasion. 

Khan Bahadur Mauivi JALALUDDIN AHMAD: Mr. Deputy 
Speaker, Sir, I wish I could speak in the same voice as the last speaker 
in congratulating this Department of Forest. I am sorry I cannot 
uougraiulate this department on the announcement which has been 
made by the Mivistor in charge of Forests so far as Chittagong district 
is concerned. The House will remember that I gave a vivid picture 
of the difficulty from which the poor lenaiiis of Chittagong are suffer- 
ittg under tbe Forest Administration in Chittagong. To speak mildly, 
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the Forest Administration of Chitta^^ong is a scare greater than the 
scare of the police in the villages. The people there cannot move in 
their own places, in their own houses for fear of forest prosecution. 
But I do not blame tl^e i>etty Forest officers for this state of things. 
It is the policy which is to be blamed for keeping forest land by the 
side of agricultural land. T also raised this point in my speech during 
the Budget discussion in l!)d8, when I moved my motion on the polipy 
of Forest Administration in Chittagong, and T was very much pleased 
when I got an assurance from the Hon'ble the Chief Minister, though 
not from the Minister in charge of the Forest Department, that the 
policy henceforward in Bengal, — as has been voiced by one member from 
the opposite. — will be that the Forest Department should not exist for 
enriching the Forest De]»artinent but should exist for the good and 
benefit of the^ agricultural ])opulation. But 1 am sorrv to remark, 
although [ am handicapped by the position which I have taken in thi» 
House being on the ministerial side, that that assurance has not yet 
been fulfilled. T do not blame either the Hon’ble tlie Chief Minister 
or the Minfster in charge, for after all the department is run by experts 
and the Minister is helpless. From the very nature of the system, if 
the Minister wants t(» embark u]M»n a new policy, there is always 
technical objeciion from the experts and he being not an expert 
stultifies himself. That is the difficulty. This is not democracy, 
but this is an autocracy of the ex]>erts. This is applicable to the 
Forest Department as it is to the Irrigation Department. The Collector 
of -Chittagong <listrict, Mr. Birley, (he most eminent l.(\S. that ever 
came to Bengal, was of the opinion that the F(»rest Atlininislration in 
Chittagong was at fault and not tlie agricultural population. In my 
speech on a former occasion 1 also drew’ attention to (his fact and the 
corruption that is prevailing in the matter, and still the Hon’ble 
Minister in charge of F(»rests stated to-day that it was not a practical 
proposition to release protected forest^s. 1 demonstrated to his satii- 
factiou, and I still challenge anybody to contra<lict, that the so-called 
protected forests at Chittagong have no forest wealth at all. If any- 
body contradicts me, I will at once modify my statement, but if the 
timber found in these forests has no commercial value, what is the 
justification for keeping this under the Forest Department? If protec- 
tion is to be given to the people, it can be given by the Collector, 
because the Forest Department actually exists only for (his particular 
way of administration, whjle the Collector has to see also to the con- 
venience of tenants as landlords. The Hon’ble Minister has told vm 
that out of the protected forests of 194 square miles^a small portion, 
only small patches of land, is being released. All these small patches 
will come up lo only one-fourtb or one-fifth of a square mile. The 
Hon ble Mini.ster has said that it is not a practical proposition to release 
the protected forests. But why it is not a practical proposition, he 
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has not given us any reason for that. He has only repeated his answer 
to my question No. 193 in 1938. When I put the question as to what 
material he has got to say that it is not a practical proposition, some* 
body iroin the Congress side said: “Well, do not ppt that question. 
You will not get any answer.” I find that is correct, and in spite of 
repeated enquiries, the Hon’ble Minister has not been able to give any 
aaiwer as to what technicalities have arisen that have stood in the way 
of giving effect to this propo.sition to release the protected forests. 
This point was stressed by the Hon’ble the Chief Minister. When the 
people are suffering, they cannot move for redress. Forest land is just 
abutting on agricultural land, and the people are prosecuted and per- 
secuted unnecessarily. There are two sorts of persecution — one is 
persecution by petty officers and the other by Forest officers to pay com- 
pensation. Of course, I am thankfiil to the ('hief Minister that some 
steps have since been taken and persecution of this ndture has been 
reduced to a certain extent. I am also thankful to the Present Divi- 
sional Forest Officer. He is trying to do all that can be done within 
the four corners of the law, but tliey are helpless. So, my^ submission 
is that the Minister in charge of Forests should see that the practice of 
prosecuting agriculturists for trivial technical offences should be dis- 
continued. Now I come to the point raised by my friend, Mr. Mohim 
Chandra Das, regarding ejectment of jumuia in forest village of Teknaf 
in Cox’s Bazar subdivision. As far as I know, the Forest Department 
cannot be blamed for this according to the terms of contract, but they 
could mitigate the hardship, if the matter was handled tactfully. . 

Another point which I would like to make out is about the rate of 
passes in the case of bamboos. The rate is excessive and should be 
reduced. The matter of the rate of passes in place of old A and B 
passes was discussed in a Committee with the Conservator of Forests 
at Chittagong, but nothing has been done yet in that direction. 

To these points I would draw the attention of the Hon’ble Minister, 
and I hope that he will carefully consider them. 

Now, Sir, the Hon'ble Minister has given one announcement with 
regard to deforestation. He has spoken of the appointment of a Com- 
mittee on the Badarkhali (’olonisation Scheme. My submission to the 
Houee is that it is not an instance of spontaneous disforestation policy 
of Government. That should not be confused with the relief by the 
Forest Department. That is a fight between the Co-operative Minister 
and the Forest Minister. That was a scheme formulated long before, 
and was supported by previous Collectors and Commissioners. The 
aoheme should be given effect to. There are other points also. A Com- 
mittee has been appointed, of which I happen to be a member. I do 
not like t 0 4say anything about the Committee so long as it is going 

Ati vT lilrA Tnftiroi ii «^lAtir fn ttiA TTnn’kIa MiniiatAr in nltflrM 
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that this is no relief to Chittagong in connection with deforestation. 
I mean that this is altogether different. I do not know whether the 
Committee will finish its labour within the session or within the next 
two years. But the landless people of the subdivision forming tiO per 
cent, will be saved, if the blocks of Kampur and Charandwip are dis* 
forested. 

With these word.s, Sir, I take my seat.

Th« Hon'ble Mr. PRA8ANNA DEB RAIKUT: Sir, 1 have got a 
duty which is not a very pleasant one for ihi® House, and except one 
or two speakers nobody C4)ngratulaled me. My friend Mr. Mahim 
Chandra ])as attacked the Forest Department for ousting the forest 
villagers and in his opinion it was not ju.stified at all, but, my friend 
forgets that these fore.st villagers were contracted labourers who used 
to give some help and labour to the Forest Department. He mentioned 
about jmnia cultivators. As far as I remember, these jumm culti- 
vators were given some land outside the forest area. My friend 
Mr. Khagendra Nath Dus (iupta attacked this de])artment, saying that 
although it is called a (junsi-(;ommercial department, so far it has done 
nothing at all. Sir, we have got about H\(HK) acres of very valuable 
forest, but has he ever tried to find out what is valuable forest produce 
and timber and has he ever thought of the regeneration and replanta- 
tion of H)1 square miles which we have effected?' We are adding some 
more valuable timWr forests to our existing forest. He also com- 
plained that we were increasing out expenditure daily, but, in fact, 
we have not been spending much. Does he mean to say that we should 
reduc.e our yield and sell the timber as fuel, which is not at all a 
practicable proposal? We can get a revenue of Ks. oO lakhs a year 
if we reduce the rate, but that is not our policy; we have got to pre- 
serve the forest, and to see that the people are benefited and also can 
get a mnrket for the forest produce, and keep the land fertile. He 
also said that Forest officers are living in luxurious bungalows in the 
Buxa Division, and that they are useless. In this connection he muat 
realise the sort of climate that we have in the Buxa Division and also 
in some parts oi Jalpaiguri. We must provide reasonable comforts 
for them, and unless we give them facilities they will not be of any use 
to us. As regards the temporary hands, (lovernment is going to effect 
a thorough reorganisation of the de]>artinent, and it w'ill be ready at 
soon as possible. I am grateful to Mr. Brabant -Smith who is familiar 
with forest administration in North Bengal and who has been there for 
a long time for his valuable suggestion. He mentioned about creeper 
cutting; as soon as we improve our revenue, we will provide tome 
money for greatey impmvement. My friend Khan Bahadur Jalaluddin 
Ahmad has also attacked this department, saying that this department 
it at fault, and he wanted to know why this protected forest should not 
be handed ojjpr to the khas mahul. As regards these kka$ mahdl 
forests, in 1916-17, it was found that the forest was being ruined and 
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cm the tecommendation of the Cominisfliouer. CKittAg^ng Division, w© 
took it over. Khan Bahadur Jalaluddin Ahmad says that there ig 
hardly any valuable timber or bamboo left. It is quite so, because 
they were exploited ruthlessly. The Forest Department has been try- 
ing to preserve these forests. My friend Maulana Manirugxaman and 
other members of the Chittagong district i#ude the same complaint and, 
therefore, I need not repeat what I have said. 

I am glad to mention that a Committee has l)€en formed to inquire 
and report on the possibilities of deforestation of Charandwip and 
Bhadrakhali blocks of the reserve forests, and another Committee ia 
going to be formed to look into the question of gracing. 

Rai HARENDRA NATH CHAUDHURI: How many inoreP 

The Hon*bia Mr. PRASANNA DEB RAIKUT: I may assure also 
that other grievances w'ill also be enquired into, and possible remediea 
found. 

The motion of Mr. Mahini Chandra Da.s that the demand of 
Re. ld,()(),(MK) under the head “10 — Forest’' be reduced by Ks.

Th% Hon’ble Mr. PRASANNA DEB RAIKUT: Sir, on the recom- 
mendation of His Excellency the Governor I beg to move that a «um 
of Rs. 21,53,000 be granted for expenditure under the head ”8 — Pro- 
vincial Excise.” 

• Sir, the final goal of the Excise pcjlicy of the Government ie to 
enforce total prohibition in the province. As a first step towards this 
end, an experiment in prohibition of alcciholic beverj^es was introduced 
in the district of Noakbali, with effect from the beginning of the year 
1938-39, and Ooverument are studying the result of the experiment. 
I am glad to inform the House that as far as reported experiment 
kae proved quite successful. But prohibition involves grave hnancial 
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implication, direct loss of existing revenue and heavy expenditure for 
itaff to prevent illicit traffic. Excise yields a revenue of more than 
Rs. li crores, out of which only Rs. 2U lakhs are required for expen- 
-diture t)f the department during the coming year^ At the present time 
when there is financial stringency and it is necessary to husband the 
resources of the country l)e?uuse of the war, Government can ill-afford 
io dispense with this substantial portion of their revenue all at once 
unless new sources of revenue can be found to counter-effect the loss 
and fresh taxation, if heavy at this present time, is not likely to be 
welcomed with avidity. Many of the constructive and beneficial 
schemes of Government will have to be abandoned if prohibition is to 
be launched on an ubrnitious scale. I think the honourable members 
will agree with me that it would be a mistake if we went to that limit 
since there is a demand from all quarters for the improvement of the 
nation-building departinenis. 

I may further explain that the problem of intoxication is not acute 
in Bengal. The standard of sobriety in this province is higher than 
the standard in many other provinces. The per capita excise revenue 
in Bengal is only annas 4-11 against Re. 1-9-6 in Bombay and annas 12 
in Madras. 

For the present, as a general measure, orders have been issued 
prohibiting the opening of any new shops without the previous sanction 
of Government. Propaganda is also being undertaken. With the 
help of a Film Corporation of Calcutta Government are preparing a 
film on the subject of “Drink Evil” for propaganda purpose. 
Government are contributing Rs. 3,o00 to the Film Company. 

As pronounced by the Hon’ble the Chief Minister on the Ist 
December, 19d9, in connection wdth the debates on my honourable 
friend Rai Harendra Nath Chaudhuri’s Prohibition Bill, 1939, the 
echeme of extension of prohibition in the district of Tippera is under 
preparation. The House will get an opportunity to consider the impli- 
cations of prohibition when the above Bill which has been circulated 
for eliciting public opinion come.s up for consideration. 

There are two other points to wdiich I may give passing mention. 
In order to give public opinion an effective voice in the matter of excise 
ftdministration, selection of new sites has been placed under the control 
of licensing boards which have been vested with statutory powers. 
These boards are constituted wdth officials a^d non-officials who haVe 
intimate knowledge of local conditions and who are aware whether 
there is a genuine^deraand for an excise shop in any particular locality. 
Prior to April last thefe was no such board in Darjeeling where adviaotry 
bodies without statutory powers existed. But with effect from the 
let April, 1996, a licensing board has been constituted for this district 
AS well. ' 
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In tbe matter of selection of licensees, it fal^ been the declared policy 
of Government to give preference to educated unemployed Bengalees, 
and to hillmen in the district of Darjeeling.

From the facts laki before the House, I trust the honourable mem- 
bers will be convinced that although it has, not been possible to enforce 
prohibition with as much expedition as we all desire, the activities of 
the department have been mainly directed towards the attainment of 
prohibition gradually. 

Mr. 8ATYAPRIYA BANERJEE: Sir. I rise to move the cut 
motion that stands in my name, namely, that the demand of 
Rs. 21,63,000 under the head ‘‘8~Provincial Excise” be reduced by 
Rs. 100. 

Sir, the Hon'ble Mr. Fazlul Hmj. the Chief Minister, in his own 
iiMial and, I may add, inimitable style proclaimed from his seat in this 
House in^the year 1037 that prohibition was the ultimate goal of this 
department and he, as a Muslim, believed it to bo his duty to try and 
have prohibition during his (enure of office. In pursuance of the 
realisation of this ultimate goal, Government has adopted the policy 
of minimum consumption with maximum of revenue. This policy, Sir, 
is not new. In the year 1887 — the vear of the foundation of the Indian 
Temperance Association, the British House of Commons passed a 
resolution which drew the attention of the Government of India in the 
frdlow'ing terms: “Increased facilities for drinking produce a steadily 
increasing consumption and spread misery and ruin among the 
industrial classes of India, calling for immediate attention of the 
Govemment of India w'ith a view to their abatement,” to which the 
Government of India replied by saying that they are checking drinking , 
by limiting the number of places at which liquor may be purchased, 
restricting sale within certain hours and raising the cost of liquor by 
imposing a duty on it. 

Sir, more than 60 years have passed since the above policy had 
l>eeii adopted, but the result has, to say the least, not been encouraging. 
In the latest rejwrt available — it is for the year 1937-38 — we find that 
there has been a considerable inc'rease in the total consumption of 
country spirit. Thus reads the report: “The total consumption of 
country spirit in the province amounted to 539,263 L.P. gallons as 
compared with 364,689 L.P. gallons in the preceding year, showing 
an increase of 174,664 L.P. gallons, or 47*9 per sent. Consumption 
generally increased in all the districts except in the district of Chitta- 
gong. .The slight decrease in *the district of Chittagong amounted to 
i272:,3 gallons only and was due to the introduction of U.P. liquor 
at enhanced rates."’ 
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This is alter all a very deplorable state of things and shows, if any- 
thing, the half-hearted nfsfl of tl^e present Government in the matter. 
We on this side of the House propose immediate and total prohibition, 
because we believe that the only effective check to increasing con- 
sumption of liquor and other drugs is prohibitionVhich wnll in its turn 
bring about an all-round improvement in the moral and material welfare 
of the people of the province. We know, Sir, the common arguments 
that are put forward against immediate and total prohibition. We 
know, it will be said that it will give rise to illicit manufacture and 
will be attended wdth evils even greater than those which it was intended 
to prevent; s(‘Condly, that the financial position of the province will 
deteriorate and as a consequence, nation-building activities of the 
Government will have to be curtailed; thirdly, that it will be regarded 
by many as an intolerable interference with the liberty of the people; 
and fourthly, that it has been tried in America and there it has proved 
a failure. 

Let me answer these arguments one by one. Regarding the first, 
my answer is that it is no argument to throw out the proposal of pro- 
hibition, because there will be some or a considerable number of people 
who may commit offences against prohibition. Moreover, educating 
the public to keep a vigilant eye on illicit manufacture will go a great 
way to check it. 

Regarding the second, I admit that there will he. for the time 
being, some loss of revenue to the detriment of the nation-building 
activities of the Government, but we should at the same time never 
forget that prohibition also is a part and not an insignificant part of 
nation-building and that the major portion of the excise revenue, that 
is, out of Us. 1,(10,50,000 more than a crore and a quarter comes from 
the pocket of the common man. Here, Sir, as in no other sphere of 
public finance, the voice of conscience rings loud and clear and asks — 
Is it fair, is it equitable, is it just to tempt the common man to drink 
and then utilise this ill-gotten revenue for the building up of the 
nation? Moreover, in the long run, there is every possibility of 
increased revenue from general prosperity which will follow as a 
necessary consequence of prohibition. In this connection, may I ask 
the Government that if it was possible for the Governments of Madras, 
Bombay, Behar and other provinces with a much larger excise revenue 
to introduce prohibition, what stands in the 'fay of the Government of 
Bengal to introduce it here and now. 

With regard to thin! argument, I have only to remind the 
Government that if they have afforded to be generously 'liberd in the 
application of^the Defence of India Rules in interfering with the civi^ 
liberties of the people, their most precious fundamental rights, they 
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can at least afford to be just in interfering with the liberty of the 
people to do evil — they can, in the words of Rousseau, force them to be 
free from the evils of drink. 

liastly, it is said that prohibition has tailed in America and it will 
also fail elsewhere. Put, Sir, if I have read the history of prohibition 
in the United States of America aright, I can say without the least 
hesitation that the restoration of alcohol and other intoxicants has 
been brought about by those whose pockets were touched. It is on 
record. Sir, what prohibition achieved there and the speeches which 
were heard even in this city from Mr. Pussyfoot Johnson went to show 
that after prohibition in the United States several jails were closed, 
new banks opened and people thrived. 

Moreover, Sir, when 1 think that drink is the parent of many a sin, 
when I contemplate that it has brought untold misc^ry to millions of 
people ot this province, when I recall to mind that it has rendered 
unhappy and desolate many a home where once sweetness and harmony 
reigned supreme, when I reflect that it has taken away the only touch 
ot refinement, the only ray of light and the only glow of liope from the 
lives of those that solely need ihem all. I feel that Government has 
been the worst offender in allowing this evil to continue, and the mem- 
bers <d the ('oalition l*arty abettors in not bringing the Government 
to its senses and making them agree to introduces prohibition. Sir, it 
is never too late to mend ; rather late than never. May 1 appeal 
through you. Sir, to the memWr.s of the Coalition Party in all humility 
and with all the earnestness and emphasi.s that 1 can command, may 
r appeal to them in the name of all that is best and noblest in humanity 
to rise at least once p(iiial lo tlie occasion and persuade the Government 
to take courage in both hands, and introduce immediate prohibition 
as Madras, Pombay, Hehar and other provinces have done and earn 
the blessings and gratitude of ourselves and of generations yet unborn P ^ 

We, ot the Opposition, have at least the satisfaction of doing our 
duty not in the sense of the father of Mr. Winston Clmrchill, who once 
said that it w’as the biminess of the Opposition to oppose everything and 
propose nothing but by drawing the attention of the Government to 
this evil and by introducing the Bengal Prohibition Bill, 1939. Let the 
Government accept the Bill, and if the Government does not want the 
Opposition to steal a inarch over them and take the credit, let it 
introduce a Prohibition Bill here and now and support will be accorded 
to it from the Opposition, again in the language of the father of 
Mr. Chur( hill, not with kick but with a caress.

Mr* MD* ABUL FAIL: Sir, I beg to move that tbe demand of 
Rs. 21 , 5 t ),000 under the head *' 8 — Provincial Excise” be reduced by 
Rs. 100 . 
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Sir, my intention in moving this cut motion is to draw the attention 
of the House that in spite of Government declaration that they would 
gradually introduce prohibition they have done little, if anything, as 
yet, Gk)vernment’s failure to introduce prohibition has been defended 
by the fact that drink evil is not so ruinous or so pressing here as in 
other provinces and that the yield for excise revenue per capita in 
Bengal is lower than in other provinces. But in 1937 the Hon 'He the 
Chief Minister was pleosed to declare on the floor of this Houee not 
only that total prohibition was the ultimate goal of the excise policy of 
this province, but that as a lieginniiig experiments in prohibition would 
be undertaken in one or two selected areas. In 1938 the Jlon’ble the 
Chief Minister said that he had selected Noakhali mot only for Low 
consumption of liquor but uls(> for other strategic reasons. Next 
Chittagong and then Coinilla and then the entire (3iittagong Division 
would be tackled. He also said that in October, 1937, he had been in 
communi(«ti«n with the district authorities and had been trying to- 
encourage voluntary workers in the w'ork of (larrying out the policy of 
prohibition and popularising prohibition in the districts. 

It is regrettable that in spite of these* assurances, no serious step 
has been takiui to tackle this problem. On the other hand, the Licensing 
Board of NoakhuH and some juildic iKulies of Chittagong, Comilla and 
Dacca have expressed their opinion against prohibition on the Prohibi- 
tion Bill <»f Uai llarendru'Niith (’haudhnri. 

Sir, this then has been tlie result of Government’s attempt at 
popularising prohibition, not to s[H*Hk of voluntar>' workers, none of 
whom has been met in any juirt of the province carrying on prohibition 
work. 1 um constrained to say that Government have been <lelil>erately 
attempting to mislead the House and the country outside with regard 
to their prohibition policy. 

Three rules are genemlly considered in discouraging use of country 
liquors: (1) restriction on sale.s; (2) reduction in the number of shops; 
and (3) high prices of liquor. It will be found from the Budget 
figures that in 1930-37 the income from this source has been 
Rs. 42,81,000; in 1937-38, Rs. 02,42,000; in 1938-39, Rs. 55,42,000; in 
1939-40, Rs. 50,75,000; and we expect Rs. 56,00,000 in 1940-41, so 
that there has been increase in each successive year. What then has 
been the value of this restriction? Instead of decreasing the sale they 
bav^ increased it. I should like to know what stringent measures have 
been introduced by the Hqp’ble the Chief Minister since his assumption 
of office. 

Then, as for the number of shops in Calcutta ancf in jute mills and 
industrial areas, these shops have been steadily on. the increase. In 
the whol^ of demgal, out of about 900 shops one or two shops have so 
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far been reduced; but from the very fact that the income from Exciae 
is on the increase, it ia evident that ahopa could not have been reduced. 

As for high prices of liquor, from excise reports of last three years 
it will be seen that there has been no increase in the price but a 
reduction ranging from 12i per cent, to 25 per cqnt. 

One of the conditions of success in any undertalcing of this type is 
the possession of self-confidence, which the ministry lacks. And they 
also lack in the ability to foresee the difficulties to be faced and the 
capacity to call into existence organisations adapted to cope with these 
difficulties. Sir, among all provinces of India, Madras, Orissa and 
Bihar have gradually succeeded in prohibition. The most successful 
achievement has been in the district of Salem in the Madras Presidency. 
Of all provinces, perhaps Madras enjoyed the unenviable reputation of 
deriving the highest percentage of its revenues from excise. This 
amounted to 27*1 per (;ent. of the total provincial revenues in 1934-35. 
Then, Sir, among all her districts, the district of Salem was notorious 
for its drunkenneHs. When the Congress came into power, tlie Hon’ble 
Mr. Rajagopalachariur selected Salem for his noteworthy experiments. 
This district was most addicted to drinking. His contention was that 
if he could demonstrate to the world that if prohibition was jKyssible 
in a place like Salem where every village, hamlet and but had ita 
cluster of palm trees which might be tapped easily for toddy without 
much fear of detection, then it would be easier still to introduce 
prohibition in other places where the conditions of success were more 
favourable. The district of Salem has an an*a of 7,100 square miles, 
and it coiituiiis more than 1,800 villages and thousands of hamlets, 
that the population numlH*rs more than 2A million souls of whom 7i 
lakhs of people were in the habit of using excise articles, mainly in 
the form of toddy. Emjuiries made at that time revealed that the 
expenditure on drink before the introduetion of prohibition ranged 
from 24 to 32 per cent, of the total earnings of the addicts. Some of 
the people spent as much as 50 to 70 per cent, of their earnings on 
drink as against 15 per cent, in Britain. These figures alone are 
flutficient to show what a boon prohibition has been to the people of 
this district as also how diffi('ult is its introduction in an area where 
palm trees are to be found in their lakhs. It has further to be stated 
that the excise revenue derived from this district only was a little over 
Rs. 13 lakhs per year all of which had to be sacrificed with the introduc- 
tion of prohibition. If the ministry has any real intention of intro- 
ducing prohibition, they should emulate th^'s example of Salem and 
introduce prohibition in the area where people are greatly addicted and 
cot in the place where people are the least addicted. 

With these observations, Sir, I commend my cut motion to the 
acceptance of^the House. 
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•If HtNRY BIRKMYRE: Mr. Speaker^ Sir, I wish to say a few 
words OH .behalf of my party on the motions before the House. 1 hbpe 
I shall not be misunderstood if I express satisfactiooi that Excise is one 
source of revenue which is showing an^incfease and not decrease. 
In 1925-26 Excise revenue amounted to its. 228 lakhs; in 1928-29 it 
had shrunk to Rs. 224 lakhs; while in 19^18-34 there was a serious drop 
to Rs. 134 lakhs. Since then the revenue has been increasing 
gradually. 

It may be argued that this diT»p was due to the depression, .and 
contraction in the spending power of the population, but the figures of 
Excise convictions for illicit distillation and smuggling show that this 
was not the case. The com vict ions in the year 1926-27 amounted to 
1,400, in 1929-30 to 5,757, in 1930-31 to 10,016. while in 1933-34 they 
had reached an astonishing figure of 20,828. 1 think, Sir, that these 

figures will prove conclusively thai the depression had not brought 
about any shrinkage in the consumption of liquor, but that illicit 
distillation and the smuggling of cheap liquor had drawn the consumer 
from tlie Government 8upj)ly to cheap “fire water.” The Government 
found themselves faced with twe very seitou.s problems — u fall in 
revenue and the ill-effects of clo'wp had li(j|uor. Were these not 
checked, very serious s(.)ci«l effects would occur from the m.msumption 
of bad liquor, while the nation-building departments would be starved 
for the la(‘k ot funds. To cxjunteract this, Government adopted two 
methods — -the introduction of 75 under-proof li<|unr and the opening of 
new licensing shops in districts and areas where illicit distillation had 
been proved. Thes<? measures had their effect.9 in thal they checked 
smuggling and helped to inen^nse revenue. I must say, however, that 
illicit distillaiion was only being checked, and the (juestion was whether 
the department had to be provided with an mlequate staff at its disposal 
to control and check this pernicious practic-e altogether. 

The neighlwuring province of Madras hu.s a very large staff of excise 
— 575 sub-inspectors, 221 petty officers and 2,419 peons. Rombay has 
108 suh-inspectors, 396 petty officers and 1,846 peons. Rut liengal 
with a larger area than liomba\ and an infinitely larger ])opulatioii 
than both these provinces has only 276 sub-inspectors, 117 petty officers 
and 965 peons. The other two provinees realise the value of their excise 
revenue and this is shown in the collections which in Madras in 1938-f39 
amobnted to R«. 374 lakhs; and in RomWy to Rs. 287 lakhs, while in 
Bengal we only collected JR^s. 159 lakhs. It miglit perhaps he more 
easily comprehended if one were to turn this revenue into terms of 
rupees, annas and pies per ht«d of population. In jihat case it would 
come to this: that Bombay cone<;te<l Re. 1-7-2; Madras annas 13-7, 
while Bengal with its large pofHilation and many needs (*olIected only 
annas 5-2. 
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.Now, Bir, another argument may be brought forward! and that is 
tliat in Bengal the consumption of liquor is very high and that Govern- 
nent are making a large revenue out of it. This, I maintain Sir, is 
entirely untijae. The consupQHjpn of liquor in Bengal is smaller than 
in the hther two provinces I have referred to, and if I may be forgiven 
for quoting more figures, I would like to point out that in Madras there 
ii one liquor shop for every 28 -8 square miles ; in Bombay there is one 
liquor shop for eveiy^ 59 j square miles; but in Bengal we have only o^o 
liquor shop for every 98 *7 square miles. It will be easily seen therefore 
that Bengal is not the drink-sodden province some would like to have 
it. 

Now, Sir, if 1 may be permitted to put forward the opinion of the 
European party, it is that they do not consider that prohibition as such 
is the cure. The United States of America tried the experiment for 
a jMjriod of 15 years with the result that crime increasec^ out of all 
knowledge. The figures, ai:>art from boot-legging, comprising crimes 
of sexual mania, madness and crimes of many other characters, make 
a most appalling record. Madras for the last two years now has been 
trying the experiment of piohibition. In 1988-89 it lost Rs. 80 lakhs; 
last year this loss had increased to Us. 65 lakhs. In addition to this 
they were faced with the necessity of considerable increased expenditure 
on their preventive stall for enforcing prohibition. Nor can it be said 
that they have succeeded, as the evasion of licensing laws and the 
imports of smuggled liquor from neighbouring States have reached 
alarmingly Idgh figures. Even if prohibition were feasible, I ask the 
House whether Bengal dare risk attempting it. We have had a series 
of deficit budgets. Our taxation is already at a very high limit, and 
it has been stated that the saturation point of taxation is very nearly 
reached. We have before us many schemes of education, agricultur^ 
improvements, rural reconstruction and public health — all of diem 
crying uecessitities. Can we, therefore, at this stage risk a shrinkage 
of revenue whic^h will inevitably result if we introduce complete prohi- 
bition!* In the United Kingdom many years ago drunkenness was almost 
universal, but with the spread of education, particularly universal 
education, the consumption of liquor has come down steadily. The 
figures to-day oomi)are Extremely well with those of even twenty or 
twenty-five years ago, I submit that the correct way to tackle the 
question is not pnthibition but education — education of the massea and 
education of public opinion. Government have stated their policy 
which is maximum revenue wdth minimuiq of consumption. Tltey 
have also, as an ex|)eriment, introduced prohibition in one district of 
the province. (A voice: Yrhere?) Noakhali. 1 submit that we should 
give them an opportunity of developing this policy and so long aa 
consumption of liquor is kept within dec^ent bounds — and there is eveiy 
evidence that, ibis is being done — we should support any aeana ol 
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keeping our financee within the bounds of sohency and of utilising 4ili^ 
revenue obtained from liquor to kill liquor by educating the masses and 
public opinion. 

Mr. KSNETRA MfATH 81 NONA: Sir, I beg to move that the 
demand of Rs. 21,63,000 under the head “8— Provincial Excise'* be 
reduced by Rs. 100. 

Sir, I touch a point with which we are very much concerned. Gov- 
ernment in former days declared openly that their |K»lioy is to give 
licences to the Bengalis generally and not to give them to any outsiders. 
But, Sir, unfortunately after three years of working of the provincial 
autonomy, what ih we fiudP After giving such a (dear promise that 
licences would not l)e issued t<> outsiders, w'hat are they doing now? 
In North Be^al wherefrom the Hon’ble Minister in charge of Excise 
comes, let us see what he has done. Tn his own district not a single 
licence for an Excise shop is given to the .Talpaiguri people. In 
Rangpur not a single licence is given to any of the inhabitants of 
Rangpur and in Diuajpur the inatt«‘r standstill a worse condition. The 
Hon’ble Minister may remember that only one licence for a f/ipnja 
shoj) — not excise. j>roperly speaking— f<»r which a man belonging to the 
Scheduled (’astt* was tliought fit was given. And to make the matter 
worse still after a year’s working, the licence was not renewed to him. 
In spite of my telling the ]lon’l)le Minister and in spite of my asking 
the Commissi(mer of Excise, nothing was tl(»ne. Now, Sir, let me 
speak of niy owti district, namely, Rangpur. Tn several cases I tried, 
and tried my level best to see that licences for these shops were given 
only to the fwtui fide inhahitants of the district, not to speak of anylwdy 
el^. 1 do not claim too much for my own community. But to speak 
the tjruth, one excise shop in Mahimgjinj was given to Rainsevakram 
and all the appeals and requests that were made to the Hon’ble Minister 
bore no fruit. Rec’ently in Saidpur a shop was given to somebody else. 

I am not going to tell how it was given. In Rangpur. I know that all 
the licences for excise shops are issued to iKUi-Bengalis. One Ramsevak- 
ram, who is a hot favourite, stands first in the district. Another Sham- 
lal Saha, who is the second favourite, stands second, and one Ramlal 
Saha, though not in tlie list, stand.s third. 

Mr. SPEAKERS You are getting confused between Ramlal and 
Sbamlal ! 


Mr. KSNETRA NATH SINCHA. This is oui misfortune, because 
we are always governed by Ramlals and Shamlals. That is our mis- 
fortune. In spite of all this, what is the Hon’ble Minister doing for 
his own district He is doing nothing for hi# district, and for the 
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people of the provinre. He has been holding the post of Minister for 
three long years and yet he is doing nothing. We have been silent flo 
long. l,Hii|ht be under som# pj^ligation to him and he might be under 
an obligatioif to me. 1 did not*8peak of these things before the public, 
but it is a mournful tale of ours that we are getting no preference from 
Government in this dej>artment also. We are always neglected every- 
where and s])e('ially I claim tin's because the Minister belongs to the 
Scheduled Castes. If he (daims to belong to the Scheduled Castes, then 
he has done nothing for the Scheduled Castes. In support of my state- 
ment, 1 would like to < ite one instance. Mr. Speaker, Sir, you will 
see how it is done. 1 shall, with your permission, read the following 
questions and answers: — 

“Mr. Anon, Latik His was: Will the Hon’ble Minister in charge 
of the Kxcise and Foiest Department be pieced to state 
whether it is a tact that a large number of excise licences 
are issued t<» non-Heiigalisy 

The Hon’ble Mr. Prasanna Deh Kaikit: Yes, .so lar as toddy 
licences are concerned, but not so in the case of other 
liceiK'es. 

Mr. 1*RAMATHA Ranjan Thakuh : Js it not a fact that members of 
the Scheduled (Pistes do not get preference in the matter of 
excise F 

The Hon’ble Mr. Prasanna Dkij Kaikut: I am not aware of that.” 
This is from a Scheduled Caste Minister who stands up and advocates 
the cause of Scheduled Castes! He does not know what is the j) 08 ition 
of the Scheduled (hastes and why they are not getting licences. He does 
not know anything. I ask him to hid goodbye to his present j>osition 
if he cannot <lo anything for his coiiiinunity and if he cannot do any*- 
thing for bis jiroviucc. What is the use of being a Minister thenP He 
is not doing any good either to his community or to his province, though 
he is getting Rs. 2,b0() a month Mr. Speaker, Sir, it is a most 
lamentable tale of ours that everywhere ue are neglected and neglected. 
Government have publicly declared that licences wdll erily be given to 
Bengalis as far as possible, but there is a clear ahNenee ot himd fides in 
the mind of Government. This is a very sad state of affairs. As there 
is still time, I ask the Hon ’hie Minister to retrace and do some justice 
to the people of the province and specially the Scheduled Castes people. 
A large amount of money comes from the Scheduled Castes under this 
head. You are ruining yo\n- own people at the cost of their health and 
property. Hut you are doing nothing for their benefit. The majority 
of the income from these li(’ences comes from the Scheduled Castes 
people — Khols. Doras, Mehtars, ete. Hut what are you doing for them? 
You an* doffig no good to them. You are giving no preference to them

anywhei^. You are ouly asking them to get themselves drowned. 
You are always comparing with other provinces, but you are not doing 
anything. You say that Bengal is very fortunate, Bengalia live in 
heaven, there is no licence difficulty, the people are rolling in luxuries 
and are accustomed to heavenly habits. But this is not ^the real state 
of things. We live in the mufassal and know the condition of the 
peojde, how they are being ruined by constant drinking, and thereby 
spoiling their health and wasting their money. You must remember 
that when people are taxed, they ought to get a portion of it back as 
remuneration. This sheer neglect is really a criminal one, and I 
request Kon’blc Minister t<» look into the matter himself. I have 
informed hi?n several times al>out the difficulties of the people, but he 
never cares to look into them. Fie merely carries on bis duties by 
signing whatever is placed before him. 

Mr. ABDULLA-AL MAHMOOD: Sir, the policy of excise has been 
thoroughly discussed by various members on the floor of this House. I 
therefore do not like to take any further time of the House by inflicting 
a speech ou the general [)olicv of the (lovernmeiit on Excise. But I 
will he failing in tny duty if I do not Firing certain facts before the 
menilx^rs of this Flouse. 

Sir. T bring a definite charge against the present Excise Commis- 
sioner of Flengal who is luckily present in the gallery. 

Mr. SPEAKER: I am sorry you cannot refer to any gentleman in 
the gallery. 

Mr. ABOULLA-AL MAHMOOD: Sir, F bring this definite charge 
against the Commissioner of Excise, (loverument of Bengal, who is 
luckily present here to-day. 

Mr. SPEAKER; T am sorry you are again referring to him. You 
cannot say anything to anyF) 0 (iy sitting outside this House. 

, Mr. ABDULLA-AL MAHMOOD: Sir, I would like that the Com- 
missioner of I'^xcise should hear my allegation and T say that he is an 
enemy to the Muslim.s and Scheduled ('aste.s. 

Mr. BREAKER: I am .sorry that you do not realise that if you want 
to say anything against tlic Excise Department you hove to address the 
House, but you cannot say whether it will be heard or read by the 
Excise Commissioner. So please do not refer to that^ 

Mr. ABOULLA-AL MAHMOOD. Sir, through you 1 am submitting 
to the House that 1 bring this definite charge against thf^ommissionerr 
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of Excise, and 1 must say that the Hon ’hie Minister in chargpe of 
fitopartment is negligpent in his duties in not taking’ proper care of 
department. He is being guided by the dictates of the Commissioner 
of Excise is a self-willed and impatient man who is running the 
Excise Depaitment. Now, Sir, my definite charge is this : that recently 
four posts of Superintendents of Excise fell vatiant. The members of 
this House are well aware that there was a Governiuent circular to fill 
up the vacancy to the effect. There was a referencij^o that circular in 
to-day^s unstarred question No, 122 put by Mr. Azhar Ali. As it was 
an unstarred question, I think, I should read out both the question and 
the answer on the floor of this House 


Mr. SPEAKER; I hoin^ you remember your time-limit. 

( 

Mr. ABDULLA-AL MAHMOOD: Sir, this is a very im[>orlant 
matter. The members of the Coalition Party — both the Muslim and the 
Scheduled Castes members — highly resent the action of the department 
in this matter, and they bring this charge against the Minister in charge 
of the Department that he does not himself look after the affairs of the 
department which he should do as a responsible man who has been placed 
at the helm of the affair. 

Sir, I only bring through you to the notice of the members of this 
House the subject-matter of the question referred to above. It runs 
thus : —

I ask the Hon’ble Minister to say whether it was he himself who 
cancelled this order or was it the Commissioner of Excise who really 
cancelled this order, (tries of “Hear I hear!” from Coalition Benches.) 
Now what has been done. Four posts fell vacant and two of them were, 
first ©f all. •given t<» non-Muslims, that is, I must frankly say, to 
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Hindus. Subsequently, advertisement was made in tbe paper tbut direcut 
recruitment would be made to the two other posts. That advertisement 
was afterwards cancelled and one man who had been ap[K>|pied as 
Public Prosecutor, to conduct cases of the Excise Department has been 
fiven one of the appointments. As far as I know, these appointments 
have been made in supersession to the claims of many Muslim officers 
who have uot brilliant records at their credit. 

Sir, I would reUfind the Commissioner of Excise and also the Hon hie 
Minister in charja^ of the l)ei)artmeiit that members of the Coalition 
Party strongly resent this sort of action. (Cries of ‘‘Shame! shame!*' 
from Coalition Benches.) I also bring it to the notice of the Hon’lde 
Minister that such carelessness will not he tolerated in future by any 
meml>er of the C\)alitioii Party. 


Mr. BANKU BEHARI MANDAL: Mr Speaker, Sir. most of the 
meml>ers are speaking for total |)r(ihihition hut. Sir, wc come to know 
from the budget estimate that the total excise revenue of the province 
is about Rs. ]5(t lakhs per year on an average, whereas the average land 
revenue is Rs. .‘150 lakhs |)er year. So the excise revenue is more than 
one-third of the land revenue. If the total prohihition is introduced, 
Government will have to make provision for this amount of Rs. 150 
lakhs by ta.xution or by some other means. The |>eople of the j)rovincc 
are already overburdened with taxes and fresh taxation will not be 
advisable. Moreover, extra staff will have to be niaintainetl for giving 
effect to total prohibition. Total prohibition was introduced in the 
subdivision of Dhanbad excepting Chirkunda tbana which is on the 
border of Asansol subdivision, hut the illicit manufacture and illicit 
distillation cases were so numerous that it wa.s Very difficult for the pro- 
hibition officers to manag** Tn sonn* (‘uses the Excise sub-inspectors , 
and peons were M*ri(msly injureti by the coii.sumers. The prohibition 
in other provinces has not been very successful. You all know. Sir, that 
the subdivision of Asansol is full of collieries and there an* also a large 
number of industrial factories. Most of the coal-miners are the 
Santhals or other aboriginal tribes who are addicted to drinking of 
pachai ; parhm is a c heap drink made easily from rice and is consumed 
by the fwor lalK)urers and aboriginals. It is both food and drink. The 
alcoholic strength is very low, viz., 5 per c'ent.. and it has no pernicious 
effect. It is a n(*c‘e.ssit% to the coal-cutters, Thefk* shops cannot be 
abolished. • 

As to the granting of lic'enses of .shops I must tell you. Sir, that 
previously the licenses ^ of shops were gran^d by auction 
system. The highest bidders, used to be given the license. 

By taking shops in the highest bid the vendors had sometimes to suffer 
loss and some of them were ruined. They must have some preferetee 
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when the shops have become lucrative under the fixed fee system. 
There is another thing to note, Sir, and that is that 
there is a certain community who are expert in manufacturing certain 
wine :» that community must have preference. Graduate vendors having 
no knowledge of excise business sit idle with handkerchief in their 
nose. They do not sit in the sale counter or take part in the sale. 
They exploit the Scheduled Caste people who are experts. 

There is a proposal that shops should he* settled for three or five 
years. This is almost absurd. I say. Sir, with all the earnestness I 
can command, that this systtun is absurd and impracticable. Suppose 
a man has got a shop for a limited period and his age for Government' 
service expires, what is he to do after his license goes? Moreover, Sir, 
I say with due respect to the vendors that the vendor will naturally 
try to get as much profit as possible if In* knows that his licence is a 
temporary one. 

As to the ojieiiing of new shops, the (rovernment (ipens new shops 
where there is a demand for it, and tlu* vshop is sanc'tioned by the local 
Excise Advisory Committee or the Licensing Board. The new shop in 
most cases checks the illicit distillation and smuggling. Cheapness of 
76 Tf.P. is a check on illicit distillation and illicit manufacture. It 
does not increase drunkenness, but checks illicit distillation. 

As you know, Sir, the subdivision of Asansol, is in the border of 
Bihar; the Bihar (lovernment introduced clieap li(juor at 4 i)ice per 
bottle and the sale of fxirhai was greatly reduced. But as soon as there 
was watcli throughout the border, the sale improved and became up to 
one hundred maunds per month in ease of 15 or 20 muunds per month. 

With these words, Sir, I say that the Government should also con- 
sider the cases of Scheduled Castes as my friend has stated and also 
grant shops to those people of this province. 

Tht Hon’bla Mr. A. K. FAZLUL HUQ: Sir, theie wa^ a time 

Srijut NARENDRA NATH DAS GUPTA: Mr. Speaker, Sir, there 
is an amendment in my name. Shall I not he allowed any time to 
speak on that? 

Mr. SPEAKER: I am sorry, but unfortunately there will be no 
time. 1 have already allowed four .speakers, and if there was time 
I would have no objection. 

Srijilt NARENDRA NATH DAS GUPTA: In that case. Sir, we 
oan oontin^ the discussion to-morrow as mentioned in the agenda 
paper. 
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Mr. SPEAKER: No, we have jrot to hnish it to^y. 

Sril«t NARENDRA HATH DAS GUPTA; The businesa will 
continue up to 6th April. Sir, we have come to represent our consti- 
tuencies. If we are debarred from speaking^, it will be useless for us 
to sit here. 

Mr. SPEAKER: I uinnot help that. 1 om sorry. 

The Hon'ble Mr. A. K. FAZLUL HUQ: Sir, there was a time 
immediately after I had taken over charge when I used to resent not 
merely unjust and unfair (Titicism, but even the harsh things that 
used to be said about me and the (Government both in and outside the 
House. Time, however, has buight me patience, and I have been 
listening to-#iight to long speeches delivered by member.s sitting in 
Opposition in the course of which they have given long catalogues 
of the wise suggestions they have been making for llie past three long 
years and the neglect of the Ministers to implement those words of 
advice as part.s of their jxilicy and particularly the idt-repe 4 ited charge 
that 1 have been making promises which I have failed to fulfil, I 
realise, Sir, that my friends in the Optmsition are fully aware that the 
elections are drawing nigh, and they have got to issue their election 
manifestos, I Uike it. Sir, tliat the^e long speeches will be printed 
as jxarts ot their election manilesUm and their constituencies will bo 

told that (A voice from the Opposition: This is applicable to 

both sides. ) So tar as 1 am concerned I am not issuing any manifesto 
whatsoever. Whatever I have done will be my manifesto. I know, 
Sir, these speeclies will be delivered as iMirts of their election mani- 
festos to tell their admiring CKinstituencies hou they have worked day 
and night and how iiiifiervious the ministry has heeri not u> recognise 
the gtx)d advice that they have been gi\ing. 

Now, Sir, .so tar as prohihition i^* (‘oncer ne<i (iiid the excise duty is 
aincerned, I have not got much to sa\ . It is all very well Ui talk of 
prohihition and ajipi^al to people’s sentiments to cloud the issue by 
charging the (iovernmerit with not having done anything, and paint- 
ing a fanciful picture of the achievements of Ministers in other 
provinces. My friends ought to know that I am a much travelled man, 
and I have been to every province not excepting those which had l>e€n 
governed by Congress Ministers till recently, and I can tell the House 
that there is not one sinj^le province thr<iughout India which can claim 
to liave introduced prohibition completely. {A voice fnim the 
(3pposition : Bomlxiy.) Ikjmhoy made a show by^ari announcement, 
and in Bombay the prohibition orders were flouted by the people. 
People used. to get into the area beyond the laud limit and used 
•olandestinely to buy and sell, and very recently orders were openly dis- 
obeyed find when the Bombay (jGovernment prosecuted Those persons. 
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tl:ke profiecutions biled and the accused acquitM on the gri^tind tliat 
Ike Prohibition orders were ultra vira. The Bombay Government has 
bad to appeal against that order and the Judgment of the High Court 

is being awaited. 

* 

Now, Sir, it is not surprising that things should be so. In Bengal 
Prohibition is not so much of a problem as it is in Bombay or Madras 
or Bihar or Orissa or even the United Provinces. No Bengal peasant, 
whether be is a Muslim or a Hindu, ever touches wine — not to talk of 
drinking, and if by any means Bengal could be made free of non- 
Bengalees, the drink prcyblem would cease to exist in Bengal. (“Hear! 
hear!” from Coalition Benches.) It is not the Bengalees who drink 
but the up-country labourers and the aborigines from outside who have 
settled down in Bengal who require these drug shops qnd liquor shops 
and opium shops. 

Speaking of the Muslims, 1 may say that it is a part of our religious 
creed to prohibit drinking of wine. One of my friends was telling the 
House that prohiibition is as old as a century. I say that prohibition 
is as old as centuries, dating from the time, when the prophet of 
Islam proclaimed Prohibition thnmghout the world. One way of having 
complete Prohibition is by becoming all Muslims, because I believe that 
no Muslim can drink wine. (Dr. Naunaksha Sanyat ! Except the 
Nawabs.) Those who drink are not Mussalmans. (‘‘Hear! hear!” 
from the Opposition Benches.) 

Now, vSir, to come to the essential ])oints that have been raised, we 
have adopted a policy of caution. We know. Sir, it is no use making 
a show of doing things, not meaning to do anything at all. or knowing 
full well that we will fail, to tell the world that we achieved wonders 
in the course of a limited time. Sir, we began with Noakhali because 
Noakhali has several advantages, and 1 am glad to tell the House that 
the experiment has .succeeded wonderfully well in that district. The 
people have co-operated with the (lovernraent and have made it 
practically impo.ssihle for liquor to he brought illicitly within the 
confines of the district, and we propose to consider now the question of 
extension into the neighbouring districts of Chittagong and Comilla. 

Now, Sir, in the case of Prohibition the one thing that has got to 
be remembereil is not merely the loss of revenue hut also the additional 
expenditure that has got to he incurred in order to enforce the laws 
which we may have to enait or the rules and regulations which we 
may have to promulgate. In the case of Noakhali, we had a good 
deal of voluntary co-operation, and if Bengil as a whole would come 
forward to co-operate with Government and minimise the cost of 
protecting the prohibited areas from being contaminated by people 
from those parts where Prohibition is not in force, the problem of 
Prohibition would become so much the easier. And to-day, Sif, the 
proposal was*put forward by a member of the Coalition Party that it 
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i» ttow t]ie duty of the Bengral Provincial Muslim lioa^ue to take up 
•enously the question of Prohibition. Sir, I wish to bring this matter 
up before the Muslim League, and I expect that with the co-operation 
of the Muslim I^eague and of the i>eople generally, it will be possible 
for us to extend Prohibition with minimum loss of revenue In the 
neighbouring districts of Xoakhali, namely, romilla and Chittagong. 

Now, Sir, so far as I am concerned, T need not say that it is not 
quite correct to assume that I myself personally, or the (Government 
as such, have resiled from the policy to try to introduce Prohibition in 
Bengal. As I have said, vSir, wlicn we come face to face with facts, 
new difficulties arise, and at a time when we are hard pressed for 
money in order to meet the demands of administration, it is bjid policy 
merely in obedience to sentiments to <*onsent to any measure which 
has the inevitable effect of dwindling down the already dwindled 
revenues of t^ie province. Hut, at the same time, we (h) not say that 
we consider the jdtuation as absolutely hopeless. Much depends on 
what the people themselves can do towards indu<‘ing jx'ople to abstain 
from drink. One way of introducing Pn>hibition is by j>crsiiasioii ; 
another way is to educate the people and make them understand the 
evils of drink; and it is by persuasion and by education that more 
progress can be done in this direction than by coercive methods. Tt is 
a mistake to suppose that (lovcrnment indm‘e people to drink. (Govern- 
ment are doing nothing of the kind. By introducing a licence fee on 
drink they are really trying to minimise the evil of drinking. If we 
abolish the Ex<‘ise Department altogether and tnerely proclaim 
Prohibition, it will be foun<l that people will take more and more to 
ilrink. It is only because of the licence fee on drinkitig that free 
drinking has been rendered impossible. Therefore, Sir, instead of 
levelling unfounded (;harges against the Minister ol Excise, or the 
(Government, it is the duty ol our critics also to sec that the j)eople are 
induced to give up their habit of drinking. If that is done, very little • 
will require to ]»e done by (Government. If people do mq drink, the 
evil of drinking w'ill cease to exist ol itself. Unfortunately, however, 
those who drink the hardest are generally the peojtle who shout the 
loudest for Prohihiiion. (Laughter ) I have seen that those like us 
who never drink

to anything which may be said at random on the floor of this House. 
Suggestions may be given which w'ill be oonsidered^.. and I can assure 
the House that Prohibition is still our goal, but it is a goal to be 
J^^aohed by stages. Our step should be sk)w but steadjP, The beat 
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player is he who does not rush to the goal but goes on quietly 
•unnounting all obstacles, covering every inch, and then when he ie 
near the goal shcxits and finds the ball actually in the net. 

Now, Sir, I wish to say one thing more about the speech delivered 
by my friend Mr. Abdulla-al Mahmood.

Mr, ATUL KRI8HNA CH08E: On a point of order, Sir. Is the 
Hon’ble Minister in charge entitled not to give any reply? 

Mr. 8PEAKER: I have not to decide that. Will you please sit 
down ? 

The H0ll*ble Mr. A. K. FAZLUL HUQ: Sir. it is mthW hard for 
an officer to be criticised when he himself is not in a jxisition to defend 
himself, hut it is certainly open to any member of the House to bring 
the grievances either of a particular community or of a section of the 
House U) the notice of the Minister in charge and of the Government 
generally. And I can assure the Hoii.se that, so far as we are con- 
oerned, we have received certain representations which will be con- 
sidereil in due course, and my friends can rest as.sure<i that if there 
has been anything on the part of any officer of the department to which 
exception can be taken, Government will certainly do what can possibly 
be done to rectify mistakes or to redress grievances. 

Now, Sir, as regards my friend, the Hon’Ible Minister in charge, I 
have taken the liberty in saying these few words generally on the 
discussion because, Sir, the time is short. I can assure the House 
that he has been trying his best under somewhat difficult circumstances, 
and altiiough we have not been aide to achieve everything within the 
time that lias elapsed, we are going steadily forward towards the 
achievement of our end in view. I know, Sir, that my friends want 
to acconi[»lish everything by the end of December, 1941, so that they 
can go to their constituencies with a big list of what has been achieved. 
But the elections are not for giving opportunities to members to parade 
achievements before an admiring public, but the elections come after 
a certain time in order to give the constituencies an opportunity of 
pronouncing their verdict on the work that has been done. There are 
certain things wliioh can be done in the course of months; there are 
certain things which take years; and there are t'ertain things which 
take centuries. (Rai Harkndha Nath CHAnmuRi : Ami ProbSbition 
ia one of thfin!) Time speaks for everything, and we have to recognise 
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the faet that different things t^ke different periods of time — some take 
months, some take years and some take centuries, and whatever takes 
months to achieve cannot he completed in the course of a day. And 
Prohibition is one such thing. I hope the House w'ill take my assurance 
that we still adhere to our policy and vre are also proceeding slowly in 
the matter.

Owing to the existence ot big industrial concerns in Bengal, there 
is a large number of up-^untry people in this province with yieculiar 
habits of their ow’n. Calcutta having been the (wipital of India for 
about a century and a half, many people from othei^parts (d' India and 
abroad had built their homes and business centres in this province 
which oontriButed greatly to fhe problems of Bengal in matters of 
excise. The existence of a colony of foreigners like Chiwase, Japanese, 
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Biu*m«»e, etc., and Indums like Peehwaria, Marwieria, Gueratis, Slkke, 
•to., renders excise administration in the province far more difficult 
than that in any other province. 


Mr.* MON MOHAN DAS: Mr. Speaker, Sir, 1 rine on a point of 
order. The Hon’ble Minister is making a long statement and is reading 
a written speech. But we are anxious to know what he says about the 
i^harges brought forward by Mr. Singha and Mr. Mai.

Sir, smuggling of excisable articdes with Calcutta as the most 
important and biggest centre in India has been an acute problem for 
Bengal, and a constant menace to Bengal’s excise revenue. The 
cocaine evil in Cab^utta and its smuggling thnmgh foreign countries 
has been a very great prdhlem which the Bengal Excise Administration 
has dealt witli for h(» many years. The smugglijig of opium and chiraa 
from up-country, particularly the former, partly for consumption in 
Bengal and partly for illicit export to Burma and (’hiua, has been a 
great prolblem for Bengal which no other province has had to deal with 
to the same extent. * 

Then again, nature itself has been liberal in bestowing the people 
of Bengal with an abundance of intoxicating articles. Bhang grows 
wild in almost all j»art8 of Bengal, tari can be had everywhere dii^t 
from the tree. Ganja can In? grown easily here, pachwai is prepared 
without any difficulty in every home of the alboriginuls with common 
fice and yeast, while country spirit can ibe manufactured easily by the 
crudest method, using two or three dekrhm. The ui)-country coolies in 
mills and factories take churati, bhang and liquor in j^reater quantities, 
having come from places where these things are easily obtainable and 
having comparatively better emoluments in these factories and mills 
than by other labourers of this province such as cultivators, etc. The 
aboriginals in Western Bengal take paehxcai as their food and drink 
without which they cannot go on. The people of W^estern Bengal 
generally take country liquor in greater numiber and quantities than 
Bastern Bengal people. From time immemorial this practice has been 
going on for the people of this part of Bengal to prepare country 
liquor in their homes and the people cannot abandon it even now. 
During the time of the Puja.s many people indulge in the li(|Uor, parti* 
cularly home-made liquor. Many people of Eastern Bengal, specially 
the artisan class and fishermen, cannot do without a smoke of ganjm 
and Sadhus smd Sannyasis with their cheia$ enjoy the smoke very mudi. 
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Plaoes (4 pilgrimage such , as Nabadwip, Nangalbund, Sitakuudu, are 
well knowa for ganja vsmoking, specially at the pilgrimage season* 
Opium-eating has also been going on from times gone by. It is largely 
taken as a restorative medicine and as a specific for chronic diarrhosa. 
The ft)ulk of the opium is eaten both by Hindus and Muslims alike for 
the above purposes and very little for the purpose of intoxication. 

As already stated, charas is almost entirely taken by up-country 
people who reside in ’Bengal. As for hhangy most of it is consumed^" 
as medicine in the form of rnodak and of the dittle is eaten as 
such the greater portion is taken by up^untfy people lik^ Punjabis 
and Marwaris in the form of sharbat. ' 

There were other factors to be reckoned with. There is French 
Cbandernagore where excise laws were not strict and liquor and other 
excisable articles were cheaper. The Government of Bihar and Orissa 
followed a ILbferal policy in Excise matters, making liquor and drugs 
cheaper there. ^ 

With the puNition of excisable articles as stated ulwve, the Govern- 
ment of Beifgal followed a policy of^anuximum of revenue with minimum 
of consumption, the end in view being to restrict consumption to the 
limit of actual reiiuirenients, without stimulating illicit dealings and 
smuggling. This policy* went on well and the excise revenue which 
stood at Hs. in 1910-17 ro.se up to Hs. 404,191 in 19i*8-29, 

while the consiunption ot liciuor, ganfa and opium fell from 026,454 
L.P. gallons, 85,990 seerrmul 45,109 seers in 1910-17 to 588,804 L.P. 
gallons, 68,099 seers and 89,504 seers respectively in 1928-29. The 
continued policy of reduction of consumption by raising yie prices too 
much, however, led to the formation of a strongly entrenched gang of 
smugglers and distillers in this province particularly in the Western 
Bengal, including Calcutta and its vicinity, the mill area. There is 
evidence that these gangs were more highly organised here than else- f 
where (compare Gariahata (.’ase). The r<K)t cause of the growth of 
illicit dealers and lemugglers is more e(X)nomic than anything else. 
The higher prices winch had been fixed during the post-war boom were 
not reduced with the world depression in tnule which had come in the 
meantime and adversely affected the economic condition of the con- 
sumers, reducing their purchasing pdwer. This compelled them to seek 
for cheap illicit liquor and other excisable articles and, taking advantage 
of the Civil Disobedience movement, the illicit dealers grew up in 
every nook and corner of Western Bengal and some parts in Northern 
Bengal

Co-operation.” 

Sir, in presentinp this demand to the Hou.se T desire to indicate very 
shortly the steps tliat have been taken in furthernn(‘e of the policy of 
consolidation of the ai tivities of this department on the one hand, ami 
of expansion on steadv and rautiou.s lines on the other. While I pre- 
sented my demand to the Hou.se last year under this head, 1 submitted 
to the House .some of the steps that had already been taken, and I will 
not be justified to repeat them. 1 am not only sorry, hut am surprised 
as well, to find from the cut motions, of which notice lias been piveri^ 
that they relate to some of these subjects which were discussed in detail, 
on that occasion on the floor of the House. It will, therefore, be , 
neces.sary to point out to the House even at this stape that the depart- 
ment have really taken steps with repard to some of these matters and 
that the uiisapprehension indicated through these motions is not well 
founded. I should not, however, be justified in anticipating iny 
honourable friends and that I must wait till I hear from them, as to 
what further criticisms they have to offer, with repard to these matters. 

It will, however, be my duty, in case any misapprehension is expresstul, 
,to remove the same in my reply at the end of the debate. 

One of the difficulties which stood in the way of a proper deve- 
lopment and sound workiUp on healthy co-operative basis was the want 
of a proper and trained staff. We have now got a fair staff and have 
also been able to put the existing staff through tniiiiing. It is hoped 
that lyith the training, both of theory and practice, of the principles 
of co-o|>eration the officers will be able to apply themselves more use- 
fully to introduce a healthy spirit of co»operatioD in tbe^fcainds of all 
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«o«operatiye society members, including those of village primary 
societies, in order that they may act in the very best way not only to 
Temove their difficulties but also to increase their resources. 

On»an earlier occasion, I mentioned that to put the accounts of all 
the co-operative institutions upon a proper check and in sound order, 
it was necessary that the audit should be separated from the general 
supervision. One can easily realise the difficulties that an officer had 
while he was called upon to audit the accounts of a Central Bank along 
with his work of general supervision. The matter was examined in 
<ietail, and it has now \yeen possible after we have taken our officers 
through the training to do this. The Audit Department has now been 
placed under the Chief Auditor and with the little money that I have 
asked for his offi(ie staff, he will have his own staff’ to pursue the work 
of audit, us distinct from the other branch. We have already put a 
number of trained offi< ers in charge of this audit work under the Divi- 
sional Auditors and so far as the Central Banks are concerned, we can 
now say that the audit is separate from general supervision. 

The position is, however, entirely different when w'e come to think 
of the thousands of village primary societies. Although the principle 
has been kept in view', it has not Wen possible in practice to apply the 
•same with respect to these societies. Again, the activities of these 
societies are not of such a complicated diameter as w'ould call for an 
immediate application of this principle. 

So far as the (piestion of expansion is concerned, we have been able 
to organise about new' societies to make credit facilities on short 

term basis available t<» about H lakhs of new members. There may 
W apprehension in some quarters that this has Wen a hit hasty, 
but I can assure the House that although the iiuniWr looks a bit large, 
the positiciii of each one (»[ the members of these societies was examined 
before tbe societies were registered and before credit fat^ilities were 
made available to them. Again, a strict rule was followed ina.simich 
as the amount of credit made available was kept within the normal 
-credit coaditious of each one of these members. I shall indicate in a 
minute the marvellous effect that has been ]>roduced on the movement 
as A result of this step. 

Honourable memWrs of the House will remember that a very heated 
debate was raised last year over the subject of supplying rural credit 
when it wras said that for various measures, rural credit had shrunk to 
a considerable extent. In my reply, I pointed out the steps that had 
already been taken by Government and those that were proposed to be 
taken in future. ' I sajd that Government w'ould take such executive 
action as might be w’ithin their power to assist the banks in maintaiiiing 
efficient management and further that if the action indicated did not 
attract fresb deposits to supply the minimum need for short term credit, 
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Gk>veriinieii4 would help to such an extent as may be necessary and as 
may be justified by the economic assets and circumstances of the 
societies and their members. 1 mentioned among other things that 
new societies would have to be formed for that purpose, and I have 
indicated a moment ago the number of societies that have been formed 
already. 

Sir, my esteemed colleague the Hon’hle the Finance Minister while 
presenting his budget estimates for the coming year made a mention 
of the steps tliat had been taken by Government to implement the pro- 
mise that I gave last year on their behalf as a result of which Govern- 
ment for the first time in the history of the co-operative movement in 
the province came forward with direct fimincial assistance to the tune 
of 13i lakhs of rupees advanced to the Provincial Co-operative Bank 
in order that the latter might supplement its own finances by this 
assistance to be able to supply this credit to the village society mem- 
bers through the (Vntral Banks. I am sure the House will be glad 
to know' that althougli the date for repayment of this sum is not yet 
due, practically the whole of the amount has been paid back. 

I have indicated a moment ago that the result of the credit facilities 
has produced marvellous eftects upon the movement, for, as a result of 
this, a iiew' iife has been given to it and members have felt that the 
Government of the day will really look after their wants when neces- 
sary. The House must have listened to the Hon’ble Finance Minister 
when he observed, “The favourable returns that the agriculturists 
have received from their staple crops since the outbreak of war in 
Europe will, we hope, relieve them from the necessity of having recourse 
to loans for agricultural purposes during the coming year and the pro- 
vision on this account in the Loans and Advances section of the esti- 
mates for 1940-41 has been limited to the normal precautionary 
provision of Rs. o lakhs. If, however, the occasion demands and the 
Provincial Bank is nnahle to meet the requirements from its own 
resources, Govenjineut will approach the House for a supplementary 
grant, and I am certain that the House will not grudge it.” I «lo not 
think any further as.surance from me is necessary. 

At the same time I must maintain that I do not consider that cheap 
credit facility is always desirable. Again, credit facilities through 
co-operative institutions must always be for productive purposes. Even 
though for various reasons the credit facilities in this province for 
the last few years were not so cheap and ready and even though the 
people had to pass througti various difficulties, I feel that these have 
not been absolutely without their effects. For if they have done nothing 
else they have at least put a check upon the unnecessary and reckless 
habits of borrowing of our people, most of whom are illiterate aud 
ignorant and that they have been taught the lessons of thrift and 
economy. 
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Tlie depurtment have exerted themselves to take steps for the purpose 
of increasing the resources of the members of the societies. I men- 
tioned last year about the fishery societies and the sugarcane-growers’ 
Sf)ciet^’es that had been organised and the results have been extremely 
satisfactory. In the current year paddy sale and supply societies on 
a larger scale have been organised in the district of Dinajpur where 
the members are not only assured of a fair price, but have earned a 
net profit of 6 annas more per maund of paddy. An orange-growers’ 
society has been organised at Kalimpong with good results to the 
members. 

The real problem that is facing us to-day is the rehabilitation of 
the movement by putting the societies on a sound working basis so 
that all these co-operative institutions may earn the confidence of the 
public in order that they may not only function as the means of supply- 
ing credit to the members, but that they will be able to pursue co- 
o|H?rative principles for the ])roper application of the credit facilities 
for productive purposes ami to find good market for their produce. 
From this point of view the de]nirtinent have organised mtilti-purpose 
societies in some parts of the province and for the other a scheme has 
been drawn up which is now under examination. The point has also 
been hinted at by the Hon’ble Finance Minister in his speech. 

The question of rehabilitation was discussed at a conference of officials 
and non-officials at Delhi in December last which was opened by the 
HonTde Kunwar Sir Jagadi.sh Prasad, a Member of the Viceroy’s Exe- 
cutive (’ouncil, in charge of this department, along with Education and 
Health. Although this scheme as drawn up was not placed before the 
conference, the discussicui that took place there and the resolution 
ultimately ado])ted indicated the main outline of the scheme. It is 
hoped that when this scheme takes shape, the movement will be able 
to get rid of the present stagnant condition which is worrying us all 
and will cater to the needs of the innumerable masses in the rural area. 

The House will realise that for the purpose of supplying credit on 
a long-term basis, I propose to establish five more land mortgage banks. 
There are already five such banks functioning in the province, and 
although the business of the.se banks did not reach the fullest expecta- 
tion to be wholly self-supporting, it must be admitted that they have 
proceedwl on very cautious lines and that up till now there had ‘prac- 
tically been no occasion to invoke the application of the Public Demands 
Recovery Act. These are mainly for the consolidation of old debts of 
the rural masses as also for helping them to have more lands and to 
improve old ones for tke purpose of increasing their income. Although 
it has not been possible to go forward at once with the establishment 
of a larger number of such banks, the demand for which is really very 
keen, it is designed that the area of operation of these banks including 
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the existiag ones will be extended in such a way as i>eople liviujjT in 
areas beyond one subdivision will get full l)enefit out of them. 

Sir, I do not think I should take any more time of the House, and 
with these words I put my demand formally before the House R)r its 
acceptance. 

Dr. NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL: Sir. T l>eg to move that the 
demand of Rs. 15, 001) under the head ‘*42 — (’o-operation” be 
reduced by Rs. II K). 

I beg further to move that the demand t»t Rs. 15,25,000 under the 
head “42 — Co-oiH'ration” be reduced by Rs. 100. 

Sir, the object of these two cut motions are to raise discussions on 
the failure of (iovernment to formulate ami initiate a compreliensive 
scheme for rehabilitation of the credit of the Co-operative Credit 
Department and to ensure improvcMl facilities for rural (Tedit, and 
further to draw attention to the maladministrations of the Co-operative 
Department and failuie to check corruptions in tlie co-o])erative 
societies. 

Sir, year after year, session after session, we have been trying 
to emphasize on the (iovernment the urgency of measures for the 
improvement of this most beneficent department of (Iovernment. 
Two and a half years ago when the first budget was under discussion, 
I had a note circulated and 1 made some pointed reference to 
allegations of corruption in the department and suggested the appoint- 
ment of an enquiry committee to investigate not only into the 
definite charges brought to light from time to time, but also to 
find out ways and means for establishing rural credit. In that 
connection, Sir, the Hon’ble C’hief Minister was good enough to 
assure the House and us with some amount of touching personal 
note that he would do everything possible to make a thorough 
investigation into the working of the (o-operative Department and 
assured the House that so far as he w^as concerned, “I can say,” the.se 
are his w'ords, ‘‘with a certain legitimate pride that co-operative 
societies are nothing new to me, nor am I unacquainted with the 
intricacies of co-operative societies. I will personally look into the 
cases that have been mentioned. I will try to get further particulars 
from pay friend. If a primn facie case has been made out, a committee 
will certainly be appointed.” He further added, “If it is found that 
some kind of investigation* has got to be made and a drastic step hat 
got to be taken, it will be done.” 

Sir, since then two long years and a half have elapsed. From time 
to time on th^ floor of this Rouse and outside in the columns 
of newspapers specific complaints as well as general complaints 
hawe been made, and it was not long ago — it w^a» only yesterday — 
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that an estimable member of the Coalition Party himself drew attea- 
tion to certain instances of maladministration in the district ' of 
Bogra. I submit, with no heat from the party point of view, for the 
consideration of the Hon’ble the Chief Minister if he would yet siep 
in and intervene in a matter like this and try to set things right in 
order to save the rural population of Bengal and see that the entire 
rural credit does not go down any further as it has already gone down 
sufficiently low. 

Sir, the defects and the drawbacks of the co-operative movement 
in Bengal and particularly the drawbacks of the department in charge 
have been many and varied in character. Some of these defects 
are defects of administration; some of the defects are defects more 
fundamental, /.c., defects of policy. There have l)een complaints 
made that the department had so far failed to fonnulate any com- 
prehensive policy, both with regard to new societies as well as 
old and existing societies, to stabilize the position of the old and to 
formulate new schemes, for the proper functioning of the rural 
agricultural societies. There has been no scheme so fai; and the 
want of policy in regard to rural credit has been one standing scandal 
in this province; for all other provinces in India have from time 
to time formulated schemes and have been steadily pursuing tho.se 
schemes wdth energy and perseverance which (‘an only be emulated 
with advantage in Bengal. Sir, just to curtail the time of the 
House I would merely mention some of the.se dra\rbacks without 
elaborate details, because some of these have been mentioned in the 
Press, in the columns of the Amrit4i Bazar Patrika, in the columns of 
the Basumati and other papers, and there have been also numerous 
questions asked in the House from time to time from which honourable 
members could find the real state of affairs and the details. These 
defects have been as follows: — 

(1) Want of policy regarding rural credit in respect of old and new 
societies. 

(2) Inefficiency or negligence at the top. 

(3) Delay in disposing of cases. 

Our esteemed countryman, Mr. Narendra Kumar Basu, several 
years ago drew attention to the large heap of files of papers lying in 
the Co-operative Department unattended to for months and for 
years, and at that time he also drew pointed attention to what he 
called the “department-in-law,’* that is *the Co-operative Depart- 
ment, because there had been so many officers who were there due 
to relationship with either Hon’ble Ministers or high officials. That 
state of affairs still continues. 

Then, Sir, (4) there is the failure to publish the annual report 
in due time. The 1937-38 report is still not available. The 1938-39 
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report caa, of course, not be prepared if the 1937-38 report has 
not been prepared yet. Then, Sir, (5) we notice<l delay in putting' 
into operation the staff reorganisation scheme and the trainings 
scheme, (6) inability to separate the Audit Department from the 
Administration Department and from the control of the Registrar — a 
healthy reform which has been demanded from all sections of the 
House and from all sides both official and non-official — and yet I 
do not know why there is such an inordinate delay in separating the 
Audit from the ordinary administration of the department. (7) 
Thereafter there is the question of strangulation of the Bengal Co- 
operative Organisation Society and the formation over its ashes of 
what they call the Bengal Co-operative Alliance. . (8) Complaints 
have been made also about the mismanagement of the Provincial 
Co-operative Bank, (9) about the irregular and s}>nsmodic measures 
for establishing new societies, (19) about the irresjvonsible manage- 
ment of central banks leading to the freexing of assets and 
failure to meet the liabilities of the depositors, (11) about the' 
corruj)tion and nepotism in the matter of appointments, posting of 
officers and promotions, and (12) about defalcations, mishandliug of 
fumls and the like. Catalogues of lists of defalcations have been 
presented to the House. Assurances were given by the Hon’ble 
Minister-in-charge, 2^ years ago that each one of these cases would 
be looked into and the results of the enquiries would l>e communicated. 
Nothing has been done .so far. 

.Then, Sir, to crown all, (13) there have been a number of ill- 
conceived new societies, societies not mainly for the purpose of 
extending co-operative credit, but mostly for arranging quick pay- 
ment or giving out of agricultural loans. 1 was informed that 
nearly 0,300 agricultural loan societies were formed in the course of 
two months or so last year. There have also been (14) improper 
and ineffective utilisations of the funds provided b.v the Central Govern- 
ment for co-operative training and education and for rural development. 

Reverting back to maladministration of the staff and maldistribu- 
tion of the officers of the department, it is understood that the 
original intention of Government was to have 1 Inspector for a 
certain number of societies and 1 Assistant Registrar for a certain 
area. We find instead that nearly 8 Inspectors are roaming about 
in anti near Calcutta and many of them are found to be engaged in 
arranging parties and dinners and such other celebrations for and on 
behalf of the department. *The discontent and dissatisfaction amongst 
the staff is colossal as a result of patronage ^ and nepotism. 
Naturally those officers who are faithful and able feel that injustice 
has been done to them, and they are thoroughly diacontented at the 
present moment. And there is, to crown all, (15) ^ complete 
deadlock and stagnation in the rural credit arrangements. This is 
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admitted in a note circulated confidentially by the present Eegistrar 
about the proposals for the rehabilitation of the agricultural credit, 
movement and for providing further credit facilities to the agri- 
culturists. Sir, the failure of the movement is ascribed bv the 
# ^ * 
Eegistrar of the department to Certain causes. The most important 

•of these causes mentioned ttjf him is the economic depression and 
much has been made by the Hon’ble Minister-in-chargC “about this 
alleged economic depre.ssion; and every year we listen .to certain 
amount of comments about difficulties due to economic degression. 

I may point out to the Hon’ble Minister that the economic expert 
•of th% Calcutta University — I mean the Min to Professor of Economics 
— who made a thorough study of the co-operative problems has prac* 
tically laid bare this charge. He has demonstrated to the satis- 
faction of everybody who would like to have an independent 
judgment that the economic depression as a cau.se is a complete bogey, 
so far as Bengal’s co-oj)erative movement is concerned. The 
depression in the^ co-operative movement set in long before the advent 
of economic d^pf^ssion. flconoinic depression has only given a handle 
to the department to* cover up the sins of omission and commission 
whidi^ were^ continuing for years and months. 

The ^?econd cau.se men1ione<l by the department is tlie policy of 
the previous Opvernment. 1 think that for a Government department 
to lay blame bn u pr<»vious Government' is something which, to 
eay the least, is most ungenerous. 1 have never heard of such things 
l)eing mentioned hy any responsible officer of the State. 

Tbe third cause stated is the inefficiency of non-officials in the 
management including, of course, honourable non-officials like our 
esteemed friend, Mr. W. (\ Wordsworth, wlio has been connected 
with the movement for a long time. Then, Sir, a funny statement 
has l)een made in this confidential note that due to Proja niovement 
great difficulties are being experienced; the Proja movement of the 
Hon’ble Mr. Fazlul Hue], the Uhief Minister, has l)een ascribed as 
one of the reaubns 

Mr. SPEAKER: 1 am afraid. Dr. ISanyal, before you refer to a 
confidential document, you have to place it l)efore me. 

Dr. NALINAKSHA 8ANYAL: Sir, 1 will not refer to it 

Then, Sir, the Proja movement is considered to have created a 
fteling of no-paymemt of dues in the agricultural areas as a result 
whereof the co-operative societies tiloug wHh many other institutions 
are suffering. 

Another reason stated is the high rate of interest and also weakness 
in the moral side of the movement. Hera I must admit that our 
Registrar ^has really struck at tbe most important point, and he 
has stated the position frankly and openly. There is an admission

and in this there is the real clue as to which direction we must 
now ^reot our attention to improve the morale and the working of 
the entire Co-operative Department. He says that our cultivators 
and people in general have not been sitfficiently educated to apifreciale 
the value of the co-operative niovemeft 4 and the moral side of it. 
The real b^iis of co-operation in this province has been wanting. I 
will come to that later an, it I have liipp enough. The effects of 
the Bengal^ Agricultural Debtors Act, the inadequacy of the financial 
provis^O by the Government and the inadequacy of the powers of 
the R^istrar under the present Act, have l)een, among other reasons, 
stated by the Registrar, and the department has also suggested and 
practically adopted certain remedial measures so far. Among 
these remedial measures has been the so-called policy of consolidation 
involving liquidation of bad societies, reconstruction of other 
societies, remission of overdue interest, reduction of rate of interest 
and speedy collection of loans. There have been departmental officers 
engaged in or appointed to help, like durwan8:;^,^ii4 Odllflption of 
dues of thf centrul bank.s. An enquiry was undei;itakeit byifr. Porter, 
the then Joint Secretary of the department, and as ifwinlt of 
that certain realistic Imsis ior ac<'ounts of ceniral banks was pt^posed 
to be adopted which, however, could not unfortunately be- carried 
out later on, A change ia^Jhe policy of central banl‘i|« was however 
introduced in that they c(fuid not advahce loans on long terms, but 
would have to confine their loans to short terms only. 

. A scheme tor the training of co-o|)erative officers has also been 
suggested as one of the remedial measures, and with some palatial 
siicces.s arrangements were made for the adoption of that scheme, 
although belated 

Then, Sir, the strengthening of the stafl was another measure 
which was mentioned by Government two years ago, and after some 
amount of delay, some strengfh^^ning has boen effected recently. 
Drastic reconstruction measures with a view to i^yce the old 
iiabilities are now consi<iered to be the only other meaaure that has 
got tf» be undertaken ; and with that end in view, Governraenl or 
rather the department propose to have a del>enture loan scheme, and 
on the basis of ^ucll <lebentnre amount that (b)vernment would be 
prepared to ni\>e - 

The Hon’bla Mr. A. K. FAZLUL HUQ: Dn ^ point of order*, Sm 
That report is confidentiak and has not yet been considered by the 
rabinet. ami I <lo not think mv friend entitled to sa\ that any 
scheme is under consideration. ' 

Or. NALINAK8HA iANYAL: Sir, may I, for the information 
of the Hon’ble Chief Minister, stale that this scheme of jhe dep»rt- 
ment has been discussed in a coii|ereiioe in Madras in October,

The most important 
thing in this connection, I .submit with all the seriousness that I can 
comijiand. i^ to establish public ((Uitidcnce in the departnnUit and no 
stone should be left unturned to reestablish that once 

more * . ; 

(Here the honourable membei reached the tiuu‘-limit and was 
allowed tw'(> minutes to conclude his spet*ch.) 

Sir, I have m> own idea about remedial measures. The most 
im]iortaiit of these is tWe appointmeiit ol a '^uitahle i>ersou as Registrar. 
After all, as Hk* Hon ’hie ex-Finance Minister explained to thia 
House, the working of a .scdicrne, liowever well-planned it may 
he, depends upon the man who is asked to execute ihat scheme. 
Let us have that type of man, tliat type of n Registrar the 
qualifications (»f whom have been stated from time to'tiirie by the 
Maclagan Committee, by the Royal Commission on Agriculture, and 
even by the Agricultural Credit Department of the RoierVe Bank of 
India. 1 would also like the Hon’ble the Chrief Minister in this c.ofl- 
nection to examine very carefullx the possibilities ol utiHsing other 
wmrees than the co-operative movement for strengthening and improving 
rural credit. I have got an important book, Sir, not w|itten b^ any 
Hindu economist but by a Muhammadan economist, a Frofessoj of the 
Osmaniu University. Dr. Iqbal (iuoreshi, a book on “State Bank for 
India.” This Dr. Quoreshi is a doctor of the Dublin Thii varsity and 
an M.Sc. in Economics of the London University. Het after a careful 
study of the state banks and land mortgage credit banks in Australia, " 
New Zealand, South Africa £lbd United States of America, has suggested 
that the only way to improve rural credit in this province appears to 
be by the establishment of state banks, not state banks where political 
interference in day-to-day jidiiiinistration will be i)ermftted, but state 
banks with expert management with certain amount of reservations in 
the management. This he has recommended. 1 commend this book 
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for the consideration of the Chief Minister and the MinisteT Jii charge 
of Eural Indebtedness and to the members of the Coalition Party, I 
submit that in order to examine tISe whojs scheme for rural credit, let 
us not have any party bias in this connection. I appeal to the Hon’ble 
the Chief Minister, let him keej# ta|hi» promise, let him not merely 
convert the debates and discussions in this House into mere unreal talks 
as has been the case on man occasions, and let him not cohfine himself 
merely to ^fivin^ flowing promises and then not following them after- 
wards. 

(The member at this stage having reached the time-limit resumed 
his seat.) 

^ Mfi W. C. WORDSWORTH: Mr. Speaker, Sir, as a humble 
worker in the field of co-operative credit, I should like to make a few 
observations, and my observatinns will be of an entirely different nature 
from those that we have just listtuied to. I wish rather to pay my 
humble tribute both to the Minister and to the Registrar, and with the 
Registrar to his department and office, for the hard work they are 
doing on a- very difficult mattei-; with tliem I should like* to associate 
hundreds and thousands of unpaid workers in this province who are 
doing their best for co-operative cre<lit and who are again and again 
attacked in hitter language. 

I have heard a friend rejoice that he "belonged to two ot the only 
three classes that receive puhlio aympathy in Bengal lie was both 
a tenant and a debtor. When I spoke to him about co-operative credit 
and told hiu^ of the tons of thousands of institutions through which 
he might also have joined the tliird class, the favoured class of 
borrowers, in. such a privileged manner that if ever anyone was bold 
enough speak to him about repayment he could get someone to stand 
up in this House or in another place and speak of tyranny and want of 
co-operative spirit, he declared himself astounded, and said that he 
felt like the soldier who firing his musketry course at Bisley missed 
all the targets. 

There is a great deal ol giMxl work being done in this provinc.e. 
But It is quite' xight, it is quite correct, that there is a great deal that 
has to he |>ut right. We are working steadily towards a better state of 
aflairs, and I think in our Minister and in our Registrar we have men 
who are not sparing themselves, men who do not deserve anything of 
. the hard language that has been hurled at them this evening and hurled 
at them in all the years that I have been iL this Council and Assembly. 
»So I am going to suggest that we take a little more generous view this 
evening and thank t^em for their work. The reasons why I say this 
are tl^^ese. ’ 

My flrst reason is that all their faults and many more faults than 
they coufd possibly think of have been discussed again and Again.

They hate heard it all, they know it all, the reporters know it all. 
and a change will be salutary. 

My second reason is, thab4hings are getting better, that the peasant 
in these better times that have come for him is b^inniug to iiealise 
his obligations in a way that maylseein to be unsatislactory to a number 
of members of this I^egislature. He is beginning to pay up his dues 
to the societies and to other creditors, and 1 think we should not say 
a word or lift a finger to prevent him doing this. We have talked a 
great deal in recent years of scaling down debts, and now he is 
beginning to scale down liis debts in a way that we did not imagine 
would ever happen. 

The third reason is this, and it has already been referred to. We 
are s(K>n to have a big Bill on whieh a number of members of this 
House have worked hard for tlie last two years. In an hour’s discus- 
sion we e.'iu do little, even in the use of abusive adjectives. But when 
we liave a Bill that will last a foitnight or three weeks, then we can 
take otf (»UT coats, tuck u]) our sliirt .sleeves and wade into the Bill, and 
if we like ^wade into one atiotlier. That will he an opportunity for 
discussing, approving, eondeinning, altering and revising the whole 
bystein of »*o-opeiutive eiedil in this country. It is a Bill that aims 
at revising the present Act in the light of about dl) years’ experience, 
and, 1 lepeat, a large number of members of this House have worked 
hard on it. Apart from that many iH|joj>le \^ho are not members of this 
House and who have worked liard’^for co-operative credit, that is to 
say, mIio have worked hard t(» help the peasant and take ea])ital to him, 
have also voluntarily come forward ami put their experience, th^ir 
time and their thought at the service of the Minister for this Bill. I 
therefore .suggest that anv grievances against the department, and 
against the Minister, might conveni<*ntl> wait until that opportunity 
when we shall have larger dimensions (»f time in whieh to deploy our 
forces if we feel called on to do that. 

The peasant is now by hi.s own aetiim unfreezing the frozen stream 
of which members have spoken in thi^ House for the last three or four 
years. The eo-oj)erative credit moveinenf "^is once im»re beginning to 
be a movement. The money i.s coming bat’k, and it cornea hack only 
to go out again; if we can keep this process going, a great ileal «)f the 
evil, a great deal of the ineonvenien(‘e of which we have heard so much 
will automatically disapiH*ar. But let us remember that we are always 
working under the handicap of a wrong word. Our co-operative credit 
m we work it in India is ndl co-operative credit. It never has been co- 
operative credit. It is a contrivance for giving capital to the peasant 
in an easy way with a little pretence at being co-operative. If it were 
properly co-operative,,, the peasant, would nt^t be in the advantageous 
position at any time 4 if able to say “no*' when crejJitorS and 

ioeifties triad to coHedt tjieir debts. We may remind ^ne anothei? one* 
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ftgain that the whole tendency of opinion in this province for the last 
few years has been to encourage the peasant to be lax and dilatory in 
his duties to them. We have heard this evening that the economic 
blizzard is not th© explanation of the peasant’s troubles. I dissent 
entirely from that point of view, ^^The economic blizzard, strengthened 
by the general feeling in this country against landlords and creditors 
and lenders, has had a great effect on the peasant. But he is now 
acting as he should, despite, I think, endeavours to make him act 
otherwise, and he is beginning to pay back his dues. He may be doing 
this under some kind of importunity, but we know that co-operative 
credit societies* can hardly work otherwise than through importunity. 
There are no big sticks whereby they can coen’e their debtors. So long 
as the money comes back, I thi?ik the (‘o-operative societies everywhere 
will be satisfied; the Registrar will smile; the Minister will smile; 
(Laughter) and the emotion with which the money is paid is of no 
concern to those who get it. Aft<‘r all, every pro])er man pays money 
out with reluctance. There is a proverb: “The fool and hi.s money are 
soon parted.” It is nowhere said that a citizen and his jnovey are soon 
parted. I have never heard it said that an Knglishman and his money 
are soon parted (Laughter) and no one has ever bnuithed a suspicion 
that a Scot and his money are soon part(‘d. (Laughter.) So long as 
we part wdth the money, the emotion that accompanies the parting is 
no coiK’eru of thi' business w'orld, ami as human beings with a little 
taste sometimes for the stml> of p>\< hol(>gy we may agree amongst 
ourselves that a man wdio is md ea])al)]e of emotion is not cainible of 
being a good <‘itizen. 

I therefore end. Sir, as I began, by saying that the Minister and 
with him tht‘ IL'gistrar c»f the department have done very fim‘ work 
indeed. And W(‘ must remember that this movement, apart from general 
supervision and advice, is mainly a movement of non-otticials. 1 believe 
some members tliink that the wdiole construction of co-operative credit 
is a (iovennnent responsibility, and we see vsuggestions that Govern- 
ineut should come to the rescue wdth official capital. (Dr. N vll\.vk.sh \ 
S.\NV.\n: Extension of service is assured I) That may be necessary 
some day, but w'e should c(*nsider this carefully before we accepted it 
as a satisfactory solution of our difficulty. Some sage — I do not 
remember his name — wrote that if you can escape from a flood by 
swimming, it may be doubtful wisdom to attempt safety by clinging 
to a tiger’s tail. (Laughter.) So long as you can manage by private 
enterprise, I think co-operative credit is better for it. 

Khan Sahib HAIIIDUDDIN AHMAO: Mr. Speaker, Sir, while 
opposing the cut motion of Dr. Sapyal, I feel it my duty to express 
my views about the responsibility of the 0ovi^niiient for arranging 
credit facilities to the rural people. r 
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There is ua gainsaying the fact that all our schemes will primarily 
and ultimately depend on the financial improvement of our masses. 

The measures which have already been passed and are contemplated 
for the amelioration of the condition of rural Bengal such as concilia- 
tion of debts, Money-lenders Bill. Primary- Education Act! Jute 
Regulation Act, Regulated Market Bill, the Bengal Tenancy Act and 
the like, must eventually rest on the arrangement for supply of money 
to the people in general. 

It must be admitted that certain measures which were urgently 
necessary to be adopted for temporary relief to the indebted agricul- 
turists have affected the rural credit to a great extent and, as a result, 
money has become shy in the countryside. 

Improvement of the economic condition is also needed for paying 
education cess and for providing achool houses by the public. 

Regulation of jute cultivation and raising its price cannot be made 
successful unless the needy I’liltivators are supplied with ('hea]) credit 
facilities. 

We cab not expect nor can we force the starving agriculturists to 
wait and withhold their jute for a better market unless we tell them 
that arrangement has lieeii made for meeting their necessary expenses 
for the time being. (Dr. N.\linaksii.\ S\ny\t. : Your Minister says 
that it is bad I) 

Short-term loan is an indispensable need for the cultivat(»rs for 
growing their crop, as for in.stance, for purchase of cattle, seeds, et<*. 

In the absence of credit arrangement, reckless sale of land very 
often at a lower j)rice and to the non-agriculturists will become 
inevitable. 

Tlu* result will be disastrous. The needy eultivatf»rs in rif) distance 
of line’ will (urn into landless beggar 

It is therefore incumbent on the Government to jirovide credit 
facilities to the people and the only w'ay t(» do it is to expand (’o- 
operative banking in villages. 

Much lias been said about the crisis of the movement to which it 
has reached now, but we are to remember that tlie time ba.s clianged 
since this movement was inaugurated in 1905 and reorgani'-ed in 1912. 

The co-operative »r>cietieH and central banks were at that time to 
compete with individual creditors, which factor has now become almost 
absent from the scene. • 

I do not deny the fact that there has been some want of confidence 
in the central banks by the depositors and for the matter of that in 
tibe movement as a whole, but that is due to the policy of directing the 
tpiov^eht, d|i a wrong line. 
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So long the department was mainly and perhaps exclusively con- 
ceiTied with the credit side of the movenient without giving any 
^attention to the improvement of the economic side at all. 

If ^he department is thoroughly overhauled and both the credit and 
economic sides are developed with equal care and attention, I do not 
think that there is any risk of this movement coming to a crisis. 

The confidence of the depositors can only be restored if Government 
gives guarantee to their money. ^ 

This will not, as I foresee it, involve the Government ultimately in 
any financial l^sponsibility actually to be redeemed, as the entire rural 
assets will be pledged to it. The Co-operative Bill which is on the 
anvil gives sufficient power to the Government to deal with delinquent 
individual societies and strong safeguard against Government guarantee 
being abused. Government cannot shirk the responsibilities of provid- 
ing credit facilities to the agriculturists after having killed other 
sources for it. 

It is these agriculturists in Bengal that constitute the ^State and 
the assets, whatever they are, are the assets of the State. 

It is they who produce money and distribute it to different branches 
of supply of revenues, and the State is tnorally bound to nurture them 
properly. 

From the report received it appears that the latest short-term loan 
granted to the agriculturists through the Co-operative Department has 
been realised to the pie and this is really encouraging. The scheme of 
advancing money f(»r short-term through the department should be 
expanded so as to meet the actual needs. 

Last year’s grant benefited only a small portion of the people. 

The arguments of the Hon’ble Minister that there will be less 
demand or no demand this year on account of rise of price in jute 
which is said to have improved the economic condition (d the raiyats 
is not at all correct, because it is a patent fact that the price went 
high 80 late in the season that not more than 10 per cent, of the 
growers qould derive the benefit out of it. 

The grow’ers did not anticipate this abnormal rise, nor had they 
any means to withhold the commodity. Huge amount of the money 
that has Oome to Bengal on account of the war demand has gone unto 
the pockets of the middlemen. 

(At this stage the member reached the time-limit, but was allowed 
to continue for twp minutes more.) 

I can say it from my own personal knowledge of the countryside 
that the demand for short-term loan will be much 
The issue (< debenture which is necessary for long ternliplj^if ahd 
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regulation of jute sale by starting co-operative sale societies has become 
all the more urgent at the present time. 

Fixation of minimum price of jute or any attempt to raise its price 
presupposes some arrangement for meeting the combined attempt of 
the purchasers for baffling the same. The above facts and circum- 
stances will, I believe, justify my proposal for starting of land mortgage 
banks in each subdivision for supplying long term loans, advance of a 
crore of rupees for short-term loan through co-operative societies to be 
started in each union, establishment of co-operative jute sale societies 
in jute-growing areas and issue of debenture but for ^hich all our 
anxiety to give relief to the agriculturists will be of no avail and the- 
ameliorative measures already passed will be infructuous. We have 
become tired of hearing of the preparation and consideration of 
schemes; the people are no longaf prepared to be satisfied with sweet 
words and hopes of schemes, but they want something tangible and 
that immediately. 


Mauivi ABU H088AIN 8ARKAR: Mr. Speaker, Sir, thi.s evening 
I would like to say only a few word.M aUmt the condition of the central 
co-operative banks. It is common knowledge that the activities of these 
banks are practically at a standstill. They are put into difficulties from 
all sides; firstly, by the credit(»rs, that is the depositors of the banks; 
secondly, by the provincial bank; and, thirdly, they cannot realise their 
due.** which have already become frozen. Therefore, even if the central 
banks are managed efficiently, then also for want of funds and due to- 
other disturbances they arc not Wing able to do anything in the way 
of expansion. I can speak from my personal experience as 1 am connect- 
ed with one of the central banks that in spite of the gixul wishes of the- 
directors and persons who are co-operatively-minded, their activities 
cannot be extended. It is very difficult to procure money from the 
inufassal nowadays, and at the same time it is almost impossif)1e to 
realise the assets. So it is incumbent upon (iovernmerit to come to their 
rescue. We are hearing many things fcn ilie lust three years. It is 
also reported that some schemes like the issue of debentures and other 
things will be taken up, but during the last three years we find that no 
mature policy has even been thought of by Government, neither are 
we confident that anything will be done in the near future. I hoi)e 
the Hon’ble Minister, as w’ell as the Chief Minister, will take it very 
seriously as rural credit is already fitjzen, and especially as people in 
somO parts of the country’ at least are becoming co-operatively-minded 
the activities of the central banks are highly appreciated. So it is 
necessary to explain their activities in other directions. They shotild 
not wholly confine themselves to advancing money to tlie agriculturists. 
Some of the banks are very eager to extend their activities in the true 
iens^ of co-operation. Mr. Wordsworth suggested i|epaHiitcot 

only advanced Uiioney to the agriculturists for financinijn^eir cnip;*, 
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l, a8»ui« hiilf that ia the mufassal there i» now a genuine demand 
also to extend co-operative activities in the true smiae oi the term. 
Therefore, I submit that the sooner the Government come forward to help 
these central banks to extricate them from their difficulties, the better 
fur the country. Sometimes it is said that the Proja movement has 
set back the co-operative movement, but I say that it is not always true. 
Had it been so, then the co-operative movement would have disappeared 
long ago, because the Hon’ble the Chief Minister, Mr. A'. K. Fazlul 
Huq, (The Hfurble Mr. A. K. Fazlul Hdu : It is not true.) was con- 
nected both with the co-operative moveiiieot as well as with the Proja 
movement. He did not find any difficulty in conduciing both. There- 
fore, I submit that these allegations are not true. So the only thinir 
that I can urge upon the Government is to come forward as soon as 
possible to help these co-operative central bunks so as to enable them 
to extend their activities in different directions, and I also suggest that 
the expe(;ted amendment of the Co-operative Societies Act should be 
taken up vao'y seriniisly and a^ soon as jiossilde. Sir, I do not like ti» 
take any moK* time of the House as it is already short. 

J'inally, I apjjeal to the department to take the matter in hand as 
soon as practicable and possible in the next session and that very 
seriously.

Mr. BIRENDRA KtSHORE RAY CHOUDHURY: Sir, T rise to 
move that the demand ot Rs. ir),2.'»,(MM) iiiuler the heml “42 — (Co- 
operation" he reduced by Rs. KK). 

Sir, without autieipatiiig the diseiis.'.ion which may take place on 
the. demand for grant under Debt roiKulialion. I may refer to the f^ct 
that because of the working of the Debt ("*oneiliation Boards, the old 
credit organisation has completely broken dowrn in our rural areas. 
The necessity of establishing a network of co-operative stnueties to 
supply cheap credit t«» the people in the countr>'sid^ has Iwen felt and 
appreciated for nearly half a century. As long ago as 1904, the firat 
Act was passed by the Indian Legislature to this end. But, as a result 
M the working of this and the subsequ^ut jteasure passe<h eight years 
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la^er, only a very small percentage of the people could be netted in 
by the co-operative organisation. The Royal Commission on Agri- 
culture reported in 1928 that out of the total population of nearly 4} 
crores (43,509,000) only al)out 3 lakhs and a quarter (329,766) were 
enjoying the benefit of cheap co-operative credit. The situation did 
not ’ improve in subsequent years. On the contrary, because of the 
economic depression, the co-operative credit became absolutely frozen 
and its organisation came virtually to a standstill. In the face of a 
situation like this, the Debt Conciliation Act of 1936 was put into 
(Operation. As a result of that many of the debtor (‘ultivators were no 
doubt exonerated from paying their dues to the mahajons^ but they 
were also at the same time confronted with the pitiable situation of not 
receiving any credit when such credit became urgent for their agri- 
cultural operations. 

Tn other words, Sir, while the old system, of rural credit, however 
undesirable it was in certain aspects, was done away with hy the opera- 
tion of Debt Settlement Boards, no substitute for it has so far been 
organised. 

It has been said, Sir. that the rural population has so adjusted itself 
to the present situation in which no credit is available, that it is not 
urgent at all that anything should be speedily done for the supply 
of credit to the cultivators. But, Sir, I have really no patience with 
arguments such as these. 1 have no doubt about it that the clllage 
people re(juire urgently a machinery througli which they can secure 
cheap credit for their day-to-day work. It is necessary to this end that 
the Minister of (\)-operation should not merely liold up liis hands and 
allow situation to remain as it is. The department must put its 
shoulders to the wheel and extend the working ol the co-operative 
societies as widely as possible. 

Not long ago. Sir, 1 heard that a large amount (d‘ money would be 
found by the Government for the purpose of financing the existing 
societies which are in a niorihuiul condition to-day, and for starting 
new societies in oin «*ountryside. But, Sir, I do not find any such 
provision in the b^idget. 1 shall he glad to know if the Government has 
abandoned tlie juoposal or wants to proceed with it in the near future.

MFi sib NATH BANERJEE: Sir, I beg; to move that the demand 
ot Rs. ]3,2o,0(l0 binder the liead “42 — Co-operation” be reduced by 
Rs. 100. 

Sir, I must con less that 1 have a softness for this Department not 
for the sake of the Hon'ble Minister who when demandings the amount 
delivered a speech which showed that at least he i^ satisfied with things 
as tliey aie, and also not for the sake of the Registrar who is the greatest 
di(^tator conceivable among the officials of Bengal at least, but my 
softness is in spite of them. Sir, this soflness is be(‘ause the Co-operative 
Movement lepresents one ideal and that ideal is a grand one — it 
visualises a society in which there will be no exploitation hy the 
ca()italistH, where the consumers and the ])roducers will freely join 
together for mutual benefit. But unfortunately that ideal and the 
idealism to carry that ideal into fruition is absolutely ah^ruit h(‘re. 
When Mr. Wordsworth was speaking, Jje, jrerhaps unconsciously 
condemned the Department. The greatest condemnation that one can 
show’er came from Mr-. WordsA^oith lan-ause whenever he mentioned 
about <\)-opeiative Movement, he referred to co-operative credit. So 
he gave the true picture of the Co-operative Movement in Bengal. At 
least % per- cent, of the actiMties of the (\)-operative Movement is 
restricted to c-o-operati\c credit. Kven a man of tlie renown and 
erudition of Mr. Wordsuorth, when de.scrihing the movement, referred 
to it as co-operative credit. Therefore, I am asking for a Committee 
of EncpriiT to r(*m()\e this state of things. If it continues to be a credit 
institution, no amount of effort ©r jugglery of words or figures will 
alter the fact that C^roperative Movement will be condemned to the 
present sterile condition. f>|l]y when attention ia given to other U'^ptM-ts 
ot the movement that the <’o-dpcrative Movement can «omp to its own. 
But we are abs(»lutelT disuppiunted. Only to-day in reply to a question 
of Mr. Patiram R(»y, the Hon’ble Minister categorically said that he 
would not consider the desjr*ubility of launching a movement of Co- 
oj'crative Marketing of Jute at this period of jute trade. These Co- 
operative Jute Sale Sendeties were atartrul long ago and now we have 
been eonsidering, how’ to give the be^t price to (he cultivators and in 
that connection the question of Co-operative Creiiit Societies %as been 
cropping up everv' now and then. But to-day we have been told that 
the HonT)1e Minister would not do anything in that direction. That 
being the situation, natuVally we are to conclude that the future of the 
Co-operative Movement fannot Im? bright here. The Hoidble Minister 
may get ‘Rr. 4 crores or R«. 3 orores or whether the Hon’ble the 
Finauee^’’Mi&iater or the Hon’ble the Chief Minister may condescend 
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gvani aim, but all the time, be will be dealing witb credit and not 
with the producing or marketing side or with any other side where the 
Co-operative Movement can really be called co-operative and where it 
may be of assistance to tlje people. 1 have no time, so 1 shall mention 
certain points ai>out the movement. Much has been said by 
Mr. Wordsworth about the Co-operative Department. I do not know 
whether he is a member of the Mutual Admiration Society. He has 
showered praises on the Hon'ble Minister and also •nm the Registrar 
who is sitting over there 

Mr. SPEAKER : i am Sony, Mr. Buiierjee, 1 have to remind the 
House once again that it js most unparliamentary to make any reference 
to any person sitting hi the gallery. 

Mr. 8IBNATH BANERJEE: Alright. Sir, 1 will not refer to the 
Registrar. Mr. Wordsworth was showering praises on the Hon 'hie 
Minister and it se^ltied if tin s weie^mllflhers oi.a Mutual .Vdmirat ion 
SocieiN sitting together. Attei^fO yeal^’ eX|n‘iience oi the Co-operativo 
Movement in Bengal, it has been pr<»poseil in the Bill itstdf to give more 
powers to ^he Registiar whoever he may he ami even the ibember> of 
the Coalition Party felt a little a\\kwanl about this pro[>osui and tliey 
had to admit it by sa\ing: “Well, it is too much to give such wide 
powers to the Registrar; hut it the man is <dn)s<*n properly jierhaps from 
the Coalition Party, thfii it i.> alright.” (liaughter.) 

Kveii the members <d the (’oalition Party could not s\^ allow so much 
pt^^\er to be given to the Registrar and the Hill from the very beginning 
tactile end only Npeuks about the juiueis ol the Registiai and about the 
powers of this and that, and does not go in the dire«'tion in whi( li it 
sliould go for real co-operation. 

Tlien as regards Co-operative Alliance, 1 would only refci to the way 
in winch it has reieritly been ollieialized. 1 have no time just now 
tn ileal with it, buf suffice it tp say J&iat the village .sis iety rneniberH 
who d(» not know a wdtd of l^iiglidi, letters haw he^ sent to them, not 
in Bengali but ip Knglisfi and they have^een usked to send either 
members foi eleetoial eoWege?- oi things like the i^ery coni plicated 
pUK’edure of election to that alliance. 

Then I would like to takt^, up tlie question of the liquidation of 
societies. In reply to a recent question tlie IThn’ble Minister said that 
alxmt 1.00(1 societies are in the jinwess of liquidation. I know of one 
sociefy which is in the process of liquidation for the last four years. 
Of course lor three years the Minister irresponsible, and for the previous 
year to that period he is not responsible. But the fact remains that 
the Howrah CJentral Co-operative Bank is in the process of liquidation 
for fo^r years, and if the public loses confidence in tlfe giovement and^ 
in the Department, the Minister, should %oi Maine the public, but 
should tty and lay the blame in quarters. Tha^ is not the 

only instance. That is a typical example. 



DEMANDS FOB GRANTS: [ 27 th Mai., 

I Ahoiild like to mention one type of* society in wkich f was 
personally interested — a Bus Consumers’ Society for transport service 
and one year we have been trying to get it registered and from pillar 
to post we were driven, and before we could get it registered more ihan 
^ne year had passed, and in the meantime the purpose for which it was 
sought, that is, to get a license tor buses for the Howrah -Kadamtoll a 
route was frustrated, because the Martin’s Railway has recently been 
a-bolished and licenses have been given to others. So, that advantage 
has gone and we could not get the registration before other private in- 
dividuals could get the license. I must frank^ say that this was in 
spite of the Minister and the Registrar. Because they were S3nnpath€tic 
and they tried their best, but the Department was too difficult for them 
to tackle. They themselves said that they wanted to get it registered 
Joon, hut they could not. That is the position. 

Then I would like to mention another instance. There were 
previously five AssisHmt RdfristtHi-s. The niimber^ha.s been raised to 
l7, and in reply to a question it was lliid that this has Wn done for 
convenieni^e of work. An Assistant Registrar’s offit'e has been o{)ened 
at Chinsiira for How’rah, Ilooghly niui Hankura districts which is 
inconvenient for the people of Howrah, for the people of Bankura and 
for the peo])le of Aramhag subdivision of Hooghly district. Only for 
the convenience of one sulnlivision, the Assistant Registrar’s office has 
h'en located at (’hinsuru. In reply to a (question when I referred to 
the inconvenience of nearly 1,000 societies, the Minister without earing 
to consider what I was saying said that it was not inconvenient. This 
is how the administration is Udiig run. So, I press my cut motion for 
the aeeeptance of the House. 

Th« Hofi’ble Mr. A. K. FAZLUL HUQ: Sir, I listenwl with sus- 
tained patience to the long indictment of the Co-operativt* Department 
by my friend Dr. Nalinaksha S^yal. ^But I mugt tell my friend that 
H mere charge is not^proof, and my own experieitee at the Bar for over 
80 \ears has taught me tbftt the longer tbe t‘harge-she«t the weaker 
turns otit to he |he ease for the prosecutiouis 

But, so far as the (’o-operative Credit Movement is concerned, 
various arguments have heen advanced for its failure as a movement 
on ei>-operative lines. There is one factor which is net taken into con- 
sideration, bei'ause the eircumstances relating to it are practically un- 
known. If I may be permitted tu strike a personal note, I may tell 
the House, ast have told this House .several time.s before, 4hat 1 was 
personally connected with the movement in an official capacity for four 
long ywars from th,e year 1908 to *1912, when I was the Assistant 
Registrar of Co^bpefittive Societies and in charge of the working of the 
Co-(»perative Societies^in l!ostern Bengal and A'^som. Sir, I know 
the cimuipstances in which the inoveipeut wa.s started in Bengal, the 
. obstac|eavand imtpediffients that we had to face and the various troubles 
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through irhich we had to pass during the infancy of the inovement in 
this province. I do not wish to raise any conimuna! issue, I will 
state facts frankly because my friend Dr. Nalinaksha Sanyal has been 
frank in his discussion and, I may also say, very fair also in his 
presentation of the case. Sir, we found when we started the movement 
that there were several factors w'hich operated against the success of 
the movement. There was the opposition by the zamindars, there was 
the opposition by the money-lenders w’hich immediately took a com- 
munal turn, because the money-lenders were generally all Hindus and 
the borrowers w'ere all Muslims. Then that was tl»e time of the anti- 
partition agitation and anything done by (ilovernment was held up to 
public scorn and ridicule by almost every section of the people. 

Now, Sir, it is not correct to say that the Proja inovciuent with which 
I am connected is responsible for the no-rent mentality. That move 
merit may be prevalent in some j^arts of the province but there are 
Proja movements and Proja movements just as thare are Proja workers 
and Proja w’orkers. Not every worker wdio clothes himself in khaddur 
and is a disci jde of Congress is a sincere Proja worker. Many of those 
who call thf^msclves League workers ami who sit on this side of the 
House are far more sincere in Proja work than those who sit on the other 
side. Sir, the Pioja movement which has been responsible for this 
no-rent mentality is the so-called Kisan or Krishat- movement with 
which Congress i.s associated and it is that kind of ]*roja movement 
with which wc arc confronted that has brought the movement into 
disrepute. But tliis is by the w^ay. When the Co-operative movement 
took- firm root defects were noticed and that was the reason why tlie 
A(‘t of 1912 was passed. But then. Sir, the hostility of certain classes 
still remained, and it is correct that the villagers were told not to 
pay up dues in order to embarrass the officers of the (4>-()p(*rativ(* Move- 
ment; and in one or two districts at any rate, especially in the District 
of Mymensingh the reason wliy there has been such an accumulation of 
arrears both in capital and in interest in the hands of the borrowers has 
been due to the persistent dinning of certain classes of people not to 
pay and, as every one knows, an advice not to pav is more readily 
followed than any other advice to the contrary. 

Now, Sir, when the arrears accumulated and mounted up, there was 
a time when the movement was on the point of br^akiiig down, and I 
think that instead of criticising the department for the work it has not 
done, it is time that fair-minded persons should also take note of what 
has been done under somewhat difficult circumstances. These circum- 
stances were not of the seekiifg of the department itself. They were due 
to causes over which we had no control. But I admit th^t at the present 
> moment, the whole movement is under a cloud and there are suspicion^ 
that all IS not wgll with the Co-operative Movement hi Bengal. But 
I can tell the House that during the three years -since we haye under- 
taken administration, things have improved considerably'. As a matter 
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fact I have had enquiries made in certain eases, but the Minister 
in charge took up the task of amending the Co-operative Act in order 
to take^certain powers which are not possessed by the Registrar under 
the present Act in order that if and when defects aie noticed and action 
has to be taken, effective action can be taken in orde^* to bring about 
satisfactory' result. That is the reason why nothing definite has been 
done, but I can tell the House that the Bill which has been placed 
before tlie House and over which so many members have worked 
laboriously for so many months, will be an Act whi^ h will place in the 
hands of the Registrar of the Department certain powers which together 
with co-(»peration from friends outside will enable us to put the co- 
operative movement on a sound and satisfactory footing. 

Now, Sir, the Co-operative Movement should be entirely a people’s 
movement. Government slomld have as little to do with the move- 
ment as possible. That was the pidiey of the Government 
when 1 was in the Co-operative Movement in its earlier years 
in Bengal. But it was iound that unless soei(*ties were inspected by 
Government ofiieers, unless societies wen* snp(‘rvised b\ Government 
ofheers, unless (iovernment showed that th(*,\ were taking some living 
interest in the prosj)erity of the societies, p(‘()])h‘ <*ould not be induced 
to deposit their moiu'y or to h(‘lp tlie societies witli funds. Therefore, 
in course of time the movement became ofti(*ialised. and 1 regret that 
at the present moment it is over-officialised. But tin* fault is not entirely 
of the (i(»vcrnment offic<‘r.s. So long as non-(»tticials do not conn* forward 
to help the movement, ainl to tn‘at the mov(*ment as a ])opulHr move- 
ment, it will he the duty of the (iovernment to do the ] art whicli should 
really he done by tin* ]>cople themselves. There are liojitations to what 
a (i(»vernment <»tliccr can do. AVhatever a (iovernment officer does is 
painted jit the ])rt‘sent monn*nt as sonn*thing like jiarty pcditics. But 
a non-official has got freedom to act; he has got ttie liberty to give 
advice where advict* will not be misunderstood. The futuie of the Co- 
oj>erative Movement lies not in sustaine«l ami often unnjcrited criticism 
but in indui'ing pt*o]de to come forward to co-operate with the offi(*er8 
ot tin* (iovernment and in placing the (^o-operalive M oveinent on a 
firm and sound footing, 1 welcome the suggesti(ms th it have been made 
by ])r. Nalinaksha Sanyal. 1 find that in the midst of his criticisms 
there are good suggestions also. AVe shall try to ignon the unpleasant 
portion which relate to criticisms. AVe shall take up the suggestions 
that he has made, and 1 hope that in a very short tine we w'ill be able 
to do something for the improvement of tche rural credit. 

My friend IJr. Sauyal has given some glimpse of Intw the Co-opera- 
tive Movement in Ifengal should be carried on from a little book that 
he has got in his liaml. I i*au a.ssure liiiu that these propo.«a*ls will be 
coiisidere^l, if he will only come up with helpful suggestions without 
criticising the proposals before final action is taken. 
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As regard Quoreshi’s book, I have read it very carefully. As a 
matter of fact, the author was good enough to present me with a copy. 
The lines suggested by Mr. Quoreshi depend more or less on the 
circumstances under which those proposals are acted upon, just as a 
tree derives its growth more from the soil than from anything else. 
Let the soil be congenial to its growth. Let the impediments be brush- 
ed aside; let every one come forward to tender the plant with 
sympathetic hands, and 1 am sure that like every other jmpular nlove- 
ment everywhere in the country where the people are behind the move- 
ment with a view to help ami not to obstruct, the ('o-of>erative Move- 
ment will eome luick to it.s own position as one ol the most benoticent 
movements that are kmnvn to humanity. 

As regards the details, m\ friend the Hon hle Minister in eharge 
will make some comments. I do mU wish to take up the time of tlie 
House witli making jiromises whi<‘h possibly I shall not be able to fulfil 
( laughter). 


The * Hon'ble Mr. MUNKUNDA BEHARY MULLICK: 

Mr. Speaker. Sir. after what our leader, the Hoirble the Chief Minister, 
has <aid in regard to the ciiticisms tliat have been levelled against 
the Co-opt‘rativ<* l)ei>artment . theie is very little tor me to sj)eak on 
the subjei t. Kven then 1 feel that 1 must repu«!iate some of the allega- 
tions that have been tnade by some of my honourable friends w’ith 
res])ect to the Departtneiit of C(»-operation. 

Sir. I am extremel\ sorry that my honourabb»' friend Dr. Nalinaksha 
Sanyal should have conn* forw’ard with a list <d things which practically 
he t(»ok from Mr. Narendra Kumar Ilasu’s statennmt when he suggested 
in the late llengal Legislative C(»unci} that a C<»mmiltee id Knijuiry 
.should be held to examine tlie activities ot tin* Department and with a 
view to (dfer sugge-tioiis for remedying the defects. 

Sir, in the lauirse of his speech he mentioned some matters, which, 
I submit w'ith all respect to the House, are not well-founded. Whatever 
may be .said of any p(dic\ (»r want of it in the Department, three years 
of administration, an ac<‘ouiit of which has got to be given to the Hotise, 
shows clearly whether or not tlie ])epartmeiit has been able to make 
out a policy of its own for the purpo.se of bettering the conditions that 
have been in existence in the past. Two years ago, Sir, 1 mentioned 
to the House that the p<di^'y of the Department has been one of consoli- 
dation on the one hand and of expansion on sound lines on tlie other, 
in order that co-operative spirit might be introduced in the minds of 
our people with the object of removing their boiisebpld defects and for 
the purpose of 'increasing their re.sources wdien they have been able to 
work on sound co-operative lines. And it is in pursuance nk that policy 
that was indicated in the House a couple of years ago that I had 
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occasion to submit the various steps that have been taken by the Depart- 
ment. For, I must confess, Sir, that all that we have been able to do 
may not a*ppeal to my honourable friend or may not come up to his fullest 
expectation, but as has been pointed out by my leader, the Hon’ble the 
Chief Minister, if tlie circumstances under which we have been working 
were taken note of, I submit. Sir, that this criticism would never have 
been offered. Even then, Sir, as our leader has said, some of the 
suggestions bereft of all cauHti<*neHs will certainly be taken note of. 
Then, Sir, he has the hardihood to say that some of the officers have 
been negligent in the discharge of their duties. He went further and 
said that eight inspectors were moving near about Calcutta. 
(Dr. Nalinaksha Sanyal: T would request you to see the judgment 
of the Court.) The appeals in those cases have not yet been disposed of. 
Dr. Sanyal said that the fiovernment of India grant with which we 
have established a training institute at Duni Duni has not been spent 
properly. 1 repudiate the allegations and 1 go further and say that if 
he can cite a single case, I can assure him that ])roper action will he 
taken against that ofli(‘er. J had occasion to visit the training institute 
since it was started in April 19d7 on every occasion when a new hatch of 
officers came there, and it was only the other day when I had the honour 
of inviting the Hon'hle the ('hief Minister to pay a visit to the institute. 
I need not say to the House all the details about it, hut I }>elieve that 
when the Hmi'hh* the Chief Minister left the institute, he came away 
satisfied that (*very thing that was necessary to ediu'ute the officers and 
also memlau’s of the so(‘ieti(*s in th(‘ lines of co-operation was being done 
in that institute. (Uai IlAUii:NJ)nA ('iiw’Duriu : Mutual 

Admiration Soci(‘ty!) The institute was startetl in llh’lT with the 
Oovernmt'nt of India grant, and the first ofhcer who was phued in charge 
of it was an ex-Kegistrar of the department, Rai S. K. (languly Baha- 
dur. The officers whom he took as his assistants had all their training 
in tile (ifurudaspur Training (himp, Runjah. And. further an account of 
the training given at this institute has got to he given to the Govern- 
ment of India at the annual conference. I submit, therefiire, that my 
friend Dr. San\’^il ivs nut well posted with the fact.s when he ('ame forward 
with his catalogue. He said sometliing about a question — that is how 
he started in regard to the question that was originally put in this 
House, by tile late (’hairman of the Bogra Central Bank with respect 
to the conduct of one of my officers in charge of that bank. I hope, 
Sir, you will pardon me if I say that you were good enough to point 
out to me tliat in all fairness to that oflSeer^ the result of the enquiry 
should have been mentioned in the answer. But I pointed out that 
I expected a suppiementary question about it, when I would have been 
able to explain details as 1 was fully equipped with the necessary 
information. The enquiry was held by an officer who was no less than 
the Assistant Registrar in charge of the two districts of Bogra and 
Pabna, and the allegation which was made against the conduct of one 
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of the officers of my department was found to be absolutely incorrect. 
I waited for an opportunity to give some information in answer to any 
supplementary question that might be asked by Dr. Sanyal but not a 
single question was asked by any member nor had he the goodness to 
ask any supplementary question on that subject. I may submit, Sir,, 
that tlie allegation was found to be conclusively baseless. 
(Dr. N.alinaksha Sanyal : But this has been admitted in your 
answer that that officer exceeded Jiis power and instructions and gave 
loans in excess.) No. no, 1 never said so. Then, Sir, us regards the 
other que‘<tions of which he gave a catalogue 1 do not think that time 
will permit me to go into details — 

Mr. SPEAKER: As a matter of fact, I thouglit tliat as a matter 
(d ])arliamentarv convention, it sliould he establi>]KMl that whenever 
there is a (jiiestion enumiated wliich enumerates j)oints against an 
(dficer <d ( ioveriiment and erHjiiirie.s are made, it is only fair to the 
otH( er that the result of tlie emjuiry Mhould be made known to all 
((UiceTued, but owing to the absence of a supplcuKUitary (jiuvstion on 
that subj**( t w bat tlie i(‘sult of the crujuiry was does not appear 
anywfiere. 

Or. NALINAK8HA SANYAL: Ma\ 1 draw yiuir attention, Sir, 
t(» the aiisw'ci It is; “tluit the Tnspeetor distributed individual 
loan'' 111 excess oi amount ap])rove<l by the Provincial Bank in some

The Hon’ble Mr. MUKUNDA BEHARY MULLICK: Sir, I do 
not yield i(> Dr. San\al. (Dr. Nai.in\k.sii\ S\nv,\l: In view of the 
above answer liow' <an the llonddc Mini^t<‘r sa\ that tin* allegation is 
unfounded •') 

Mr. SPEAKER: I tliink Dr. Sanyal, you are mistaken. If you 
look to the answ'(*r you will find tliat it was a resolution of the Bogra 
('entral Bank and the Bogra (Vntral Bank gives a list of allegatioiiH 
whicfi are on the face of it very damning to the officer concerned. 
<Ttivernnient merely said that a departmental eiKjuiry was held, and 
as tliei-e w’as no supplementary, I thought that it would not be fair 
to the officer wdio .serve.s this province if merely allegations are made 
and merely an answer i.s given that a departmental enquiry was held. 
Anywav his point is that (iovernment made a departmental enquiry 

Or. NALINAK8HA IaNYAL: Sir, will you kindly read the 
answer?* Jt i.s: ‘’a depart mental enquiry in the ma^er has been made 
and tfi^ Inspe<'tor distributed individual loans in excess of the amount 
approved by the provincial bank*, etc.” This com lusively shows that 
the officer went beyond his powers. 
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Mr. SPEAKER: That is quite different. You may go on 
Mr. Mullick. 

TIhi Hon’ble Mr. MUKUNDA BEHARY MULLICK; Now, Sir, 
as regards dereliction of duty by any officer of my department I might 
tell Dr. Sanyal and the honourable members of this House that since I 
have assumed office no less than 11 officers of my department were 
found at fauH : some of them liave been punished and some have been 
discdiarged and again some have been warned and otliers have been 
degraded. It cannot, therefore, be said, Sir, tliat whenever an 
individual case ot dereliction of duty has becui brouglit to my notice 
no suitable action was taken. So 1 submit, Sir, that the points taken 
by Dr. Sanyal in suggesting that a (‘omniittee should be appointed do 
not stand any reasonal)le criticism. Again, Sir, my honourable friend 
Mr. Sihnaih llanerjee has come forward with some of his suggestions, 
and he mentioned some individual < ases, bul 1 am extiemely sorrv that 
1 fiav(‘ not the time, otherwise I could have conclusively shown that 
he was under a wrong impression. I thank him, however, for the few 
g(M)d words that he spoke about mysell and the Kegistra'r of my 
department but I must tell him that wliatever else he has said does 
not stand any rt^sonable scrutiny. lie has referred to one 
question which 1 have answered this aiternoon, juit to me by 
Mr. Patiram Roy, in wliich I have said that 1 do not think it proper 
to go forward with any scheme of jute sale society at the present- 
moment. l^ir, th(‘ reason is obvious. When the societies weie 
originally startcnl in 1927-28 the\ did not act in the way they should 
have done and therefore a committee of emiuiry was ajipointed by the 
I^rovincial Hank because it had financed the societies and on their 
re|)ort the only course of action that could have ]>een taken was to 
dissolve the societies. T liope the* lionourable mc*mbers c)f this llcmse 
know very well that the c’ommitments of (rovernment are too great 
already to enable them to meet the c harges of the Provincial Ra.nk on 
that account, and as there is no cc‘rtaint\ about the ]>rice of jute avs 
fixed this year for years to come, I do not think it desirable to go 
forward with that sclieine all at ome. I have already mentioned in 
luy sjieech that a number ot societies of numerous descriptioms have 
been established to bring more income to the jiroduce-growers, 
namely, i>acldy sale societies, orangc*-growers SiK'ieties and the fisheries 
societies and other societies of that nature so that along with this 
expansiem on ])roduction basis, attempts have been made to find a 
market tor tliem in order tliut the prcMlucers may get a proper pric*.© 
for their produeds^, 

Mr. 8IBNATH BANERJEE: Why jute has been excluded? Is 
it because it is in the interest of the Europeans? 
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TN Han’bto Mr. MUKUNDA SENARY MULLICK: vSir, I am 
not ^roing to give a reply to all these inierjeftions. Sir, I am indeed 
grateful to Mr. Wordsworth, from whom I learneil the elementai'y: 
lessons in eoonomios when I was a B.A. student in the Preevlenvy 
College, for the utfectionate words — 1 won’t sa> kind words — that he 
has used about my work for this department. He was gtKxl enough 
to be a member of the select committee on my Co-operative Societiet» 
Bill which sat tor !H» lesN than 41 da>s to consider its provisions in 
detail along with two of m\ friends in the Opposition — I refer to 
Mr. Satyapriva Banerjee ami Mr. Siirendra Xaih Moitra, especially 
the latt(*i‘ who has been ( oiine< ted with the (\)-ope]'at ive ^fovement for 
years now a^ a Director of the Haj^hahi Central Bank, and not n 
theoiist like Dr. Xalmaksha San\al. The\ know very well the amount 
of work which these honourable members rendered as members of tfie 
sehs t <ommittee. 

Dr. NALINAK8HA SANYAL: Sir. sime a personal reference 
has been n^ole to me, mav 1 inform the Hon’ble Minister 

Mr. SPEAKER: It I allow \ on t«» make a peisonal explanation I 

shall hav(‘ to allow it (‘veiw •^erimd to the otliei side. 

Dr, NALINAK8HA SANYAL; Ibit, Sir, I may say this to the 
Hon’Ide Minister that I am a more pruetieal man than he is himself. 

The Hon’ble Mr. MUKUNDA BEHARY MULLICK: Sir, I am 
thanklul also to Khan Sahih llamidmldin Ahmed for giving me u 
pra< ti» al suggestion as to what shcmld he done to fiml credit facilities 
for the rural masses in the pn»vince. I have exjilained what we desire 
to do in this matter and 1 would merely point out tliat the Ilon’ble the 
Finame Minister in his opening speech in jiresenting tlie budget for 
the coming year said that if there were proper application for demands 
of that nature examined hy the central banks and the depai't mental 
officers and by the Provimial Bank, (lovernment would see that this 
credit was made available to the lural imis.ses in the jirovince. Ifeyond 
this, Sir, 1 do not think any further assurame is needed on this 
oeeasion. So far as my friend Mr. Ahu Ho.ssuin Sarkar is concerned, 
1 would only appeal to his experience as a Director of the Citiihandha 
(Vntral Bank and then let*}iim tell (joveriiineiit what steps should be 
taken to better the condition of tbe.se institutions. Sir, we have 
assisted the c entral banks in more ways than luie. We have not only 
given them advice, but have lent the services of cjtur departmental 
officers to manage their affairs, w‘ho are not only to advise them but 
to guide their activities on proper lines. 
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Dr. NALIHAKSHA 8ANYAL: 1 am not paid for giving advice 
hut the Hon’ble Mininter is paid. 

Tl)0 Hon’ble Mr. MUKUNOA BEHARY MULLIOK: Sir, the 
officers and supervisors of the central banks liave been trained in the 
institute and tliere are various ways in wliich (jovernment have tried 
to assist them. Last but not the least I may say that actually an 
amount of Rs. lakhs was given to the central banks through the 
Ib’ovincial Rank tor the supply of credit facilities to the rural members 
of the societies. 1 submit, therefore, that it may be taken for granted 
that we are not unmindful ot tin* difficulties of the central banks, as 
has lw*<*n ex]duined by the Hoii’ble the (’hiet Mini^te^. Their diffi- 
culties are man\ but I mu>t stibmit that all these difficulties (‘annot l)e 
lemoved ail at onc<*. With respcM t to my frieml .\fr. Birendia Kishore 
ibiy Chaudljury J have already stated the >te|) we desire to take to 
provide credit facilities in rural Bengal. The causes that he has 
meiitioju^l arc not really the only causes for rural credit being shrunk. 
It Is not the (>j)eration of the Debtors’ Act alone that is res^)onsil)le but 
the causes are many. I submit, Sir, that beyond what we have done 
Jt is very difficult for (^<^vernment to go further with any sclieme of 
that nature. 

As regards my frieml Maulvi Abdul Walied Bokainagari from 
Mymensingli 1 was really glad that be had a word of kindness for the 
movement; lie has said that the reason foi tlje (•o-(H)eralive movement 
being met with a set-back is the dejiression that ( ame in 19-10. But, 
Sir, at the same time he has sorrow iullv add(‘d that tlie money that has 
been put into the movement is all done h\ the uon-ofiicials for the 
h<*nefit of this rural people and that sometliing must Im^ doin' to relieve 
both these class<‘s at an carl\ date. 1’hcrcforc, in my opening speech 
J liavc mentioned tJiat the scherm* that has heen prepart'd is being 
cxamiiu'd ami, perliajis, before long it may be ])ossibh* for Government 
to come to a eonclusion on that (jnestion. I think that in the days to 
come after a final det'ision is taken about the whole sulijt'ct it will be 
possible to give r(;lief to innumerable agriculturist debtors. 

Sir. I h,.ve tried to meet all tlu' points that havt* been raised by the 
honourable im'iiiber?. ot this House. 1 oppose all the cut motions that 
have lu'en moved ami commend my moti(Ui to the acceptance of the 
House.

25— General Administration— Debt Conciliation. 

The Hon’ble Mr. MUKUNDA BEHARY MULLICK: Sir, on the 

reconiiiiendation of His Kxeellenev the Governor I bejr to niove that 
a s\ini oi Rs. 2d. 12. ()()() Ik' <xrante«l for expcuiditure under the l»ead “25 — 
Gemual Administratiiui — Debt ( ‘oneiliation 

In })iesentin^ this dermuHl to tin* Housi*, J do not propose to t-ake 
too lone* of th(‘ time by etiterin^’ into a iletailed discussion about the 
activities of th(‘ Debt ( 'onciliation BoanD which are functioning? in thts 
proviro-e under the Ihuiiral A^^rniiltuial Debtors’ Aid, 10d5. I shall 
not Ive misundiTstood if 1 were to repeat what I said on ju’evious 
^>eea^ion^ that, wkili* W(‘ act under this meuMire, it is for the jmrpoHe 
of lamciliatin^’ the del)t,s that the agriculturists owe to various sorts of 
creditors b\ hriiij^iii^*- them witiiin their pa\iuo capiieily and allowing? 
them proper time for payinj*’ the ad.justeil debt by spriuidin^* it over a 
number of >ear^ in easy instalments and that the\ may have some 
breath inc' space of time to In* aide to work hardiu* and witli greater 
eheert Illness for the juirp(>se of makinjj^ tluui two ends meet as also of 
bein^ able to pay their debts. 

('om])laints of various deserijitions have been made against the 
workin^^ of these Boards, It is said that the disposal lias Ihuu! very 
slow, eainsiiiij: a ^?ood deal of dislocation ot business even in the civil 
courts, that although the Act has been in operation for some time now 
tile Ihwirds have not been vested with the powers mentioned in the Act 
as a result of which they have md lR*en able to deal with the (tiaes 
properly, that althou«?h it has been .>aid that eaeli union or at least 
each bij? union will have one Ihiard and two small unions will have one, 
the reijuired numl>er of Idoard.s has not yet been established in 
consequence of which a p:»od deal of inconvenience and difficulty is yet 
bein#r felt by the afrriculturists. On the other hand another set of 
complaints has been lodged that the members of these Br>ardH have ^ot 
no tjahiini? in law and therefore they cannot properly decide the cases 
brought before them, that althou|?h section 55 { 2 ) of the Act #?Bve 
Government power to fix the maximum amount of debt tJat could be 
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dealt with by these Boards Government did not take any step in time 
in that direction, and that as a result of the activities of these Boards 
the rural credit has become almost shrunk causing? very j?reat difficulty 
to the ^agriculturists inasmuch as they do not get any pecuniary 
assistance from their neiglibours in time. 

Witlj res]>ect to all these allegations I (^an only say that Govern- 
ment have not been unmindful of them and the steps that we have 
taken will clearly indicate that all that is possible for any human 
institution has Iveen tlone either to remove any real difficulty or at 
least to minimise its severity. 

I would therefore put before the House at tliis stage some of the 
steps that we have already taken in these directions, When I placed 
my (h'liiand last year under this head on the 241 h of March, I mentioned 
that we had estahlislied 2,791 Boards in the ])rovim*e by that time. 
We have now been able to establish ->,707 Ordinary Boards and 221 
Special Ihwirds. B(‘sides those of the Special Boards which function 
eith(*r at tlie district or subdivisional headcpiarters with an official — 
and in most cases the Circle Officcu- — as tin* Cluiirman, we ha/;e got one 
Special Board <^slal)Iishe(l along with the Co-op(‘rative C’entral Bank 
and the Land Mortgage Bunk in order that the memljers of these baiik> 
and societies ma\ be able to get all their debts imduding those due to 
these societies conciliated at an wirly date*. I have bad occasion to 
examine the* records of some of these Special Ifoards wliilt* I was out on 
tour and 1 was lmpp\ to find that the aimoint of work that they put in 
had re4illy been satisfactory. It is not possible for me to indicate the 
works of these* thousands of Boards separau‘l\, but I shall immediately 
place before the House the total amount of work that these Boards have 
iij) till now done. 

In ord(‘r that (Tovernmeiit may k«*ep a proper watch over their 
activities we liave issued a circular to the Collectors of the Districts by 
wffiich they have lH*en recjuested to .submit to Government half-yearly 
returns of the activities of th«*se Ixuirds showing under various heads 
the number of applications filed by debtors and by creditors, the 
mumber disposed of, the amount of the (laim stated in the original 
application and the amount of these claims as determined under section 
18 and the amount at whi<h settlements have ultimately been made. 

These Boards have received l,284,-19d applications of which they 
have disposed of o.JLKKb The applications dispo.sed of involved a 
claim of Hs. 8,r)2,95,7(><> which when determined under section 18 of 
the Act was brought down to Rs, 4,(11, 18, 7r>8 or a little over 50 per 
cent, of the origiftal claim. When the final settlement was made the 
claim was still hrouglit down and the award was given for 
Ks. *{,07,49,519 or in other words the award had been made at about 
^0 per ceuf. of the original claim. The amount that is involved in 
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the cases which are still pending is about Rs. -lljSS, 22,840. Therefore 
the total amount of the claims involved in the applications received by 
the Boards comes up to about Rs. 40,41,18,000. 

Since this conciliation has been entirely on a voluntary basis, T 
mainatin that the Boards have shown wonderful progress in deciding 
the cases brought before tlieni. 

The Act has provided for ap[)eal almost at every stage of the 
proceeding in (onnection with a ca.M* before the Board. But the 
number of api)eaN tiled ba.s bi*eii .so lew that one can safely inaintiutn 
that the work of tin Hoards lias been satisfactory. 1 do not suggest 
lor a inonient that the work ot each one ol the'ie 20,01)0 honorary workers 
has lieen wlndly tree troni mistakes. W luoi I .say this I mean that 
the average work ot most of them has undoubt(‘dly lH*en satisfactory. 
Where the^ have <*one wrong, it was eitluT corrected b\ apjifvals or if 
there were aii\ tiling* personal, suitable action has hfen taken. 

It is no doubt true that the Boards did not have all the powi‘rs, but 
as I siiid l^ist \eai’, we lead vesttnl all the Hoards with powiTs under 
section 0 (.2) and Id (2) ot tin- Act. I indiiated further that the cast's 
of those Hoards which had beiui wi/iking for over a yi>ar would be 
vested vitli jxnvers under section It) (/) \h) of the Act, unless there 
was an\ tiling* against an\ such H(<ird. Since then the C’ldleidors w'ere 
requested to look into tin matter and on their recommendation 
have vested about TOt) Hoards with powiTs under section U) (/) (h). 
There was a complaint that although the pow'er und(*r setdion 22 was 
there, no Ihrard v\as yet vi'sted with it. I can tell tin* llousi* that on 
examining the I’ecoids ot tiu* Special Hoards, we have vested a fair 
number ot them with those powers. It is hoped that with these 
powers, and with the rules that have Wen promulgated along with the 
amendments made in the Act, the progress will 1 m' much (piicker and 
that before long it will be possible to d(*>til .satisfactorily with the large 
number of cases filed or are being filed bi*fore these Hoards. 

I am vSoiTv, I have not been able t<» follow tbe argximents, when it 
was suggesteil that inasmuch as tbe members had no training in law, 
they were not lillde to diseliarge tiieir resjionsibilities jirojierly. The 
aoeount that I have given a moment ago ought to indir-ate to anyone 
taking reasonable view of tlie affairs of the world that it can never be 
said to be unsatisfaetory at all. I may remind the House that T made 
it a point to have at least one member of the Special Hoard from the 
legal profession. But a eintular was issued by the High (Vmrt directly 
to these lawyer members through the District Judges, asking them 
either to withdraw their membership of these Boarefs or to suspend 
their practice. Sin^-e they were honorary workers, they could not really 
suspend the practice and the result ‘wa.s that they have all resigned from 
these Boards. We have however been able to get the permission of the 
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High Court to have euch memibers of the Judicial Service as Chainuen 
of these Special Boards at the headquarters of a district or subdivision 
as can be spared, and in fact we have appointed some of them as 
Chairmen of these Boards. We have also been able to secure the 
services of some retired members of the Judicial Service as also of the 
legal profession to act as Chairmen of these Boards. We are hoping 
that this will give us good results. 

I mentioned last year that Government had taken a decision already 
to fix the maximum amount that could be dealt with by tliese Boards, 
and in about a few weeks from tliat date, the rule was published in the 
Cfih'utta Gazette indicating this amount. With the rules that have 
been promulgated along with the (urculars issued and instructions 
given, the dis])osal has been much ipiicker and it is hoped that the 
j)rtgreHS of these Boards will be still more speedy and satisfactory. 

As regards the conijdicated (luestion of the rural credit being shrunk, 
as a result of this Act, T have always maintained the view that the 
Debtors Act was liot solely responsible t(M- it. Tliere are otlier circum- 
stances whicli are still more responsible tor a ^ituation of fbis nature. 
I had in the course of my reply to questions of tins deseri])tion to point 
out to the House, that the rules framed regaiding advances of small 
amounts for a short-term and also about tlie rent, would really show 
that they were not to he dealt with hy tl>e Boards like other debts. 
Again the recent amendments, where any liability inciirj’ed after fljc 
Ist c»f January, 1940, would not he brought within the jmrview of this 
Art ought to make it plain that (lovernment d(» not want to stand in 
the way of sympalheti<‘ and reasonable businessmen to hel]) tludr needy 
neighbours with some financial assistance for short periods. In this 
connection, I ought t(‘ tell the llo\ise that wliile we seek to conciliate 
the dHhis of agricultural mas.ses under the Bengal Agricultural DHhtors 
Act, we do not take any further res])onsibility. 

I would like to mention only one otlier p(»int, and that is about the 
provisions of the amending Bill. It gives jiroper jjowers to Boards to 
deal effectively with tlie usufrnetuary mortgages of any kind. It also 
gives them ])ower to decide whether or not the liability is a debt within 
tlie meaning of tlie Act, along with its amount and its existence. 
Again, it gives jmwer to the Boards to realise through the Piihlic 
Demands Recovery A<'t any fees recoverable under the Debtors Act 
from the ireditors, who have not done so in time and as a result of 
which the proceedings have been held up for a very long time. 

1 believe, Sir, the little idea that I hiM’e been aihle to give to my 
honourable friends about the activities of the.se Debt Conciliation 
Boards trying t* mitigate the difficulties of our innumerable agricul- 
tural debtors, will satisfy them and I hope they will have no hesitation 
in giving their accord to the demand under this head for which I now 
formally move. 
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Mr. DHIRENDRA NATH DATTA: 1 beg to move that the 
demand of Rs. 23,12,000 under the head “25 — General Administration 
— Debt Conciliation” be reduced by Rs. 100. 

Mr. Speaker, Sir, I must tell the House in the beginning that I have 
full sympathy with the object of the Act. I am one of those who is 
in favour of completely wiping out rural de'bts: but, Sir, the working 
of the Act itself is so unsatisfactory that I have no hesitation in .saying 
that it is unworthy of any civilised (bivernment. The rules that have 
been framed under tlie Act and the Act itself are responsible for the 
unsatisfactory working of the Act. I shall refer to certain rules — rules 
regarding the realisation of court-fees. Now, Sir, if a creditor olbtains 
a decree in a civil court, you are aware. Sir, that he is ro(|uired to pay 
a court-fee of Rs. 11-4 ])er hundred. But if this decree be included 
in an application under section 8 of the Bengal Agricultural Debtors 
Act, he is further required to pay a sum of Re. 1 ; n further jiayinent 
of Rs. 2 is necessary — the creditor paying He. 1 and the debtor paying 
Re, 1. So it will be seen that the creditor has to pay Rs. 12-4 and if 
after the award he wants to execute the .same, he is re(juired to pay a 
further .>um of Rs. 11-4 per hundred, that is, the creditor is required 
to j>ay IN, 23-4 per liundred and the debtor is recjuired to pay Re. 1 per 
hundred. So tlie (iovernmeiit gets Rs. 24-4 per hundred. Thus the 
absurdity of the rule is apfjurent and it shows the extraordinary 
profiteering sj)irit of the (ioverninent. Besides this, a rule was framed 
in the month of June, 193(1, to the effect that the court-fee is to be 
j)ai(J ui)on the amount decreed, that is upon the amount that is awarded 
under section 19 of the Bengal Agricultural Debtors Act. But, Sir, 
the rule was amended in the month of August, 1938, and under the 
amended rule tlie court-fee is to be paid not upon the amount of award 
but it is to be paid upon the amount that is determined under .section 
18 of the Bengal Agrbultural Debtors Act. You are fully aware, Sir, 
that so far as the decree-liolder is concerned, under section 18 of the 
Bengal Agricultural Debtors Act he is reipiired to pay a court-fee upon 
^he whole amount of the decree. But when the award is made under 
section 19 of the Bengal Agricultural Debtors Act it is always much 
less than the amount determined under section 18 of the Bengal Agri- 
cultural Debtors Act. The result is, he has to pay a court-fee for an 
amount for which he dof^s not actually get a decree. So, Sir, the rule 
regarding the payment of court-fee shows the extraordinary avaricious 
and profiteering spirit of the rrovernment. I say the rules should be 
amended immediately. 

Then, Sir, with regard to the rule regarding cons<«it you are fully 
aware tbat the Act it.self does not authorise or give any power to the 
Board, the Board is entitled to give award if both the creditor and the 
del)tor give their consent, and if they do not give consent — 40 {^r cent, of 
the debtors do not give consent — then the Boards though invested under

lection 7 of the Bengal Agricultural De^btora Act have not the power 
for giving an award. With regard to consent there is no rule. 

Sir, I put a question in the month of February, 1939. The Hon^ble 
Minister in charge was pleased to say that he was going to frame a 
rule to the effect that the consent of parties was to Ibe obtained in 
writing. That was, Sir, the rejdy of the Hon’lble Minister in Feibruary, 
1939. But since then no rules have been framed. I i)ut a question 
(No. 87 un starred) this year as to why no rule was framed. The 
Hou’ble Minister in reply said that on further consideration Govern- 
ment decided that such a rule was unnecessary and would prove to be a 
hindrance rather than help to the administration ot the Debt Settle- 
ment Board. I must say, Sir, that it is jmtting a premium on tlie 
dishonesty of the Debt Settlement Boards. I do not understand why 
such a rule should be a hindrance if c(mseTit to ibe obtained in writing 
rather than a help to the Debt Setthmicnt Board — this is beyond my 
concejition. It is certainly jmtting a premium ui)on the dishonesty of 
the Debt Settlement Board. S(» the rule regarding this should be 
amended. r 

Sir, witli regard to the Act itself (Uir main comjdaiiit is that ]>ro- 
cefulings are delayed. In answer to a (juestion jmt by me — (juestion 
92 — HO far as my district is concerned, namely, the distri<‘t of 
Tipj)cra, the lloiride Minister said that in the >ears 1937, 1938 and 
1939, 18,(187 suits and execution suits had been stayed under section 34 
(»f the Bengal Agricultural Debtors Act. So, Sir, out of 18,387 cases 
in my district alone only 1,159 cases have been disj>osed of in the 
ccmrse of three years. Thus 17,000 cases still remain j)ending. This 
is the case in one district only and if we look into other districts we 
will find that the same story is told (*very where, l^he delay is due to 
the fac't that no ]U)wers have been given to the Boards. If, as a matter 
of fact, the Act is to be worked it should be amended altogether. So 
mv suggestion is that ])ower should be given to Boards for disposing 
of such cases. 

Section 19 of tlie Act 'says that even a Board which is invested under 
section 7 of the Bengal Agricultural Debtors Act cannot dispose of 
cases if creditors to whom there is owing not less than forty ]>er cent, 
of the total delht do not agree to an amicable settlement. My submission 
befiire you. Sir, is that the framers of the Act altogether iguoreil the 
psychology of the parties. It is impossible for the creditors to agree to 
a settlement against them. The result is tjiis, that no creditor gives a 
consent hvit as the Board has to show that some cases have been dis- 
posed of, there is bribery and cornijUion. If the Act is to be worked, 
the Boards sliould l>e invested with full powers but the existing Boards 
cannot be so invested. So my suggestion is that there should be one 
Board in ♦.each union consisting of three persons presided over by a 
munsif, and there will be two other members, one to be elected by the 
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meidb^ra of the Fnioh Board and another to be appointed b}* Govern- 
xuent) that is, the munsif will decide the cases with the help of jurors 
and the Boards should he fully invested w*ith powers. And it will be 
laid down in the Act and in the RulcvS that the cases should be di^^posed 
of not on the basis of contract but on the basis of the capacity of the 
debtor to pay. If the debtors have not the capacity to pay, the whole 
debt should he liquidated. As I told you in the beprinninp:. Sir, I am 
in favour of completely wipinj*' out rural debts but, Sir, the method 
that should he adopted should he adopted boldly. If the Government 
want to lirjuidate delbts, they juust invest the Boards willi full powers. 
They must issue instructions to the Boards that they slnmld decide the 
cases not on the basis of the contrac-t hut on the basis of the ca[)acity 
of the deihtors to pay. 

Then. Sir, it has been said in the rec'ent Act that the power of 
revisidii lias been jrivcii to the District dudj^c hut, Sir, the pleaders 
liave not been allowed to ajipcar before the District •ludj^i'e. As T have 
said. Sir, iuo>t of the District Jud^Tcs are Enj*Iishmen and the records 
are al.1 in Beii^^ali. In all easeN the j>apers will he jilaccd before flip 
District -Uid^es. 'riicv do not kn(»w Bengali and you can easily ima^^‘ine 
liow they will deal with the revision (‘uses without the lielp of the 
pleaders. They will simjily (brow the papers into tic* waste paper 
baskets or will take the assistance of their Peshkars in disposing of the 
cases. 

* 

Sir, with regard to Rules, ori^fillallv under sections 18 and 19, 
ajipeals were to he heard fiy officers with judicial experience. It seems 
that Government are mortally afraid ol Judicial (Officers and power to 
hear ajijical has been transferred from the Judicial Officer to the 
Siihdivisioiial Officer wlio is an Executive Officer. 1 find that the 
tendency on the part of Government is to transfer powers from Judicial 
Officers to Executive Officer^. That is altogetl.er bad. So, Sir, my 
submission is lliat all the rules should he amended. 

Sir, before I take m\ seat 1 musf stress the necessity of amending 
the rules in regard to court-fees. In a recent <-onferencc of lawyers 
lield at Khulna attention of tlie Government has been drawn to the 
iiui»ro]U'iety and absurdity of the rules regarding tlie jiuyment of court- 
fees. I think Government should understand the justice of the claim 
of the jiarties concerned and they should not he compelled to pay court- 
fees. So my submission is that rules regarding the court-fees must be 
amended, 

AVith these words I commend my motion to the acceptance of tlie 
House. • 

Mauivi HAFIZUDDIN CHOUDHURI: Mr. Speaker, Sir, it is no 
doubt that great relief has Wp given to the agriculturists by the 
enforcement of the Bengal Agricultural Debtors Act sinc^l937. But 
it is a pity that what has been given by the right hand has been taken 
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aWay by the left. I shall narrate here some facts that will speak lor 
themselves — the woeful plig-ht^ l^f some of the tenants under th<t 
Attached Estates of Dinajpur district. 

Sir, * 80 ine of the cess-defaulting estates of our district, particularly 
of the Thakurgaon subdivision, have l)een attached under section 9^ 
of the Cess Act. Some u»onths ago a circular was issued to all Chair- 
men of the Debt Settlenjenl Boards to the effect that no application 
coming from the tenants under the Attached Estates should be enter- 
tained by the Debt Settlement Boards. Even cases pending in the 
Boards are not to be i)roc(*eded with and cases already settled and 
instalments granted are not to 1 h' given effect to, in consequence of 
which certificates are being issued in grcuit numbers for the realisa- 
tion of rents from the wretched tenants who happen to l>e under the 
Attacdjed Estates. I fail to understand why there should be any 
differential treatment betwcMui tenants and tenants for the fault of tlie 
defaulting landlords. 

Sir, 1 represented tlie grievances of these tenants to the Hon’ble 
Sir B. P. Singh Hoy, Minister-in-charge of Ilevenue Department, by 
a letter, dated the -lOth January, 1940. I also discussed the matter 
with him during this session. I have also re})reseiited the matter to 

the Hon’ble Mr. M. B. Mullick, Minister-in-charge of P<d)t Concilia- 
tion. The matt<‘r was discus.sed in the (\)alilion rnei^tftig and 

immediate i^dief was assured by the Ilon’ble Ministers (‘oncerned. I 
think, Sir, tlieir assurances will be fulfilled when most of the tenants 
under the Attached Estates will be ruined by the certificate procedure. 

Sir, I have received a rej)resentution this morning from one Maulvi 
Aairuddin Ahmed, (’iiairinun, Kadhana^ar Debt Settlement Board. 
1 shall read out the true copy of a notice issued to the Honorary* 

Manager of the Dakshinesv^ ar Debotlar Estates by the Attached 

Officer, Dinajpur. 

The notice reads thus :

. The Hofi’bla Mr. MUKUNDA BEHARY MULLICK: Sir, before 
I go into the details alxuit tlie working »)f the jirovlsions of the Act 
and the Buies franoHl under it, as raised hy Mr. Dhirendra Nath Dutta, 
I would like to sa> a few words tci iny honourable friend Mr. Ilafiii* 
uddin ('houilhiiry about tlu* c(>!nj)laint that he has made regarding the 
action takeit* by an officer asking people not to go to Debt Settlement 
Bbards with nderence to cases which have arisioi in the estates attach- 
ed under section !Mf of the (Vss Act. It is trne that he mentioned this 
matter to me laddire the Easier h<»lidays, and on that 1 have referred 
this to th%%[^4tiflgi^ of Dinajpnr asking him to look into the matter 
himself and^ivi* ^)rop(*r directions to all otfi(s*rs t(» m*e that a notice 
of this natiin* Mhi< li is in fa<d wrong be not issued in tlie way in winch 
it wiis done, and I have als«» asked for «lctuils of this |)ar1icular case. 
As soon as 1 rectuve them, I will take suifaldc action without the 
least possible delay, and if on examining them I find that anything 
wrong has been done I will ^certainly take action to remed\’ that 
wamg. T hope that this will satisfy iii> friend Mr. Choudhiiri and he 
will not worry any further on this ]>oiiit. 


Coming to Mr, Dhirendra Xath Dutta. he lias started with the 
observation that the Act and the rules liave got tf) he amended. Well, 
Sir, with regard to the Act, that is ab.solutely Ix^yond my power, 
because the Act is something for which the Legislature is responsible. 
I may if advised bring up particular amenefinents l)efore the House, but 
unless and until the House agrees, it does not take the shape of law 
for being worked upon. Therefore, Sir, whatever suggestions he has 
to malce with regard to the Act, after it is passed by both the Houses 
of Legislature, it will be for him to come up with an amending Bill 
and induce honourable mem1)ers of this House ns also of the other to 
agree to his point of view. , 

With ^regard to the rules, certainly we have got to frame them in 
meb M way as they may be compatible and absolutely in line with tlia 
pnmaiona of the Act for its proper functioning.

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Th* first objection that he has taken with regard to the ie 

^ about the court-fees. 1 am sorry that I cannot exactly fc^llow u^hat ke 
meant, for whatever the position might be, I do not think that any 
creditor has got to pay as mucJi as Its. 24-4 for each hundred rupees of 
his claim. It may be that when he goes to the Civil Court in the first 
instance, he may have to pay court-fees of Rs. 11-4 for each Rs. 100 
in order that he may get some relief there. If his opponent, the 
debtor, goi's to the Debt Settlement Hoard and if the par^s^ appear 
before it and a si^ttlement is effected, then under the rules a court-fee 
of 3 i»er <-ent. has got to be paid half and half by the creditor and the 
debtor. 

Now, with regard to tlio next thing that may happen in such oases 
when instalmeiiiH aro not paid, the ereditor has got to approach the 

certificato officer lender tiiection 25 of the Act, and he may have * 

(liai IlAiiKNimA Nath CiiAVDirrKi ; Why may have?) Well, Mr. Rai 
(vhaudhuri need not he in a hiiiT_\, a creditor under these circumstances 
has to jiay an r/(/ ralorem court-fee for eufoiidng the award. No such 
case has up till now hup]>ened where the creditor has Ixhui called upon 

Haukndha Natji (’HAri)iirin ; Question.) to do fhia. 

However I apiireciate the point raised hy Mr. Datta, and I can assure 
him that in cases where the erfsHtor lias lieen to the ^ivil Court and has 
paid an ad mlorein court-fee of Rs. 11-4, we wili^ce-iiain^y take steps 
that he may not have to pay a further sum again. Torce of the 

ur|||^im<uit . (Rai Hahkndka ^.\th CnAX'Din iii: ^Vitliout amending 
th<‘ rules what steps cun jou take?) Thai will ho the stej). I jmve 
said HO. Of cours<‘ I may hot hate used the expression in the way in 
which Mr. Chaudhuri desires it, hut it is there. Proper action will be 
taken with regard to such cu.scs where tbe creditor after going to the 
Civil Court has paid an ad ralorrm feef of Rs. 11-4 iH*r cent, and has 
to luiy the same amount again if he has to enforce the award through 
the eertiticate officer. 

\\ ith regard to the <|uesti<)u of consent being taken in writing, I 
answered (hut question put to me hy Mr. Datta and pointed out to him 
in reply to a supplementary question that it was not possible to have 
consent in writing in all cases, hut instructions have been given to all 
officers that where it is possible ami feasible, consent should be taken 
on the record in writing. Rut we have known — and I have known 
from my personal experience of the Boards that I have visited—tbat 
where even the landlords have given facilities to their officers to be 
present before the Boards to signify theii assent, they have definitely 
refusiMl to give their consent in writing. The result would have been 
if this rule had been promulgated that all such cases would have been 
beW up and no settlemeiit could be effected. It is from that point of 
view that I maintain that it is not a feasible proposition to liave consent 
in writing in all cases. If it has been proved that there was anything 
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mrong, liie matter has been get right in appeal by the appellate ooturt. 
Mr. may or may not remember that I had been to his district ot 

Tippera in April 1938 where I made it a point to »ee the District Judge 
and the Special Appellate Officer — a Munsif, whose name I shall not 
mention-^and discusged this matter with them, and on having a dis- 
cussion I found that the Appellate Officer also agreed with me that it 
was%na| a feasible proposition to have consent in writing in all oases. 
Therefore, Sir, to the rule j»romulgat«Hl hy Oovernment no further 
amendment is net'essary.

Mr. DiiKa has made that Boards have not Ihh'ii given all the powers,, 
I have 1(dd the Hoiis(' in iriy oj)cning speech that we havd^ given 
powers most of the Boards — U‘e poW;er.s that are contemplated’ in 
the Act. I agree (uitirel/ with him that the progress of work of these 
Boards in the beginning was slow; it must he slow bt'cause to start 
with they must make themHelv€‘H familiar with the provisions of the 
Act and the rules and tlu\\ must be tohl about the inlerpn^tation and 
applieation of this Act to individual cases. It was only for tliis reason 
that the progress of the work of the Boards was slow in the beginning, 
blit the outturn of tlie Boards ought not to leave any doubt in the 
mind of anyone that in the course of these three years they have given 
a Batisfactory account of their activities, (llai Harendha Nath 
CHAubHURi : From your own figure, not even 50 per r iuit. of the 
cases have l)een di8i)osed of.) That also has Ix^cn due to oth<*r factors, 
namely, that we have not Boards established all over the province. 
Th^ idea was to have 5,(K)0 Boards in the province and that there will 
be at least one Board for each union or one Board for two small 
unions. And we thought that in 6,000 Union Boards, at least 5,000 
Debt Settlement Boards would l)e able to cover on^ big or two small 
tJnioii Boards. I have given an a(‘count of the establishment of the 
Boards from rime to time. And that ought to show to Eaf Ilarendra 
Nath Chaudhuri that we have not been slow from that pgint of view. 
Sir, my friend says that it is a question of opinion; undoubtedly it is, 
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ili4 that shows that Government is justified in its policy. That being 
dm petition I submit that there is no point in #hat Mr. Dutta has 
sai4 in regard to this particular matter. It would be a happy thing if 
all our dfbts came to an end overnight. We could then be very happy 
to tell everybody concerned that the agricultural debts of the province 
have been wiped off. I would leave it to you, Sir, to recall the result 
of the Board of Economic Enquiry Committee set up in this province, 
and as e result of tliat Enquiry Committee it transpired that the debts 
of the rural masses of the province was found to be Rs. 100 crores. 
If there is anybody that wants to see all those debts are wiped off in a 
moment, — that would be a very happy thing indeed. But, Sir, Govern- 
ment who are responsible not only to the indebted masses but also res- 
ponsible to those who liave out of sympathy with their distressed neigh- 
bours, advanced some money to them — Goveftment are responsible to 
them also, and we have got to see that tiit se resy)onsihilities to all are 
discharged satisfactorily. Ij(*t me now relat<‘ a story wliich is perhaps 
familiar to ev<'rybody in this House. Sometimes in a feast when a 
householder 1ms not got enough to offer, he offers large pieces , of sweets 
to anyone tliat he comes aemss althouglj it is not ]M>sHihle for him to 
please everylxMly. Tin* result is that everyhodv refuses tliese big 
things hut the guests are satisfied and at tin* same ti,me the house- 
hokh'i’ keeps all the swwts to himself. The suggestion completely to 
wipe off the agricultural debts of this province embodies a proposition 
*^whi(‘lMiol)ody can agree to, and 1 do not think any further argument 
is necessary. As regards the power of revision to the District tludges, 
it w^as also suggested by Mr. Dbiren<B*a Nath Dutta in connection wdtb 
the amending Bill of mine which was mooti'd in De<{‘mbcr last. I 
gave a reply to that particular point and I submit that 1 have nothing 
. further to H'dd to what 1 said on tlmt occasion. These are all the 
points, Sir, that call for a rejdy and 1 o)>posc tlic motion.

IS—Ghargee on account of Motor Vohioloi Acts. 

Hi. Hon'bl. MahuEja 8RISCHANDRA SanDY, of Caaaimtaitfi 

Sir, on tlie recoin irjendation of His Excellency the Governor, I beg to 
move that a sum of Rs,;4,50,(H)0 be granted for expenditure under the 
head *‘12 — Charges on account of Motor Vehicles Acts**? 

The moticn w*as put and agreed to. 
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Tilt Htn’lilt Sir BRIOY PRASAD SINGH ROYs Sir, on the 
recommendation of HIm Excellency the Governor, I beg to move* that 
8 Slim of Rs. 1,45,000 be granted for expenditure under the head *^10^ 
Other Taxes and Duties”. 

Or. NALINAKSHA 8ANYAL: Mr. Speaker, Sir, I beg to move * 
that the demand* of Rs. 1,45,000 under the head ”1JJ — Other Taxes and 1 
Duties” he reduced by lls. 100. , 

Sir, last year, during budget discussion on a similar grant, I had 
drawn attention to the urg(*nt necessity ()f forniulating some policy 
by Government for the supply of cheap electricity to inufassil 
area.s, and the Hon ’hie Minister in charge of the Commerce and 
I>;ib{)ur Depiirtment was pleased enough to assure us tlmi he was 
examining the jjossihililies of some new jadicy in the matter of 
developfuent ot electricity for the province. Sinee th<‘n then' has 
been increasing attention of the jiublic t<» the prohlem of electricity 
supply and <*xj)ansion of eleitrical .schemes, and I understand, that 
nearly a year ago, a report was suhmitted to Government by the 
Sf>ecial Officer appf»inted to enquire into the possibility of develop- 
ment of eleitrical schemes in this province. We are yet in the dark-* 
Us to what Government have done .so fur with regard to that scheme 
or that report. The report of Mr. Red<dift was received or rather 
signed hy him in Marcli, 19-30. This is March, 1040. Nearly a year 
has elapsed and we have not had any evidence of Government having 
received the nqiort or come to a decision on the ngitter. In that 
report certain valual)le juvliminaiy data have been noted, hnt unfor- 
tunately we do not find any dV^finite guidance given. As some experts 
have characterized*, that report is more like a compendium of existing 
oircumstames in llengal and other provinces than a report throwing 
some new light on the <*.\j)ansion of electricity in llengal. Sir, the 
time has c(»me when the Government have to formulate a definite 
line of action following the d«*cision about the pcdicy that the Govern- 
ment will adopt henceforth in the mutter of development of electricity, 
because it is on the .success of electrical scheiiu's and the possibility 
of supply of clieaj) electricity numerous beneficent measures in the 
rural as well as in the urban parts of Bengal depend, including pro- 
posals for extensive irrigation schemes, and about the development of 
small and big industries. Che economic activities in the rural parts 
of Bengal depend entirely on the possibility of supply of cheap 
► electricity. It was on the last occasion I submitted tliat Government 
would be well a<|jfised to examine some of the suggestions from time 
to time 'made both by experts and by others in this connection. I 
aubmiUed that it would be desirable, lor wxample, to examine ^ 
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iwswihility of hydro-electric schemes in the n(^hern part of Bengal 
as well as thermal schemes in some parts like the coal areas and areas 
near about Cakmtta. Hiiice then the hi#? Mnlajore Power Hoi»e of 
the •Calcutta Electric .vSuppl 3 ' Corporation was established and on the 
occasion of the opening ceremony of that Power House^ His 
Excellency the (Governor made certain observations throwing some 
light on the possibility of supply of cheap electricity. We would like 
to know from (iovernmcnt if there is any foundation in the expecta- 
tion lield out by His Excellency in that connection. Sir, I under- 
stand that an officer r»f (lovernnient, an I.C.S. officer, was sent to 
England with a view to make a study of the administration of elec- 
trical schemes. We do not know whether that estimable gentleman has 
ca)ine back to India with the iiecessarv exj>erience, nor do we know if any 
valuable report has been submittcMl. It is only rumoured' that when 
sanction was nsk<*(l for his travelling exj)eiises the Finance Department 
pw^ssed for a report, ami a repetrt of two foolscap sheets has been 
received which is not worth the pai)er on which it is typed. Sir, I 
would like t(> know if (lovernment are ])r<‘pared to follow up the 
asHurame given hy the Hoii’hle Mr. Suhrawardy on the last occasion 
that (loveniment waM examining tlie j)ossihility of large and spiall 
scluMues, as well as the [)ossibility of nationalisation of electric supply 
concerns, (bi tln‘ various suggestions (loverninent must luive got 
some expert vi(‘Ws or opinions or recommendations. We would also 
like t(» know tifnn tin* llinrhle Minislei* in charge of (^ommene and 
Labour if these various suggestions have luMoi or are Inung examined 
by duly (jualified experts. 1 submit that so long the Electrical 
Department of the (jovenmnmt of ibnigal had been more or less doing 
the work of a police* dejmrtment. They were merely controlling the 
electric supjd^ concerns with no idea of a commercial development, and 
no id(‘a of sui»])ly of c heap electricity to the province. They were 
merely contndlliig the excesses or alleged infringements of the Indian 
Electricity Act hy the Electricity Supply concerns. I wtmld like to 
know from the Hon’blc Minister in charge if they have, apart from the 
policing in coi\uection with electricity, any definite icfea about the 
advancement (»r development of electrical .schemes as has been under- 
taken by other j)rovinces. From the report of Mr. Redclift it appears 
that the province of 'Madras has made a great advance in this conn^ 
tion and .so also the proviiu'es of the Punjab, the Tnited Provinces, and 
Bombay. 

We wtmld like to know and have an assurance from the Hon’ble 
Minister that the Government of Bengal is also trying to follow tiie 
good work diiuV* by other provinces in this eouiiection. 

Sir, 1 am not a technical expert and I am Tiut a position to give 
Government any technical advice; but I kmiw oa a edmmeftriai^ nayi 
that when technical things like this come up to the Oov^rnsneiM^ 
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consid^ticm, the best thing the GoTernment can do is to obtain the 
best technical ad we in the matter. Unfortunately our Hon’ble 
Minister in charge of (^ommert^e and labour is too much steeped in 
work, and pro 1 )ably his lalmur knows no limit. He has also had added 
to his own files the important and onerous files of the Finaaiee Minister. 
If he does not get sufficient time U> Imik into the other projects — projects 
which are likely to give m much Wnefit to the province, — then it is 
time that with the consent of his ('hief — the Hou^ble the Chief Minister 


— he should part with scmie of his important funetions and allow other 
Ministers who have proUibly a little more time and a little more 
op|K)rtunity to examine suc h things, to take U[> such files and to take up 
sueh duties on which very largely the development of rural as well as 
urban economic life <»f the proviiic*e depends. 


Sir, I would like Government to examine if there is anything in the 
vahiabh' suggestion made by Mi. Hedclift that preliminary to any 
estimate of the possibility of electrical development, an industrial 
survey — a jjroperly constituted survey — of the possibilities of industrial 
developftient in the pn»vinc (* hns got to he finished. Mr. Itadc lift seems 
to think — and ! believe* an expert like him rcuilly means what he said — 
that much depends cm the total IcKicl, and if the Indtistrial Survey Com- 
mittee* cannot finish its labour in time and cannot give an indication as 
to the line of developnicMit of industries they are contemplating, then 
it is not poxililc foi* the c‘lc*ctrical expert to formulate any sc*heme; for 
unless he kiocus the ItKol factor on which his scheme has got to lie 
prepart‘d ccr torinulatccl, lu* cicuiiot do anything. On the other hand, 
if appears that the* Industrial Survey (’ommitiee think that unless they 
know what powci or at what <<»st tin* power is going to he editained, it 
is ditfie ult for tio ni to sugge*st any line of de ve*lopine‘nt of small and 
middle-sizeul industries, s. It appears that we are in the midst of oai 
argument in u circle* — the* Industrial Survt^y Committee* w'ill hold back 
their w’ork on the expectation that the* expert of the Klcctrictil Depart- 
ment will give an ide«i of the eheuij) powc*r tliat is available, and, the 
electrical expert will sa\ that unle'ss he gets an indie-afion of the future 
possibilities ot imiuNtiiai devedopmeiit he cannot preie-eed any further. 
So (fovernnuMit wiM have t<> find some* sedution, **0110* methcKl, some 
means by wdiich to get over this vicious c ircle. 


* Sir, I submit that aj»art from this ;|uesfiofi of (*heap electricity 

there is a very important question which has got to Ik» settled first and 
foremost, that is, the eji#stion as to how Government pro|H>se to organise 
the development of electricity in this province in future. In the past, 
so far only private? enterprise was depended upon for the development 
of electricity^ as a result wherwf, the more profitable concerns and the 
more profitable areas were taken up by private parties^ anfdv through 
private enterprise, whatever is possible for the develbpiiiMli of

lilfctiicity, has been done. Now, Sir, the titne has eome for Govern* 
ment to see if Government with its own resources either directly or with 
encouragement from Government to private firms, can or should develop 
electrical schemes in this province. In this connection, Qovemtaent 
may either think of owning? electricity concerns themselves having 
nationalised all existing electrical concerns or they may think of 
encouraging by subsidies or otherwise some such well-organised private 
companies which they iniglit approve of. There is the danger of 
political interference in details of technical management when Govern- 
ment would try to und(‘rtake such a big scdieme themselves with their 
own resources dire<*tly. T would like Government to examine the 
possibilities of following the healthy praclice, that we find in Great 
llritain, of permitting Eleetrieity (’ommissioners or a Board of 
Electricity t’ornmiKhioiiers to manage, on behalf of the nation, the 
nationalised ele<‘trical ctmeerns and such a Board of Electricity or 
Electricity GouiiiiiNioners mij^ht lx* established here even now 
with a view to examining the various schemes. Sir, I submit that 
th(»re may, at the preH<»nt time as some persons think, he a dearth of 
suitable experts in connection with the development of electricity 
sehemes in this ])roviiice. If that is true there should be no stone left 
unturned to get the best man possible for this kind ol work from 
wherever possible. It is no use hiding the fact that we do not have in 
this province or probably even in India, su(*li experts as may give us 
ill some respects the most valuable expert guidance in this connection. 
M ysore did not stop from, getting the best advice from America. Ireland 
— free Ireland — did not stop or hesitate from getting exjiert advice 
from (Germany and such international helj) may be sought for, if 
necessary, if Bengal is to get cheap supply of electricity. It is 
understood that in the (’alcutta arwi, the cost of manufacture of 
electricity, as calculated by the (\ileutta Electric Supply Oomjvany in 
coimection with an arbitnition case, comes uj) to nearly 8 pies per unit 
although, of course, our experts say that it might be even less. In the 
mufussil, I understand, the average cost is about three annas and six 
pies per unit. In the mufussil, the actual rate per unit for consumers 
varies from five annas to eigKt annas. This is ajipallingly high and no 
amount of development of industry can be contemplated so long aa such 
high rates for electricity are jirevalent. 

There need not he any (*onflict of interests between the Government 
—the new police that Government may formulate — and the existing 
electrical eon(‘erns. If large electric {)ower htfUses are established with 
the help of Government on the Imsis of the grid system, then smiall 
concerns which supply ifele<dricity in small mufassil tnwns may be 
absorbed into that hig distriluiting agency. These small concerns may 
be easily maintained, so long as they have got the licence, at the present 
moment expropriating their interests completely. They may 
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absorbed into a big comprehensive scheme o£ electrical development 
giving them their due" place in the matter of electricity and mainly with 
regard to distribution. These eoiu^rns may get cheap electricity from 
the big power house where the ele(‘trical energy will be manufactured 
at a very low coat under the grid system and thereafter distribute the 
power to small consumers at cheaper rates. 

Sir, I do not lilcp to take the time of the House any more. I would 
only implore Government on a matter like this to rise above 
party considerations; let us see that during our regime, during the time 
when the Ilon’ble Ministers are Ministers and we are on this side of 
the House as well as those on our left are there, we may put our heads 
together to find out how best we ( an give Bengal ehftir}> pT>W(*r for the 
purpose not merely of developing our iiHlustries hut also of improving 
our agriculture. 


(Here the meniher having reta-hed the time-limit, resumed his seat.) 


Rai HARENDRA NATH CHAUDHURI: Sir, I heg to move that 
the demand of IN. l,4o,0()0 under the head “Id — Other Taxes and 
Duties” be reduced by Its. 100. 

The object of my motion is t<» di.‘i<‘u.ss the failure of ifie Govern ment 
to implement iin,\ scheme for supply of cheap electrical pt)wer for 
industrial and agricult uml impi>o\ement of the piM»vince. 

Sir, after the Icarfied .spec< h of m\ hommrable friend, Dr. Sanyal, 
I have not ver\ many words to say in this conneidion. My reason for 
moving this cut motion is tliat I have been giving notice of a resolution 
for the appointment ot an expert committee for flu* devcdnjnneni of 
electricity schemes in (his province for mi»rc than two years. TTufor- 
tunately f(»r me. Sir, niy resolution eould not .secure a higli place in the 
ballot .session after s(*ssinn. It is just for this reason tliat I haV(* fabled 
this cut motion. 

It is a matter (»f d<*ep regret. Sir, that Bengal which is so rich in 
hurrying .stream^ as well in Innirded c'oal should be so much lac'king 
in electrical power. There arc not very many provinc-es in India which 
are flo rich in these re.sources; still they have devidoped their electricity 
projecds. It is a matter, then*fore, of great .shame that a popular Gov- 
erninejit now in office for the fourth year should be unable here to 
propound even a stdieiiie, far less to give effect to it, even after such 
a length of time. I put a question in the Jfovember session as to what 
the Industrial Survey (\)mmittee have had to say on the subject. The 
only reply, Sir, that I got was that they made an interim report on the 
matter. I again put a question in this scMsion to asirertain what wm 
, the report like. The answer that 1 got was that the import could not 
be published now because it was under the consideration,, of the Govern- 
ment. How long it will be under the consideration of the Government# 
of course we do not know, but that answer shows that this Gofeminejit 
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hM no inclination to move faat in this matter. "It aufera from aa 
ebaolntely anti-diluvian and wooden attitude Ifo far as tliis ver^ 
important question affecting the development of the agricultural and 
industrial resources of this province is conceraied. 

Now, Sir, let me state in passing that I do not agree with my 
friend Dr. Nalinaksha Sanyal when he says that private companies 
should be subsidised in this matter. This is not a thing that can be 
achieved by sul;sidising a private comi)any or companies. It is a large 
venture and has got to be undertaken by the Government with all the 
financial resnurces at their disposal. Other Governments — ^by other 
Governments I mean the other l^ovincial Governments in India — ^have 
taken upon ihernscdves the duty of supplying cheap electricity. Even, 
Sir, such a minor province as llihar appointed an expert committee and 
even made some provision to act up to its report. Ur. Sanyal says that 
there are n<»l very Tiiany experts in this country who can be consulted 
in such matters. I d<» not think that is a correct statement. In the 
first j)lace who \\as responsible for the Western Ganges Grid Scheme? 
It was Sir William Stamjv, the late t hief Engineer of the United 
Provinces. Again, Sir, Bihar had found out experts to give them 
dep<'ndable jolvice in this matter afid, Sir, this was the p(»sition in Bihar 
last year. T am (pioting from the spetsh of the Ilon’ble Finance 
Minister of that province made in introducing the Budget for 1939-40: 

*‘ln March, 1938, the Go>ernmeul of Biliar appointed a Speeial 
Of!i(ier to investigate into the possibilities ol inaugurating an electrifica- 
tion scheme for the province and cliarged him with the duties of carry- 
ing out a .survey of tfie areas eovtuHsl b\ it. He was further asked to 
eollect neces.sary materials and formulate tmitative proposals, lie 
made an e.vhaustive eiiquirv and submitted liis report.” 

Then he went on to s«iy, ‘ Government has since a])pointed a teehnicui 
commit te(‘ consisting of three experts — Mes.srs. ForlK*s of Mysore Gov- 
ernimuit, Parkinson of the (’aleutta Electric Supjily Corporation and 
Mitra Government of India. The rejiort of the Speeial Officer was 
subjected to s<Tntiny ami exaiiiiiiation by this committee with the result 
that the scheme has been found not only to be feasible but sou/nd in the 
opinion of the members of the committee, and in the opinion of the 
inemhers of the c(»mmittee it is incumbent upon Government to carry out 
such H scheme.” They bad estimated the cost of this si^heme at 
Homething like Hs. 2k erores and the Fiuance Minister said: “It is 
proposed to meet the cost by a loan, Meanwhile the suggested staff 
will Ih* appointed and details worked cuit. The cost of preparing the 
Bcffieme etc., etc.” (The Hon'ble Mr. 11. 8. StTHttAWAUDY : What 
happened?) This is what hapi>ened. They got a full-fledged scheme 
prepared by an expert and thcroughly examined by an expert committee, 
they provided for a staff to work out the details a year ago, wheroaa 
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the Governiiii^nt of Bengal have done nothing ao far. What has been 
possible for Bihar should surely have been possible for Bengal which 
attempts to vie with the bigger Provincial Governments like the United 
Provinces Government and the Madras Government. 

Sir, what was the position in Madras? In Madras they took over a 
loan of more than Rs. b crores at tlie inauguration of the present 
Reforms for the Cauvery-Mettur project. The earlier project was the 
Pykara project which served five districts in Madms. The next pro- 
ject, i.e., the Cauvery-Mettur project, is designed to serve 7 districts 
and that project has l>een hnmght into o|>eration since November, 1987, 
after the new Government took their offi<e. Not only that, Sir. They 
further extended tlieir electrical schemes. They did not depend on hydro- 
electric projects alone. They went further and instituted thermal 
schemes and thermal stations were set up in Vizagapatum us well as in 
Bezwada and ('oconada. Not (uily that. A major scluune not of the 
hydro-electric type but a combined hydro-thermal sclnune known as the 
Papanasam project has been introduced and nearing completion. This 
scheme, wht^i in full o])eration, will electrify the rest of the province. 
Sir, when so much advama* has been madt* by Madras, our Government 
is not even ready with one single scheme, far less ready to put into 
effect. Sir, after intriKlucing the electricity schemes they iin Madms 
have even substantially raised tludr r<‘venues undt*r this he^id. They 
tot)k over as f .siiid, a l(»an of (J crores of rupees for the ('auvery-Mettur 
project troni tin* (iov(*rnii»ent of India and they have to repay the loun 
in 7l) annual instalments of Rs. 80 and odd lakhs per year. By this 
time by the sale of ( heap power they have niised their revenue under 
the head “Electricity’* so inucli that they now expect (so far as I caJi 
see from their pre.sent Budget) a net revenue of Rs. 8fi lakhs from the 
electricity schemes, i.e., they are going to get more than th(*y have to 
pay annually for the liquidation (d the ( -nnver.v-Mettiir loan. Thai is 
the position, Sir, in Madras. 

So far as United Provinces concerned — 1 think Dr. Sanyal went 
into their schemes — there they have protected IJ million acres from 
famine by the development of the Western Ganges Grid Scheme. Not 
only that, Sir. They are also pushing forward what is known as the 
Eastern Grid Scheme. Now, Sir, the Western Ganges Grid System 
is a scheme which was meant for the development of industries and 
agriculture in six districts — particularly in those districts which suffered 
from frequent drought. T^e result has been that districts which 
suffered from chronic failure of rain and from famine are now getting 
, plenty of crops because of that lieneficent scheme carried out by the 
United Proviii(‘es Government at a cost of about Rs. crores. 

Of course now-a-days in the matter of electrification one ne^d not 
tbink simply of hydro-electric schemes. Electric schemes for the sale 
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of oheitp power do not now-a-daye mean simply hydro-electric prcjecti. 
It in for that reason I referred almost at the beginning of my Speech 
to the fact that Bengal is so much rich in coal. Take for instance 
England and Germany, countries which have plenty of coal. There 
they do not think of hydro-electric projects. They run their electri- 
city schemes mostly by taking help of steam plants. Even in the 
present-day America it has been found that thermo-electric schemes 
are much cheaper in their coist and products than hydro-electric 
schemes. The Hon’hle Minister ought to know that even in the 
Niagra region theniio-electric project is worked with greater profit, 
i.e., supplies cheaper electricity than that produced by the Niagra 
Hydro-Electricity Company. If he is not aware of these things, he 
ought to he aware of them when he i.s to take important decisions of 
far-reaching consequence in this matter. But 1 must say that this 
Government has waited much too long for launching a (scheme for the 
electrification of this province. It ha.s no ground except its own 
indifference and inefficiency for waiting further. Sir, Bengal has 
plenty of resources which lie uiita])i)ed and simply because our Govern- 
ment is so wooden that it cannot move that these resources lie still 
untapped and we have* sunk into the position of a backward and a 
benighted province while other and ecune less resourceful provinces even 
have gone ahead with their electricity projects. I w^ould, therefore, 
urge upon tlie Government the immediate necessity of taking up and 
launching in right earnest a scheme for the electrification of this 
province and not to take recourse to lame excuses any further. 

Mft R. il, HAWKINGS: Mr. Sj>eaker, Sir, I do not know whether 
Government have under consideration any scheme for the improve- 
ment of the electrical industry in Bengal. But if they have, I feel sure 
that the whole province will welcome the improvement of what should 
he a major and most important industry and any development would not 
fail to command the support of all commercial organir-ations. 

If electrical supply companies are to he formed, they must be 
financed either by private capital or else by Government or possibly by 
semi-private bodies sponsored by Government and in either case there 
are certain dangers to he avoided. 

If private capital is to be attracted, it is absolutely necessary to 
entsure that the capital so invested has some reasonable chance of 
earning a dividend. There have already been in Calcutta ill-advised 
attempts to interfere with the normal activities of the Calcutta Electric 
Supply Company, .and in Madras, Government have imposed a tax on 
certain elecdric supply companies but forbidden them to pass the tax on 
to the consumers. The result is that the 3 or 4 supply companies there 
who havj spent several difficult years in estabUshing their position now 
find themselves unable to show any return for their capital at all. Such 
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meihodi wiu not attract capital for inveatmcnt in electric supply com- 
panies witether from Indians or from Europeans, and no money will be 
aTailable for investment unless it can be guaranteed a reasonable 
chance of earning dividend. • 

If, on the other hand, Government wish to db as has been done in the 
Punjab, Madras and other provinces and develop electric supply 
companies under their own organisation, then I think it will be desir- 
able to provide some means olher than the normal channel of Govern- 
ment activities to enable such eoinj>aines to he developed. An electric 
supply company is not an easy organisation to develop. Generally 
speaking, some years must elapse before it can show any profit at all 
and it is absolutely essential that coincidence with the inception of the 
supply there should be some loud or building organisation to develop 
and help industry to take advantage of the electric supply becoming 
available. Even in a liighly industrialis(‘d country like England the 
success of the supply companies or other organis4i lions is dependent on 
the success of the hmd development de|>artments and such organisations 
employ highly jKiid and highly (jualified engineers who have no other 
purpose flian to encourage and assist industry to draw supplies from 
tlie ele(*tric sujiply companies. 

Furthermore, it ina\ even he iier*e.ssary tor a country like India 
which is less iiidiistrialised and where the people have less money to 
])rovide certain fuinls to help consumers to [lurchase power equijiment 
and motors to enalde them to change over from their old systems to 
electric powder. 

I suggest, therelcuc, if Government are seriously considering any 
large scheme, a separate body ishould be formed somewhat similar to 
the Electrical (Commissioners in England which body should consist of 
a few expert engineers wlio should he free to develop the possibilities of 
electric supplies in eveiy possible way. I do not think that under * 
the existing regulations governing audit, appointment and pay that 
electric supply companieis can easily develop in a country so little 
industrialised as Bengal. On the other hand, if there were a small 
body of 5 or 6 Commissioners who had no other interest than the 
development of electric power supplies in the ]»rovince and who aei 
responsible only to the Minister then possibly much could be done. 

The Hofl’hle Mr. H. 8. 8UHRAWARDY: Mr Speaker, Sir, I 
marvel at the acumen of Dr. Nalinaksha Sanyal and his inside informa- 
tion of matters with whi<^ Government is at present dealing. I do not 
know bow be came to ascertain, which is a fact, ihaj^ I am considering 
the appointment of electricity commissioners for the purpo.se of taking 
up the question of the development of electricitj^ in the province. 
Also I do not know how he ha» come to know that up till now 
Mr. Redclift*s report has not been placed before me for consideration

sitjdt: ikat very recently — and but a few hours ago — the notes regarding 
the preliminary report of the Industrial Survey Committee have come up 
before me. 

Sir, the policy that cheap electricity should somehow or other be 
provided for the peopkiof the province has been formulated. The 
question now is how that can be done. (Rai Harenbra Nath 
CHAU imiTHi; It is a matter of policy only!) The policy is there; the 
only question is method. 

I do not think, Sir, that I stood^ exactly in need of a lecture from 
Mr. Chaudhuri on the different values and importance of thermal units 
and hydro-electrical units. As a matter of fact, the Calcutta Electric 
Supply ('oriKjration which is one (d the biggest thermal units in the 
Efiyst, it not the biggest, is chea])er than any hydro-electrit^al unit that 
has been ('stablished of that size. One of the main questions for putting 
down an electricity plant is the nearness of the^load and the amount of 
the load. It J»ays, for instance, a body like the (^ilciitta Electric Supply 
O^rporation to bring its coal from the coal areas and develop electricity 
near the industrial load than to develop electricity in th(‘ coal areas and 
bring electricity here by the use of high tension wires. 

Therefore, Sir, one <d‘ the first things that we should note, if we w’ant 
to develop electricity, is that we should hav(‘ some idea witli regard to 
the industrial and agricultural possibilities of this province; and in 
regard to this, Sir, there has been no survey. I ant lioping that the 
second survey of the Industrial Survey ('ommittee will go into this 
question and will give us some idea with regard to tlie induistrial and 
agricultural loads and the electricity requirements of the province. 
There are many units; 1 believe there are as many as 40 jdants almidy 
in existence in llcngal. All of them are eager to have industrial and 
agricultural loads, but there does not seem to he any nee<l for their 
electricity. I am certain that these plants will be able to sell electri- 
city at a cheaper rate if that load was forthcoming. We have tried our 
beist to induce municipalities to put up waterworks which may take the 
advantage of the electricity load within the area so that the company 
may prosi>er and at the same time he in a position to reduce its rate. 
(Rai Harendha Nath OiiArDiirwi: How manyP) There are many who 
have dotie it and there are many more who are doing it. We have 
advised all these municipalities where electricity is already in existence 
to utilise that electricity for the purposes of waterworks. 

Now, Sir, I do not think that, I need go into the very important 
questions which have been raised by Mr. Redclift in his Report which, 
although it ha^ not come up to me with proper notations, A have gone 
through for the purpose of understanding the electricity problem of this 
province. The Report is not merely a collection of the eleotrieity 
concerns in other provinces but it dqos make some very valuable sugges- 
tions. It seems to me that in order to put those suggestione into 
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practice wv w not the proper and the best time. The war is on us, 
and prioef of all the plants have gone up, and we shall not be able to 
get plants even if we want them. (Dr. Nalinaksha Santal: But you 
can finish the preliminaries. ) Yes, I quite agree with Dr. Sanyal that 
this is a most suitable opportunity for us to fom|p}ate schemes and keep 
them ready so that when the war is over we may be able to put those 
schemes into practice and it will certainly help the province in the 
aliimp which I foresee will come after the war. Now, Sir, it has been 
stated that the resources of this province are considerable, and possibly 
much greater than the resources of the other provinces. I do not think, 
Sir, that there is any very great justification for a statement of this 
kind. It is possible that with our resources we may be able to supply 
electricity as cheaply or as dearly as the other provinces are doing, bu( 
as a matter of fact our resources are limited. Electricity can only be 
developed in one corner of this province if we wish to utilise our coal 
resources; our water power resources can be developed on another 
corner of the province, namely, in the northern jmrtion of Bengal if we 
can take advantage of the water power of Sikkim. But the resources 
which are 4)rovided by gradient as we have for instance in the 
Punjab, or in the Pnited Pr(»vinces are not available to us, us our 
province is flat. The resources that are provided by water power 
as in Bombay, very near the industrial load, are not available to us. 
Therefore, that factor will also have to be considered. Here the watei 
resources are very tar away from our indiistrial load, and we are trying 
to see whether we cannot induce railways, big or small, to co-operate 
with us in taking from our hands some of the electricity that we ma> 
develop. If we are able to do that, if we are able to interest the rail- 
ways in that, then we cun certainly go in for big schemes. (Dr. 
Nalinaksha Sanyal: Is that the last w'ord?) No, no, that is not the 
last word. 

Now, Sir, the question of getting cheaper electricity depends on 
the magnitude of the plants. Every one knows that small plants are 
uneconomical, and that is one of the main reasons why in the mufassil 
the people have to pay a higher rate — sometimes as much as seven annas 
or eight annas per unit. So, the bigger the plant the cheaper will be 
the electricity, and we are considering a scheme of putting up bigger 
plants bj* grouping load areas which as yet has not been worked out. 
Now, Sir, I must confess that this problem, namely, the problem of 
development of cheap electricity has to a very large extent eluded me and 
the best way out that I can find is 10 appoint a Board of Electricity 
^ Commissioners who will be* able to assist Government in framing 
schemeis. No4r, whether the future development of ^electricity will 
• depend on private enterprise, subsidized or otherwise, or will be taken 
up by Government itself under the advice of an expert commissioner 
has idso got to be very seriously comiidered. Government h^e not as 
yet decided on that question. I have my own predilections in the 
• 11 
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miter and my predilectioiifi are in favour of Government taking up tfje 
matter and not leaving it to private enterprise. (Rai Harendra Nath 
C iiAiTimuRi: That is right, 1ha< is right.) But that is a matter, Sir, 
which. uiust, in tlie end, depend very much on expert advice. We 
hope, Sir, that within^lio next few months I shall he in a position to 
take u forward step and then formulate a certain scheme for the 
purpose of ascertaining the industrial and agricultural hmds which are 
available to us. After we have done that we shall be able to take up 
a ju'oper scheme, ami hope that in tlie interim period, tliat is to say, 
within the time during which we will not be able to get the machinery 
for jmtting up the plants, w'e shall be in a position to frame an adequate 
mjbeme wdiich will be placed before the House in due course. I hope. 
Sir, in view’ of the statement I have made the movers will be good' 
enough to withdraw^ their motions.

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Khan lahMlur Maulvi MLALUDDIN AHMAD: Sir, the subject 
is of very great importance, alihougli some members opposite and 
members on this side have dealt with it humourously. They have 
drawn 'amusing sketches of the condition of cattle population compared 
to the very inadequate provision made for this department. 

J owe a responsibility to myself as a memljer of the party in power 
and to the iMinisIry for its popularity ami sina'ess to say that 1 should 
he as ( ritical of ih(‘ Government policy as the party opposite, because 
afl(‘r all the success of many schemes formulated by Government 
rotiects credit nr blame on each of ns according tf» their success or 
failui'c. So, it is not the (juesiion of memhers of the Opposition alone 
but of the memhers belonging to the (lovernment party as well to 
sa> when the Ministry is wrong aiid' what should be done. For this 
reiison, Sir, I think 1 should say — although I belong to the ministerial 
]>arty — that very little att(‘ntion lias ))een given to this department, 
althougli one of tlie programmes of our Government is the amelioration 
of the condition of tin* agricultural mas.ses, “Agri(‘ulturists’’ has 
h(*eii described in hi^ h(»ok by tin* H(orhh‘ th<* Speaker, nahiely, “Tin* 
man hehiiid tlie plough" and they are the ha(‘khone of the ]>rovinc‘e. 
The cuttle |H>pulution are their mainstay, hut what is the provision and 
4lenuind fbi’ lh<*ir improvement? The amount that has been allotted is 
only Us, (i lakhs and o<ld, out of whi< h about Ks. 4 lakhs have been 
allotted to suj>ei'intendeiice, ivstaldislmieni ami subordinate staff and' 
sUi h like things. Man_\ districts an* to la* provided with a network 
of velerinarx dispensai ies and tin* allotim*nt is a little over 
Ks, lakhs foi' hospitals and <iispensaries. Sir, I come from 
a di, strict where there are onl\ throe veterinary disixnisaries, and you 
will he surprised to hear that there is only one dispensary in the consti- 
tuency whi(di 1 n*present and which com]»rises an area of about 85b 
scjuare miles intersect(*d h\ rivers, channels, etc., xvith tlie result that 
every yeai tlicrc* is u recurreme of e])idmic^. This comlition of affairs 
is j>er8isting tlien* witlnmt an\ remedv . If a cuttle (*ensus is taken, 
as I understand it is goiiig to he ilone, it will show that the cuttle of 
that district have not onl> deteriorated hut also dwindled to one-balf 
of its former strength, and ('at tie disease is on the inerease. The 
ix'ason advanced is want of nourishment. Of course it is a question to 
be considered for the Agricultural Department. But 1 find that the 
Minister in charge of this department is accidentally also Miniater in 
charge of Agriculture, and I think that a scheme should be mooted by 
him ns to how the rattle population of Bengal can be improved and 
increased and they may compare favourably with the cattle of Bihar 
or the Piinjab. Sotne memWrs on the other side said that there 
should be ample provision for their fodder. This is a question to which 
we have 4^peate<lly drawn attention of the Minister in "charge of tiie 
Forest Department for releasing forest for pasture ground and graiinf. 
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I do not know. Sir, whether for this demand of Rs. 6 lakhs and odd our 
present Minister is responsible or not, but I feel that our Minister 
should press for a larjrer deniaiul and when he visualises the of 

the .situation, he should assert himself. I know tlmt one hospital has 
been opened at Mathaban^a and amdher in the Barisnl distritd, but 
there are other distriets as well wliieh have requested that more 
hospitals and dispensaries should ])e established and mure veterinary 
assistants should be aj))a»inte(l. In .s])ite of this, 1 do not know why 
this depart inent has be<‘n so much iie^^leeted. The ]>rovision made in 
tins ^e;^•^s budget u ill not suftiet* lor thi' neetU of the wjjob* ])rovinee.

Mauivi MUHAMMAD I8RAIL: Sir, I bej? tordraw the attention 
of (loverninent to one point only and that is the provineialigation of 
the veterinary assistants. Previously, veterinary assistants were 
under th(t charge of district boards. These veterinary assistants did 
both epidemic as w'ell as hospital work. Now the Governm^t of 
Bengal has provincialiseil these veterinary assistants and they have 
been set apart only for epitl!einic duties. ^These people are drawing 
salary without doing any duty whatsoever during normal times. Sir, 
epidTOic comes only ouce or twice a year. So long as there is no epi- 
demic these people absolutely do nothing. Moreover, the number of 
veterinary assistants at present is very small but if a veterinary 
assistant h^s one dispensar>* attached to him he can do hospital work 
when there is no epidemic in that area. Under the present scheme 
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aUtrict boljds Have withdrawn all the instruments and medicines which 
they le supply and these people are now sitting idle in their own 
area without doing any work whatsoever. It has been brought to my 
notice thats^many people go to the veterinary assistants for treating 
their animals during normal times, but unfortunately they h*ave to 
refuse all these cases, because they have neither instruments nor medi> 
cines. Neither the Government nor the district board are supplying 
them with these things. My point is that Government instead ot 
increasing the number of dispensaries have on the contrary reduced 
them. By their new policy they are simply maintaining these veteri- 
nary assistants without extracting any work whatsoever from them. 
Now, even in a big district like Mymensiugh there are, I think, in the 
subdivision of Kishoreganj, only two veterinary assistants but there is 
no dispensary so that both the veterinary assistants are sitting idle. 
Ill the whole district, I am told, there are only two dispensaries. We 
Want that there should be one dispensary in each police-station, but 
instead of one dispensary in one subdivision, in Mymensingh alone 
there are only two disi>ensaries. So my suggestion to Government will 
be that the provincialisation of veterinary assistants is doing no good, 
rather it is a mere waste of money. Government may reply that during 
llie epidemic time these pcMiple, if they are kept on normal duties, will 
n(»t be able to cope with the situation, but it is not true. So far as 
malaria, etc., are ooucerned, the district lioards have kept their own 
diictors and when there is epidemic. Government supplement them by 
appointing new doctors to cope with the unusual situation that arises. 
So my suggestion here also will be that for these veterinary assiatunts 
Government should first try to establish dispensaries at least one (Ns- 
pensary in each veterinary circle, and then if there is epidemic 
Government should appoint fresh hands to cope with the situation. So 
1 hope the present arrangement of Government should be withdrawn 
and they should go back to the arrangement that was in vogue, that is. 
they should try first to establish one veterinary dispensary in each 
union and then in each of the police-stations. 


Mr« MIRZA AStlUL HAFIZ: Sir, while opposing the cut motion 
moved by^y frieuAin the opiwsite I beg to lie permitted to ventilate 
some gfievanceWof the department. The number of the veterinary 
doctora are very Hmited and ao also the veterinary dispensaries in the 
countfy. In consequettce when any cattle epidemic breaks out it 
becomes very very diflScuU for^be dispensaries of the locality to meet 
the situation. If a census^of the death of cattle per year be taken 1 
think it would be undoubtedly very shocking to ajl. So I bag to 
submit |hat the number of the veterinary dispensaries be increased 
to a great number and the number of seats of students m the Veterinary 
College be increased also to a great extent. 
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* Next, Sir, I draw the attention of the OoveTniiient to the 
timladministration of the Caleiitta Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Animals, To this society there is a Clovernment grant of 
lie. KljtJTK) every year and this society was started some H() tears back. 
But nfifmtunately it is not yet registered. Tlie present Se(Te1ary 
and Superintendent ha.^ got no qualification, for the department as is 
known and still she draws a heavy sum of Es. 1,000 per mensem. Her 
will reigns supreme there as far as (‘an he knonn. The Muslim grievau- 
res with respect to service have hetuj there all the time 
that the department ha^ lieen undertaken hy the present Secretary. 
Formerly there were oO per cent. Muslims, now only 21 per cent. 
Formerly, for her whimsical works the Fearsou Committee was 
conMitiited with a distinguished High Court Judge as its Chairman, 
after whose name the committee was named. The impiiry was duly 
mad(‘ and report was submitted without any effect through the 
machination of some intejested person. ITowevei, it is high time 
now to give effect to some of the valuable suggestions made there in 
the rajmrt. 

Further, may I ask the (fovernineiit whether any aiulit of the 
ae-couiits was made by the Government of this socie^ty where an 
amount of Es. 81,000 grant is given every year? If it is not made, 
then is it not a eahimiiy to Government whieli is indifferent to the 
tact wjl^ether tjje moncyv kept in its custody by the poor rate-payers 
Is misappvffpriated or not? 

T wUnt a definite answm* Inun tin* Govennm'nt on tin* floor of thc^ 
lEuist' and want to know what ste])s Governnuuit wishes to take, in 
this matter.

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dificult to tackle it f o|j the simple reason that the district boards 
wMd not easily release the doctors in 6harge^ of dispensaries, for 
epidemic work.

Tho Hon'blo Mr. TAMIZUDDIN KHAN: The Cattle Cojiference 

of men and not of cattle called to consider questions connected with 
cattle. The arrangement now is this. The itinerant staff have been 
provincialised. Government have taken thi tfntire responsibility for the ^ 
itinerant staff and the di8tri(‘t l)oard8 have been relieved of the burden 
that they used to bear by paying two-thirds of the [)oy and allowances 
of the itinerant staff. As many as 104 veterinary surgeons have been 
provincialised in this way. 

Theft Sir. 80 far as the dispensary work is eonceined, that work 
has been tntrusted entirely to the district boards. At present Govern- 
ment h^ve no responsibility for establishii^ ga- loolji^; after dispen- 
earietr. But as soon as this scheme was llhncheffHflmost^ll tlie^ 
boards ru^iL thely voices of protest and pointed out various 
difficulties, une was the question of financial difficulty. There 1 
think that the position of the district boards was not quite sound 
because on account of the provincialisation of^ the itinerant staff, the 
district boards have saved large sums of money. There^re on that 
score they could hardly raise any reasonable protesW Tet Govern- 
ment considered the position and agreed to pay one-third of 
of thS stationary veterinary surgeojjs also. ^ 

boards under ^he present system establish and 
maintain the dispensaries and so far as {he pay of the 
assistant Ifeterinary surgeons is concerned, «Q 9 venunen|^ be3r one- 
third and district boards bear two-thirds^ that. Therefore, if ttere 
is no dispensary in any particular lycality, honourable members should 
look for that to the district board concerned and not to the Govern- 
ment. But one difficulty arises. ^District boards found it very difficdit 
to get an adequate number of veterinary surgeons for their disp^- 
saries. That was a real difficulty, and it was really extremely difficult 
for Government to come to their rescue. Ultimately, however, sonm 
arrangement for that has been made. There are somys reselpve officers 
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available lor liervice under the district bliards* and as many mor« 
assistant veterinary surVeons are necessary than are now available, it 
has been decided that in the Veterinary College the majority of the 
seats should be reserved for Bengalees. Previously, a large dumber 
of foreign students were admitted there, not only from other provinces 
but from outside India also. But on aci‘ount of the fact that very 
few students from outside India are now admitted, the ('ollege is 
going to lose its international character. But b»r the sake of pio- 
ducing more veterinary surgeims f(»r Bengal, it has now been arranged 
that most of the seats should he given to Bengalee students. 

Now, so tai* as the provincialisation .scheme is concerned, 1 have 
yet amdher word to S4iy. The object of (Government is to establish or 
rather (ioVerninent intends that distrii't hoards should establish at 
least two dispensaries in ea<‘h subdivision and subsidy from (Govern- 
ment will b«‘ available to district boards up to tlic extent of one dis- 
pensary in <iach subdivi.^ion. Those district hoards that want to go 
i^|Deyond that will have to depend upon their own rcsourci's entirtdy. 
So far as «1 least one dispensary for each subdivision is concerned, 
(Government have tak(*n tin* responsibility for meeting one-tiiird of 
the pay of veterinary surg«‘ons. It is also the object oi (loverrimeut 
to appoint two itiiH*rnnt vetciinar\ surgeons in each sulalivision. 1 
have alr(‘ad\ said that 104 itinerant veterinary surgeons have already 
been uppoint(*d and (i-l iiKUe arc necessary lor making up tlie full 
quota of tw(j itinerant veterinary suigecms foi catdi Hulxlivi.sfoii. We 
are. trying to gef a$ of tiieni as possible in the shortest possible 

fum;. Still 1 would admit that there is anotluT disadvantage <»f this 
scheloc which lias been pointed out b\ in\ ItiiMid, Mi. Istaili namely, 
that tliese itinerant veteiinar\ siiij^eoiis are not engageil tliroughout 
the yeai When there is no e|)idemi<\ they have viuy little t<> do and 
undei the present arrangement, they have almost to sit idle for some 
time w'ithout>'doing anything 1 ctmfess that this is an unsatisfactory 
airungement aiiiG I said in answer to a ijucstioij in tlie House that 
that quMlicn is lieing looked int4> and we propose to come to ft decision 
on this mattei within a \er\ short time, su> , witliin a month. 

There is another difficulty. I liavi* said that on accouiif of the 
lirovincialisation of the itiiieiaiit staff, (Government ^ is fiefttifr able to 
eop<‘ with epffiemii^s. ftuf tliij difficulty lies in the fact that our people 
do not give information about these epidemii’s in time. Keeently an 
epidemic broke out in the district of Myrnensiugh. But unfortunately 
the information came so lafe that the epidemic could not lie success- 
fully tackled end by the time the information came, a large nuinWr 
of cattle had already perished. For this purpose, what is necessary is 
intensive propaganda, and w’e are so very hard-pre8.se(f for money that 
even a very modest proposal to appoint a few more offii’efs for the 
purpose of propaglinda could liot be given effect to. But I suppose 
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what Government have uptil now done is not so insignificant as some 
of my friends have tried to make out. I would only apeal to my 
honourable friends in this House not only to be loud in their voice on 
the floor of this House but also to help their ignorant cultivator 
brethren for whom they seem to feel so much, by spending at least 
pice each for a post-card and sending in tknc information alnmt any 
epidemic which may bfeak out in their own localities. 

Then, Sir, as regards the (|ues1ion of improvement of fodder, 
honourable members know' that the |M)lic\ of Government is to ]»opu- 
larise the growing ot Napier grass and other fodder croi)s. What 
Government have been doing in tliat resp(*ct is w<dl known to this 
House. Thouwinds, rather millions, of Napier grass cuttings are being 
distributed and demonstrations are being held regarding the culti- 
vations of Napier grass in almost ever\ agricultural farm and demons- 
tration centre, tiovernment are also encouraging the preparation of 
artificial fodder in the form of silage. 

This short, summary will show what (fovejnmeiit have l)een doing 
and if more money is available, certainly Government will be only toO' 
pleased t<i extend their activities in otlnu* diflcrent directions. But 
unless the honourable members agree to hel]) Government in their 
efforts to find mon^ money for ext(‘nsion (d nation-building projects, 

I do not think further extension of our activiti(‘s is at all possil)le. 
Witli these w'ords, I oppose all the cut motions.

Mr. SIBNATH BANERJEE: All right. Sir. 1 oppose the entire 
demand and, in doing so, I can only mention that there is a strike 
of about 20,1)00 men going on to-day in the city of Calcutta, and has 
the Labour Minister or the Labour Commissioner, created by him, or 
has anybody else done anything to settle the dispute? 
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Seconll^, Sir^^ rather along with it there is pother small ^ebe of 
news ihat live labour leaders have been asked t^ leave Calcutta ^ithin 
24 hours, and a friend of tnlne jifskasked me whether I am ojie of^'em. 
So far, Sir,' I hav^ not been included, but I thiftk iny turn Vill co|ftb 
next. (The Hon’ble Mr. H. S. SriiRAWAROY: Perhaps you are not 
of importance enough.) 

Mr. SPEAKEIU Then you are not in any of the schedules P 
(Laughter.) 

Hr. 8IBNATH BANERJEE: I do not kin)w. Sir. In my hand I 
hold a rather biggish volume enumerating the di'eds which the present 
Oovemmint has done, nairtely, ‘^wo Years of Provincial Autonomy in 
Bengal," and in this book we have got a certificate given by the Hon’ble 
Minister himself (o htinself. In the page No. 85 of this hook we find 
a pending Kifllif;^! Labour Policy. If one would care to go through 
these pages I thibk that would be sufHcient to condemn the liubour 
Minister for want of any sound policy. He starts with U)e fact that 
when this Ministry ((»ok office there was a .strik^ and a big strike. 
Since then, the Labour policy has been, as he says, encouraging sound 
trade unionism, hut wluit is actually meant by it he has not been good 
enough to tell this House <»r the world. Whether it depends upon his 
whim or the whim of the liulxuir Commissioner or hi.s satellites which 
he ha.N created. If they are connected with any union, that is a sound 
and genuine trade union. All others are either communistic, unions 
or niilitant unions. In a W(jrd, he is out to cnisli them. 1 must 
frankly adruit here, that he has succeeded in his aim very (Teditahly, 
J think, much beyond his own expec'tations. But in doing so, he has 
em})h)>e<l a weapon for which, I think, he shall have to rej)ent in not 
a very <listunt <late. He has introduced communalism to crush tradQ 
unionism ami the facts are quite clear. At the time of the jute strike, 
when he l)ecanie a Minister, there was a.ssuraiice — and it is mentioned 
here in this book al.so — that there would he no victimization. The 
House know.s in.spite of the denial of the Labour Minister that njore 
than seven hundred were dismissed from Bauria and three hundred from 
Rajganj Jute Mills. Still he goes on with this untruth that there has 
been rto victimi^tion. *There was a further assurance that the cases 
would be withdrawn. It wajg not merely the assurance of the Tiabour 
Mj[nis1er — we never put much trm^t in bis assurance — but along with 
it was ^ako the assurance of the Hon’hle CJiief Minister, in whos^ 
assurances in the past, we used to have some amount of confidence. 
Though the promise was that the cases would be withdrawn, yet our 
.friends did rot in jail for nine months. * 

Then h*e goes on to say about the extension of the Factories Act* 
Absolutely nothing has been done in that re.spect too. A import is 
being circulated to the unions that the Factories Act is going to be 

14 
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amended. The volume in my hand is a very big yplutoe, hui in tlie 
the most important Oiing, the simplest of all things, ,that is necessary 
foir tjfe workers, is no? there, and in the other provinces, the Factories 
^t It extended to factories where tel^or more men are working. That 
cati be done without any necessity for a big volume. That can be done 
by a single order^froin the Government, but this small thing has not 
been done as ydt/' One year back, the Hon’ble Minister assured us 
that they were considering the question of the extension of the Factories 
Act, and i^ill he is consid^ing. ^ 

Then he takes credit for the Maternity Benefit Act, an Act which 
was introduced by the previous Government, and it took more than 
eighteen months to give shape to that Act in the form of a*BiU, and 
even in doing so he has excluded thousands of women workere in the 
municipalities, women who work as teachers, clerks and nurses, and all 
others who are not in the big workshops. They are allijexcluded from 
the Maternity Benefit Act. The House may be intewited to know that 
one of the demandis of the workers who are on strike to-day is the 
maternity benefit for women workers in municipalities. If the Labour 
Minister had included that, at least one of the grievances would have 
been redressed by this House and by the Labour Minister, but that 
was not done. I don’t think I shall have much time, because to-day 
there will be guillotine soon. So, I w’ould rather like to read a catalogue 
of his omissions and commi^isions. 

The steamer employees made representations to tlie Labour Minister. 
The Labour Minister has alw'ays l)een saying, “I do not want a strike, 
but representations will be heard.” Hut the representations made by 
tlie steamer employees w'ere not lieanl and nothing w'as done to them, 
though I!h‘ company almost maliciously deprived them of all their 
l^rovideiit Fund and all the earnings of twenty years or more. 

Then he has not done anything regarding the minimum wage of 
workers. In other ])rovinces the policy lias been followed that minimum 
wage should be Hs. 15 — I am talking now of the period before the 
War—hut in this province nothing what.soever has been done. 

‘Then regarding unemployment problem, the Minister or his depart- 
ment could not bring in a Bill. A Bill was brought in by my humble 
self but no action w'as taken on that Bill, or ’’feo att^pt was made to 
present any Bill of that type. There haa, been no attempt even to get 
statistics of the unemployed. ^ 

During the last three years there have been so many strikes but only 
in two cases or, perhaps three, Conciliation Boards have been appointed 
under the Trade Disputes Act. It is a very simple procedure and we 
have been asking, na^^, demanding that the Government should utilise 
the provisions of the Act and form Conciliation Boards or Arbitration 
boards, but that is not done. Even to-day a strike of twenty-thousand 
people 18 going on and the workers are suffering as well as the public. 
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If the GbTerimieut are at all interested in the workers or in the public, 
they would have immediately formed a Conciliation Board or an Arbi- 
tration Board and tried to settle the disputes. ** But they would not do 
anything of the kind. Only if khy union in wl^ch the Hon'bla^^bour 
Minister is interested is in trouble and if the employers do not listen to 
that union, then only a Conciliation Board is formed. That is what we 
have found in (lusuri. That is to some extent true also of the Board 
that was formed j|t Burn pur. 

Then there is the Workmen’s (’ompen^tion Act. Thia^Act most of 
the employers are absolutely violating. In the Act we have got that 
if a man loses his limh or he us injured, he is to get compensation. But, 
I thinks it is implied that the man is not to be dismissed. But, in 99 
crises out of 100, a man would get a lump sum as compensation and 
wouhl lose his joh. For fear of losing their jobs, many workers do 
not wafit t(»^(^^to the Compensation Court and h> this the Act itself has 
become almost in fi net nous. The workers do not dare to take advantage 
of this Act. 

(At this stage the memher reached his time-limit, hut was allowed 
two minufes more. ) 

I have not got time even to read the catalogue of the Hon’ble 
Minister’s oinissiofis and commissitms, hut I must say that the I^ahour 
Minister has rcii!l> sueeeetled in making strikes very diflicult. lie was 
a strike-hreaker hefoie he hecome a Laliour Minister. In tliat job he 
hu.s done very well. Not onl> that, he Ims gone even mindi bevond 
that. Only > (‘sterdas . in the pjdliiig booths, not only in Labour 
centres hut in all (Hlier cent n s, there were cries of “Muslim League 
/indahad” ami ’“Horride Mr. Suhrawanly Zindahad”. So, I j»redict 
that ver> soon Mr. Fazlnl Hmi ^\ill he in the .same place as Mr. Nalini 
Ranjan Sarker and Mr. Sulnawardy liavc the triple* crown 

portfolios (,i Lahom. Finance ;»> \\«*ll as ihai ol the* ( fiiel Ministei. 

Mr. I. C. KENNEDY: Mr. Speaker, Sir, I should like, in the tirsf 
place, to c.ongratulale the llon’li le Min inter upon the way in which be 
has guided the activities of the Labour Department. The fact that 
Bengal ha.s enjoxed, during the past year, comparative* immunity from 
serious Jaibemr trouhhps is in lu) small measure elue te) his solicitude for 
the w’ell-being e)l its workers. 

^ We hear, in fbi.s House, from time to time, seve-re criticisms of his 
metheifls whicli, we are told, unduly favour employe™. I^et me assure 
honourable members that jthis is very far from being the case, for 
employers kne)w well he)w uncompremusing a champion the Hon’ble 
Minister is of the rights of the workers of this province. 

Now‘ Sir, it lia.s been frequently iMjinted out in the House that the 
reaources of agriculture are by themselves insufficient to ensurS a 
Deagonable standard of living for the population of Bengal, Und that if 
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tlii« is to be assured, aii expansion of Industry is vitally n^ssftry. 
Extension of industriAl enterprise, I would romind tbe House, will 
mean increased responsibility for the welfare of workers not only on 
the paft of employers, but equally on the part of the State. 

An impression prevails in this province that employers alone should 
bear the financial ^rden of Tiabour welfare, but such a view, I consider, 
is utterly mistaken. * 

The Oovernments of all great industrial countries freely acknowledge 
the im})ortaht part which industry plays in national economy; they 
foster it and encourage its development by assuming a large share of 
financial responsibility in schemes designed to promote the well-being 
and happinesis, and consequently the efficiency of workers. No 
industry, vSir, can exjiand and prosper unless it possesses an efficient 
liubour force, and if industry is to expand in this province. Government 
must be prepared lo play a larger financial part in ensuilng the welfare 
of workers. 

In JJengal, Labour welfare has a greater significance than in man\ 
other countries, because of the illiteracy and backward c(^ndition of 
the workers. Drawn almost entirely from remote village homers, they 
have nothing to guide them in tlie alien and often grossly insanitary 
surroundings of the great industrial areas, where they are only too 
frequently the prey of jobbers and tricksters. They must be protected 
ius far as possible from the dangers of ill-health to which their new 
surroundings and a lack of any knowledge of hygiene ex}>f)se them, 
and from the many pitfalls into which their hH‘k of worldly wisdom maj 
lead them. Sir, much has been done in llengal for the welfare of 
industrial labour, mainly by private enterprise — a fact which receives 
little or no recognition —and also lo some extent by legislation; but a 
great deal— a very great <leal — still remains to be done ladore a satis-% 
factory state of affairs can be said to exist. 

Private enterprise and legislation have so far operated in a haphazard 
manner, aiid what is now urgently n*quired is a definite and concrete 
plan of Labour welfare — a long range plan wljicli can proceed smoothly 
as and when circumstances permit — a plan sufficiently flexible to meet 
the requirements of changing conditions. 

There can be no doubt. Sir, as to the4ines whiqji this plan must 
follow. The greatest need in the industrial areas to-day is undoubtedly 
better housing and town-planning for these areas are, in effect, towns, 
some of them almost cities. It is not neceesary to remind honourable 
members that in most of the districts where the industry of this province 
is concentrated, housing conditions are a disgrace. Many mills 

and factories have already established housing schemes for their workers, 
with proper sanitation and water-supply, hut these cannot accommodate 
all the workers, and many are compelled to live in the foully insanitary 
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hx>Yels which I have referred. Government have a definite responsi- 
bility in this matter, and a carefully prepared and prof^re^sive ncheme 
of town-planning and slum clearance can no longer be delayed. 

Then, Sir, there in the qucvstion of the general health of workers, 
and their care in sickness. Here, agahi, most larg^^laciories maintain 
dispensaries and trained medical officers to attend to their workers, but 
this work also requires to be co-ordinated and brought within the scope 
of the .schemes controlled l)> the Public Hetilth Department. Surely no 
districts require adequate hospital accommodation more than do the 
industrial areas, and pndiablj^ no districts are worse served in this 
respect. 

The thirfl important feature (d’ l^ahour welfare to which I would 
draw attention is the need for providing eduention for workers* 
chihlren. 'Ihere i.s no doubt, Sir, as inan> of us know', that the 
advantages of education are hilly appreciated by even the most ignorant 
and illiterate w(»rkers, w lio disjdax often a [mthetic eagerness to obtain 
for their children what tlu*\ themselves lack. .Many mills and 
factories provid(' .reloads a«s part (d their general welfare work; l)Ut 
here again, Sir. we have an important problem being tackled in a 
haphazard and di^eoniiecled wa,\. Let such schoids form the basis ot a 
progres.*.ive jdan t(»r j>roviding tree primary eilucution in the industrial 
districts. Ignorant woikers, Sir, are inettieiiuit workers and man,\ (d‘ 
the prc.^iuit generation <d children growing up in the vicinity of our 
mills and factoiies will lie the workers of to-morrow, 

111 the .short time at my disposal i cannot elaborate this subject, 
further. Man,\ other aspciMs ot Lalmur welfare demand attention and, 
if the (io\ernment siiu ends ilesire to promote and em’ourage the general 
W'ell-being of industrial workers, I submit that the existing maeliineiy 
is unlikely to achieve the best results. 

It is imperative that (he> should enlist the help t»f employers on u 
repre.seiitative body, a bod\ which by its knowdedge and experience 
would he able to assist and to guide both (iovernment and the employers 
in their efforts to improve liabour welfare condition.s in this province. 

Or. 8URE8H CHANDRA BANERJEE: Sir, I W'anl to opp»)He 
the whole demand ami in doing so, I wish to speak mainly on two 
subjects as m.\ time is limited. Tbes4» two subjects arf* — first, tlie 
dearness allowance, and, .seicondly, the application of Trade Disfuites 
Act in Bengal. 

• 

Sir, b<*fore .speaking on the subjects I*liave mentioned, 1 must 
congratulate my previous speaker for th<‘ few words about Labour 
welfare that he has spoken. Into the details of his plan, I#need not 
go but obout one thing I must say something. He has spoken about 
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the health of the labour population of Bengal- The health of labour* 
ere not only in Bengal but in the whole of India is bad in the extreme. 
Last ye^r, while touring the whole of India as President of the All- 
India Trade TTnion Congress, I happened to visit the Buckingham 
Mills in Madras, one of the best mills in India. The Manager there 
took me round and was very proudly showing me the condition of the 
workers there. The condition of the biceps of almost all the labourers, 
however, struck me — they were weak and so undeveloped. Had the 
labourers been paid a little more, had the labourers been fed a little 
better, the condition of their bicei>s would have been much more 
improvi'd. Of course, as the i)revious speaker has said, for better 
health of the labourers better sanitary conditions and better housing 
are necessary. But these are not enough. More food is also necessary 
and, as a matter of fact, almost fMl per cent, of the labourers in India 
are chronically starved. If my friend, Mr. Kenn<*(ly, once (compares 
the condition of the physi(jue of the labourers in his own country — how 
beautiful tlieir bodies aix*, how nice' and h(*a1thy iliey do look — with 
that of the labourers in this country, he will at once mark, tlie great 
difforeiKu'. But if the j)oor labourers in India could be fed in that way, 
their bodh^s also would he as Wautiful and' the\ also would l)e aa 
muscular and as healthy as tlie former class of labourers are. So I 
hope be would consider this fact before he devises his ])lan. 

Sir, J will come at on(*e to the dt'arness allowanc<‘. We had a dis- 
cussion — a pr(donge(l discussion - as regards dearness allowance on the 
1st of March last, while discussing on the war bonus resolution. In 
the (!ourse of discussion of that day, I submitted before the House a 
list of prices of ar1i<’les — lavlh the ]ue-war }>ric(‘ as well as the present 
pricA^ At that time, 1 also worked out and' showed the iM‘rcentage of 
increase of different commodities. Now, after that, the (ioveriiment 
in their otlicial organ “Hengal Weekly” on the IHth March, 1940, has 
puhlislied a big list showing the jirices of ditferent articles in August, 
19d9, that is, tlie pre-war juice and also tlie current price. Unfor- 
tunately, various juices have been shown for the same commodity. 8o 
they have not been able to work out any j»ercentage of increase. 
Hontu*, no definite comparison can Ix' made, but I do not know how 
the Governmenl has (‘ome to the eonclusion that at present the cost of 
living is between 7 and jier cent, higher than what it was immediately 
before the declaration of war, that is, according to Government, the 
increase in jiercentage is not inoix' than 7 to 8. But I showed in the 
oourlte of the discussion of 1st March last that the increase must have 
been by more than 25 jH'r cent. So, I thought it my duty to go into 
the prices of articles again, and having collected' the prices from various 
sources beginning from Cossijiore on the north and up to Matiabrus to 
the south, I have again found out the prices to be as follows at present. 
Of course, I quite agree with the Government when it says that the 
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price has in the course of the last month decreased slightly. That is 
absolutely corretd, but even after the present decrease, the percentage 
of increase is still more than 25, and into that I shall go now. 

I am quoting what I found out— 

Rice (Coarse Patnai) : Pre-war price. Rs. 4-4 per maund ; price 
on the 19th March, Rs. 5; so the increase has l)een by 22 
per cent. In my former list it was 25 per cent, and now it 
has decreased to 22 per c<‘nt. So', there is a slight decrease. 

Dal: Pre-war price for a s<H*r of Arhar was annas 1-9. Then on 
the 15th of February it was annas 3; on the 19th March, 
annas 2-G; so tliere is u dec rease of six pies. Rut the 
increast' as compared to the pre-war price is hy 40 per cent. 

In the case of Musur Dal 1 found an iruTease of 25 |H'r cent; in the 
case of Mug Dal an iucreaH<» of 25 per cent. ; in the case of Kalai Dal 
25 per cent., in the case of Mustard Oil the incr<*as(' is still 55 per 
cent.; in the case of (\)C(»anul Oil the incrt^ase is 20 per c(‘nt. ; in the 
cast' of KeTostuie Oil tlu' increast' is 2') j)er (‘ent. ; in the cuvse of Ata 
40 per cent., in tlu' case of Sugar 25 jxt cent.; in the case of Sugar- 
candy 5') jM*r cent.; in the cus«* of Jiru 20 per c<*nt. ; in the case of 
Dhania oO per cent., in the cast' of Ihirmeric hy 50 per cent., in th© 
case of Soaj) hy •{•! per cent , In the <*ase of Ikdtdnul, no increase; in 
the case of (ihtv hy 20 per cent.; in the (Must' of Dhoti hy 40 per cent.; 
and in the case ot Markin Ihan hy 40 })er (M'ut. So, even after this 
slight decrease in tin* < i)urse of this month, the increase compared to 
pre-war prices is <‘ven now much more than 25 per cent. So, my 
demand for at least a 2*) jier c<*nt. im^rease as war allowance* is fully 
justified, even after the slight dec.ix'a.se that lias taken place this 
month. In this (connection J would ask the Hon’hh* Minister to show 
U8 how he hawS actually worked out this increase* of 7 to 8 jw»r 
cent. I nfortunatelj I have got no time, otherwise 1 could have 
given you the prices of all tin* artich*s. 1 cannot do it now, hecuuae 
the bell wdll pr(d)ahly just now ring. 

I know, Sir, j)rohablv soim* members from the European (iroup 
will say that from 8th April the number of working of hours of jut© 
mill labourers will be decreasing from GO to 54 and thereby th© 
honourable member will try to establish that there has been a decrease 
in th© demand for jute manufactures, and therefor© this demand 
though legitimate cannot ]^e granted*. Rut .subsequently it lias been 
brought to our notice, that after this decrease in the number of work- 
ing hours has been declared, the jute mill-owners hawe got a very big 
order, and this order has improved their condition to a large extent. 
A^ the war is going on and as there is no probability of the war 
decreasing or stopping in th© near future — ^rather w© apprehend it will 
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go on increasing — so there will be no decrease in the demand for jute 
manufactures in the long run. So, I hope the jute mill-owners will 
see the justice of my demand and agree to it. 

Thtfn 1 must come to another point. I would like to refer to the 
Trad'd Disputes Act. A few days before a question was put to the 
Labour Minister as to how many cases of trade disputes there were in 
Bengal in the course of the three years during which Provincial 
Autonomy has been working and how’ many cases were referred to the 
Labour (Commissioner under the Trade Disputes Act for arbitration, 
conciliation or en(|uiry uJid in how’ many of thesf* cases did Govern- 
ment interf(‘re. The answer of the (government was that probably, 
there were about loO cases of trade dis]mtes which were directly 
referr(*d to (iovenmient out of which in only three cases the Govern- 
ment interfered. Sir, >ou know that thi.s Trade Disputes Act came 
into force since There is not rnucli defe(‘t in the Act, but owing 

to the unw'illingiKVss (d‘ the Government to apply the Act on a large 
senile, this fni.serablc coriditiim exists, that is, out of lot) cases, to only 
three cases this Act has b(*en applied’, rnfortunatcly, jn this Act 
there are two words “ma\ ” and “shall' Tliat is, if there 1 m‘ a dis- 
pute, and of till' two jairties tt» the dispute if one ])art\ onls ap^dies to 
the Government, tli(‘ (lovernno'nt nia> or may not a])])ly tlie Act, and 
our Governnu'nt is taking undu<‘ advantage of that w'ord “may,” 
In^cause the Government is awar(‘ that in a place like Bengal where 
there is practically no relationship between l}i<‘ employers and the 
enqdoyed 

(Th(‘ memh(‘r hiiving reached the time-limit resuitied his seat.) 

The Hon’ble Mr. H. S. 8UHRAWARDY; Mr. Spwiker, .^ir, I 

would like to refer before I take up the unintormed criticnsin of the 
llon’ble lailamr fjeaders who have .somehow or other managed to 
smuggle themselve.s 

Mr. 8IBNATH BANERdEE: (hi a imint of order, Sir. On a 
previous o(’casion, it was decided that we should be chilled as Labour 
Members and not as liabour Leaders or anything like that. We do not 
mind being (Nilled Ijalxnir Leaders, hut 

Thu HOfl’blU Mr, H. 8. 8UHRAWARDY: I withdraw, Sir. They 
are not liiiUiur Leaders. They never led Tjalmur. They will never 
lead lailKuir, and if they are ever given a chance to lead, they will only 
mislead it. 

Before I refer to the uniformed criticism of the two honourable 
members w'ho are misleading Jiiibour, I woiibl like to refer to the con- 
structive criticism of Mr. Kennedy, Sir, I am indeed gratified to find 
that the Employers are generously desirous of promoting the welfare 
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of Lftbourj and I shall certainly take advanta^ of the offer that he has 
made for the formation of a representative body of employers in order 
to discuss welfar^^ conditions and meosures for the advancement and 
promotion of Labour welfare. This is a matter, Sir, which will have 
my most earnest consideration, and T hope that we shall be able soon to 
convene such a committee which, if there is earnestness on the part of 
the employers, will do something really worth while for the welfare of 
Labour. Sir, Mr. Kennedy has referred f«o certain as{)ects of Laljour 
welfare, and he lias piirticiiLirly diiected the attention of the House 
to the responsibility of (rovernment to promote the welfare of liulioitr. 
In particular, he has commented uimui three aspects, — better housing, 
health and education. He has with a certain amount of justifiable 
complacency ixiinted out tliat Mjme employers, — and here we must give 
credit to a very birge extent to the Kuropean employers, — have gone 
in for housing conditions for housing lalniur and provifliiig them wdth 
water and other amenities, whereas otliers sm h as local Inidies, the 
Calcutta ('orporation, for example, liavc tailed to appreciate the 

desirability <»f improving the living conditions of the lalniurers in the 
insanitary, in which tliev have to live. Sir, I must confess that 
there is a certain responsibility on (tovernrnent in respect of 

improving the housing conditions of the labourers. This is a n)att(‘r, 
Sir, which 1 Imve lieen consid<‘ring. As Mr. Kennedy prolmbly 
knows, this is a matter which a piMir (lovernment like the Government 
of Bengal can hanll\ undertake. I do not say that we will not under- 
Uike it, ])ut we will have to undertake it in a manner whicli is within 
our resources. When about a >car ago, I IukI occasion to go to 

Khghind, 1 examined the Mliemes of the Txindon (\)unty (’ouncil for 

clefiring some of the slum areas ami for juitting up houses for the jMMir 
and the lalKiuring cl.'isses. The drain on the resources of th<‘ Isuidon 
(V)unty (Vmncil had to l>e met by taxation, coupled with the subsidies, 
and 1 was left with the imiiression that a sidieme of that nature would 
be quite beyond the resources of any Indian Government, provincial or 
central. Nevertheless, it is a matter whicdi must hi* fninsiderral, and 
I hope, Sir, that in this connec'tioii the muni<‘ipalities and the ernpUiyers 
W’ill share the resiHuisibilit \ with Government. 

On the (luestion of health and ediK'ation, ever\one supports their 
utility. AVe are considering certain co-operative insurance schemes, 
but the success of tliese scliemes of course depends upiin tlie oontrihu- 
tion the Labourers are prepared to make, hut as long as the idee 
prevails that Government or the employers must piY)vide for everything 
for the Lihourers and the labourers must not <M)n tribute anything at 
all for their own w^elfare, it is not possible to put across any scliemes 
of this nature. In the matter of educ4»lion of the i^orkers’ children, 
this is a question. Sir, which really ought to he tackled by all the 
three parties iptcrested, namely, Government, employers and the 
labourers. And 1 feel, Sir, that on this point Mr. Kennedy^is not on 
very good grounds as the employers have not done as much as might 
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b« expected of them in the matter of education. After aU, education, 
does not cost them a considerable amount, and 1 do hope, Sir, that he 
and his party will consider the question of provilihg education for 
the labourers’ children who ultimately, on bis own showing, will 
become labourers in their mills to their mutual advantage. 

Mr. Sihnath Banerjee has drawn my attention to the strike of 20,000 
labourers and scavengers who are out and said that, so far as he 
knows, Government has done nothing to relieve the situation. Of 
course, he does not know what has l)een done. Whenever I do a thing 
I do not take Mr. Sihnath Banerjee into my confidence. I have had 
an interview with the Chief Executive Officer, although frankly 
speaking it is the Calcutto Corporation who are primarily responsible 
in this matter, and I have very little locus standi. This is a matter. 
Sir, which an autonomous statutory l)ody like the Calcutta Corporation 
ought to be in a position to handle, and we shall come in only if they 
are not in a jKisition to adjust the matter. It is said, Sir, that we 
should have stepped in and done something to relieve the situation. 
Now, Sir, the leaders of the lal)ourers have in no way approtiched the 
Government, and I do not know to what extent they have approached 
the Cor|H)raiion. Probably, they have aj>proached the Corporation and 
liave asked that body to adjust their differences. In spite of this 
fact I went out of my way to ascertain facts and to what extent the 
(’hief Executive Officer proposed to deal with the grievances of the 
lalourers and to adjust those that were genuine. I am in communica- 
tion with him on that question. I do not know to what extent he 
himself without the support of the ('alcutta Corporation w’ill commit 
himself in any negotiations. But I do hope that if there are genuine 
grievances, those grievances will he redressed. 

Mr. Sihnath Banerjee has also stated that wliile encouraging sound 
lra«l<' unionism which he does not understand — I never expected him to 
understand sound trade unionism; he has only admitted his ignorance 
in that respect — while doing so, I have introduced commuiialism into 
trade unionism. There cu.ii In* no greater untruth than that. Where 
any commuiialism has been intix>du(‘ed, it has been introduced by my 
friends opposite, and I have ample evidence that when they found 
their influeiK’e dwindling in the Ijabour areas and when instead of 
finding a crowd of 2(),0(X) or f‘i(),000 to listen to them, they find only 
200 or 000 jieople, they go on pretiching communalism and hatred 
against this Government by libelling this Government as a Muslim 
Government and calling upon the Hindu labourers to rise against it. 
That is what my friendvS opposite have done and they know perfectly 
well to whom I am referring. In every public dechuation of mine, in 
every public speech that I have made — and recently I had occasion 
to preside over the Labour onference at Kankinara which was attended 
by nearly 50,000 labourers — I made it absolutely clear in very forceful 
latiiruarro \hfit on no aocount will this Govurnment*— — fRai HASsmiBA 
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Nath GHAtDHURi : You mado it perfectly clear, but you cannot 
express yourself I shall continue after my friends have 

finished saying what they have got to say. As I was soyin^r, Sir, on 
no account will this Government encourage communalism of an'y kind, 
but will make every possible effort to crush commualism in labour 
circles. (Cries of “Hear, hear/’ from Coalition benches.) I consider 
that, so far as the Labourers are concerned, their greatest enemies 
are those who promote communalism amongst them. The lalmurers 
have to live side by side with each other. Most of them are illiterate; 
many of them do not quite understand their rights and privileges. 
And if they are excited, if they are pitted against one another, there 
can be no peace in fialM)ur areas. I <^an tell them that our policy of 
discouraging communalism which my friends opjmsite luive taken 
certain steps to encourage has resulted in for grej\ter peace in fjabour 
areas than what existeil previously. 

Mr. Sibnath Ibvnerjee thereafter staled thivt whereas I have 
declare<l tlial 1 am jirejxiired to receive represen Uitions and to request 
the lalvourijrs to act in a (s)nstiiutional manner ami to present represen- 
tations before they go on strike, 1 luive not, in fact, listened to the 
representations of the employees of steamer companies. N 4 >w, Sir, o 
more gro.ssly misleading statement coubl not have been made b> a 
responsible member of this House. The representation that W 4 is made 
by certain employees of steamer comjyanies was not a representation 
by the men wljo could go on strike but by persons who were dismissed 
2 or years Iwdorc we (aim* into office — some time in IDdh — owing to 
tlie uctivitioh of irrcsjK¥isible ayilators; at that time Mr. Sibiiath 
Jkinerjee wa*^ only a lalumr leader; he was not a labour member as he 
is now. He actually misled the |KH)rly juiid employees of the Hlt>*iuner 
compiinies. The steamer (‘ompanies gave them <*verv facility to <u»mc* 
back, but Mr. Sibnath Hanerjee got it into his hca<l at that time that 
he w'oiild be able to esUiblish his Mazd<x)r Rijij possibly of the Moscow 
bmnd if he could manage to keep them out, an<l the result of it wa.s 
that 1,200 unfortunate j>ersons had to be disinis.sed. Every opimriunity 
was given to them to conie back U) work, but they did not come back 
to work until the time expired, and thereafter they had lo go ulunit 
from door to dtwr asking to be taken Imck. 1 went into the whole 
question thereafter; I called for reports from the stojimer companies; 

I had a discussion with them in the matter; I spoke to the representa- 
tive of those unfortunate persons who had been dismissed owing to 
the activities of Mr. Sihnath Banerjee, but, unfortunately, I must 
confess, I could not do anything. In fact, all of them were dismissed 
and the steamer companies were not prepared to take them hack. The 
question, therefore, does not arise that these persons 8e*nt up representa- 
tions to go on strike, and that I did not listen to them. Now, Sir, 
two honourable members who represent labour have complained that 
I have not made more use of the Trade Disputes Act. Dt. Suresh 
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Chandra Banerjee has misunderstood the answer that I gave in that 
connection. What I said was that there were t25 disputes and in 
only thjee instances was I he Trade Disputes Act applied, but it does 
not mean that the other 122 disputes in which the Trade Disputes 
Act was not used were not settled at our intervention. It is not 
necessary to apply the Trade Disputes Act if the parties come to 
a settlement ; and if we intervene and bring alwut that settlement. 
The whole object , of the Tiiibour Department is to * watch labour 
activities. It there is a dispute or a strike, we often intervene, 
sometimes without being called by either party, and sometimes again 
when we are ai)pealed to by one party <u' the other. AVe have been 
successful owing to the tact and foresiglit and the very hard w’ork 
whiclj the Lalsjur (Commissioner has put in in tliis matter. Sir, we 
Iwive been successful in averting many a strike ami settling 7naTiy 
a strike which otherwise wauild lune drnggtsl on. (Dr. SuHKSH 
(‘iiANDitA HwKKJia:: VVb*re all these published in \our “Bengal 
Weekly” y Wliat about the case.s in uhicli you tailed to make a settle- 
ment?) Sir, Dr. Suresh (Chandra Banerjee has .said that Hhe biceps 
of the Madrasi labourers ought to be more developed. Sir, biceps 
scarcely depend for their development on biglier wages; tbev have 
sometliing to do with the constitution of the Madrasis. Wc liave 
anotloT type of labourer here also which on the wages that they earn 
has develoi)ed a pretty strong constitution and f hardly think. Sir, 
that the develoi)meTjt of the biceps has to any appreciable extent been 
determined by the wages. Sir, Dr. Suresh (’liandra Banerjee has r«id 
out u (‘ertjun statement with regard to the prices of ceitain articles—- 
the pre-war and f)ost-w’ar prices — as he did on the hist occasion when 
u resolution was discussed (Ui the tloor <d this House. They were mis- 
leading and unreliiible. We wrote u lettei to Dr. Ikinerjee asking 
him to let us kmtw' from which shops he had gathered these prices, 
but the gentleman did Tiot iavour us with a re]>]\ ; on the other hand, 
he published a letter with a similar series of jjiices yesterday W'bich 
we are che(*kii»g u]» ag4\iii, ami I have no doubt that we shall Had them 
mislwiding on lUis occasl(m as well. There is one thing which T would 
like to i>oin1 out to Dr. Jiauerjee, and 1 wx)uld refpiest him on accsmnt 
of the seriousness <»f the conse(|ueiices of hi*^ activities not to mislead 
the labourers on this (piestiofi any furtlier. We have taken pains 
definitely to }H)int out to the Lilwuring population and to the world 
at large what has l>een the increase in the present prices. Dr. 
Banerjee does not tinderstand how an inerwise in the cost of living 
i.s to he calculated. He thinks that by making a statement that prices 
have gone up in .some cases by 25 per cent., and in others by 40 per 
cent., the increase in w»8t of living can be calculated by striking 
an average. Take an example — supfTose the price of kerosene has gone 
lip by 25 per cerB. But it does not mean that the entire wages 
person eams^ls spent on kerosene, that he drinks kerosene, he eats 
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keroseBe, he clothes in kerosene or pays rent in kerosene. Therefore, 
in order to ascertain what has been the actual increase in the price, 
we have got to find out how much of the workers* budget goes on foml, 
on clothes, and rent, etc., and then again in calculating this ‘rise we 
have to pay attention to the weightage attachable to each article. We 
must ascertain how much will be spent on turmeric, on onions, on stilt 
and how mucli on atta, rice iind so on. Sir, in Madras which was till 
recently governed by the Congre.ss Government and in w’hich the 
present Government is still carrying on that Government’s p<)licy, 
it is stated, I believe, that the price index is 105. We do not differ 
much. Our index is 107. As a matter of fact as against 105 of 
Madras we have 2 points more than Ma<lra8 has, and 1 can assure the 
House that every fortnight I examine these figures for the purpose of 
finding out whether there has been an increase in the prices, because 
I think it is my duty to give correct figures to the public, the employers 
as well as the lalwuirers. Therefore, Dr. llanerjee should not 
continue to mislead the labourers. He should not continue to make 
statermoits which have brought about a situation in Oalcutta which 
is most depbfrable ; the temjxi of strikes, of agitation is rising on 
aiicount, to a very great extent, of the activities of gentlemen like 
Dr. Banerjee, and I woubl rei^uest him to use his intiuence to bring 
aljout peace rather than to ex(*ite the labourers by making incorrect 
statements and l)v putting hopes into their hearts wliicb cannot 
possibly be fulfilled. What is the use for example of inciting the 
scavengers to put up a demand for a rise of 25 per cent, in wages if 
as a matter of fact the prices, have risen by only 9 per cenl. alvove the 
pre-war rates' Is it ])roper that tlie liubour leaders slionld go amongst 
tlu‘ labourers and continue to excite them arul ask them to insist on 
a 25 per cent, increase and cease their w'ork until they get it? There 
is one appeal which T would like to make to the lalmur members here 
tliat instead of trying to embarrass — not Government, I do not caro if 
you emliarrass Government because we are strong enough to take care 
of ourselves — (he labourers and put them in a false position and dis- 
locate their work, they will do far better to g<» anunigsf them and tell 
them how they van iiii]»rove tlieir condition by self-help. 

Mr. NIHARENDU DUTTA MAZUMDAR: Will the Hon’ble 
Minister make this appeal to 20(1 

Mr. SPEAKER. Order, order. 1 should not teach you parlia- 
mentary manners. I think there is a limit to everything. 

Mr. NIHARENDU DUTTA MAZUMDAR: On a point of order, 
Sir, I sufimit that the rules' of this House lay down that a member may 
rise and make observations on points of personal explanaiiot^ and on 
points arising in the course of the debate. Sir, you, as the Speaker 
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of this House, need not be reminded of this privilege which belongs to 
the members. In rising up I -did no more than exercise that right 
which is inherent in every member and you should be the first to see 
that thb members are in no way interfered with in exercising that right.

If anybody looks into the items of d<matiouR provided in the Budget 
to many institutions, he will find that the Government is not at all 
anxious to do anything lK*nefi( iaI t4> the poor millions of this country, 
but they are always anxious to please the foreigners. It appears that 
huge donations have been made to the District Tharitable Society, 
Calcutta, Protestant Home, Salvation Arin\, St. Joseph’s Home, 
Residue Homes and St. Vincent's Home, and pnn'isioii has also been 
made for ilie Kuropean vagrants. So far as we know these institu- 
tions are nothifig but ('bristian missionar\ ones. Their functions and 
activiti(*s are nothing but to preach their own faith .directly and 

.sometimes in<lire<tl\ . It is curious to s<'e that they are given 

advantage of the j)ubli(' revenues t(» preach their faith, but W'e, th« 
Hindu.s and the Muslims of this eountrv, are denied the same advantage. 

Let us now come to the (|ue.stion of pnivision for vagrants. An 
amount of Rs. 7,(MK) has be^ui allotted for the Indian vagrants and 
Rs. 4,fU)(l for the Kuro}M*an vagrants. Now, Sir, anybody turn realiwi 
whether the scanty amount of Rs. 7, (KM) is sufficient to help the Indian 
vagrants jncliiding the shi])-wrecked nmriners and insane persons for 
their passage atid diet mfuu'v sent to and released from th4‘ mental 

hospital. Mainl} tor t}M*se pu!])(»scs the allotment is made. It is 

amazing that millions (»t vagrants are roaming tlirough the city every 
day and many arc sjicnding their lives on footpaths, mainly dc|>ending 
on public charity, unnoticed and uncared for, but you will not find a 
single European vagrant in the suine wretched eondition. From this 
any man can realize that the allotment for tlie Kuropi'ans is more than 
sufficient and the present (ioveruineiit is not for the people (d this 
country, but for the Euro]M‘ans. Besides this, tlu* sfiip-wTecked 
mariners are not helped in the interests of this country, but in the 
interests oi the ship-owning <‘oinpan> . It i^ the <luty <>f the company 
to help them when in dislres.s. From this it is easy to understand 
that the EurofKuin interest has bwn given preferen(*e to that of the 
people of this country. So 1 request the (iov<*niincnt to revise the 
])olicy to the lM\st interests of the people for whom they hold the posi- 
tion a.s their representatives. 

Mr. 8HAHEDALI: sir. i beg t(» move that the tlemaiid of 
Rs. 77,flJ,()0() for expcFiditure under (he head “o7 — iMiscellaneous” be 
reduced b\ R.s, lOU. 

Perhaps, the Hon’ble Minster is aware that there is a division by 
the name Chittagong Division in this province and there are also 
some members in this House who are hailing from that division, A 
differential treatment has been accorded to this divi.sibn 

Mr. SPEAKER: i am sotT\ to interrupt. But to-day ^w'e sit up 
to 8 o’clock and the guillotine will fall at 7. 
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Mr. SHAHEDALI: A difierential treatment has been accorded to 
this division simply on the ground that there was no need of any 
money for any charitable institution. We also find this time in dis- 
tributing their patronagi‘s (ioverniiient have bestowed their patronages 
only to two districts, namely, Dacca and Harisal. In the district of 
Dacca they have given a grant of nearl> Rs. 25,000 to Sir SalimuUa 
Orplianagx^ and Its. 2H8 to the MuHlini Orphanage. But in the division 
of Ohittagong also there are poor people. I’here is also an orphanage 
at t^hittagong. That matt'<‘r was brought to the notic# of the Govern- 
ment lust year by several HfM*eche.s, but the ITon’ble Minister did not 
do anything for that particular division, simply because the members 
in the Ooalition Party coming from that division have got no voice. 
One Khan Bahadur from Ohittagong Division threatened the Chief 
Minister with death by poi.son if his nominee^ did not get the post of 
a Muhammadan Marriage Registrar. I would ask the particular Khan 
Bahadur if he couhf threaten the <diiet Minister with death by poison 
if no grant is given to tlu' charitable institution of the ("hittagong 
Division. This will be more honmirable than seeking nomination for 
service as Marriage Registrar .

1 understood the arguments advanced by Mi. Shahedali. 1 may point 
out to this lultm' g<mtleinaii Unit so tai provision for money for 
charituhlo iustitutiouvs is (uincerned, this money which is to be found 
under the head “Miscellaneous” is not a sum of money which is 
allottahle either to divisions or allottahle every year. There are certain 
organizations and charitable institutions that Government have 
recognized, and (Mirations are given to them year after year, not 
through the respect i\e departments, but through a Miscellaneous 
Department distinctly as donations for charitable purposes. 

You will find. Sir, that these donation.s are given to institutions 
widely different in their objects— some are under the Education 
Department, some under the liOcal Self-Government Department, 
while others are institutions such as the St. Joseph’s Home for the 
aged and Calcutta Sailors’ Home, Kesciu* Horne and so on. And we 
are not aware. Sir. as yet whether there are charitable organizations in 
Chittagong that desd'rve to be in the permanent list. I have no doubt 
that if theix^ are similar charitable organizations, whether they be in 
Chittagong or in any other part of the province, they will be 
sympathetically dealt with.

Dr. NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL: Sii, I w.mld just like to make a 
few ohservations on this Budget grant, not so much with a view to 
seek to hmIuco the g-rant, iMMuuse 1 know .s(>mt‘ amount of this mone^ 
is likely t») com(» from th(» Governimmt of India, hut to move a retlHic- 
tion hy Ks. 100 to discuss certain (juestions of principle. 

Sir, I find that in this new head appear some items like precau- 
tionary measures in c«>nne<‘(ion with the wai\ air raid preirautions, 
expenditure and price <*ontrol expense. 

With regard to some of ihesc^ it4*ms, I fiml that the details are not 
available. It is quite possible that for military reasons the details 
are held hack. But i would like to have an assurance from the 
lloiride Minist(»r in charges that the rules regarding financial provi- 
sion aiv strictly followeil, and specific and healthy control that is 
necessary may not he slackened’ to see that no amount of money is 
frittered awa> without proper scrutiny. Thai is the principle on 
which we would like to have an assuruntM* from the Hon ’hie Minister. 

With regard to price control, we have had a considerable amount of 
diffirmlty in following the methods or principles that are generaUy 
adopted by the department of prii'e contn)l. From c'ommercial men we 
have had many complaints in this connection. At this fag end of the 
Budget session, it is neither possible, nor is it desirable, to go ii^ 
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detaik of such complaints. But I would like to have an aKsuranoe 
from the Hon'ble Minister coru'eriieil, that is to my, from the Hon’ble 
Minister in charge of Commerce, if he is in a |>osition to state definitely 
that in course of this price control that is being exercised in ‘Bengal 
the interests of the poor agriculturists will l>e properly and duly looked 
into and no attempt will l>e made to compel them to sell their prmlucts 
at a cheaper rate merely to help exports for war purposes. There 
should be no attempt to control the prices of agricultural })ro(lu('ts. 
particularly the'^tigricultural j)ro(lucls of Bengal. 

Secondly, Sir, 1 have had complaints s<Mit to me as repivsentative 
of the Bengal National (^hanihcr »)f Comimn-ce from various districts 
where the executive tmthorities interfm^' with the ordinary and usual 
business of nierchaiits on the ground of ])rice (‘ontrol. 1 would like to 
have an assurance from the Hon’hh* Miui*^ter in that conn<*ction too, 
and whih' we would certainlN wtdcome s<»ni<‘ amount r)f special check 
on prrrtitcering. vm‘ would lik4‘ to r<*(juest the Hou’hle Minister tl^at in 
the nam(‘ of chei king ju’otittsu ing the normal business profits Iftax not 
bo taken a^ay. 1 must give Irim tiv(‘ minutt's to give a suitable rep|^’ 
that in these two rosj^ects, nanudy. pii<e control and 4*xprnditurc on 
war fiurpos(*s, a gr(*a(er amount of scriitinx will be exr'rcised than 
appears to have heen t'xercis^ul in the past, 

Th« Hon’ble Khwaja Sir NAZIMUDDIN: Sir, the Hon'bk 

Finaiua* Ministtu can speak on both th<‘ points. So he may l>e asked 
to apeak. 

Mr. SPEAKER: All right. 

The Hon’ble Mr. H. S. SUHRAWARDY: Sir, in respei t of the 
expense on air raid jrreeautions 1 can assure the House that the rules 
are b<nng strictly observed and there will not be any laxity in this 
matter: as a matter of fact, tlo^ Finance Departm«*nt has got into very 
bad odour i‘\cn with our .supporters for tlie rigorous manner in which 
it has ohserve<l the rules. I h()[>e we will continue in that form, 
fearlessly observing the rules to the host of our ability. 

With regard to price control, Sir, I have already announced that 
the policy of Government is in no way to control the pricje of the 
agricultural commodities so far as the upw'ard tendency is concerned, 
and I do not think. Sir, that there will be any attempt merely to benefit 
the exporters or benefit the purchasers of exports in*other countries, 
unless, of course, it is done with the consent of the House in those 
cases where high* prices may ultimately lead to future ruination of the 
agriculturists them selves. • 
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On the other hand, if at all, this Government will try to see that 
the prices of aji^ri cultural commodities are maintained. Possibly 
Dr. Sanyal was thinking of jute when be referred to this matter. I 
have no doubt that this will continue to form our chief difficulty and 
we shall try to safeguard the interests of the agriculturists in this 
connection. We shall see that the price does not fall by manipulation 
below a level which would benefit the agriculturistH, (Dr. Nalinakkha 
Sanyal: What about paddy, //o/, etc.^) So far as paddy and other 
commodities are concerned, the price has risA and is rising. I do not 
know what steps should W* taken if prices go up. We may take steps 
if they go down. Dr. Sanyal has said that we should allow normal 
business profits to be earned. What are normal business profits is 
difficult to iiHcertain, because U^fore the war business was hardly 
earning any profits at all. We have known ot certain cases where 
pcirsons luive sold at cost price and sometimes even below cost price in 
ordt*r to be able to get the price (»f (»ne tin of k<Tos»‘iu‘ oil or one box 
of wood, and ti<‘vertheless when we do fix a ])rice we do give due consi- 
deration to this (l(‘sirability fd allowing a margin for pr^)fit, and to 
see that if the poor man gets his goods at the loui*st rate possible the 
business man also dews not lose, (('ries of "We have reached 
7 o'clock”.)

ohatgea*’ ul^r grant No. 36. Thi^ demand is in connection with the 
war, bnt il la stated that these charges are expected to be recovered 
next year l^m the Government of India. Now, Sir, my point is this: 
if this expendsture has got to be incurred in connection with the war, 
certainly the Government of Bengal should have demanded from the 
Central Government a sum by way of advance to meet all such expen- 
diture. Just note the uncertain language again of the explanatory 
memorandum, viz., “These charges are expected to be recovered next 
year from the Government of India*'; whether they will be fully re- 
covered or not, the Assembly is kept entirely in the dark about it. 
All such expenditure being expenditure in connection with matters 
for which the Central Government is responsible, the proper procedure 
for the Government of Bengal would have been to ask from the Gov- 
ernment of India such a sum by way of advance and then to spend as 
an agent the amount that might be neceswsary out of that advance. So 
far as we are concerned, we enter our emphatic protest against this 
demand not only because our policy is very different from the policy 

ot the Bengal Government in respect of the prosecution of war 

• 

The Hon’ble Sir BUOY PRASAD SINGH ROY: Do you like to 
be bombed? 

Rai HARENDRA NATH CHAUDHURI: No, it is not that, we 
do not like to be bmubed any more than yourself. The question is 
whose responsibility it is to save us fnmi being bombed. It is neither 
your responsibility, Sir Hijo> Prosad, nor is it the responsibility of the 
Home Minister nor that of the Finance Minister of Bengal. It is tlie 
responsibility of some other authority and had that authority been 
inspired by any sense of responsibility to the people, it should have 
made provision for that and the Government of Bengal instead 
assuming a responsibility that <onstitutioiially does not attach to it 
should have been well advised to demand this sum by way of advance 
from the Central Government, even if they were anxious to pursue a 
policy of co-operation. 

Then, Sir, coming to the next big item in the supplementary esti- 
mate, we find that it is a demand in connection with “the interest free 
advances.” Now, w’hat is the necessity of this demand? It is ex- 
plained in this way: “The increase is due to the advance of about 7 
lakhs in several instalments to the Director of Land Records and Sur- 
veys on account of expenditure in connection with Jute Registration. 
The advance will be adjusted against actual disbursement which will 
then be booked under ^40 — Agriculture'.” Now, Sir, (his explanation 
is difficult to understand. If the expenditure is going to be incurred 
of work that has 'already been done but for which there has 
bsen no provision, then the question of advance may arise; bnt if the

The third big item is about Rs. 4,96,000 in connection with 
annuation allowances and pensions/’ I am referring to grant No. SI. 
The reason given is: “that owing to a recent change of classification 
as a result of the promulgation of the Reservecj^^Fost Rules certain pen- 
sions which were hithert?) being treated as voted now become charged.^’ 

Sir, Government is under an obligation to explain whether the pro- 
vision that was made under the voted grant has been surrendered or 
not; if not, Government was certainly inexact, or rather made a mis- 
take, in their original estimate and that has got to be admitted. 

Sir, the fourth item to which I would draw the attention of the 
House is tliat in respect of the Registration Department. The only 
explanation that has been offered for this extra demand is this: “the 
increase is due partly to an unexpected increase in the number of 
registrations and partly to the fact that the number of tenancies 
transferred and notices issued under section 26 (c) of the Bengal 
Tenancy Act, as recently amended, has greatly exceeded the original 
estimate.” 

The Bengal Tenancy Act, so far as section 26 (c) is concerned, has 
not l)een recently amended. It was amended long before the original 
budget was pres<Mited and the original budget demand was granted. 
Therefore, the amount that is demanded now in excess of the amount 
that is necessary in connection with the temporary establishment — that 
amount, of course, can only be granted if it is admitted by the depart- 
ment that there was a serious mistake to the extent of about one lakh 
of rupees in estimating the original budget demand. 

Sir, there is a further comment that appears to be necessary in 
connection witli grant No. 2 — 1 mean the Land Revenue demand. That 
is explained in this way: “Provision had been made under ‘25 — 
General administration* on account of leave salary of the Secretary, 
Land Revenue C’ommissioii. The charge was however debited to ‘7 — 
Tiand Revenue’ on the ground that the substantive appointment held 
by him Was that of the Directoi; of Land Records. Hence the antici- 
pated excess under this head.** 

Sir, was it known to the Government or was it unknown to them 
« that the Secretary held the substantive appointment as Director of Land 
Records As,^ I submit^ it was known there could be no justification 
for this supplemental^ estimate. Further the estimate was thero in the 
original budget ; it was not missed entirely. Has tbe amount gINtuted 
been stlrrendered or not? What is tbe fact about it, tbe Assemblfflo 
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entitled to^lmow. These are the generally obserrations that I ta 
xnake. 

' 

Maulvi AMII HOtSAIN SARKAR: Sir, to-day, I like to* confine 
my observations on two demands only, namely, Registration and 
Industries — Cinchona. ♦ 

With respect to the first point, I draw the attention of the Govern- 
ment to the difficulties the female executants to documents suffer from 
in the mufassal Registeation offices. It is a generally known fact that 
a good numb^sr of females come from distant villages in order to register 
documents in connection with transfer of property. 

Mr. SPEAKER; I am very sorry, Mr. Sarkar, this has np con- 
nection with the supplementary grant. There is nothingdn the supple- 
mentary budget demand about the matter on which you are spe^Bcing. 

Mauivi ABU H088AIN 8ARKAR: Sir, my submission is thi^. 
In this supplementary budget estimate itself it is said that this demai||I*. 
is made only due to a good number of documents being registered on 
the ground of transfer of lands and other things. In connection with 
that 

Mr. 8PEAKER: On the ground of more women coining to the 
Registration offices! 

Mauivi ABU H088AIN 8ARKAR: No, Sir, in connection with 
the registration of documents, and my submission is that of the execut- 
ants to documents there are a good number of females, who suffer 
generally from want of waiting sheds near the Registration offices. 

Mr. SPEAKER: That does not arise here. I ought to explain that 
in a supplementary demand the principle behind the actual estimate is in 
issue. So any other issue is wholly extraneous. 

Mauivi ABU H088AIN SARKAR: I submit to your ruling, Sir. 

My next point is about the cinchona plantations. Now, I have con- 
sulted a good many doctors ami they are of opinion that the quinine 
produced in our cinchona plantations is inferior in quality to the 
foreign-made quinine and specially in bad type of malaria and other 
Jdnds of fevers the quinine made in our plantations is not acting wellj^ 
and therefore medical men are bound to

Mr. tPEAK€IIS Cinchona must be lojfer in Iitreng0 than qn^niiw. 
You ctfnnot expect a work done by a horee to be dot# by ai^^q^Wr 
inferior animal. If you have got anything to say on cinchona yql^can 
talk on that. ^ 

Maifivi ABU*.HOSSAIN SARKAR: My point is that cinchona pro- 
duced here is inferior to that produced in other countries, and medical 
officers ai^ genere^y compelled to use foreign-made quinine, and that 
also is blooming rare due to the war. Therefore I want to draw the 
attention of the Government to improve the quality of the cinchona- 
and though i^am not allowed to use the word “quinine” I again with 
the pffijnission of the Chair use that word, so lhat the malaria-ridden 
c^un^l^may TO benefited by the product produced in our plantations. 

Tha HonMIa Mr. H. S. 8UHRAWARDY; Sir, T have little to 
a^y in reply to th§ remarks of Rai Harendra Naih Chaudhuri who I am 
^dlraid has not shone so brilliantly in his exposition on -the supple- 
mentary estimates as he usually does when criticising the Government 
budget. (Rai Haiikndua Nath Cihttdiutui; You supplement it 
with your own brilliance.) To start willi, Sirj^he says that there 'ivas 
no justification for a supplementary estimate of 21 lakhs at the end 
of the year, and that this fact shbw's that the preliminary estimate of 
the Finance Minister worthy of cbnAemnation, bec^ause it is wide 
by such a large demand.

He makes no difference in his own mind between cinchona and quinine 
and presumably he drw-s not know that one is much belter and stronger 
than the other. Presumably the iiiformaihm which he has supplied 
to the House has been obtained from some qqaek in madicine who is 
diaessed with anti-Government or pro.Gongress mentality and who 
considers that evervthing that is produced by Govemmenl must 
necessarily be bad. 

Now, J^T, tbe quinine prodikced by Government tikis advantage 
that we are able to produce it at^a lower rate than what is generally 
impo^M. But its strength is ufttivalled, and its stiiiig^ is just as 
good as any imported quinine, and every dod^ trill testify 
Probably, what is operating in Mr. Abu HdMairi Sarkar^s mind is that

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becauM we are able to sell it 4 or 5 rupees cheaper, therefore it must 
be of bad quality. (Maulvi Abu Hosaik Sahker : You are mis- 
taken.)^ Such a mentality is a very good ground for ‘increasing the 
pay of Ministers.

Dr. NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL: Sir, I rise to move that the 
demand of Rs. 28,000 fur expenditure under the head “4.‘i — Industriee 
— ('inchona’’ during the current year be reduced by Rs. 100. 

Sir, unlike my esteemed friend Mr. Abu Ilosuin Siirkur, I feel 
(.hat Bengal hu^. j)ioved to the satisfaction of ev’ery exi)ert that it is 
possible for Bengal to manufacture (juiniiie of the best cjuality that the 
world has ever pnxluced. (Cries of “Hear, hear" fixun the Congress 
benches.) It has been demonstrated also that the hills of 
Bengal are mor»t suitable for cinchona plantation. Experiments havo 
been made for a j)retty long tiim* to find out suitable places where 
cinchona plantation <*an he exten<led. Experiments were undertaken 
in parts of the Madras Cresi<lency, in part> of the Cnited Provinces, 
as well as in paits ut Bengal. It has been demonstrated that the hills 
of the Darjeeling distri(*t anil certain parts of Assam are most suitable 
for the manufacturi& of tliis very valuable medicinal ])lant. 

Mr. Abu Hosain Sarkai might have be<*n confused between the 
vaiiuus grades and stuiidanrs of quinine and cim'honu febrifuge that 
are placed in the market For the sake (»f cheapness there are irres- 
ponsible manu (act liters ul drugs (hat (i} to tlelude the jiublic by the 
use of einehona lebrifuge where nothing hut quinine of the proper 
standard should be used, and it ih quite possible that those medical 
men that have relied on such drugs fnun irresponsible manufacturers 
of drugs might have had bad experience. It is not really fair to murk 
the entile industiy of Bengal as an ineompetent industry, just because 
o< the irres|M)nsibilit\ ol a tew persons. 

Sir, so far as the (hemiiai (jualities <if quinine are eoneerned, 
though I am not a student of ehemistry. I know this miuh that there 
are certain standards laid down in the British Pharmuempia and for 
certain classes ot quinine there are certain tests laid down to find 
out liow far they come up to the standard of the British Pharmaca^pia, 
so far as tlie quality is concerned. In the Government Quinine Manu- 
factuiing Factory at Muugpo the experts have demonstrated to the 
satisfaction of the best experts of the worbl that they have been 
manufacturing quinine of the most dependable and proper type that 
W4U» ever manufactured in Dutch Indies and other parts of the tvorld — 
America and elsewhere. My complaint is just the other way. I feel 
that when this . has been demonstrated to the satisfaction of everybody 
that Bengal can manufacture quinine satisfactorily and Aiccessfully 
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why should Ooveniment be slow in undertaking this very healthy 
manufacture^ particularly when this i^ a most profitable business 
which Government can undertake? My submission is that quinine 
plantation has not been undertaken to the extent it ought to have been. 
It is my information, Sir, that it takes nearly 7 to 8 years for every 
cinchona plant to mature and to enable barks being taken out of such 
a plant. If that is the case, it is only necessary that Government 
should take bold measures to try to improve cultivation of cinchona 
plants with as much expedition as possible. I am informed further 
that some of the most valuable parts of the Darjeeling . hills where 
cinchona plantation can be undertaken are not in the hands of Govern- 
ment and that iliey have been let out at a nominal rent to private 
parties, mostly tea gardens, and it might be very difficult for Govern- 
ment to get hold of such properties although in future Government 
may be in a pf)sition to extend (unchona cultivation for the manu- 
facture of quinine as is very much necessary for the welfare not only 
of Bengal but of the whole of India. T submit, Sir, that a proper 
investigation should be undertaken to find out where quinine plants 
and cinchona plants may be most profitably and successfully cultivated, 
and if Government can get expert advice about certain areas, those areas 
should b(* reserved unless and until Oovernnumt is in a position to 
extend cinchona plantation to the fullest possible extent that is 
devsirahle or that is advisable for Bengal and for India. The^ sum of 
B». 28,0tK) appears to be too small for any such expansion scheme. 

1 further understand that there may be some necessity of co- 
operation with the Forest Department iii regard t<» plantation. It is 
reported lo me, — how far that is true I do n(d know’, 1 would like to 
have an uHsuratu'e from the flon’hle Minister in charge in this connec- 
ti<tn-it iN repoHi'd to me that, -io far as the plantation of quinine or 
cinchona plant is ( oncerned, it is not controlled and it is not properly 
supervised by any authority. Cinchona being under the Industries 
Department, those who really know and understand the value of the 
barks are not in a |M)sition to find out if the plants are properly 
nurture<l and are yielding the right type of harks. They cannot give 
any direction to the plantation .side (d it for giving them the proper 
type of raw materials. Cinchona plantation, on the other hand, not 
being under the Forest Department, is denied the technical advice 
and guidance of the Forest Officers. T wo\ild like to have an assurance 
from the Hon’hle Minister in charge to make us feel that as much ex- 
ptut advice as is available for the Government at the present moment, 
expert guidanee from the Forest Department and expert technical 
advice from the quinine maiuifacHiring department, may he Imth 
pooled under one lompetent authority so that the plantation of cincliona 

mav be advanced in the proper line.

Sir, I would not like to take much time of the House. I would only 
conclude Mih the appeal that Government do take courage in both 
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luMidg to extend einchoua plantation so that in lU years' time Ihmfital 
may be seJIauificient in her own quinine requirements and not only 
that, she may be in a position to supply quinine to other parts>-frt‘ India 
where I understand that at the present moment there is an extensive 
demand for quinine from all parts. At the present moment not more 
than one-third of the total requirements ot this provinee is beinj? sup- 
plied from the manufacture of quinine of this provinee. 1 would, 
therefore, appeal to the Hon’ble Minister to come forward to this 
House with a bijfgei demand, because the amount ot moue^ that he will 
spend to-da\ will be most fruitfully spent ami in future >eais our 
generations to come will bless the present Ministry ami the present 
Ivegislatuie who will have laid down the foundation of a malaria-free 
and disease-free Bengal. 

The HOfl’ble Mr. PRA8ANNA DEB RAIKUT: Sir, I am grateful

8ir HARI8ANKER PAUL: Thank \on. Sir. 1 hail been to Mungpu 
and saw the cultivation there. The lami which i.s under cultivation there 
is not sufficient. There are plenty of lauds there and more the (iov- 
eriunent, cultivates of such lands the more income will come to the Gov- 
ernment. Of course, at Ae present nmnient Government are making 
profit out of it and there are very great demands for quiniae, but if 
the (Liverninent can cultivate more land, I think Government will be 
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Eble to cope with, the demand of quinine even for the whole of India. 
And fto it is in the interest of Government to cultivate more land and 
get moltrincome out of it. 

The Hoii’ble Mr. PRA8ANNA DEB RAIKUT: Sir, 1 have heard 
Sir Harisanker’fl interesting speech. We have accepted the policy of 
expanding our cultivation and in practice we hove started cultivation 
at Rango block as I have already said. 1 must explain to the House 
that everywhere quinine plantation has failed except in Java and 
Madras, but our plantations liave so far been very successful in this 
province. So we must proceed very carefully and cautiously. Perhaps 
my friend has heard that there is a kind of disease in our Munsong 
block which seizes the (‘inchona ])lant, but we have not yet been able 
to discover what it is. rinchoiui being a chancy crop, we have got to 
proceed carefull.v ami cautiousl\ Wfore we extend our plantation 
seriously. As regards putting the Cinchona Department under the 
Forest Department (lovernment have not yet decided to put it under 
the Forest Department, and urdess I am convinced that it o would be 
convenient to put it under tlie Fore^^t Department, I won’t allow this 
to be done. 

Dr. NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL: Xo, that wa^ not my idea: my 
idea was that the Forest Department officers ''liould help you in this 
cultivation. Hut please do not include it in the Fon**^! Department. 

The Hoii’ble Mr. PRA8ANNA DEB RAIKUT: X >. no 1 am not 

going to amalgamate it with the Forest Department. 

As regards Dr. Sanyal’s comment that Government have leased out 
some lands fit for this plantation to tea gardens, I may point out that 
those gardtms are not suitable, and tl»ey are already cleaj Imrren lands 
and there is nothing left in them. The proper land for cincliona planta- 
tion shotilfl have a (‘ertain ainoitnt of rain, height and soil.

8UHRAWARDY (on behalf of the Hon'ble 
Khwraja Sir Nazimucldifi) : Sir, on the recommendation of His Excel- 
lency the (Governor 1 beg to move that a sum of Rs. 5,55,000 be granted 
for expendihire under the head “O-l — Extraordinary (^harges in ludia“ 
during the current year. 

Mr. ilOGESH CHANDRA CUPTA: Why are these supplementary 

demonds made!^ The Hon'ble Finame Minister has not explained 
anything. • 

The Hon’hli Mr. H. 8. 8UHR AWARDY : All these were explained 

when I replied to the general discussion. 
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Mr. tURENDRA NATH BItWAt: .Sir, \ beg to move that the 
demand of Rs. 5,65,000 under the head *'6d-»Extraordinary Chargea 

in India*' during the current year be reduced by Re. 5,900.^^ 

* . ' 

1 also beg to move that the demand be reduced by Rs. 84,800. . 

Sir, I oppose the grant because I feel that the Press Censor Depart- 
ment cannot justly claim the additional grant. Thia department has 
no utility to the people of Bengal. The Press Censor Department 
exists only for political purposes in the interests of the present ministry. 
It is here only to gag publi(‘ voice and to stifle the expression of free 
opinion through the press. That is the ground on which I submit that 
the Censor Dei>artment is unnecessary. My friend Rai Harendra Nath 
Chaudhuri just suggests, and that is true, that the Censor Department 
in this province ha.s been acting even more rigorously than the Censor 
Department in England (Mr. Atul Chandra Sen: This is Bengal.) 
ft is commcjn knowledge that this department is acting most arbitrarily 
and unjustly against the j)ress of Bengal. I need not dilate on that 
pniiit any more. The House is aware of all the facts arid circumsUinces. 
So, I submit tliat far from voting foi additional grant the House should 
give their opinitui that this de])artment should be abolished as it ia 
meant only tor political purposes of the present ministry. Then, Sir, 
the expenditure on air raid firecauticms has been a sheer waste of 
public' money. Where i.s the war that air raid precaution is necessary 
in this jirovinee!*' We (Uilv h'arn through the newspaja^rs that the war 
is going on in Europe. But everything hero is going on nonnally. 
The cinema houses are going on as usual. The dinner parties are 
going on meriily, and tlie ministers are enjoying their holidays. 
Therefore, I do not know tor wliat purpo.se the llon’ble Home Minister 
took it into hi.s head to waste public money on air raid precautions. 
Then, Sir, tlie experiment of preeaution has proved to he a failure. 
The members of the House know that the Culeiitta (’orj)oration was 
to act in co-operation witli (fovennnent authorities, hut for good reusoua 
the (Calcutta Corjioration refused to eo-<ipeiute with them. Thus the 
experiment failed. For thi.s and other lea.Hons which are pertinent, 
the public opinion is that this expenditure has been absolutely and 
unnecessarily wasted. 

So, I submit that the House should refuse these two grants. 

Th# HOfl’ble Khwaja Sir NAZIMUDDINs Sir, the illuminating 
speech of the honourable member regarding the non-existence of war 
is certainly a revelation to the members of this House. Mr. Biswas 
does not know or has not felt the effects of the war. In this House 
Mr. Biswas has never raised the question of increase m the prices of 
foodstuffs. If prices had gone u]), it must have been due to some 
reason other than war. He has never felt the effects of w^r! He 
has not heard of jute prices going up ! 
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A» far as the question of effects of war is concerned, we ought to 
€ongratuI$te oupelwes that we are lucky that we have not had to feel 
,the of the wir in no other direction than in the rise of prices of 

feodstuffs and ui t^ improvement of industries here. Perhaps the 
honourable membef will not deny, as a businessman and a landlord, 
this year his coll^'tions have been much better than they would have 
been otherwise under normal circumstances. Mr. Biswas now rises in 
this House and condemns the Government for taking some kind of 
steps against air raids. But if there had been an air raid and no 
action were taken by this Government, I am sure, he would have 
been the first man to raise the loudest hue and cry in this House for 
Government not anticipating an air raid and' not taking precautionary 
measures. Perhaps ho believes that because he lives in the wilds of 
Faridpur, he is immune from attac^k; but he forgets that as a member 
of the Legislature, he will have to be cut off for a certain time and 
if there is a raid in botwe^m, he stands just as much in danger as those 
who are not so cut off. 

As far as the expenditure on aii raid precaution is concerned, the 
first thing that we should remember is that most of the expenditure, 
we hope, will b<* recovered from the (Government of India. This is one 
of the most important points which has got to he borne in mind. I 
am saying “most of the expenditure” for this reason that there is a 
certain amount of controversy going on as to what portion of the 
expenditure will really fall to the share of the Government of India 
and what portion of the expenditure in this connection is a provincial 
responsibility. But actually we hopt* that practically i*ent. per cent, 
of the <‘\penditure so far incurnHl by Government under this head 
will he p<M’overahle from the (Government of India. So, I do not know 
what cf)mplaint there can he against the stejis that have been taken by 
Government to have at least some idea a.s to what w(‘ should do in 
case there is a raid. Even if for argument’s sake, we admit that there 
is no immediate prospect of a raid during this war, in view of the 
possibility of raid.s, in view of the prospect of war breaking out at any 
time anyw’hcre in the world, in view of the modern conditions, we 
think no country or no i>eople should' sit idle without having some 
kind of scheme tf» meet an emergency like an air raid. It is, I think, 
Mr. Snrendra Nath Biswas in this Honst» who alone cun think of 
Government doing nothing in this re.spect. 

As regards the press censorship and the allegation that it has been 
used merely to keep the Government in power, I would like to itate 
that practically no action has been taken by Government against any 
paper for any criticistn of Government policy. This is, I think, tbe 
beat reply that can be given on this subject. Every latitude and scope 
has l)ee4 given to newspapers to criticise the policy of the Oovernment 
and no papers can come forward and say that they have been in any 
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way restricted for criticising^the policy of (lovernment as regards tke 
conduct of aHairs of this. province (Cries of ‘*Que^onts “question.**)" 
Government have only taken .step.s under the Detencq, of Act/* 

against papers which have either written against tifef.war, the prosecu- 
tion of war or w’hich have tried to raise eoininnnal ill-feelings between 
communities and eommuuitios or which have tried t(r create a feeling 
of disturbanc e or which have tried to incite the people with a view "to 
creating disturbances and a state of unrest wrhich they consider will 
ultimately hinder the prosecution of the war — it is only on these 
grounds that action has been taken by the Press Officer against such 
papers. Therefore, I maintain that whatever may be the merits or 
demerits of the action of (Tovernment and the Press Officer, the allega- 
tion that the Defence of India Act has been used for the purpose of 
maintaining Government in power is absolutely baseless and without 
any foundation whatsoever. I am sure that after this statement of 
mine and when no facts have been placed Iw'fore the House, the mem- 
bers have got no other option but to rejec't th<‘ motion of Mr. Surendra 
Nath Biswa%.

that the consideration of the Rules he |K)stpont‘d till the Monsoon 
Session of the Legishitnre and (iovernment will undertake to give effect 
h\ an executive order to any d<*cision arrixed at ])v the liCgislature, 
and they will see that it has the .same effect as it would have had if it 
had been passed by the House during this session. 

Mr. 8ANT08H KUMAR BASU: Mr. S{>eaker, Sir, so far as the 
statement which has l)een made by tlie Ilon’ble the Home Minister is 
concerned, it i.s absolutely correct. At the same time. I think it is 
necessary on my part to make the |K»sition a little more clear. These 
Motor Vehicles Rules were laid before the Ii<*gislature on the 20th 
March. It has been provided in the Motor Vehicles Act that the Rules 
framed by the Provincial trovernment shall l)e laid before the Legis- 
lature for 14 days and such modifications as the I.;egislatnre may lay 
down during the session in which these rules are laid before tbe 
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Xtegifllature will be incorporated in the Buies. It so happened that the 
Buies were laid before the Legislature at a very late date, so that this 
Hottse has not been given proper opportunity to complete their work 
so far as these Rules are concerned within this particular session before 
this session comes to an end. ^Under the circumstances, the situation 
which has been created deprives the I^egislature of its rightful oppor- 
tunity of having its say on these Rules so that the modifications, if any,, 
might have been incorjxn-ated in the Buies. Well, that responsibility 
is entirely with the Government, having regard to the inordinate delay 
which has taken place in placing the Buies before the Legislature. I 
must say in fairness to the lion 'hie the Home Minister that he tried to 
explain this delay in the (-onference. Anyhow, I |>ersonally feel that 
this delay might have been avoided and the Legislature might have 
been given a fair op[x)rtunity. At the siune time it would not be right 
on the part of the Conference to rush this matter without giving 
adequate consideration to these very important Rules. It so happens. 
Sir, that this session has got to conclude before this matter emerges 
out of the Conference. Tender the circumstances, there was no other 
alternative open to the Conference than to agree to the suggestion made 
by the Home Minister that whatever modifications are made by the 
Legislature at a subsecpient session, the Government will accept them 
and give effect to them and incorporate them as Rules made by the 
Government themselves, although the Legislature will have no statutory 
right to subject the Rules to those modifications. That is why we 
arrived at u unanimous decision on that point, although I must om'e 
more make it clear that the Legislature has been deprived of its rightful 
opportunity on account of the delay on the ])ar< of the Government in 
bringing the matter up during this session. 


Dfi NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL: Mr. Si)euker, Sir, may 1 submit one 
or two things in this connection!’" When this matter was broitght 
before the Tloiise, it was 1 who tried my very best to get some oj)por- 
tunity for the meiulMUs of the House to examine the provisions of the 
Rules. There are certain Itiiles which if they come into effect as they 
do to-day will make it im|x>.s8ib1e for motor vehicles of certain classes 
to exist from thi.s date. There are rules under which certain classes 
of motor vehicles which have been juirchuvsed by owners in the past will 
have to go out from the road altogether. Certain vested interests may 
also be created against the interests of Bengalees. These would create 
a good deal of hardship. The pur]X)se of these Rules and the Act has 
been to stifle motor vehicles in the province in the interests of railways. 
I would like the Honourable Minister in charge to examine these 
effects very carefully and to see whether the ends q|| justice would be 
properly served if he postpones the consideration to a later session even 
if he desires that subsequently he might help the liegislature by execu- 
tive action after the liOgislature comes to a decision. 
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ilr« SPEAKERS Tlie Hon’ble Home Minister has already giTen 
aasuimice, and 1 understand from Mr. Basu that the Government have 
agre^ to come to a decision on the recommendations of the Conferenoe. 


Dr. NALINAK8HA SANYAL: So far as the Conference is con- 
cerned, Sir, I have had even from the very beginning my doubts if the 
Conference will be able to come to a decision. So, the position api>ear8 
to be like this. Only if the Conference comes to a decision, the Gov- 
ernment will be pleased to give effect to the amendments agreed to by 
executive action, but the fact will remain that the memiK'rs of the House 
have been completely deprived of their right to put amendments. 


Tha Hofi’ble Khw«ia Sir NAZIMUDDIN: The jK^sition is that the 
report of the Conference shall be placed before the House and on that 
report the House will be entitled to discuss all and every rule that has 
been published by Government. 

In 
the meantime I would lecjnest Government to suspend operation of such 
Rules which will make it imi>ossible 


Mr. 8PEAKER: T can’t agree to that. 


Dr. NALINAKSHA SANYAL: Otherwise, it is no use postponing 
things. We have got a statutory right, otherwise, Sir, I will be com- 
pelVd to go to Court for injunction on Government.

The Hon’ble Mr. A. K. FAZLUL HUQ: It is very difficult for 
me to say that, but 1 can give only an approximate date— -it may be 
within six months. 

Khan Bahadur Mauivi SHAH ABDUR RAUF: Will the HoiCble 
Minister he ])lensed to stale what relation has the scheme for training 
class for Muslim girls witli the scheme for a Vernacular Training 
College for girls?

(i) that the arrangement for treatment of cattle disease in the 
Chinirbandar, Parbatipur, Nawabganj and Ghoraghat police- 
stations of the Dinajpur distHct is inadequate; Shd 

(ti)^that the Veterinary hospital at Parbatipur has pYat?titally been 
closed do#n? 
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(&) If the snswef to (a) is in the affirmative, will the Hon’ble 
lliniWW be pleased to state whether he is considering the desirability 
of making suitable arrangement for treatment of cattle disease in' the 
said areas? 

MINISTER in charge of the AGRICULTURE and VETERINARY 
DEPARTMENT (the Hon’ble Mr. Tamizuddin Khan): («) (0 The 

treatment of cattle (lis<*ases and injuries and the provision of adequate 
hospital and dispensary facilities for the purpose are now entirely the 
concern of the local bodies whereas Government have taken the full 
responsibility in respect of the t ontrol and prevention of cattle epidemic. 
Government have, ho\\ever, undertaken as a matter of prace to bear 
the u>ual one-tliird contribution on account of the pay» jHmsion and 
leave allowance^ of the >tationary Veterinary Assistant Surgeons 
employed on ho.spilal and dispensary work up to a limit of one per aub- 
division. They have taken the full financial lesjumsibility in respect of 
the entire itinerant Veterinary staff employed on epidemic control work 
thereby nlieving the local Inidies of a heavy recurring expen- 
diture* which should enable them to start a large number 
of Veterinary hos])ital8 and dis|x*nsaries and apjioint additional 
staiionary Veterinary Assistant Surgeons, over and alwve those for 
which Government ha\e undertaken to pay the usual contribution. 
(Jovernment are therefore not res]>onsibb* for the adequacy or other- 
wise of the facilities for the treatment of ordinary cattle diswises in 
the areas referred to by the member. 

(n) The Veterinary Disiiensary nt Parbatipur is entirely under the 
control of the District Hoard but I have ascertained that after transfer 
of the Veterinary Assistant Surgeon in charge as a provincialised 
itinerant Veterinary Assistant Surgeon elsewhere, the disiiensary 
regained closed for* some time. It has however been reojiened and the 
Veterinary Assistant Surgeon, Dinajpur Hospital, directed to attend 
it once a week pending consideration by the IHstrict Board of the 
question whether the disi>enHary should lie retained at that place. 

(h) Does not arise. 

Khfen tahadyr SHAH ARDUR RAUP: Will the Hon’ble Minister 
be pleased to state whether the Government are prepared to bear any 
portion of the cost, recurring or capital, of starting and maintaining 
a veterinary dispensary by local bodies? 

Mr. TAMIIUODIM KHAM: No, Sir, all that Oov. 
etnmbtit are prepared to pay is one-third of the pay and leave and 
pension allowance of the veterinary eurgeona. 
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Pr. NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL: Will the Hou’bk Minister be 
pleased to state what formula Government have devised to distinguish 
between an ordinary cattle disease and* an epidemic cattle disease, 
because I find it stated that ordinarily cattle disease is the entire 
responsibility of the district bo^rd, but that Government have taken 
over responsibility only for epidemic cattle diseases, and two sets of 
arrangements have been made? 

Mr, 8PEAKER: Well, one is distress and the other is famine. 
(Laughter.) 

Dr, NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL; May I know from the Hon’ble 
Minister what formula Government have devised to distinguish 
between these two sets of diseases? 

The HOffl’ble Mr. TAMIZUDDIN KHAN: It appears that my 
honourable friend, Dr. Sanyal, wants me to let him know the meaning 
of the words “ordinary disease and epidemic disease”! 

Dr. NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL: In so fai as tluj cattle diseases are 
the concern of local bodies, may we know what are characterised by 
Government as ordinary cuttle disease and what are the diseases wdiich 
come under the category of ej)idemic cuttle disease, because 1 find in 
the answer that Government are imt resjxmsible for the adequacy 
or otlierwis^‘ of the facilities for the treatment of ordinary cattle 
diseas<*s? We wfuild have veiy much liked to liuve such an answer 
before the budget grant on this subject was ]>assed by this House. 
After the budget grant has been passed an answer of this character 

Mr. SPEAKER: Well, that is no supplementary question. 
Dr. Sanyal! 

Dr. NALINAK8HA SANYAL: Anyway, Sir. I would like to 
know what is the definition of the two disease's that the Government 
have decided upon? 

' Th« Hon’ble Mr. TAMIZUDDIN KHAN: TMierever the disease 
breaks out in an epidemic form that is an epidemic disease. 

Dr. NALINAK8HA SANYAL: Will the Hon’ble Minister please 
state whether the epidemic cattle dtisease .surgeons w^ho are now in the 
employ of the Provincial Government will or will not be available for 
attending cattle diseases which occur in a local area when they may be

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Tilt Hon’bit Mr. TAMIZUDDIN KHAM: In some places they 
have been asked to attend to ordinary cases also. 

Mr. SPEAKER: The Hon’ble Minister has already explained that 
in his last budget speech. 

Dr. NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL. Sir, I am taking my stand on this 
question. In the budget we had all kinds of promises which are not 
meant to be carried out. During the budget discussion he said cate- 
gorically that these veterinary surgeons who were now provincialised 
would be available for all kinds of cattle disease's. 


Mr. SPEAKER: That is under contemplation. 

Dr. NALINAKSHA 8ANYAL: That is why I want to know if 
epidemic cattle disease surgeons do not happen to be in a local area 
and if then* services are requisitioned Uy treating cattle under disease 
will tliey be permitted to go and attend on those cattle or will they 
refuse ? 

The Hon’ble Mr. TAMIZUDDIN KHAN: Sir, this question was 
further examined’ only the other day. If epidemic doctors are attached 
to certain dispensaries and hospitals, they may lx* called away at any 
time for doing epidemic dul>. At that time the work of the hospital 
w’ill immensely suffer and there is bound to W an u]>roar from the 
locality concerned. Therebue, (government have arranged that so far 
as stationary veterinary surgeons are eoncerned, it will be the lookout 
of the district boards to appoint them so that they may be wholetime 
officers of the district boards to attend to the ordinary cattle disease. 

Dr. NALINAKSHA 8ANYAL: Will the Hon’ble Minister please 
state if in coune(‘li()n with the provincialisatinn of the veterinary sur- 
geons service jiromises were lield out to the district boards tliat these 
surgeons will be available under the command of the district boards to 
do ho.spital duty also whenever necessary? 

The Hon’ble Mr. TAMIZUDDIN KHAN: The answer is in the 
negative. 

Dr. NALINAKSHA 8ANYAL: Will the Hon’ble* Minister please 
state if it is a fact that the district board authorities have been advised 
by Government not to appoint any further additional v|terinary 
surgeons unless they can get previous approval of the department? 
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The Hen'ble Mr. TAMIZUODIN KHANt That is fu-theat from 
the truth, Sir. ■ 

Dr. NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL: Will the Hon’ble Uiniater please 
stale if it is a fact that the department concerned who have taken over 
the service of the existing veterinary surgeons in the districts who are 
working under the district board's have, in c’ertain cases, permitted 
those men to continue in the same kind of work as they wertjf doing 
before P 

The Hon'ble Mr. TAMIZUDDIN KHAN: Sir, I have already 
said that only in u very few cases, — two or three, — that permission' had 
to be given under special circumstances. 

Khan Bahadur SHAH ABDUR RAUF: Will the Hon’ble Minister 
be i)leaHed to state what are the duties of the veterinary surgeons when 
there is no epidemic? Do they sit idle or do any kind of work? 

The Hon'ble Mr. TAMIZUDDIN KHAN: Sir, bt fne make the 
thing clear. The position is this. Epidemics are present almost 
during the whole of tiie year at one jilace or another, There- 
foix% it (‘unnot be .said that there i.s no epidemic at any particular time. 
There is now onl\ one doctor per subdivision. Suppose an epidemic 
takes jilace in a jiarticular plact*, one doctor will not be enough to look 
after it. So (‘pidemic doctors have got to l>e reiiuisitioned from other 
places. Therefoi'(‘, they are almost always engaged in doing their 
work. There i.s also another part of their duty, which has not yet 
been well organised, that is tlie preventive work. When preventive 
work is well organized, it is ex|»ected tliat there will then he very few 
outhreak.s of epidemic. 

Mauivi ABDUL JABBAR: Sir, may 1 know what will happen in 
a case where rin(b‘riH*st n])pcars in a ])lace 5 miles away from stationary 
di8J)ensar^ in charge of a district hoard, then who will attend that caw? 

Mr. SPEAKER: Well, that purely a hypothetical case. 

Dr. NALINAK8HA SANYAL: With reference to {a) (i), will 
the Hon’hle Minister please state, seeing that the dispensary facilities 
are now entirely the concern of tlie local bodies, what arrangementa 
Government have made to contribute liberally towards the funds of 
Ibese local bodies to enable them to undertake adequate facilities for 
tbe treatment of ordinary cattle diseases?

(Third Amendment) Bill, 1939, has been circulated only to-day end I 
understand that circular letters also have been issued from your office 
to members which have been received by us at about 1 or 2 o’clock 
to-day and some members have not even got them as yet. I submit, 
Sir, that the notice has been absolutely short, and it has been so shert 
that it would be physically impossible for us ^

Mr. 8REAKER: I do admit that. 1 expected, so far as this Bill 
is concerned* that some time by yesterday evening we would be getting 
a copy but unfortunately not only did I not get a copy, but iihad to 
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wait till 8 o’clock in the evening to find out espies would be avail- 
able to us, end with the greatest difficulty I could get a tyi)ed copy 
from the other House. After that, I think, you will appreciate that it 
was not possible for my office to circulate the papers before 12 o'clock 
mid-night. I expected that as soon as the Bill was finished in the 
other House, there would be somebody responsible who would 
immediately take steps to circulate it. 

Dr, NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL: Sir, may I draw your attention to 
rules 70 and 71 in this connection? These rules have been devised to 
see that hasty legislation may not be taken recourse to by the Govern- 
ment of the day and the check that has been left in the rules is only 
with a view to see that the members get an opportunity to 

Mr. 8PEAKER: Anyway, let the message be read first. It has 
not been ff)rmally placed before the House yet. 

Message from the Bengal Legislative Council, 

The Secretary then read the following message: — 

“That the Bengal Tenancy (Third Amendment) Bill, was 

passed by the Bengal Legislative Council with amendments at its 
meeting held on the 2nd April, 1940, and that the concurrence of the 
Assembly may be asked to the amendments made in the Ifill by the 
Council.” 

The amendments have been shown /// /oro in the priiited copy of 
the Bill laid on the table to-<la\ . 

Dr. NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL: In this connection, may I draw 
your attention to rule 70 where it is stated that the member in ciiarge 
of the Bill after giving seven days’ notice or, with the consent of the 
Speaker, at shorter notice, may move that the amendments be taken 
into consideration? 

In the second part of that rule, it is stated that no siieh motion 
can be moved unless the amended Bill has been made available for 
the use of membt‘rs for not less than seven days before the motion is 
moved, except where the Speaker, in his discretion, suspends the 
provision of this sub-rule. 

^ In these two sub-rules the di-^eretion of the Speaker is provided 
# for. Bdf in rule 71 i2) where a member is required to send notice, 
there is no discretion left to the Speaker at all to reduce the period 
within w’hieh these motions have got to be sent. There it is stated 
that amendments relevant to the subje<'t-inatter of the amendments 
tnade the Council may be moved by any member after giving four 
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days* notice, but no* further amendment shall be moved to the BiH» 
unless it is consequential upon, or alternative to, an amendment made 
by the Council. 

Here, Sir, the"' contemplation was that there should be no surprise 
either on the part of the Government ^or on the part of the members 
in general. If in the case of members sending?: notice under rule 71, 
we are deprived of taking up any matter at shorjer notice than 4 days, 
it is only fair that the Government also will not be in a position to take 
us by surprise by simply brinjfinpr forward a Bill or a motion with 
shorter notice and at such a very short notice indeed as less tlmn 
24 hours even. Sir, I submit tluit in the circumstances, you will be 
pleased not to waive the operation of this rule in this important case 
and will not create a precedent which might be very dangerous for 
the future. 

Mr. SPEAKER: Ido n(»t want to create a precedent. This matter 
was discussed and the understanding wuis that some noticH* would be 
available tc» tlie members in time. Yesterday, I waited till l>.m. 
in order that a notice in this connection might go out to the members. 

The Hon’ble Sir BUOY PRASAD SINGH ROY: Sir, I regret 
very much that it was not possible tor Government to make a copy of 
the Bill available to the liCgislative Assembly Dc])artment in time, 
but naturally, we were depending on the (-ouncil De])artim‘nt doing 
that. 

Mr. SPEAKER: If you say that you uere depending on the 
Council Department for this, then I must say that it is an absolutely 
lame, excuse (Cries of “hear I hear!” from the Opposition Benches) 
because here is a Bill which it is sought to be finished before the 
session closes and in those circumstances, I think, somebody ought to 
have been made responsible to sec that the papers were made available 
to the department concerned as soon as possible; otherwise you 
cannot expect even the Council Department to get the whole thing 
through within a few* hours. S<imebt>dy ought to have waited with 
everything ready .so that as soon as the whole thing w'as finished, the 
papers might go out immediately. 

The Hofi’blt Sir BUOY PRASAD SINGH ROY: Sir,^ 3 ^ 1 make, 
my submission as to why it was not possible for us to make the Bill avail- 
able in time? The changes that were made were madh through non- 
official amendments and so we were not in possession of those amend- 
ments. Naturally, we had to depend on the Council Department, but 
there was an arrangement with the Council Department that a copy of 
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the amended Bill should be sent to the Assembly^ Department ae soon 
as possible. I regret very much the inconvenience caused, and I 
•would request you to relax the rule. 

Mr. SPEAKER: I may say that yesterday I waited for these 
papers from 6 o^clock till 8-30 and the whole office worked till 1 o^clock 
in order to circulate the notices to members. 

Dr. NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL: Sir, not only that, it is a breach 
of the rule 

Mr. SPEAKER: No, I do not agree that it is a breach of the rule. 
Dr. Siuiyal was meticulously (‘areful to see the rule but not the 
substance of the rule of 4 days’ notice. If I have to suspend the rule, 
the intention is that uiemherB can give notice at a very short period 
if necessary. So, there is no difficulty on that score. 

Mr. 8URENDRA NATH BISWAS: Sir, the amended Bill has 
also not been supplied. 

Mr. SPEAKER: No, 1 think, every member has got a copy of the 
Bill. I am sure that there are more copies of the Bill on the table 
than the number of members.

Nfi SPEAKER: Then let it be 4 o’clock. All I say is that though 
the amendments look very heavy, you can straightaway come to a 
conclusion one way or the other immediately. There is no difficulty 
about it. I have very carefully looked into the amendments. All A 
say i.s that it will perhaps do if you give all the notices of amendments 
by 5 o’clock. 


Dr. NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL: Is it an emergent measure, SirV 
Otherwise, why should you be so anxious to give the (Government this 
opportunity. Will you give us the corresponding opportunities to 
take up our Bills? 


The Hon’ble Mr. A. K, FAZLUL HUQ: We object to tin’s remark. 
The (loverument is not anxious to hurry through the Bill. Bet the 
Opposition have as such time as they like. Ia*t me p\it the case. 1 
understand, Sir, the (,-hief Whip was in communication with you and 
it WHS decided that this session should come b) a close as early an 
possible. But it my fiicnds opposite want it to be dragged on, the 
Governnnmt will not accept any favour. (Government is not going to 
accept any favour. Let the rules be carried out to the v<*ry letter. 
We do not object. 

Dr. NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL: Rules must be carried out. 


The Hon’ble Mr. A. K. FAZLUL HUQ : Yes, I also say that. We 
do ‘not want any favour. 

Mr. 8PEAKER: Order, order. May I ask the ITon’ble the Chief 
Minister and Dr. Sanyal not to talk across the table? 1 want to give 
all reasonable facilities to all parties. The Hon’ble the (?hief 
Minister will realize and the Opposition also will realize that in case 
we have to carry on this session 7 days more, it means a heavy expendi- 
ture of money and loss of time. I hope good sense will prevail on both 
sides. I am trying for my part to accommodate the Opposition in 
every possible way. If' it is possible by, say, 4 o'clock or 5 o'cslock 
to-morrow to give notice of all amendments, then I can get thepi

Mr. J0CE8H CHAN0RA GUPTA: It is not a question only of 
getting the amendments cyclostyled. The substantial amendment

Mr. 40CE8H CHANDRA GUPTA: Without making a prece- 
dent, we are prepared to consider, but after the heat that hag been 
generated^ it is very difficult for me to tell anything personally. 
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Mr. tPEAVER: I am very sorry that in this matt«»r there has not 
been an effort to come to a mutual understand] iijt. It .cannot be said 
that this is a Bill which is of such a nature that within half an 
bourns notice a party ca» come to a decision. It is a very heavy Bill, 
and in view of fha facJrt that^ it is only to-day that the members have 
got notice, it \s quite legitimate thaf people will think that the time 
is very, very short indeed. If I cauld send out a copy of the Bill 
yesterday night, I could have considered this matter. But in any 
case, it is no use talking over this matter. What I feel is that if- it 
is possible to take it up on Friday, it would be very desirable. After 
all, the Whips have come to an agreement and let us slick to it. 

Dr. NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL: We did not come to any agree- 
ment, Sir. 

Mr. 8PEAKER: I am not talking to you; I am talking to Mr. 
J. C. Gupta. 

Mr. M/8HAM8UDDIN AHMED: What is the difficulty to fix 
it up on Monday? Government won't object. 

Mr. 8PEAKER: There is no objection. Plainly speaking, if it 
is taken up on Monday, there is no difficulty, but the only thing is, 
it will mean an e.vpenditure of about at least Rs. 15,000.

Rai HARENDRA NATH CHAUDHURI: Sir, 1 have got a point 

of order in respect of a motion. May I raise it now? 

Mr. SPEAKER: Yes. 

Ral HARENDRA NATH CHAUDHURI: You •will please note 
that there is a motion for t-ecltculation of my Bill. What I beg to 
submit is* that the motion for recirculation is highly improper and 
inadmissible at this stage. I would invite your attention to rule 52. 
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If >ou pjease dirlct you% attention 4<^8ub-rul€ ( 2 ) of rule 52, you will

But it has 
now been given out by Sir Bijoy Prasad Singh Roy that he is not going 
to move the motion for recirculation. Of course, he is welcome to 
oppose my motion if he likes. 

Thl’^liOfi’bla Sir BUOY PRASAD BtllGH ROY: Sir, I ri9e to 
oppose the motion which has been moved by Rai Harendra l^ath Ckan- 
dhuri^n the following grounds. Sir, Rai Harendra Chandhttri^ 
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main arguments were that under^section 18 Government were oam* 
mitted to give the sHtaie faoilitief^to people not direet^jl caonected with 
industry or labour if additioattl selils we|(e pravided in a particular 
munil&ipal^y. Now, would in this cohnectiop draw the attention , of 
the u|abla meinber^mnd of the HdhleHo ^section 18 of ilia Act. 
Section 18^t)f the A^t provides that Government in the sps^ial cirt»\im- 
stances of^ j)a4i6tilar municipality which owes its Jaxistenca^ or nts' 
prominent to a particular industry wguld be entitled^ to give^adequate 
represents^lM^ to tfiaf^nduatry either through nomination^ or addi- 
tional elected seats. That was the object of section 18 and in sub- 
clause (h) of claii.se (/) of that section it was provided 'that the inhabi- 
tants who ^are not directly concerned with such industry dr industries 
should also be given representation at the difw^reiion of Govcrtiinent by 
formation<#f electoral constituent^ics for suidi inhabitants. My friend’s 
^ffoposal amounts to this, that wherever Government would jirovide 
additionaLaeats for the representation of. a special iinlustry or labour, 
they should also provide additional seats or additional consiituemdes for 
people who are^upt directly conncidcd with the industry or labour. 
'I'hat is his proposal in the Bill. I venture to think, Sir, that there is 
absolutely no justificatioin for such a proposal and my grounds are 
these. 

First i)f all, in view of the fac t that Government in the Act of 1932 
reduced the franchise almost to a minimum and did away with plural 
voting, there is no apprehension of people not connected with industry 
or labour mot being rejiresented on the Iward of the municipality. 
Moreover, Goyernnicnt can appoint their rej)reRentntives or can allow 
the people who are not connected with industry or labour to be rej>re- 
sented by delimiting special (constituencies, but that is not compul- 
sory. If they find that there is any apprehension of the people not 
coguected with industry or laliour going unrepresented, they can 
alwayfrtdelimit special constituencies for them, hut not otherwise. But 
my friend now wants to suggest that it should he always compulsory 
and the two things must he going simultaneously. Sir, this is his 
proposal. T feel, Sir, that there is no justification for the apprehen- 
sion and moreover, if my honourable friend’s i)roj)OHal is accepted, it 
will neutralise the main principle of section 18, namely, special repre- 
sentation to industry or labour on account of which the municipalities 
concerned have come into prominence. Now, take for instance the 
municipaffty of Bhatpara or the municipality of Kamarhati. These 
municipalities are mainly mill municipalities. The prominence of 
these municipalities, the financial prosperity of these municipalities, are 
mainly due to the existence of industries, and it is only meet and 
proper that these industries or these interests should get adeqHgt«^ repre- 
oenllLtion pn the municipallCiea.

. "RaTHAREADRA NAtH CHAUDHURI: Sir, it as ^fortunate 
that thefc are some people in this world who (^an^^sily forget their 
old selves* fimd I am very sorry to find that my honourafilfe friend Sir 
Bijoy Prasad Singh Jloy is one of them. He was the sponsor of the 
Municipal JBill of 1S^2 — that was the Bill which was enacted into 
the Beng;^ Tduniciiwl Act of that year. In moving clause* 17 of that 
Bill, which was the section 18 of the Act of 1932 and not sectiod 18 as it 
appears in the Act as amended by the A(d of 1936, Sir BiJoy Prasad 
. Singh Roy — not of lourse as a member of the present Coalition Cabinet 
but as a member of a (cabinet of a different hue^' and complexion — 
delivered himself thus: “Clause 17” — that is the original section 18 — 
“divides itself into throe, parts. In the first it is prOpffsed that Govern- 
ment should have power to form special constituencies for industries 
and labour and allow the representation of industry and labour through 
nomination. Then, there is another clause — clause 2— *which provides 
for the representation of people unconnected either with industry" Or 
labour.” Then he went on, “In municipalities like Bhatpara and 
Karichraimra where there are original inhabitants of these places 
unconnected with industry or labour it is their standing gri^ance that 
they go unrepresented in the municipalities of their own places, and it 
is for the removal of this grievance that this clause has been put in.’*

The Hon'ble Sir BUOY BRASAD SINGH ROY: You read it out; 

Rai HARENDRA NATH CHAUOHURI: Tie original section 

was — I am reading out the relevant portions — 

“18. (/) Notwithstanding anything contained in section 16 the Local 

Government may 

(i) intJrease the number of appointed commissioners beyond the pro- 
portion mentioned in that section in order r to secure thif 
propei:, representation of such industry or industries and 

the labour employed therein, or if it appears expedient 

constitute industrial constituencies for the representation of 

industries and labour: ^ 

Provided that the number of commissioners^ to be appointed by 
the Local Government shall in no case exceed one half of 
the total number of the commissioners of^the municipality.** 

Then, Sir, came in sub-clause (ii) relating to copstituencies for non- 
industrial section of the people — 

prpvide for the representation of the inhabitants who are not 
directly, connected with su(’h industry or industries by the 
formation of electoral constituencies for such inhabi- 
tants,** 

That portion which Sir Bijoy referred to in his old speech explained 
why additional nomination to the extent of 50 per cent, should be 
given.

The Hon’ble Sir BUOY PRASAD SINGH ROY: Where ^do you get 

nomination? 

Rai HARENDRA NATH CHAUDHURI: T%i is in section 1^(7) 
(i). But there was no such thing as “or** intervening ^tween the 
provision for the representation of industry and labour and that for the 
representation oT the non-industrial people. “Or” was introduced by 
the amending Act. The original s^tion 18 provided that in the cases 
of industrial municipalities where 'Government would increfAe the re- 
presentation of industry and labour oi\, the number of Aominated 
commissioners to 50 per cent., they would in such cases constitute It the 
same tiftie electoral constituencies for the original inhabitants of the 
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place^ luad that was explained by Sir Bijoy Prasad himself in these 
words; the first clause it is proposed that Government should have 
power to form special constituencies for industries and labour and allow 
the representation of industries and labour and thr^^h nomination.’^ 
There was in contemplation not only the representation of industries 
and labour through nomination, but there was the provision in the 
original Act to constitute special constituencies for industries and 
labour. It meant necessarily that the general constituencies in that 
case would have been left only to or constituted only by the original 
inhabitants of the locality, i.c., the people unconnected with industry 
and labour. Sir, that original scheme was interfered with and was 
altered by tho Amending Act of 1936 and c'onstitution of separat^^ con- 
stituencies for industries and labour was made a condition precedent to 
the delimitation of constituencies for original inhabitants of the areas 
after the amendment of 1936. That was not contemplated by the 
original Act of 1932 which meant to remedy the long-standing grievance 
of the original inhabitants, as Sir Bijoy bimself announced by the for- 
mation of exclusive electoral constituencies for them. In the original 
Act the only condition precedent to the (*onstitntion of sejtarate consti- 
tuencies for the geiieriil inhabitants of an industrial area was enlarged 
representation of industry and labour whether by nomination or other- 
wise. But now, taking advantage of the amended sub-section (/), 
which gives the Go'''^rument option to constitute or not to constitute 
separate constituencies for industrial as well as non-industrial people, 
Government are giving industries and labour enlarged representation, 
by w'ay of additional nominated seats, to the extent of 50 per cent, of the 
strength of a muuif'ipal board, and are yet refusing to (*«>nstitute separate 
electoral constituencies for the original inhabitants of the locality. It 
is, therefore. Sir, that the old grievance to which Sir Bijoy Prasad 
Singh Roy referred remains unremedied aiul while Sir Bijoy I’rosad 
Singh Roy has not been able to make good bis original promise to the 
non-industrial inhabitants of such areas, I am quite astounded to find 
therefore that ho has turned his coat so soon. Not only that. Under 
the section as it stands amended now, even courts are unable to give 
relief. The rate-jwyers of the Garulia Municipality instituted a case 
that there should have been constituencies delimited for the original 
inl^bitants of the place in view of the provision made in section 18. 
That case went up«ito the High Court. The learned Judge who heard 
tfie appeals felt that there was justification for constituting separate 
constituencies for the original inhabitants of the place, yet he could 
not uphold their contention in view of the faulty framing of section 18. 
With your permission I would like to read certain portions from the 
judgment of the High Court : ^ is a fundamental* rule of construc- 
tion” said Justice Mitter, **tbat where the meaning of a statute is plain 
and clear, *Courts have nothing to do with ita fmlicy or impolicy, its 
justice or injustice, its being framed according to its own-* views of 
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right or the contrary If the Legislature intended that in muni- 

cipalities notified under section 18, special non-industrial constituen- 
cies must be in all cases set up, at least in respect to a part thereof, it 
could have easily expressed the said intention by enacting the provi- 
sions of clause (ii) as a provisift to clause (i) or could have added the 
words ‘and shair before the word ‘provide^ in clause (n).” 

I have drafted the Bill on the lines indicated in the judgment of 
Mr. Justice Mitter. I have framed the Bill in pursuance of the second 
alternative suggestion thrown out by the learned Judge. The reason- 
ableness of my proposition is apparent, viz., that when extra represen- 
tation is given to industries and labour by way of nomination to the 
exteitt of 50 per cent, of the number of members of a municipal board, 
then separate constituencies should also be cfcuistituted to provide for 
adequate representation of the original inhabitants of^e place. The 
reasonableness of the proposition has been admitted and my Bill has 
been approved by most of the munieijialities and persons that have taken 
care to express their opinions in respect of this Bill. If you refer 
to the collection of opinions, you will find that altogether S2 opinions 
have been collected; and of tlie 44 municipalities that have expressed 
their opinions, as many as 89 have expressed themselves in favour of 
my Bill. Not only that; of the 12 bodies, other than 
municipalities, that have expressed their opinions only two have 
disapproved of my Bill while 10 have supported the Bill. Of 
26 officials. District Magistrates and Commissioners of Divisions, 
that have expressed their ojdnions, 12 have supported my Bill and 
one more has given his qualified approval. Therefore, Sir, I stand 
here with the fullest satisfaction that my Bill has been Werwhelmingly 
supjwrted by public oj)inion outside this jjarty-ridden Chamber. 
If Sir Bijoy Prasad Singh Roy would persist in his irrational endeavour 
to ojjpose the Bill, he is welcome to do that. lie has an unholy combi- 
nation of j)arties behind him and he can have the Bill rejected. But 
then he will not be in a position to claim that his is a popular Govern- 
ment after having ignored the overwhelming expression of popular 
opinion in favour of this Bill. 

Sir, as regords the date, I suggest that it should be 30th June, 1940, 
instead of 7th March 1940. 

Mr. SPEAKER: Yes, I accept this short-notice amendment and 
exclude the name of Khan Bahadur Maulvi Jalaluddin Ahmad 
whose consent has not been received.

Sir, HO far as this Bill is concerned, I have given notice of it, 
because, so far as the present Village Self-Government Act is concerned, 
it appears to me that there are some anomalies. 

From the Statement of Objects and Ileasons, it will appear that 
the first thing that I have pressed is election by secret balloting. Under 
the present system, at a union board election the voters as well as the 
members who seek election — they all sit in the union board "election 
place and the voters have to vote openly and say in the presence of the 
members for whom they are casting their votes. This position creates 
great difficulty, so far as casting of votes is concerned, because on 
account of the influence of the members the voters cannot always 
exercise their votes according to their own wishes. This is a thing. 
Sir, forVhich there have been repeated demands from all sides of this 
House. So, to avoid undue influeiu'e and coercion in a union board 
election, my first point is that secret balloting should be introduced. 

My second point is this: Under section 20 of the Bengal Village 
Self-Government Act it has been i)rovided that, so far as the pay and 
salary of chaukidars and dafadars is concerned, this is determined 
not by the union board though they pay for their salary but by the 
District Magistrate who makes the appointments and who has also 
power to dismiss them. So far as their number is concerned, this also 
is determined by the District Magistrate and not by the union board. 
Now, this has created an anomalous position. The union board makes 
the entire payment, but they have absolutely no say in the matter of 
appointments or in the matter of dismissal or in the matter as to how 
many chaukidars and dafadars will be sufficient, having regard to their 
financial resources. A peculiar situation arose in the district of 
Mymensingh. ITnder section 21 of the Village Self-Government Act, 
there is a provision that the District Magistrate after taking the views 
of the union board may raise the salary of chaukidars and dafadars, 
and without letting the union board know anything in the matter the 
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Distrid Magistrate by one stroke of the pen increased the salary of 
chaukidars from Re. 6 to Rs. 8 a month and that of the. dafadars from 
Rs. 8 to Rs. 10. By this change, the expense of the union board went 
up by Rs, 500 to Rs. 600. That change was made probably in the 
month of February or so, and the union board there made their assess- 
ment in the month of February or in the month of March. Now, the 
board were in very great difficulty. They had to raise their assess- 
ment from Rs. 1,200 to Rs. 1,700 and in some cases from Rs. 2,000 to 
Rs. 2,700, but they were in a very awkward position, because they 
could not meet the additional expenditure by ordinary assessment, nor 
were they able to in(*rease tlie assessment in such an unusual manner^ 
Not only that. Supposing that a union board is satisfied that they 
can go on with 10 cliaukidars and 1 dafadar but the District Magistrate 
insists that they are bound to keep 15 chaukidars and 3 dafadars, what 
will happen? The District Magistrate’s wishes will have to be given 
effect to, though the union board may represent that they can go on 
with 10 chaukidars and 1 dafadar. Moreover, the funds at their 
disposal hawe to meet the demand made by the District Magistrate, 
because the statut(»ry power lies with the District Magistrate and the 
union board is absolutely helpless in the matter. If their words are 
not heeded, they cannot press further. So, it is quite reasonable, it 
is quite fair, and it is quite equitable that union boards should be 
given a free hand in making their own appointments and also in 
dismissing their own officers. 

Now, there is another point, Sir. In the matter of making appoint- 
ments, though the statute has vested this power on District Magis- 
trates, practically District Magistrates know nothing about it. 
What is actually done is that the union board makes a nomination, 
then it goes for approval to the Subdivision al Officer through the officer 
in charge of the thana. The prospective candidate has to pay some- 
thing to the officer in charge; then the matter goes to the appointing 
clerk of the Subdivisional Officer and there also he has to make some 
other payment and then after it has been approved by the Subdivi- 
fiional Officer it goes to the District Magistrate. A poor chaukidar who 
gets only Rs. 6 a month has to spend in this way not less than Rs. 30 
or Rs. 40 and in some cases even Rs. 50 and even then he is not sure 
of his appointment. Somebody who makes better payment may get 
the appointment. From this point of view, this system should be 
given a go-bye as early as possible. 

So far as dismissal is concerned, because the uniqn board has no 
power in *the matter, the dafadars and chaukidars are more obedient 
to ike officer in charge than to the union board jwesident, because they 
know that even if the union board president makes a recommendation 
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tliat such and aucli chaukidars and dafadars ahould be di^ssed, they 
^may not ultinjately be dismissed. They know their position that they 
cannot be dismissed by the union board president though they are paid 
by the union«board and so they do not care so much for the president 
as they do for the officer in charge who has got a hand in the matter. 

There is another point, Sir. So far as the number of chaukidars 
and dafadars is concerned, I think everybody will agree that when I 
make the payment I should be allowed to decide and say: “This is my 
budget; this is ray financial position, and I can manage my own affairs 
with so many chaukidars and dafadars’^ and that no outside influence 
should come and affect my own decision. There is another point. So 
far as the appointment of the union board clerks is concerned, that 
has to be approved by the local board though the local board does not 
know anything about these people, nor has it got any opportunity of 
knowing about the merits or demerits of these union board clerks. 
The appointments made by the union board have to be approved either 
by the local board where there is one or by the district board. And 
their appointment is kept pending till it is finally approved either by 
the local board or by the district board. I think this is unnecessary 
and undesirable. There is also another point. So far as the punish- 
ment of the dafadars and chaukidars is concerned, if the punishment 
exceeds more than one month or so, then it cannot be dealt with by the 
local board, but must be dealt with by the District Magistrate. So 
far as the decision of the union board benches is concerned, an appeal 
lies to the Subdivisional Magistrate, but so far as the union boards 
are concerned, an appeal does not lie to the Subdivisional Magistrate, 
but to the District Judge. The poor litigant will have to go to the 
District Judge’s Court for altering or revising the decision of the union 
board. My propo.sal is this that, as it lias been already provided that 
an appeal should lie to the Subdivisional Magistrate, from the decision 
of this bench, so a similar appeal should lie to the Subdivisional Munsif 
from the decision of the union board, .so that the ordinary public may 
go there and try to test the validity of the decision of the union board. 

Then again, Sir, so far as section 37(fl) is concerned, it provides 
that with regard to salaries and equipment the local government may 
contribute, that is, may make a contribution, if any ; but, Sir, though 
that section is here, yet up till now there has been no contribution yet 
made to the union board and that section has been rendered absolutely 
nugatory and has become a dead letter. I think Government should 
not keep it in that way. I have made it mandatory that Government 
must make some contribution whatever may be the amount. Then 
again, Sir, thera is the proviso to the present section 45 of the Act 
which 883^8 that the union boards may make assessment to increase 
their as^sment under section 37 ( 6 ) and unless they make an increased 
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assessnUBilt under tliis section they would not be entitled to a grant 
from the district board. The Circle Officer insists very, much on the 
union hoard making an increased assessment under section 37(b), 
otherwise these boards would be debarred from getting any contribution 
from the district boards, but the House will be surprised to hear that 
the district board’s coiftribution is negligible. The union board’s 
increased assessment is much more higher than that. They bear no 
ratio or proportion to the contribution that is being made by the district 
board. If the union board increase their assessment by Rs. 300, it 
may get Rp. 25; if it be Rs. 1(K) or Rs. 50 then also it will be Rs. 25. 
So my suggestion will be that this should be in proportion to the 
increase under section 37(b). So I would request the Ilon’ble Minister 
that he should accept my amendment. Government may say that they 
have appointed a special officer to go into all these various (piestions. 
So far as this is concerned, my submission is this that from the 
questionnaire that has been isued, it does not appear that the special 
officer’s atlentioii has been drawn to all the points raised in my Bill. 
So I think ^the special officer should give more attention to this 
question. 


Khan Bahadur ANWARUL AZIM: T thank you, Sir, for giving 
me an opportunity to take an extempore part in the discussion of this 
Bill proposed by my friend Maulvi Md. I.srail. It seems, however, 
that if we have to consider at this stage all the aspects of this Bill, 
it would be practically to hoodwink the issues which are being so very 
seriously considered by the Chaukidari Committee which was appointed 
by the Government a couple of years ago. Sir, as one who has 
l)een on this (’ommittee at its later stages, I feel that it will not 
be right, and if I may put it a little more rriildy, it would be rather 
the height of injustice on the part of this House if they passed any 
decision at this stage on the Bill moved by my friend. What my 
friend has propo.sed in this Bill is that there should be some 
system in regard to the appointment of chaukidars, their pay and 
their equipments and things of that nature, and that if there is 
anything in their status involving expenditure who is to pay for 
them, etc. These are exactly the matters which are now being 
enquired into by the Chaukidari Committee. That committee has 
reached the final stage of its deliberations, and I think it will be just 
and proper that this non-official measure should wait till their report 
is out. I am certain that the Government meml>er who will reply to 
the motion presently will reply on these lines, and I ^o not think it 
necessary Sot me to speak further beyond pointing out that as these 
identical matters have been entrusted to a committee appointed by the 
Government we need not anticipate their decisions. * 
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Tha Hon’bla Sir BIJOY PRASAD SINGH ROY: Sir, I beg to 
moTe that the Bengal Village Self-Government (Amendment) BiU, 
1939, be circulated for the purpose of eliciting opinion thereon by the 
Slat December, 1940. 

Sir, the honourable men^ber in moving his motion has clearly 
explained the provisions of his Bill and there is no doubt that the Bill 
incorporates very far-reaching changes, such as the introduction of 
the ballot system in union board elections, doing away with nomina- 
tion, the change of authority in regard to the appointment and 
dismissal of daffadars and chaukidurs and there are several other such 
proposals in his Bill which require very careful consideration. Govern- 
ment have appointed a special officer — as the honourable member 
in his speech anticipated my reply on this point — and that special 
officer is going into the first two points, namely, the introduction of 
the ballot system and the abolition of nomination on the union boards. 
Government also appointed a ('haiikidari rommittee about a couple 
of years ago. This committee made extensive tours, collected public 
opinion and are still considering the questions referred to.it. Govern- 
ment have not yet received its recommendations. So under these 
circumstances I do not think the House will be justified in committing 
itself to the princi])Ies of the Bill by referring it to a select committee. 
With these few words, Sir, 1 commend my motion to the acceptance 
of the House. I have no objection, however, in changing the date 
within which the public opinion is to be obtained from the Gist 
DecemWr, 1940, to the 30th of June, 1940.

Dr. NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL: Sir, may I submit something 

Mr. SPEAKER: 1 am sorry I cannot hear you, you are not a 
member of this House now. 

Dr. NALIHAKSHA 8ANYAL: Sir, I want only to submit 

Mr. SPEAKER; I am not going to hear anything from you at 
least for to-day-

Dr. NALINAKSHA SANYAL: Sir, I do not like this matter to 
be regarded as a party matter at all: it is between you and me; and 
if I feel on subsequent consideration that in the circumstances of the 
case I was a bit excited and used impro])er language and if I now say 
“please do not stand by your order” and request you to withdraw it, 
would you not do it? 

Mr. SPEAKER: As a matter of fact, 1 will be the last person to 
stand in the way of good sense prevailing in you even at this late stage. 

Dr. NALINAKSHA SANYAL: Thank you, Sir. 

Point of Order. 

Dr. NALINAKSHA SANYAL: Sir, may I now rise on a point of 
order on another matter? I draw your attention to rule 20 (3){c) 
which states that with regard to the arrangement of business 

Mr.,SPEAKER: I am sorry that question has already been raised 
and decided. 
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Dr. IIELINAK8HA 8ANYAL: Sir, let me finish my point of 
order. I also draw your attention to rule 75 where it i’s stated — **0n 
the day on which such motion is made or any subsequent day to which 
the discussion is postponed, the principles of the Bill and its general 
provisions may be discussed, hut the details of the Bill must not be 
discussed further than is necessary to explain its principles.” 


As a result of this rule, such a Bill which has come to us from the 
Council, and which was contemplated to be moved to-day by Mr. Datta 
will not be passed unless we have two distinct days for the 
same. In view of that difficulty, may we not I'equest you kindly to 
allow this Bill to be moved at this stage, after some amount of non- 
official business of the other group has been done, so that we may not 
be required to seek two days for getting this Bill through ^ 


Mr. DHIRENDRA NATH DATTA: Sir, my Bill should have 
precedence over all others, otherwise all other proceedings will become 
null and void. Sir, I think no discretion is left to you in this matter. 

Mr. 8PEAKER: For the time being I do not see any difficulty 
in the Bill being taken up in one day, and I think two days will not 
be necessary. Under rule o2 we can take this Bill into consideration 
on the same day. 


Dr. NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL. Sir, if the rule is interpreted 
properly 


Mr. SPEAKER. As a matter of fact, 1 might say that so fur as 
this decision is concerned, it involves very great constitutional diffi- 
culty. On the one hand, I am liere to see that the riglits of 
the Assembly are not jeopardised. The reason why I give that 
interpretation for the time being is that otherwise it would be impos- 
sible for this House to get tlirough any non-official Bill, l)ecause if 
the Council passes any Bill — and it is much easier for the Council to 
pass any non-official Bill than this House — then at any stage our 
non-official Bills will be obstructed by some Bill l)eing passed by the 
other House. This is one constitutional difficulty which I visualise. 
I am not saying this with regard to any particular case only. But 
please do remember that if that is to be the interpretation, then it 
will be possible for the Council to pass any non-official or official Bill 
and obstruct our entire proceedings: that is the constitutional diffi- 
culty which I have in my mind. On the other hand, the practice 
which we have been following is that once our agenda is formed, then 
anything ^hich comes after that must take place after the business 
on the agendk is finished. Whether that decision is right or wrong 
I am myself in doubt after the point has been brought to my notice 
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by Mr. Datta. But this mucli I can say that the Qoverximent of 
India have giVen us good safety, and no irregular procedure can 
invalidate our proceedings. Therefore, right or wrong, our position 
etands and that is what we have done. But I do promise to look into 
this matter. I do, however, c^fertainly feel^that if the position comes 
to this that it will be impossible for this House to carry any non- 
official Bill because perchance some other Bill may come from the 
other House, then that is a position which this House should seriously 
consider. We are setting up precedents and this may create difficulty 
later on. Who knows that the same relationship which exists to-day 
between the two Houses will continue in future also? So difficulties 
may arise in future. Therefore, for the time being, I do decide that 
the Patni Taluks Regulation (Amendment) Bill, 1939, will be the last 
business on the agenda. 

So far as the question of two days is concerned, ray present interpre- 
tation is that it is not neces.sary; this is my present decision 
and that decision, for the time being, is that two days will not be 
necessary. We are following the same interpretation as we have 
done in other cases. So there will l)e no difficulty on that score.

Mr. 8ANT08H KUMAR BA8U • It runs as follows: — 

‘‘That the business of the Asseinhlv do stand adjourned to consider 
a definite matter of urffent public iinportunce and ^ of recent'* 
occurrence, namely, the action of the (loveniment in issuings an order 
to ajJi^P^inters, Publishers and Editors in Beng^al which was published 
in the VaindUi Gazette E.Ttraordinnry, dated Friday,'* April 6, 1940, 
prohibiting^ absolutely the printing: or publishing within the province 
of Bengal of any document descril>ed or referred to in the said order. 

Mr. SPEAKER: I would ask Sir Nazimuddin w*hether he has got 
anything to say about its admissibility. 

The Hon’ble Khwaja Sir NAZIMUDDIN: Sir, I maintain that 
this (juestion has already been discussed during this session in this 
House. I refer to Assembly Proceedings, Volume LVI, No. 1, page 
297. I will read out the passage: — 

“Mr. SrEAKKK : Mr. Basil, I want to be clear on this point, 
namely, you want to rai.se it on the issue that it is an abuse 
of powers under the Defence of India Act. Is that the issue 

“Mr. S.^MHisii Ki m.ar B.asc : That is one of the issue;i certainly. 

V 4 

“Mr. Speaker : I do not tliink that you can raise too many 
issues.” 

I maintain that as far a.s the policy and this (juestion application 
of the Defence of India Act are concerned, that has been discussed 
more than once in this House, and special orders under the Defence 
of India Act concerning newspapers were discussed, anti it is (dear from 
the reply given to your query by Mr. Santosh Kumar Basu. 

Now, Sir, I maintain that once that is the law* of the land and 
Government applies the law of the land, that cannot create any situa- 
tion. For example, Sir, if the Government were to impose 
primary education cess in a parJLiciiIar district and supposing some 
people masntain that this imposition of cess has created a situation — 
(Laughter from Opposition Benches.) — it is not a matter of laughing. 
27 
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Eepresentations were made to Government from certain district® 
where it was imposed that it had created a situation, though actually 
an adjournment motion was not moved. But I maintain, Sir, that 
Government gave effect to certain rights that they have under the 
law of the land, and therefore ^ that cannot be a subject-matter of 
discussion. That is my seconif point, Sir. 

My first point is that this question has been discussed more than 
once. 

Mfi 8ARAT CHANDRA BOSE: What was the particular matter 
there ? 

The Hon’ble Khwaja Sir NAZIMUDDIN: That was an adjourn- 
ment motion over 

Mr. SARAT CHANDRA BOSE: An editorial article? 

The Hon’ble Khwaja Sir NAZIMUDDIN: 1 think so. 

Mr. SPEAKER: Mr. Basil, will you reply ti) the point*- raided by 
Sir Nazimuddin? 

Mr. SANTOSH KUMAR BASU: Sir, the question that has been 
raised by the Hon’ble the Home Minister resolve, s it>elt into two parts. 
First of all, he contends that question a.s to the apjilication of the 
Defence of India llules in connection with publications in newspapers 
lias already been di.scuflsed in this House. To that m> answer is that 
the proceedings of the Assembly to which reference has just now been 
made by the Hon’ble the Home Minister related to the prohibition of 
publication of editorial articles in one particular newspaper -without 
submitting them to the previous .scrutiny of the (Government or a 
particular officer of the (Government. So far as this matter which is 
now sought to l>e rai.sed in this adjournment motion is concerned, well, 
it is HO comprehensive that it ajqilies t{) all printers, publisliers and 
editors in B^gal and it prohibits the printing or publication wdthin 
the province of any document containing a reference by way of state- 
ment, advertisement, notice, news, comment or otherwise and 
the whole or any part of any programme for the so-called “National 
Week, 1940” issued by or on liehalf of the su.spended Bengal Provin- 
cial Congress Committee — not only that^ — but by any body affiliated 
thereto or connected therewith or any document containing a reference 
by way of statement, etc., to Mr. Subhas Chandra Bose and Swami 
Sahajananda or either of them or any organisation with which they 
ar^ connected or any programme identical with, or based on, or 
‘substantially similar to, or reproduction of part or the whole of, any 
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such programme. It does not stop there. It also goes further and 
relates" to any j)roces8ion, meeting, assembly or demonstration held, 
speech Jelivered, or thing done or omitted to be done in connec- 
tion or in accordance with or for the furtherance of any pro- 
gramme referred tO in sub-clause (a) or part of such programme. It 
does not stop there either. It proceeds further and says that any 
document containing a reference by way of comment to this order 
will also be prohibited. By one comprehensive sweep it seeks to bring 
within its purview anything and everything whicli might happen in 
connection with the National Week programme for 1940 connected with 
certain bodies or certain individuals. 

Mr. SPEAKER: I want to know what you want to discuss. 

Mr. 8ANT08H KUMAR BA8U: I want to discuss the specific 
order, in so far as it seeks to apply to all these i>ersons, organisations 
and newspapers. 

Mr. SPEAKER: Your position is: “1 condemn this action of 
Government in applying this order to newspapers.” 

Mr. 8ANT08H KUMAR BA8U: Yes, T do that 

Mr. SPEAKER: But you cannot raise the issue rjf abuse of power 
or curtailing the liberty of the press. 

Mr. 8ANT08H KUMAR BA8U: Sir, the previous disfuission was 
not so coinjirehensive or it did not lead to a matter as comprehensive bb 
the present one. 

The Hon’hle Khwaja Sir NAZIMUDDIN: Sir, I would refer you 
to the sj>eech delivered by tlie Leader of the Opposition as reported 
in the official proceedings, Volume LTI, No. 1, pages 138 to 141. 
From there you will find that the I^ieader of the Opposition there made 
an issue .so wide and so comprehensive that there is nothing more that 
can now be discussed. 

Mr. SPEAKER: That is exactly the point. w^ant to know from 
Mr. Basu whether he wants to discuss this order itself, irrespective 
of the right of Government to issue the order. 

Mr. SANTOSH KUMAR BASU: Apart from till inconvenience 
caused to the newspaper reading public — I, for instance, may not go to 
any of these* meetings which have been banned but I have eveigr right 
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to leam wbat is happening in this matter, and Government have no 
light to stop the publication of what happens in thes^^meetings. 

Mr. SPEAKER: What I must tell you is that ^u cannot discuss 
the action of Government as^ian instance of the ^use of power in 
curtailing the liberty of the press. That is absolutely barred. 

Mr. 8ANT08H KUMAR BA8U: I do not of course know how it 
can be absolutely barred, but I do not quarrel with you on this point. 

Mr. SPEAKER. Will you please look to Rule of the Rules 

of this House which says that “the motion must not revive discussion 
on a matter which has been discussed in the same session”? If you 
also l(K)k to page 297, Volume LVI, No. 1, regarding the last adjourn- 
ment motion on the Ilindusthan Standard you will see that I said that 
the only matter for which this motion can he brought would be about 
“the abuse of power for curtailing Ihe liberty of the press.” That 
was the issue in that adjournment motion. 

Mr. 8ANT08H KUMAR BA8U: But, Sir, may 1 just point out 
that that particular order related to the prohibition of editorial articles 
in one particular j)a|>er which were not previously submitted to the 
scrutiny of (iovernment or of its offi(‘ers? Here tlie matter goes much 
beyond that; this is an altogether diflerent mutter. If you will look to the 
second part of this order, you will find that “any document containing 
a reference by way of comment to this order” is also })rohibited. That 
was not the case with the previous adjournment motion. I wonder 
whether even the proceedings of this Assembly can be reported in the 
newspapers with regard to this matter. So the present order goes much 
beyond what was 9ontained in the previous order. 

Mr, 8PEAKER: I must bring home to you that you are in this 
unfortunate position that you cannot discuss the applicability of the 
Defence of India Rules so far as Government’s power to promulgate 
those orders is concerned. For, in that case we would be discussing 
the same matter twice in the same sesvsion, whicli as T have pointed out, 
is barred to you. 

Rai HARENDR^:j|ilATH GHAUDHURI: We do not want to do 
that, Sir. This is a different matter altogether. 

Dr. NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL: Do Ave discuss generally the 
applicability to rules in all cases? In fact the rules Ipioted are 
differefit. There are more than 200 different rules in the Defence of 
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partioiilhT rule in relation to a particular kind of incident, hut this 
does not rule ou^j^isoiission of all the rules. 

Mr. SPEAKERf May I ask Mr. Basu if he wants to raise in his 
adjournment motion any question about the right of Government to 
issue such an order? 

Rai HARENDRA NATH CHAUOHURI: No. Sir, that is not the 

point at issue at all. 

Mr. SPEAKER; That is what T want to be tdear on in regard to 
this matter. 

Mr. 8ANT08H KUMAR BASU: I have not raiscMl the question of 
Government’s right at all, but have only raised the question of the 
application of the rules in this particular case. I have only referred 
to the action of Government, and I have framed my resolution in that 
way. 

Mr. NIHARENDU DUTTA MAZUMDAR: In a former motion 
we discussed the curtailment of the liberty of the press but in this 
case it is a complete sup])ression of all new^s. 


Mr. SPEAKER: I do nol think I should allow a general discussion 

on this matter ah I have a bitter experience of this. T therefore take 

it that this adjournment motion is proposed to be discussed on the 
basis of tlie action itself and not on the basis of the exist»*nce of a 
right or want of right on the part of Government. So you see Sir 
Nazimuddin, Mr. Basu savh — and T do not dtjny— that he will not 
discuss the (piestion of (iovei nnienf ’s right or nlif»\jt the cuitailmenl 
of the liberty of the press. Have you anything to say against this? 

The Hon’ble Khwaja Sir NAZIMUDDIN: 1 consider on principle 
that this is not a matter which should be discussed in an adjournment 
motion. Of course it is for ycju to decide finally. 

Mr. SPEAKER: In view of the narrow Tssue^of the term wdiich 

has been used by Mr. Basu in his motion I have to hold that his 

motion is in order, for the reason that, as I havt? already made clear, 
this motion cannot be discussed on the plane that this is an abuse of 
power for curtailing the liberty of the press. This cannot he discussed 
— it must J>e understood — the only thing that can he discussed is or 
the basis of 'the act itself — ^whether it is right or wrong. Af^r all^ 
the right of Government is one thing and the act itself and it§ 
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consequences are quite diijerent things. So having regard to the 
narrow issue raised I have to hold that the motion is in order. , I 
have therefore to find out now whether there are a si^cient number of 
members who are in support of this motion bein^ discussed. Will 
the honourable members please rise in their places P 

(After a pause when the Secretary counted the number.) 

As I find that;^ more than 50 members have risen in support of this 
adjournment motion I hold that the motion is in order. As regards 
the time I shall fix it a bit later. We will now take up the Tenancy 
Amendment Bill. 


GOVERNMENT BILL. 

The Bengal Tenancy (Third Amendment) Bill, 1939, as passed with 
amendments by the Bengal Legislative Council. 

The Hon’ble Sir BUOY PRASAD SINGH ROY; Sir, I beg to 
move that the amendments made by the Bengal Legislative Council 
in the Bengal Tenancy (Third Amendment) Bill, I0d9, be taken into 
consideration. 

The motion was put and agreed to. 

Mr. SPEAKER. Amendment No. in the name of Mr. Surendra 
Nath Biswas is not in order. 

. Mr. SURENDRA NATH BISWAS; Sir, I want to submit that it 
is in order. I want to give the same relief to the mortgagor by my 
amendment, but not in the way in which the amendment passed by 
the irpper Ifouse proposes to give. If you kindly go through the 
proposecBsub-seetion (.9) as propo.sed in the Upper House you will find 
that in respect of a mortgage by conditional sale the mortgagor baa 
been given the right under sub-section (.9) (</) that he may at any 
time institute a suit for u declaration that the original principal 
together with all interests due thereon has been extinguished by the 
profits arising from tire land in respect of which and subsetiuent to 
the date on wdiieh 'possession was so delivered and for recovery of 
possession of the mortgaged property. In this connection, if you 
will kindly go through the amendments made by the Assembly in 
clause 2 


Mr^ SPEAKER: I do not want to say as to whether the amend- 
meuts made by the Upper House are within the scope of the Bill. 
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Mr. tURENORA NATH BISWAEt I do not say anything on 
that point, Sir. You will see from sub-clause (/) of clause a that by 
this Bill section 26 (g) has been omeuded to cover in sub-section {!) («) 
of section 26(f7) every kind of mortgage subsisting on or after dlst 
August, 1937. But by the amendment which was passed by the 
Assembly in 1938 the mortgage referred to in that section included 
usufructuary mortgages only. Tlie section lias now been amended to 
include all mortgages including mortgage by conditional sale, in 
which possession was delivered to the mortgagee. Now, Sir, the 
effect has been that a mortgage by conditional sale will not subsist 
for more than fifteen years. This has been accepted. 

Mr. SPEAKER: Accepted by the Assembly or the Council? 

Mr, 8URENDRA NATH BISWAS: Both hy the Assembly and 
the Council. 

Mr. SPEAKER: Therefore, you want to liring in this aiiiendment 
as a conseipieiice ? 

Mr. SURENDRA NATH BISWAS: Yes, some sort of consecjneii- 
tial amendment. Moreover, the relief that is wante<l to be given to 
the mortgagor by sub-section {9) is rather complicated. It cannot be 
possible without the mortgagee 

Mr. SPEAKER: You have my’ fullest sympathy, but 1 am sorry 
to say that the amendment is not in order. 

(, Haase •]. 

Mr. MD. ABUL FAZL: Sir, I beg to inove^that in clause* 3 (J), 
original sub-section {7) of section 2bG be reinstaterl.

Mr, 8URENDRA NATH BI8WA8: Sir, I beg to move that pi 
sub-clause {-)) of clause 3 in the jiroposed sub-section (77) of 

section 26G, in line 3, after the wonl "theieon” th<‘ words "and the 
costs, if any, as reierred to in sub-seetion (70)” be inserted. 

Sir, I al.M) l>eg to move tliat in sub-clause (d) of < lause 3, in the 
proposed sub-.section (77) of section 2(1(7, in line 4, the words "or by 
any other means” be omitted. « 

Mr. A8IMUDDIN AHMED: Sir. I beg to move that in clause 3 {6) 
the proposed sub-secti(ui (72) of section 2b(j, be omitted. 

Mr. 8URENDRA NATH BI8WA8: Sir, I beg to move that in 
sub-clause (J) of edause 3, in the propo.sed sub-section (12) of 

section 2()G, line 4, the words "or by any other means” be omitted. 

• 

Mr. ASiMUDOIN AHMED: I beg to move that in clause 3 (S), 
in propos^ ‘sub-section (72) of section 26G, lines 8-9, for the words 
“a reasonable period” the words “fifteen years’ time” be sul&titiited. 
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. Mr. BURENDRA NATH BISWASs I beg to move that in snb- 
ciauee (5) of clause 3 after the proposed sub-section (12) of section 
26G, the following explanation be inserted, namely:— 

** Explanation . — The word ‘profits’ as referred to in sub-sections 
(P), {10) i {11) and {12) me^ns net profits calculated after deducting 
fiom the market value of the crops produced in the mortgaged land 
and harvested by the mortgagee the costs of cultivation of the mortgaged 
land and other costs of production of and those of har\e8ting the crops 
produced therein and also the amount of rent and cess paid by the 
mortgagee for the mortgaged proj)erty.” 

Mr. RAMIZUDDIN AHMED: I beg to move that in clause 3 (J), 
the projK)sed Hul>-Mections (13) and {14) of section 26G be omitted. 

Mr. 8URENDRA NATH BI8WA8: I beg to move that in sub- 
clause {3) of clause 3, for the proposed sub-sections (13) and (14) of 
section 260, the following sub-section Ive substituted, namely: — 

“(7.1) Any decree passed by any Gourt under sul>-secti()n (77) or 
siilv-section (12) shall be subject to the provisions of the Code of (’ivil 
Procedure, 1908, in respect of appeal, revision or review.” 

Mr. DHIRENDRA NATH DATTA: I l>e.g to move that in clause 
3 (3)y the proiK)sed 8ul)-section (13) of section 2GG be omitted. 

I also }>eg to move that in clause 3 (o), in proix>sed sub-section (7.5) 
of section ‘20(1, the words, figures and brackets “or su])-section (72)” 
be omitted. 

** Mr. A8IMUDDIN AHMED; I beg to move that in clause 3 (J), 
proposed sub-section (14) of section 2(i(T be omitted. 

Mr. DHIRENDRA NATH DATTA: I beg to move that in clause 
3 (J), in proiH)sed sub-section (14) of section 20(1, line 2, the words, 
figures and brackets “or sulvsection (12 V Iw* omitted. 

Mr. 8URENDRA NATH BI8WA8; Sir, may I submit that the 
discussion may take jdace 8ub-se(‘tion by 8ul>-section ? 

Mr. 8PEAKER: The whole clause stands as one whole and deala 
with several sub-clauses. So the discussion should take place on the 
whole clause. 

Mr. SURENDRA NATH BI8WA8: Sir, may I suggest that if the 
sulvclaiises are taken up ohe by one, movers of amendments on a 
particular sub-clause will be able to confine their arguments on that 
sul)-rluitiHe only 
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Mr. tPEAKER: I may say that one member has proposed omis- 
sion, another has proposed substitution and a third member 
has proposed a change in the language. So, I think, it would be 
better to take up the section as a whole for discussion. This will 
simplify matters. 

The matter is now ojieii to general discussion. 

Mr. DHIRENDRA NATH OATTA: Sir, the iK)int ior considei ution 
is that in the original Bill as passed by the Assembly 

The Hon’Me Sir BlilOY PRASAD SINGH ROY: Sir, may I know 
on which |)articular amendment the honourable meml>er is s[)eakingJ^ 

Mr. DHIRENDRA NATH DATTA: Sir. I am speaking on all the 
amendments that have l>een moved by me. 

Sir, the original Bill as passed by the Assembly stands on one 
footing and all form.s of mortgage in which posse.ssion was delivered 
to the mortgagee staml on the same footing. Heie, owing to the 
amendment passed by the Council, an advantageous position has been 
given to the mortgagee In conditional sale. It has been laid down 
that the mortgagee by conditional sale, after an ex])iry of 15 years, 
will be entitled to institute suits to show that debt has not been 
satisfied by jKissession for 15 yeais. He will be entitled to show that 
after possession for 15 years, .something still remains due if the calcula- 
tion be made at the rate of S ])er cent. ]x*r aninim by way of interest.*. 
So, that is an advantageous jxisition which has been given If) the mort- 
gagee bv conditional sale. We do not see any reason foi such distinc- 
tion. Ail mortgages in which possession has hecn (bdivercfl to the 
mortgagee should stand on the same footing. There is no reason why 
a mortgagee by conditional sale should be given such lolvantage sifuI 
put in a sejiarate class. 

Then, Sir, ni> first suggestion is tfi omit the profxfscd .sub-sections 
( 9 ) to ( 14 ). If the sul>-sPctions remiiin, we j>ropose that the rate 
of interest should be reduced from 10 per rent, to 4^ per cent, and 
from this side of the House, we have pro|>f)sed that if dj per cent, be 
deemed to lie very low, the rate of interest may be reduce<l to at lea.st 
6i per cent. It may be contended by (bjvernnient that u ruler 
the *Money-lenders Act, it has been laid down that the rate of 
interest on secured debts should be 8 per cent, jier annum. 
But there is a distinction V^etween a mortgage in which jwssession 
has been delivered and in other forms of mortgage,* The distinction 
is there ^80 far as the raqrtgagee to i^^om delivery of iKissession has 
been given is concerned, because in his case realisation of interast 
becomes sure. He is entitled to realise interest by sowing 6lops and 
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thus he can enjoy profit and thereby realise interest. So, in his case, 
the rate of interest should be reduced. My submission to the members 
on the other side is that if they are really solicitous for the interests 
of debt(»r8, the rate of interest should certainly be reduced to 6 per 
(ent. instead of 8 per cent. Sjr, I hoi)e Government will accept this 
moderate rate of interest which has been suggested in the amendment. 
The other amendments moved by me are really consequential. If the 
l iojiosed sub-section 12 be deleted, then the projwsed sub-sections 13 
and 14 will necessarily go out. 

Sir, before I sit down, I want to say something about sub-section 

(72). It has been stated that in a suit instituted under sub-section 

(.9), if the ('ouri is satisfied that the original principal still remains 
due, it wdll be entitled to pass a decree and not only that, it will be 
entitled to give a leasonable |)eriod. Sir, with legaid to that, there 
are certain amendments. “A reasonable j>eriod” is a very vague term, 
and it is left to the discretion of the (biirt to decide it. Now, all the 
(burts do not exeicise the same discretion. So tlie reasonable period 
must l>e fixed. In oui view, the reasonable jKriod should not l)e less 
than 10 years. We are fully conscious of the fact that we are here 
for scaling down debts and for giving ojjportiinities to debtors to pay 
off debts. In the case of debts wdiich will be settled by Debt Settle- 
ment Jioaids, they are inclined to give a large number of instalments. 
So, this matter .should not be left t() the disci eti(Oi of the Court to 
ascertain. Gur view is that the lauiod shfnild not l>e less than 10 
vears. This is the .sjM‘cial feature of the pro|M)se<l sub-section (72). 

Sir, this is all 1 have got ti» sa> with legard to these amemlments, 

and 1 hof>e, these amendments will be accepted by the membeis of the 
other side of the House — I mean the members of tlie Coalition Party — 
who profess to be solicitous for the interests of debtors. If they are 
really solicitous for the interests of debtors. the> must reduce the rate 
ol interest and tliey should not make any distinction between a 
mortgage on conditional sale and (»thei forms of mortgage. With 
these few words, I commemd m\ amendments to the acceptance of the 
House. 

Mr. 8URENDRA NATH BISWAS: Sir, I would like to speak 
first in supjsirt of m\ ameudmeiit No. 41. Sir, my amendment relates 
to sul>-clause (u) of the projarsed sul^seition (-^D, In that claui^e {a) 
it is pmvided that the mortgagor may at any time institute a suit for 
Q declaration that the original princijwil together with all interest due 
tfiereon has been extinguisheil by the profits^ Now, Sir, by my 
omendmeiit I w»nt to make a limitation to that time. I want to 
pi'ovide that the nrortgagor may at any time before a decree for fore- 
closure in rpspe(‘t of the mortgage shall have been passed by the Court 
institute'a suit. Sir, you will find from the provisions of the proposed 
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sub-seikons (.9), {10), {11) and (12) that it haa been anggested that 
the mdvtgagor or the mortgagee may at any time invstitute a suit foE 
haring their dues, principal and interest (dues have been specified 
there ae principal and interest) being extinguished by the profits of the 
land in possession of the mortgagee. But supposing a mortgagor 
institutes such a suit after the mortgagee has instituted a suit for 
foreclosure, the question arises whether the mortgagee will l)e entitled 
to get the cost of his suit for foreclosure. In all fairness he should 
get the costs. But in view of the proposed sulvsection (.9) the (>ourt 
will not entertain that suit for foreclosure any longer but will proceed 
with the suit under the projmsed sub-section (9). The Court will not 
go to find whether anything beyond the principal and interest due to 
the mortgagee has been extinguished by the profits that he has 
derived from the land while he was ill possession thereof. I am, 
therefore, opposed to allow the mortgagor to institute a suit under the 
proposed sub-section (.9) after the mortgagee has instituted a suit for 
foreclosure which he is entitled to do under the terms of agreement 
entered into with the mortgagor. It will he very much iniquitous it 
he does not get the cost of the suit. The suh-secdion (.9) as it stunda 
will he very much detrimental to his interest for no fault of his. Sir, 
equity demands that the mortgagee should get all his dues, the princi|)al 
and interest due under the mortgage us well as the ct)sts he has lu^en 
outjKicketed for instituting a suit for foreclosure which be has a 
right to do. It will he liighly iniquitous to deny him that. By my 
amendment I projxi.se to remove that ine<|uity. This is my argument 
as regards amendment No, 41. 

Now, Sir, I come to amendment No. 51. This relates to clause 
(h) of the proposed suh-section (9). In clause (5) it is ])rovided that 
the mortgagee may at any time atter the expiry ot lo years from 
the. date of the instrument creating the mortgage institute a suit for 
a declaration that the original i>riiicipal together with all interest 
due thereon has not been extinguished. Sir, mark the words “at any 
time after the expiry of 15 years.” Sir, it goes absolutely against 
the amendment which has been a<*<‘epted in sub-clause 1 of clause (.‘i). 
The s|>irit of the amendment of section 26G [vide sub-clause ^(/) of 
clause 3] was that every mortgage iucluding a mortgage by ct)nditioual 
sale entered into by an occup>ancy niiyat in reHp)ect of his holding or 
a pmrtion thereof in which possession of land has been delivered to 
the ^lortgagee shall he extinifuished after the expiry of 15 years. 
So, the mortgagee’s right in a conditional sale will he extinguish^*! 
after the expiry of 15 years. If that ha.s once been provided, htm 
can this T^egislature again provide in clause (h) of the propK)sed sul>- 
section (9) that the mortgagee may at any time afUr the expiry of 
15 years- from the date of the instrument creating the mortgage, 
institute a *suit for a declaration that the original pmnei pal ^together 
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with all interest due thereon has not been extinguished F These are 
contradictory to ea(;h other. Sir, in order to remove this anonialy and 
also to give a legal as well as a reasonable colour to the desired amehd* 
ment, I have proposed that the mortgagee may at any time after 
the due date as fixed in the deed of mortgage for repayment of the 
mortgage debt shall be entitled to bring a suit. The time has been 
limited by my amendment. If my amendment is accepted, Sir, then 
the mortgagee’s right to institute a suit after the expiry of 15 years 
as proposed in clause (h) will not come in. His right will be extin- 
guished under the accepted amendment which is embodied in sub- 
clause (i) of clause But within the period of that 15 years the 
mortgagee may bring a suit for such a declaration, of course, after 
the due date as fixed in the mortgage deed. This is my argument 
with regard to amendment ITo. 61. 

Now, Sir, 1 am cmning to amendment No. 80. This relates to 
the proposed sub-section {10). In the proposed sub-section (10)t 
Sir, it is provided (hat in any suit instituted under sub-section (9) 
tjie (\)urt may, if it thinks fit, reoj>en any transaction relating to the 
moiigage for the pur|x)He of ascertaining w'hether the mortgagee in 
]>OHsession has derivied from the mortgaged i)roj)erty profits siiHicient 
to exting\iish the original principal, together with simple interest 
thereon calculated at the rate of 8 }>€r cent, per annum. That is, it 
is contemplated that the mortgagee will get only his principal and 
interest but not the cost of suit for foreclosure if he has instituted 
any such suit before (he moitgagor has instituted a suit under clause 
{a) of the pro(x)sed siih-section (f^). So, Sir, 1 submit in all fairness 
and equity the mortgagee should l)e entitled to the cost of the suit 
for foreclosure if he has started any before the mortgagor has filed 
his suit under clause 9, and for that purpose, Sir, I have moved my 
amendment. 

Now, Sir, 1 am coming to amendment No. 92. That is almost a 
conse(iuential amendment. If my amendment No. 80 is accepted, 
No. 92 should also be accepted. Because amendment No. 92 relates to 
the proposed sub-.section (7) wherein it has been provided that “in any 
- ^uif instituted under sub-section (P), if the ('ourt is satisfied that the 
original princiiJal, together with all interest due thereon, has been 
extin,guished by the profits arising from the mortgaged property or 
by any other means, it shall make declaration to this effect and 
fiball pass a decree restoring i^ssession of the mortgaged property to 
tie mortgagor.” So in this connection also. Sir, I would like to 
submit that if in the meantime the mortgagee has instituted a suit for 
foreclosure, hewAould get his cost. In order that he may get the 
cost, the ('ourt should see whether the profits cover the jynount of 
the cost^ also. 
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’iJowi Sir, I come to amendment No. 93 and amendment No. 103 
togethei^#^. Sir, by* these two amendments I have asked to delete the 
Words ‘'or by any other means” from the proposed sub-section (iJ) 
and th^ proposed sub-section (i^). Sir, the proposed sub-section ( 11 ) 
comes as a matter of procedure in the suit instituted under sub-section 
suit, under the proposed sub-section (»9), the mortgagor 
will institute a suit to have it declared that the principal and interest 
have been extinguished by the profits only. That is, he will ask the 
Court to find whether the profits have been sufficient enough to extin- 
guish the principal and interest. If the Court finds that the profits 
have not been sufficient to extinguish the princi|>al and interest, it 
will proceed under other sections. 

Now, Sir, under these circumstances, the inclusion of the words 
“by any other means” does not stand to reason, and they are absolutely 
irrelevant. How can the ('oiirt find under sub-sections ( 11 ) and ( 12 ) 
that the principal and interest have been extinguished “by any other 
means”? The Court has no jurisdiction to make a finding like that, 
because the Court will l>e confined to decide the issue whether the 
luofits have lieen sufficient enough to extinguish the principal and 
interest. He will liuve to find whether the princif)al and interest have 
been extinguished by profits and i)rofit8 alone. So it will be absolutely 
irrelevant and illegal for the Court to raise any other issue. With 
these words, T commend all my amendments for acce])tance bt the 
House. 

Mfi SPEAKER: Mr. Hiswas, your time is up. 

Now, l>efore adjourning for prayer I may say that in consultation 
with the different parties I have decided, without making any precedent 
in any way, that the adjournment motion will lie taken up to-morrow 
some time after the questions. The actual time will be announced when 
I adjourn the House to-day.

Mr. SURENDRA NATH BISWAS: Sir, 

Mr. SPEAKER: Mr. Biswas, you have already finished. 

Uk SURENDRA NATH BISWAS: No, Sir, I have not. I shall 
be very brief, Sir. 

With regard to umeudment No. Ill, 1 want a definition of the word 
“profits.'’ It has been provided, Sir, in the proposed sub-section (9), 
(W), (11) and (12) that the mortgagor or the mortgagee may bring a 
suit for a declaration whether the princiiwl and interest due under the 
mortgage have l)een extinguished by the profits. Sir, in the absence 
of any definition of the word “profits*', it will be very difficult for the 
Court to come to a finding whether the princii^al and interest have or 
have not been extinguished. But, Sir, what is a profit? In commer- 
cial matters the word “profit” is defined in one way and in other 
matters in another way. Sir, what meaning will a Court take with 
. r^garJ to this word “profit,” while d^pj^ing whether any profit haa 
bleu derived from the land? So I subifiit my amendment should be 
^accepted. If it is accepted, then Tabl'd “profit” will he found clearly 
•defined in the Act. It will me^jipl? profits calculated after deducting 
from the maAcet value of the orop^produoed in a mortgaged land and 
harvested by the mortgagee, the cost of cultivation of the mortgaged 
land and other costs of production. of and |hose of harvesting the crop 
produced ther^ and also the amount of rent and cess paid by the 
mortgagee for the mortgaged pro|)erty. The items which I want to be 
deducted from the value of the crops produced in the mortgaged land 
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are the items which should be deducted to find out the profits. The 
costs of cultivation are items for which the mortgagee has been out of 
pocket and so also are the rent and cess that the mortgagee has paid 
with regard to the mortgaged land. Sir, my definition is very clear. 
There is no ambiguity or vaguene-ss in it and that definition should be 
accepted, so that the Court may find a reasonable basis for finding out 
that the profits have been sufficient to extinguish the principal or the 

interest. Now coming to my amendment No. 114, I want to submit 

that in sub-clause (o) of clause 3 the proposed sub-sections and (14)^ 
of section 26(4 be substituted by the sub-section referred to in my 
amendment. In the proposed suh-secti<ui (/J) it has been provided 
that subject to the provision of sub-se<‘tion {14) the decision of the 
Court shall be final, and the pro{K)sed sub-section (14) says that an 
n}.|>eal shall lie to the District Judge from any decree passed under sub- 
section (I I) or under Sub-section (1:^). Smh provision is quite unsatis- 
factor\ . Now, Sir, if my amendment is accepted, then the juovisiou 

with regard to the apinnil or revision comes on a ]>ar with a similar 

piovision that has been ma<le under the proposed sub-section (7), with 
r(‘gard to sub-section (J) of sei'tion 20(1. In the same section there 
should not be two different provisions foi ap])eal in similar cases. So, 
if my amendment is accepted, the anomaly which jM^rvades the two 
different provisions is remedied, and Inith the mortgagor and the 
nmrtgagee will be able clearly to know that there will Vie eipiitaVile 
dispensation of justice in everybody's case. So I submit that these two 
amendments u\so are peitinent ^nd should Vie accepted. 

Mr. SHAHEDALl! Sir in nmNinj: mv amendment which stands in 
m\ uaim‘, I Ix'g to suiimit that the (direct and tendency of this amend- 
ing Will was to do good to the debtors, bnt trom the w'ay in wliich it luis 
been amended in the V pper llonse it has become clearer that it is not 
for the good of the delitors Imt for the good of tlie creditors. In sub- 
aectibn (9) (a) of .s(*cti()U d of the Hi’l tln*re is a provision for the 
mortgagor to bring a suit for redemption of his land and in sub-clause 
{h) there is a provision for the mortgagee to bring a suit for declaration 
that lie Avill Ix' in ixisse^sion of the profsoty after the (*xpii v of the time, 
but there is no provision as to bf»w long the mortgagee will be in jiosses- 
fiion of that particular plot. There is no .such provision. 


The Hon’ble Sir BUOY PRASAD SINGH ROY: May 1 know, Sir, 
on which particular amendment member is speaking? 


Mr* SHAHEDALl: Dn amendment No. 55. I'urther, there must be 
a time-limit as to how long the creditor wdll Vie in possession of that 
jdot of land, hut there is no such provision. Suppo.sing for argument’s 
sake that the^re is no suit instituted under sub-section (9) (a), will the 
28 
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mortgagee bring in a suit for the possession, but if he does not who will 
be in possession ? For that my proposal is that the mortgagee must 
bring in a suit or the mortgagor. If the land is in ^wssession of .the 
creditor, the property will be declared after 15 years to be in possession 
of the mortgagor and after that the mortgagee will be considered a 
trespasser and there will lie a criminal suit against him. He can only 
recover possession of the land by bringing a suit under section 9 of sub- 
section (a). 

Mauivi MO. ABUL FAZL: Sir, the amendments have been moved 
with a view to omit the new sub-sections (7), (.9), (79), (77), (12) and 
(7.'j). The reason is that in order to institute suits ])y the mortgagor 
or the mortgagee these suits should be declaratory suits. That means 
Court fees of Rs. 2i) in addition to other incidental e.\f)enses. Then, 
again, in sulnsection (10) the interest has been put a little too high. 
In Hul>-section (77) the time-limit is not mentioned. Then in sul)- 
section (12) tbe time-limit of 15 years may l)e exceeded. But in these 
two sub-clauses (77) and (J2) there is no tinu‘-limit sj)ecifically men- 
tioned, making it jK)ssil)le to exi*eed 15 years. Sub-section (7.1) i» 
clearly unne(;essarv, because sub-section (11) is (jiiit»‘ ‘•ufficient. Then 
again as regards the interest ol 8 ixn* cent., it is a little too high in 
these hard days. On these grounds we think that tlie new amendments 
(7), (.9), (79), (/7), (12) and (A'i) are unnecessary and these should 
be repla(‘od by the old sub-sections (7) and (tV) as w(‘ passed them in 
the Assembly. 

Mr. MONMOHAN DAB: Sir, I should lik«‘ to speak a tew woids in 
view’ of the fact that amendment No. 4() stands in my name. T submit 
that sul)-clause (h) of proj>osed sub-sect ioii (.9) gives the mortgagee a 
right to institute a suit after the expiry of the due time, that is after 
15 years. So it is (juife natural for the mortgagees to find opix>rtuhities^ 
to create troubles to the mortgagors even after th(‘ expiry of the time, 
and thereby they will always think ot trying to keep the land in their 
possession even after the due time. The niortgagees are the creditors 
and the mortgagors are the debtors, and it is quite natural for the 
mortgagees — I mean the creditors — to hire witnesses and prove to the 

satisfaction of the Court by any means that the profit arising out of the 

lands that were in the i^ssession of the mortgagees could not satisfy 
the demands. So I submit that if such an opiK)rtunity lx* given to the 

creditor to create trouble to the debtor, it would rather encourage liti- 

gation, and so I submit that there should be a time-limit laying down 
how long the mortgaged land will remain in possession of the mortgagee 
after the expiry of the due time, according to the derision of the Court. 
So T submit that this sub-section (h) to the proposed sub-section (9) 
should be omitted.

The Hoci’Me Sir BUOY PRASAD SINGH ROY; Sir, 1 am afraid 

there is a storm over a tea cup. I am not at all responsible for the 
changes introduced in the Bill in the Upper House, because Government 
opposed these changes which are unpalatable to my friend opposite. 
They were carried against Government. 

Mfi SURENDRA NATH BISWAS. You may amend these amend- 
ments here. 

The Hon’ble Sir BUOY PRASAD SINGH ROY: Government were 
not responsible for the changes introduced. That is the short and sweet 
reply to my friend, Mr. Asiinuddin Ahmad. 

Now, Sir, I shall turn to the amendments moved by several 
honourable members. First of all, I would refer to the amendments 
moved by Mr. Dhirendra Nath Dutta. 

Mt. SPEAKER: T think T am expecting a fourth Amendment Bill. 

The Hon’ble Sir BUOY PRASAD SINGH ROY: Mr. Dutta sug- 
gested the deletion of sub-clauses (0) to (l-l). Evidently his idea is 
that after the fifteen years’ time-limit the mortgagor should auto- 
matically get possession of the mortgaged property and neither the 
mortgagee nor the mortgagor should be given any opportunity to go to 
Court. Now, in sub-clause (9) (a) an opportunity has been given to 
the mortgagor to go to Court even before the fifteen years’ time to 
show that within that period the money due from him has been liqui- 
dated and he is entitled io re-enter the mortgaged property. Similarly, 
in sub-clause {h) the mortgagee has been given the right to go to Court 
to show that though fifteen years have expired still the money due to 
him has not l>een fully liquidated. 

Mr. SURENDRA NATH BISWAS: Does the mortgage stand after 
fifteen years? 

The Hon’ble Sir BUOY PRASAD SINGH ROY: No, it does not 
after fifteen >ear9. It is very clear. 


Mr., SURENDRA NATH BISWAS: How can he go to Court then? 
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TIitt HiMn’bto Sir BUOY PRASAD SINCH ROYs H6 has bean given 
a special right. It is very clear. My friend need not have interrupted 
me. The mortgagee is being given a special right to go to Court after 
the expiry of the fifteenth year to show that the money due to him has 
not been fully liquidated so that he should be given a term of another 
few years to enable him to get back at least the principal amount due 
to him and not any interest on it. 

Sub-clauses (70), (77), (12), and (77), are practically consequential. 
If these rights are conceded to the mortgagor and the mortgagee, which 
1 maintain, are very salutary rights, the others natunilly follow. So, 
I oppose these amendments on those grounds. 

My friend Mr. Dutta in his amendment ot sub-clause (12) suggested 
that instead of “reasonable i>eriod’’ it should be ten years, so that 
though the mortgagee will not be entitled to realise any interest after 
the fifteenth year, on being again put into |K)88e88iou of the property, 
the mortgagor should be given the right to |>ay the amount due in ten 
years’ time. This w'ill certainly be a very long period. Therefore, the 
expression “reasonable {)eriod’’ is, in my opinion, extremely reasonable 
and should not be deleted and .substituted by ten years as suggested by 
Mr. Dutta. 

In his amendinent No. 30 Mr. Dutta w'ants to remove the words 
“conditional sale.” This is something which I cannot understand. 
Mr. Dutta in his amendments Nos. 25-28 wants to do away with the pro- 
visions giving right to the mortgagee to go to Court or the mortgagor 
to go to Court with regard to conditional sales, because these j)rovi8ions 
will only apply to conditional sales and not other forms of usufructuary 
mortgages. Now, in his amendment No. 30, Mr. Dutta wuints to do 
away with the words “conditional sale” .so as to make this provision 
applicable to all sorts ot usufructuary mortgage and he wants to widen 
th^ 8COj)e of this clause. So the two ameinlments are entirely incon- 
sistent . 

Sir, now’ I turn to Mr, Ihitta’s pro|K»sal about the rate of interest 
in amendments Nos. 72 tg 78. His proposal is to reduce it to 0 per 
cent. Here he has anticipated my reply that (government thought that 
it would l>e reasonable to limit it to 8 per cent. — an amount which is 
mentioned in the Money-lenders Bill in case of Hecure<l loans. Sir, 
there is no justification for reducing it further. 

Sir, I would like now to reply to some of the ]>roix)sal8 and amend- 
ments moved by Mr. Surendra Nath Biswas. In amendment No. 41, 
he suggests that the cost due to the mortgagee for a foreclosure suit 
should be payable. This will only increase i}\e burden of the mortgagor 
and so I oppose it. In amendment No. 61, he suggests that the mort- 
gagee should be allowed to go to Court before 15 years, as soon as the 
amount is due, and not after 15 years as proposed here. In ^at case, 
my apprehension is this, that in every mortgage by conditional sale, 
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there will be a suit by tbe mortga^^ee to preyent tbe mortgagor from 
getting back the possession and the benefit which this Bill seeks 'to 
confer on the mortgagor will be practically taken away if Mr. Biswas’ 
amendment is accepted. ^ 

In amendment No. 80, Mr. Biswas wants to add the award of costs. 
The Court is free to award costs, and it is not necessary to mention 
specifically that it should do so. Amendment No. 92 is consequential 
to amendment No. 80; so I need not reply to that. In amendment 
No. 93, Mr. Biswas says that why should there be the mention of the 
expression “any other means,” and he has got serious misgivings about 
the words “any other means.” He has also argued that the Court will 
not be justified in going into all these points. Suppose a mortgagor 
pays something in kind and a portion of the amount due in cash, then 
will not the Court, in finding whether the amount ha^s been liquidated 
or not, go into that point and take notice of the fact that actually some 
amount has been paid in cash? 

Sir, Mr. Biswas suggested in his amendment No. Ill that the word 
“profits” should be defined. I think that it is alwsolutely unnecessary. 
Wide powers have been given to Court and the Court, T am sure, will 
take into account the facts of each case and will decide accordingly. 
But if we lay down any definition, it might not be applicable to all cases. 

About appeals, Mr. Biswas again suggests that appeals should be 
guided by the provisions of the Civil Procedure Code and not as laid 
down here 

Mft SPEAKER: Sir Bijoy, you ()piK>se all the rest of the amend- 
mentsf 


The Hon'ble Sir BUOY PRASAD SINGH ROY: Yes, Sir, I oppose 
them all.

Mr. SPEAKER: Amendments Nos. 128 and 129 are not in order. 

BMhi PREMHARI BARMA: Why not. Sir? 

Mr. SPEAKER: Bei •ause so far us No. 129 is concerned, nobody 
knows how uun h of the production will bring in the money necessary 
to meet the decretal amount of the cost. Therefore, in law you cannot 
legislate anything indefinite, and it will totally fail and the section 
will be made inojwrative. 

BabU PREMHARI BARMA: But, Sir, the Court will decide as 
to how much portion of the tenure will bring in that amount of money. 
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Mr. SPEAKER: After all the Court has no machinery to decide 
the value of a land or a portion of a land until it is sold. Your 
lai^guage is ‘‘such portion of the tenure or holding to which the 
decree relates as is necessary' to meet the amount with costs.” So 
how can the Court come to a judgment in such a case? 

Babu PREMHARI BARMA: As regards my amendment No. 128 
it is for the restoration of the portion omitted by the Upper House. 

Mr. SPEAKER: It is absolutely redundant, in my opinion. 

Mr. OHIRENDRA NATH DATTA: Sir , I beg to move that in 
clause 5, in the proposed s^tion lf>8A, the proviso to (dnuse of sub- 
section (i) be omitted. 

Mr. 8URENDRA NATH BI8WA8: Sir, 1 beg to move that in 
clause 5, in the proviso to clause {a) of sub-section (/) of the proposed 
section 168A, lines 2 and the words “of the temporary settled 
estate” be omitted. 

Sir, I also beg to move that in clause 5 the following proviso be 
added to clause (a) of sub-section (/) of the proposed section 168A, 
namely — 

“Provided that the provisions of this clause shall not apply to 
the proceedings in execution of a decree for rent obtained 
by a co-sharer landlord in respect of his share if the tenure 
or holding to which the decree relates has already been sold 
in execution of a similar decree <d>tained by another c(»- 
sharer landlord.” 

Mr. MAQBUL H088AIN: Sir, I beg to move that in (lause 
sub-section (I A) of proposed section 108A, be omitted. 

Babu PREMHARI BARMA: Sir, I beg to move that in clause 5, 
in proposed section 1()8A (lA), linO 7, alter the word ‘ sold the 
words “or if sold, has been purchased by the dec ree-holder” be inserted. 

Mr. 8URENDRA NATH BI8WA8: Sir, I beg to move tlie short 
notice amendment instead of my amendment No. 154, namely, that in 
clause 5, the following proviso be added to sub-section (7A) of the 
proposed section 168A, namely — 

“Provided that in case further step in execution of the decree be 
time-barred upon the withdrawal of such attachment, the 
execution prm-eedings as referred to in sub-section (/A) 
shall continue, if the decree-holder so desires.” 
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Ilf* ASIMUDDIN AHMED: Sir, I beg to move that in clatise 5, 
sub-section {2) of the proposed section 168A be omitted. 

Mr. «MDt ABUL FAZL: Sir, I l)eg to move that in clause 5, 
original sub-sectioiiH {2) and of the proposed section 168A be 
reinstated. 

Mr. SPEAKER : Now clause 5 is open to debate. 

Mr. DHIRENDRA NATH DUTTA: Sir, I would like to say a few 
words in support of my amendment tor the deletion of the proviso to 
clause id) of sub-section (7) in the proj)osed section 168 (A). 

May 1 ask the llon’ble Minister in charge what is the meaning of 
this proviso y The proviso is meaningless. During my experience of 
many years as a lawyer, I have not found such expression as is found in 
the proviso. It is really meaningless. What is meant by “the term 
of the tenancy of the temporary .settled estate”!'' What sort of 
tenancy is itP As it does not convey any meaning, it should be deleted. 
It only demonstrates the hastiness of the legislation. If it becomes 
])urt of the statute, it will only show that we do not at all take care 
of what is going on. The Ilon’hle Minister in charge of the Bill does 
not know what meaning is intended to be conveyed. So, I beg to 
submit that tiie proviso should be deleted. 

Babu PREMHARI BARMA: Sir, in .support of my amendment 
No. 150, I beg to submit that it 1ms been provided that if any property 
other than the entire tenure or liolding has been attached and if the 
property has not been sold, the Court shall direct the release of that 
property if the judgment-debtor applies. I want to submit here that 
a provision should be made that even if the property other than the 
entire tenure or holding ha.s been .sold after attaclunent and purchased 
by the decree-holder, in that ca.se also the Court shall release the 
property if the judgment-debtor applies. Thi.s Bill i.s intended to give 
relief to tenants and therefore it is just and proper that the property 
should he released if the property other than the entire tenure or 
holding to which the decree relates has been attached and purchased 
by the decree-holder. With these few words, I beg to commend my 
motion to the acceptance of the House. 

Mr. 8URENDRA NATH BI8WA8; Sir, I shall deal with my 
amendment No. 142 first. By this amendment I want to delete the 
words “of the temporary settled estate” from the proviso. The 
proviso has been provided in order to give some relief to the landlord 
of the temporary settled estate. 
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Mft SPEAKER! It has not been provided to give relief to any- 
body. As the language stands at present, you cannot interpret it 
tlwt way. 

Mr. 8URENDRA NATH BI8WA8: However, as Sir Bijoy insists 
on having it as it is here, he wants to give relief only to the land- 
lord of the temporary settled estate, that is, Government. 

Mr. SPEAKER: The Government’s attitude, so far as I have been 
able to understanil it, is this. So far as this section is concerne«], it is 
absolutely meaningless. But Government want to give effect to the 
other provisions in tlie Bill. BrolKibly Government would come forward 
with a fresh Bill. 

The Hon’ble 8ir BUOY PRA8AD 8INCH ROY; That is exactly 
the attitude of (government. 

Mr. SPEAKER: They want to give effect to the other provisions 
in the Bill and that is the reason why, in spite of admitted defects, 
tliey proceed with the Bill. 

Mr. 8URENDRA NATH BI8WA8: They c<iin swtdlow many 

things. 

Mr. SPEAKER: 1 am certain they amnot swallow you ! 

Mr. 8URENDRA NATH BI8WA8: Perhaps a time may come 
when they may do so. If it is intended to give relief t-o the landlord 
of the teinjK)iarv settled estate, it stands to reason that sindi relief 
should he given to all landlords. Therefore, tliese words should be 
deleted from the proviso. 

Then, I come to amendment No. 143 which is very reajKUiable and 
rational, and I hof>e that Sir Bijoy will accept it. By this amendment 
I provide that a co-sharer landlord who has got a decree for his share 
of the rent would he entitled to realise his money in case where the 
entire holding has passed out of the hands of the tenant. Sir, the 
right of a landlord to get a decree for his rent and to realise it from 
his tenants has been very much controlled by this new section lf)8(A). 
It is provided in this propose<l sub-section that a landlord shall not he 
entitled to realise Jjis decretal amount except by the sale of the entire 
holdhig. Now, Sir, a oo-sharer landlord can also sell the entire hold- 
ing for his share of the rent. Supposing that a co-sharer landlord gets 
a decree for his share of the rent and sells the entire holding in 
execution of that decree, and that in the meantime another co-sharer 
landlord sues for his share of the rent and gets a decree subsequently 
to the other decree, does the Hon^ble Minister hiean that the second 
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oo-sharer landlord will not get anything? This does not stand to 
reason. It is but just and reasonable that he should get his share of 
the rent and therefore he should be given the right to reaHse his 
decretal amount in any way be likes, although the holding has pass'ed 
out of the hands of the tenant. 

Mr. SPEAKER: I take it, Mr. Shamsuddin, you want exactly the 
deletion of the amendments made by the (^uncil and the substitution 
of the clauses in the original Bill which the Assembly passed. 

Mr. M. SHAMSUDDIN AHMED: Yes. 

Mr. SPEAKER: I think that that is the correct form. The 
motion will then stand as follows: that clauses lA and 2 as in the 
Bill be deleted and that clauses 2 and 3 as in the original Bill 
substituted. 

Mr. M. SHAMSUDDIN AHMED: Yes. 

Mr. SURENDRA NATH BISWAS: Then, Sir. as regards my 
short notice amendment it provides that in case further step in 
execution of the decree be time-barred upon the withdrawal of such 
attachment, the execution proceedings as referred to in .sub-section 
(lA) shall continue, if the decree-holder so desires. Suppose, a land- 
lord has applied for execution on the last date ot limitation and, before 
this law ts)mes into forc'e, has applied for the attachment of a part of 
the holding. Supi^ose that has been the iM)silion of the execution 
proceedings. In the meantime this law comes into effect. Then, 
unless some pixnision is made in the way I have proix^sed, the applica- 
tion will he time-lmrred and the decree-holder will have no remedy in 
realising tlie amount of the decree. So, 1 submit, that in all fairne.s.s 
and justice, this amendment should be accepted and this proviso be 
inserted. 

The Hon’ble Sir BUOY PRASAD SINGH ROY: Sir, I oppose 
this amendment with regard 

Mr. SPEAKER: I have already explained the Government 
position. 

The Hon’ble Sir BUOY PRASAD SINGH ROY: Yes, Sir, with 
regard to proviso* to sub-clause (i) of clause 5, you have very kindly 
explained the difficulties of (iovernment. In fact, I quite realise that 
this proviso is meaningless, but if we want to improve it, in that case 
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the Bill cannot come into force and it will have to go back to ihe other 
House the whole measure will be deferred and delayed. So, 1 
opjh>se this amendment. 

The motion of Mr, Dhirendra Nath Datta that in clause 5, in the 
proposed section 168A, the proviso to clause (o) of sub-section (/) be 
omitted, wa.s then put and lost. 

The motion of Mr. Surendra Nath Biswas that in clause 5, the 
following proviso he added to silh-section (/*4) of t!ie propo.sed section 
168A, namely: — 

“Provided that in case further step in execution of the decree be 
time-barred upon the withdrawal of sucli attat'hment, the 
execution proceedings as referred to in suib-sectioii (7.4) shall 
continue, if the decree-holder so desires,” 

was then put and lost.

MINISTER in charge of the COMMERCE and LABOUR 
DEPARTMENT (the Hon’hle Mr, H. 8. Suhrawardy): (a) This is a 
matter of opinion. I hold the view that violent fluctuations are 
detrimental to normal trade. 

(b) Yes. 

(c) 1 aaked that suggestions may be sent to me by the lieginning of 

March. They continued to arrive till the 14th March. • 
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(d) and (e) In respect of the hessian futures market the prepon- 
ierance of opinion favours its abolition; but this is not so i» respect 
ef the jute futures market. Any such drastic action as suggested may 
kave legal repercussions, and I am examining this aspect of the ques- 
tion as well. I may however slate that I am considering the whole 
6U/bject from the point of view of better control and regulation than of 
abolition. 

Mr. I. C. KENNEDY: Arising out of answer (o), is the Hon’ble 
Minister aware that there is a very large body of opinion which 
aondemns strongly the continuance of gambling in jute as being 
against the best interests of growers, workers and manufacturers'^ 

The Hon’ble Mr. H. 8. 8UHRAWARDY: There is a body of 
epinion. 

Mr. il. R. WALKER: Arising out of answers (d ) and (e), will 
the H on’ble Minister be ])lease<l to state if he considers the desirability 
of suspending the oyn'rations of these futures markets until such time 
as he formulat<*s a plan for rec(»nst ruction y 


The Hon’ble Mr. H. 8. 8UHRAWARDY: That is an aspect of 
the question that I am consid<*riiig, but until such time as these 
markets get out of band, 1 would rather consider the .subject from the 
point of view of better contnd and regulation. 

Dr. NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL: Will the Honide Mini.ster be 
pleased to state if he is uw'are of a very large volume of opinion that 
is apprehensive of a gentlemen’s agreement Inung entered into by the 
mill -owners in case th(‘ futures market is suppressed so that the price 
of jute might lx* kept low 


Tho Hon’blo Mr. H. 8. 8UHRAWARDY: I do not know whether 
the mill-owners will enter into a gentlemen’s agreemept in case the 
fatka jute market is alxdished, but some of the views expressed are to 
the effect that in case the fatka market is abolished, the price of jute 
may go down. 

Dr. NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL: Will the Hon’ble Minister be 
pleased to sli\te if Government is considering the desirability of 
ensuring that no agreement or alliance or monopolistic attempt on 
behalf of the purchasers might be indulged in, in case the demand 
created by the fatka market is removed? 
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Mr. SPEAKER: It 18 purely problematic. The Hon’ble Minister 
has said that he is considering: the subject from the point of view of 
better control and reffulation than of abolition. 

Dr. NALIKAK8HA 8ANYAL: He has also said that there is 
another question which is being considered’, namely, the question of 
suspending the operations for the time being pending the final decision. 

Mr. 8PEAKER: Please put it in a slightly altere<l form. 

Dr. NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL: lA‘t us have an assurance that 
there will he no attenqit to suppress the operations of (he future® 
market unless and until the (iovernment is assure<l that so far as th® 
monopolistic buyers are «*on<'erne:l there may not be any attempt t® 
force down the prices. 

The Hon’ble Mr. H. 8. 8UHRAWAROY: I cannot prevent 
gentlemen from coming to an agreement amongst themselves; hut if 
they do come to an agreement which may he detrimental to th® 
interests of the agriculturists, (loverunient will have to consider t® 
what extent Government can interfere with such an agn^emeni. It is 
difficult to state off-liand whether Government have any power to 
80 . 


Or. NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL: Will the Hon hie Minister b® 
pleased to state if he is aware tliat the larg<* rise in jute priees obtain* 
ed hy tlie agriculturists tliis \ear lias been mainly due to tlie opera- 
tions of the futures markets vvhicli forced up prices to near about 
Rs. 1011 and more jmr hale when the mill-owners were trying to pul it 
down y 

The Hon’ble Mr. H. 8. 8UHRAWARDY: That view Ims bee® 
expressed . 

Mr. J. R. WALKER: Is it not a fart that re.sponsiVile sections of 
trade as distijnct from .speculators have for the jiast year urged upon 
Government the necessity for regulation or suspension of these markets 
and the (iovernment has (tone nothing? 

The Hon’ble Mr. H. 8. 8UHRAWARDY: Responsible members of 
the trade also speculate, and it is difficult to differentiate between the 
two sectiou.H. 


Mr. W.‘ A. M. WALKER: Is it not a fact that Government 
issued a communique towards the end of last >ear deprecaUng th# 
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Tiolent fluctuations In the futures market and threatening with very 
severe action if it is continued, and that these fluctuations did in fact 
continue, and the Government took no action? 

The Hon’ble Mr. H. 8. 8UHRAWARDY; I still deprecate such 
violent fluctuations and if such violent fluctuations now occur, which 
I feel will he detrimental to the interests of the agriculturists, Govern- 
ment will interfere. 

Mr. W. A. M. WALKER: Will the Hon'hle Minister be pleased 
to state why (h)vernment did not interfere earlier? 

The Hon’ble Mr. H. 8. 8UHRAWARDY: Because the fluctua- 
tions that did occur at the time were not detrimental to the interests 
of the agriculturists. 

Dr. NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL: Will the Hon hie Minister be 
pleased to state if the violent fluctuations referred to have been largely 
due to the refusal of the mills to purchase when they need the jute 
and to hold over their pur(d)as<»s for a longer time than is absolutely 
necessary ? 

The Hon’ble Mr. H. 8. 8UHRAWARDY: The fliu •t nations have 
been violent both upwanls and downwards and sometimes fluctuations 
have been violent u})ward8 on a<*count of the over-readiness of the mills 
to buN when the\ might hav(‘ held ofl. and the fluctuations have 
downward sometime^ wIhui tin* mills hav(‘ held away, and tin’s has 
been assisted b_\ circuinstance*^ like the (>\cess ])roflts duties and the 
non-regulation of jute sowings. 

Dr. NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL: Is it a fact that violent fluctua- 
tions are largely due to the «)|M*rations or otherwise of the mill-owners 
themselves ? 

The Hon’ble Mr. H. 8. 8UHRAWARDY: That is a matter of 

opinion. Violent fluctuations may have been assisted by their 
operations. 

Mr. J. R. WALKER: W’\\h retereme to answers {d ) and (e), 
will the Hoirble Minister be ]dea>ed to state if he is examining the 
legal repercussions with a view to closing the hessian futures market 
in view of the iirepomlerume of an opinion which favours ^the aboli- 
tion, or is lie just considering the (oiitnd and regulation of the jute 
futures markets? 
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The Hon’ble Mr. H. S. SUHRAWARDY: I was esamiuiug the 
repercussions from this point of view, namely, there are many con- 
tracts which pass in these futures markets, and if suddenly we decide 
to close them down, wliat are going to he the legal repercussions as 
between the parties amongst themselves and tlm parties and the Gov- 
ernment itself. I do not desire, Sir, that Government should be landed 
with a responsibility wldcli ma^ devolve on it owing to the sudden 
closing of the futures markets. 

Dr. NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL: Will the Hon'ble Minister be 
pleased to state if Government is considering the desirability of ])er- 
mitting, arranging or facilitating the futures dealings in raw jute 
after standardization or su<h other measures which might facilitate 
dealings in jaw jute while examining the (luestion of susjiending tin* 
hessian futiues market I" 

Mr. SPEAKER: 1 am Noriw that question do(*s not arise in that 
form. 

Dr. NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL: Sir, in <iuestions {th and (c), 
there is mention of jute futurt*s market. 

Mr. SPEAKER: But not I'aw jute futures maiket. 

Dr. NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL: Sir, it is stated in the answer 
that in r(‘sj)ect ot the ln*s>ian tutuies market, then* is an opinion 
favouring its abolition, but >o far as jute futim*s market is concerned, 
tin* oidnion is divided. I am just trying to elicit furtln*!' information 
as to whether with regard to jute futures market (Government is 
coirsidering tlie possil>ilit\ ot facilitating dealings in raw' jute rather 
than in baled jute so that better prices for agriculturistH may be 
.secured ? 

Mr. SPEAKER: I am soiTX there is no di.stinction whatsoever 
here between law jute and baled jute. But if the Hon’ble Minister so 
desii'es, he can answer the question. 

The Hon'ble Mr. H. 8. SUHRAWARDY: There is a raw jute 
market, although it is not the futures market. It has Imm*?! my aim, 
Sir, and 1 think I have <*\pres'.<«d it on the floor of this House, that 
the fatka market instead of being linked to baled jute of standardized 
mark like the “M” mark should be linked to riAv jute, but tbi.s 
bristles with so man> diffh-ulties that in order U) put up some work- 
able suggestions, examination by a real exjiert is neces-sary. As I 
have pointed out before, I have been unable to discover a jK^rson hero 
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in India who will be able without fear or favour and without being 
in one way or other interested' in the jute market to lay before 
Government satisfactory' proposals upon which not only Government 
but the public and the trade interest may rely, and for that purpose, 
(Mr. Santosh Kumah Basu: What about the Minister him- 
self?) I have not sufficient knowledge of that. For that purpose I 
have intended to investigate the desirability of getting out some 
expert well conversant with the Liverpool cotton market and other 
futures markets for the purpose of giving us certain suggestions which 
may earn the confidence of all concerned. 

Dr. NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL: Will the Hon’ble Minister be 
pleased to state what .steps he ba.s taken to convince himself that there 
are no such experts available in any part of India and what are the 
r(*asons that make him feel that an expert from Liverpool will not be 
acting in the interest of British interests here? 

The Hon’ble Mr. H. 8. 8UHRAWARDY: 1 liave consulted. Sir. 
all persons interested in the trade, and not one of them has l)een a]>le 
to suggest to me the name of any particular person on whom they 
can rely, I can state here the name of one very eminent gentleman 
from Bombay, whose name was suggested to me. I approached him 
several times and ix*quested him to take up the enquiry here and to 
make some suggestions. But unfort unatel\ he did not agree to take 
up the work. No other alternative name has been suggested in spite 
of my asking that gentleman from time to time whether he could 
suggest any one else in his place wln) could take up the work. AVith 
regard to an expert from Liverpool making suggestions which may be 
in favour of the Euroj>ean intere.sts concerned, T feel, Sir, that that 
question does not nri.'H'. 1 cannot see. Sir, how suggestions as to 
how the futures market should be regulated and how it .should be 
linked to raw jute will go one way or other, or will favour any one 
particular interest. 

Dr. NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL; AVill the Hon'ble Minister be 
pleased to state if Government is considering the desirability of not 
taking any action unless and until they get a thorough enquiry made 
by an expert in this connection as stated by the Hon’ble Minister? 


The Hon’ble Mr. H. 8. 8UHRAWARDY: I do propose to take 
action. 1 am examining the proposals which have been submitted to 
me by the various interests <'oncerned', and some of those propo.sals are 
of such a nature that they can l>e immediately given effect to ''for the 
purpose* of stabilising the market and putting it on a proper footing. 
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I am •examining the proposals from that point of view, but the pro- 
pqsal which was^ addressed to me by Dr, Sanyal, namely, to change 
the entire basis of the jute futures market and change it from baled 
to raw jute requires much deeper and more expert consideration than 
I can give it. 

Dr. NALINAK8HA SANYAL: Is it a fact that an ordinance to 
control the operation of botli hes.sian and raw jute is alivady ready 
with Government, lint they are only waiting for the Assembly to 
prorogue ^ 

The Hon’ble Mr. H. 8. 8UHRAWARDY; No such ordinance is 
unfortunately remly. 


Mr. J0GE8H CHANDRA GUPTA: Is any ordinance in tho 
contemplation of the Ilon hle Minister a.s soon as the Assembly 
prorogued H 

The Hon’ble Mr. H. 8. 8UHRAWARDY: There is no such 
ordinance in contemplation for the purpose of regulating the jute and 
hessian futures markets, but 1 would like to say that if the (’onditions 
of the market require that we should step in in the interests of the 
agricult uri’sts. Government will be prt*pared to issue the necessary 
ordinances.

This infonnation has, it 
ap].)ear8, l)een collected from certain old records of the Chittagong 
Collectorate.

It is alleged that (tovernmeut confiscated the lands of both these 
wakfs. 

No definite documentary evidence has been produced by the 
mutawalli or any interested party and it is difficult to lt>oate the lands 
which originally belonged to these estates. The investigation is still

With the object of (1) teaching the people the laws of public health, 
(2) placing before them improved processes of agriculture and 
manufacture of agricultural products, (3) creating in them an interest 
in cottage industry, (4) placing before them the various beneficent 
activities of Government, the Government of Bengal organised in 1932, 
12 parties fully equii)ped with cinema outfits. Each party consisted of a 
trained lecturer, an operator and a peon. The lecturers exhibited films 
mostly prepared under the guidance of the Publicity Department .and 
made them a basis for a talk on the general political and economic 
situation. Local representative officers of different departments of 
Gavernment, such as Agriculture, Co-operative, Industri(‘8, Public 
Health, etc., also joined these parties with a view to utilising these 
occasions for imparting expert advice *in matters relating to their 
respective departments. This method of educative propaganda having 
proved an unqualified success, the Government of Bengal have arranged 
to extend the scheme further for more extensive educative propaganda. 
In accordance with this decision, the original f2 cinema ])arties have 
been recently replaced by 21 “National Welfare Units”. 

The original cinema parties worked for 20 days in 1937. and 41 
days in 1938 in the two subdivisions of lhu«irhat and Baraset. 

One of the National Welfare Units has been details*] for work in 
the district of 24-l^arganas and will work in these two subdivisions 
according to the programme drawn up by the District Magistrate, 
24-Piirgana8.

Mr. 8ANT08H KUMAR BASU: Mr. Speaker, Sir, I move that the 
business of the Assembly do stand adjourned to consider a definite 
matter of urgent public importance and of recent occurrence, namely, 
the action of the Government in issuing an order to all printers, 
publishers and editors in Bengal that was published in the 
Calcutta Gazette Extraordinary, dated the 5th Aj>ril, 1940, prohibiting 
absolutely the printing or publishing within the province of Bengal of 
any document described or referred to in the said order. 

Sir, the way in which this order has been drawn up and the intricacies 
of the different aspects which this order seeks to touch make it 
impoissible for me to refer to this order in greater detail than what I 
have done in this motion. It is therefore necessary that the order itself 
should be placed before the House and incorporated in the proceedings 
of this Assembly in order that the purport of my motion can be fully 
understood. Sir, the order runs thus: — 


GOVERNMENT OF BENGAL.

Order to all Printers, Puldisher.'i and Editors, in Bengal. 

In exercise of the powers conferred by ksub-rule (7) of rule 41 of the 
Defence of India Rules, the Governor is pleased to prohibit absolutely 
the printing or publishing within the Province of Bengal of — 

(1) any document containing a referenct' by way of statement, 
advertisement, notice, news, comment or otherwise, to — 

{a) the whole or any part of any programme for the so-called 
“National Week, 1940”, issued by or on behalf of the 
(suspeiided) Bengal Provincial Congress Committee or any 
body affiliated thereto or connected therewith or Mr. Subh'ajs 
^ Chandra Bose and Swami Sahajananda or either of ihem or 
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any organisation with which they are or either of them is 
• connected, or any programme identical with, or based on, 
or substantially similar to, or reproducing part or the whole 
of, any such programme, and 

{h) any procession, meeting, assembly or demonstration held, 
speech delivered, or thing done or omitted to be done in 
connection with or for the furtherance of any programme 
referred to in sub-clause {<i) or part of such programme, and 

(2) any document containing a reference by way of comment to this 
order. 

Sir, If I am permitted to analyse the effect of this order it will 
appear that this order is directed to all printers,. publishers and editors 
in Bengal and it prohibits the printing or publishing of certain docu- 
ments. Such a document must relate in whole or in part to the 
programme of the National Week — the “so-called” National Week — 
which is published by the Bengal Provincial ( ongress ('ommittee which 
is described as suspemh'd or of any body affiliated thereto or connected 
therewith or Mr. Subhas Chandra Bose and Swami Sahajananda or 
either of them or any other organi.sation connected with them. It also 
prohibits the publication of any document containing any reference to 
any. procession, meetings, or assembly or demonstration, (dc., which is 
connected with or in accordance with any such programme. It is, 
therefore, perfectly clear that what is sought to be prohibited is the 
publication or ])riuting of any document which will contain any 
reference to any of these matters. Well, Sir, the holding of any meeting 
for the purpose of propagating this programme or for the widest 
possible diffusion of the ideas and ojdnions of the individuals or the 
organisations mentioned in this order is not prohibited. IVoces.sions, 
meetings, assemblages, demonstrations — every tliing is allowed 
wherever it may be held in Bengal— large guthering.s may be collected 
and Mr. Subhas ('handra Bose and Swami Suhajanumla (»r those who are 
of their opinion or are connected with their programme are left free to 
discuss, to propagate, to insist and to hammer into tlic minds of their 
respective audiences their ideas, their views, and their principles c(*uched 
in as ekxjueut, *as definite, or it may be, as violent language* us they 
might choose to employ, without, tran.sgres.sing the limits of the 
ordinary law. In other words, I take it, Sir, that the Home Depart- 
ment of* the Government of Bengal were fully convinced that nothing 
objectionable could come from any of the.se individuals or organizations 
which would require a definite ban being placed on their activitie.s. 
I am not certainly going to credit the Ilou’hle Str Nazimuddin 
with the idea that although he entertains a very serious opinion as to 
the mischjef which might done by any of these organisations or 

individuals in their meetings and processions, yet in spite of ttat he 
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allowed them absolute freedom to propagate such ideas in their 
meetings all over Bengal. That certainly could not have -been his 
intention. Is it not absolutely clear that in the opinion of the Govern- 
ment of Bengal there is nothing objectionable in them? They seem to 
be perfectly sure in their heart ol hearts that no damage could be done 
to the public peace or tranquillity or in the matter of the prosecution of 
the war by any of these individuails or organisations gr by any of their 
activities in the shape of processions, assemblages or meetings. That 
is the plain implication of the action which has been taken by th© 
Govemnumt of Bengal. What is really not banned is the speeches of 
these speakers, w hat is not banned is the right of the audiences in these 
respective gatherings to listen to these speeches — no ban upon the 
tongue, no ban upon the ear; the only ban is upon the eyes of the 
prospective readers of newspaper reports. They must not set their 
eyes on something which in the opinion of Government ought not to 
find any place in the newspapers or in any printed document. It is a 
most strange procedure which the Government have adopted on this 
occasion. 1 do not know^ what right Government have or w'hat right, 
they think they have under tlie Defence of India Kules, not to prohibit 
the meetings, the processions or the assemblies but only to prohibit the 
publication of the reports thereof. I am a new'spaper reader and I 
may not go to any of these meetings. I have every right to know what 
is happening in these* meetings under the aegis of the Government of 
Bengal, not banned, not prohibited, nor in any w'ay objected to by this 
Government. It is a most curious position wdiich the Government of 
Bengal have taken up. Sir, in accordance with the programme which 
was published on the dth of April, in the m^wspapers of Calcutta, 
meetings have, as n matter of fact, been held not only in the different 
parts of this city, hut all over this province — meetings attended by 
ihousands and thousands of listeners who have clung to the speeches of 
the N})eaker8 for hours and hours together. Those who took the trouble 
of going to these meetings have become imbued- with ideas to which 
Government do not at all object. But a ban has been put upon those 
who hud not the good fortune of listening to those speeches, so as not 
to be touehed or polluted by tlie propagation of those ideas through 
printed doeuments. A fine performanee indeed! We do not know what 
actuated the Goverumeut of Bengal to take uj) such a strange and 
queer ]a)sitiou. 

Then again, Sir, look at the last part of this wonderful order. What 
is prohibited is not only the publication of any document containing a 
reference to the programme or to the proceedings of the different 
meetings, but also the publication of any document containing a 
reference by way of comment to this order. In other words, editorial 
comments are prohibited. But I am just curious to enqtijre at this 
stage^of you, Sir, and of the Hon’ble Home Minister if he would like 
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to vouchsafe an opinion on this point as to whether the proceedings of 
this Assembly in connection with this debate, containing as they would 
comments on this order, would be liable to be banned so far as news- 
pap«n publication is concerned. That is a matter, Sir, which directly 
concerns us, and directly concerns our right as members of this legis- 
lature who are free to discussMhis matter within the precincts of this 
Chamber. We have got every right to approach our electorates 
through newspapers and to let them know what is happening in this 
legislature on such matters of vital public importance. But the order, 
as it has been framed, will prohibit the publication of any document 
containing any reference by way of comment to this order, and may be 
construed to prohibit the publication of the report of the proceedings of 
this House. If that be the purport of this order, I do not find words 
strong enough to condemn the intention of the (lovernmeiil. Sir, this 
is probably the first time when (lovernment have eiitertaimnl a desire so 
openly expressd of gagging this Assembly so far us newspaj)er publi- 
cation is concerned. I do say, Sir, that it is uj) to the Home Ministi^r 
to come out with a frank exposition of the i)oint of view of (jovern- 
ment with regard to this matter and unless that is done 1 say they 
stand self-condemned. 

Sir, I do not desire to take up the time of the House much longer. 

I can only say that however much attempts may be made to stifle the 
propagation through newspapers of ideas and views contemplated by 
this order, if there is any life in them, if there is any .spirit in them, 
they will take wings, and reach the farthest corners of (his province 
and of this country. No otlier province has promulgated any such 
order. Nowhere else has such a hun been placed. The C'ongress will 
make up its internal differences; the two wings of the (ongre.'-s will 
shake hands once again. But the way in which the Government of 
Bengal have figured in this controversy does little credit to them. Sir, 

I ’shall conclude by drawing the attention of this House to what took 
place in connection with the execution of this order hy the myrmidons 
of the police. On/ worthy gentleman — a mem her of the police force — 
has served a notice upon a particular mufassal newspaper hy inter- 
preting this order to the following effect : — 

“You are hereby informed that the publication of any matter 
connected with the participation of the Left Wing of the 
Congress in the celebration of the National Week has been 
prohibited by a Gazette Extraordinary.” 

A commentarj" on the words ‘‘Left Wing” will 1 hope be furnished 
by the Hon’ble the Home Minister in connection with this order. 
Government promulgate their orders and in the cou/se of transmission 
they undergo curious transformation and assume such garbs as is found 
in this paiticular notice. 
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Sir, I shall conclude by inviting the attention of this House to a 
similar question which was raised only the other, day in the House of 
Commons. Sir John Anderson was questioned in the House of (^omuMns 
by Sir Archibald Southby as to what steps were being taken to prevent 
distribution of Communist Party pamphlets on the ground that 
they were likely to hamper the national effort to win the war. Sir 
John in his reply reminded the questioner that the Defence Regulations 
were so drawn as not to interfere wdth the ordinary propogation of 
opinion. That, Sir, is a lesson which our worthy Ministers may 
very well take to heart. And if the opinion of Sir John Anderson who 
was responsible for putting most of our Ministers on the Treasury 
Benches still carries any weight wdth them, they will, I hope, take 
it to heart and shape their future conduct accordingly. 

Dr. 8URE8H CHANDRA BANERJEE: Mr. Si>eaker, Sir. It 
is really impossible to add anything to what has been so ably said by 
the previous speaker the mover of this adjournment motion. While 
I was listening to his speech one thing was agitating my mind and 
that was what was really the intention of Government in i.ssuing this 
order. Government know cjertainly well in the cities where generally 
these meetings are held people will assemble in large numWrs and 
they w’ill get the advantage of listening to the s])eeches of these 
speakers. The only object of the Government was to prevent the 
villagers, the people living in villages, from taking any advantage of 
these meetings by reading the re])orts of these meetings. Already 
there lias bc^en an agitation going on throughout the country— an 
agitation for many tilings, s])ecially to get rid of tlie problem of hunger. 
This hunger has lieen mainly due to the war and in the course 
of the National Week man\ speeches would lie delivered as to how 
the peasant in the village can cope Ix'st with the problem of hunger. 
It was this tiling which moved the Government in issuing this order. 
Government know very well that they have not been able up till now 
to do anything to remove the question of hunger of not only the 
labourers of the town but also of the peasants in the villages. If the 
peasants in the villages (‘ould get advantage of this by reading in 
papers re])orts of various sjMHM'hes delivered in connection with 
National AVeek and in connection with these problems, then their 
hearts would be awakened, their minds would be stimulated and they 
would begin to think in a new light, and the mischievous activities 
of the present Government which is mainly controlled by the League 
would be known to them. It is for this reason that Government came 
forward with this foolish order. There can be no other meaning for 
passing this ordef. It was this thing only which was agitating my 
mind when I was listening to the speech of my honourably friend, 
Mr. Santosh Kumar Basu. 
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• Of course, we who represent labour in to^us are accustomed to 
suck things. We have been deprived of the advantage of holding any 
meeting at all; we are not allowed to hold any trade union meeting. 
If we try to hold any meeting, and if we ask for permission, we aie not 
given that permission. The other day, I .sought 


Mr. SPEAKER: I am sorry, you are going beyond the scope of 
the adjournment motion. What you did the other day, let it be left 
for discussion on another day. (Laughter.') 

Dr. 8URE8H CHANDRA BANERJEE: Alright, Sir 1 will 

confine myself to the adjournment motion. 

We have been accustomed to all these things. Now, the peasants 
of village.s got an opportunity when they could discuss about these 
things. But by virtue of that order, they have been deprived of that 
very privilege. Now, the question is wliut cun we do; what is possible 
for us to do undei’ the circum.stances P The only thing that we can do 
under the circumstance.s, the only thing that is left to us, is, I believe, 
to break the order and to court arrest so that as a result of 
such action, it may be possi})le for villagers to know such things; 
otherwise T see no other way. With these few words. Sir, 1 conclude 
my speech. 

(The House was then adjourned for 20 minutes.) 


{After adjournment .) 

Mr. 8A8ANKA 8EKHAR 8ANYAL: Mr S{>eaker, Sir, the 
promulgation by our Government of tlie order under discussion is only 
one of the not very few instam-es of out-heroding Herod. Sir, 
in the five other })roviiice.s whiclj were governed by tlie Congress 
Ministries, and which, to the .satiMfaction of the Britishers and the 
followers of tlie Britishers, liave reverted to the khas malial of British 
Imperialism, while they have not ventured in all decency to go 
to the length* of issuing an order, it w’as left only to our popular 
Government to do. The irresimnsible Governments in the erstwhile 
Congress provinces liave not taken a similar step or even a step 
approaching to this, and may I ask in all seriou.sness the Hon’ble 
the Home Minister why was it that this Province was singled out for 
the promulgation of an order, whicli will go down to posterity as one 
of the blacklegs of the administration. Sir, it, is amusing to 
find that although Sri Subbas Chandra Bose and Sw'ami Sahajananda 
have be^ft .touring round the whole of India rallying considerable 
enthusiasm around the banner which they are holding, although, Sir, 
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the political movements which they have been piloting have entered 
into the hearth and homes of even the remotest villages in the eoiintry, 
it is amusing, Sir, as I have said, that such an order was not even 
contemplated by any other Government, responsible or irresponsible, 
and may I ask the Hon’ble « Minister in charge as to why 
it was extraordinarily necessary for Bengal alone to issue an extra- 
ordinary Gazette containing an extraordinary order of this 
description. Swami Shahajananda could not be graced by 
mention in a similar order even in his own province of 
Bihar but he has entered into the honours list of Bengal. I say these 
are things which eminently call for some explanation and I hope 
the Hon’ble Minister in charge will give that explanation. Sir, the 
Gazette notification is extremely silent as to the necessity for the 
promulgation of an order like this. It simply recounts certain names 
and certain organizations and it gives a fatwa that the Press will not 
have to circulate meetings or anything done pursuant to the programme 
of these leaders and their movements. The reasons are not there. 
May I expect the Hon’ble Minister in charge also to furnish 
us with the reasons? Of course, Sir, he will have the advantage of 
having the last say in the matter, but still we can anticipate the 
reasons. They are tw’o. One is trying to create a sort f)f division 
in our ranks, and the second reason is to try to stifle public opinion 
which is so strongly gathered round these two hallowed figures ‘of 
Indian politics. So far as the first is concerned, it has l>een made 
sufficiently clear by our esteemed Deputy Leader that in this attempt 
Government will miserably fail. In the past, Sir, we have had 
differences amongst us. We are not ashamed of them. A growing 
political organization is bound to embrace in its fold various shades 
of opinion, which sometimes will amount to a conflict and a clash, 
and it is only natural cour.se of things that a living organization 
lives from more to more, grow\H from more to more as a result of 
conflict of ideology, clash of ideas and struggle of philo.sophy in 
political fields. But as the past has shown, as the present is going to 
show, and as the future is certain to sho^\ , the Government will find 
whenever there is a crisis, whenever there is a question of 
prestige, the different wings of the Gongress, no matter, left or right, 
all the elements of the (’ongress will march shoulder to shoulder on 
to the Valley of Death if necessary, but they will certainly go like the 
heroic chargers, w'hich has been described in the ancient literature. 

Sir, it is said that no newspaper publications w’ill contain a report 
of the activities of the National Week of the suspended Bengal 
Provincial CongBesa Committee and of any organization connected 
with Sri Subhaa Chandra Bose and Swami Sahajananda. Sir, what 
are the reasons? Wliat are these figures’ standing for? Sri Subhas 
Chandi^ Bose is not a new figure in Indian politics. As a green 
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young man h« left the rank of the Civil Service and entered into the 
political field to the admiration of millions of his countrymen, and 
iir the course of the years that he has done political work, his position 
has •enhanced, his prestige has increased manifold and to-day he 
stands out not merely as a political leader of the past and the present, 
but as a Leader who is supposed to be the harbinger of a new world 
for India and Indians. (“Hear, hear*' from the Congress Benches.) 
Sir, even the Britishers know, and far more ought to be known by 
the Hon’ble Minister in charge of the Home Department as Sri Subhas 
is his conutryraan, he is not merely a countryman of those persons 
who happen to be his followers including my humble self as one among 
them. May I ask Sir Nazimuddin with his hand upon his 
conscience if there is any, does he not think that the Bench he is 
occupying to-day is a bench which has been introduced not by the 
sleeping ideologies of letliargic politics, hut by the factors of virile 
politics of which Sri Subhas has been a pioneer and vanguard for the 
last two decades. Does he not think that the youthful population of 
India with the numerous kisans and the labour population 
think that the future of India is looking forward to Sri Suhlmsh Bose 
as a harbinger of a new atmosjdiere in the country!^ What is his 
fault, Sir^ He is giving the ideals which have got to stand, which 
have got to he accepted if possible, but if they are not accepted to-day 
that section which is not accepting them to-day will he hound to accept 
those ideals to-morrow or the day after. All the same, Sir, it 
is up to the expectations of all right thinking politicians, all politically 
minded people that Sri Subhas Chandra Bose’s sayings must be 
suflRciently published throughout the length and breadth of the country 
so that the growing political population may have food for thf)Ught, 
may have food for reflection, may have cause for concerted acti(m. 
Does he think that by putting a ban upon the newsjjapers and tfie 
Pre.ss in the matter of Sri Subhas and Swami Shahajaiianda, they 
will be alble to obliterate Sri Subhas Bose and Swami Shahajananda 
from the political field of India AWll, I warn them against Hindi 
a hallucination. It i.s easier to wipe out India from the map of the 
world than to wipe out Sri Subhas Bot^e and Swami Shahajananda 
from the minds of the grrjwing prditical population. They are house- 
hold words ‘not merely in Bengal, not merely throughout the length 
and breadth of this continent of India, Sri Subhas is the rising 
sun in India so far as the international world is concerned. Just as 
you* have got to think of ('haml)erlain and Hitler in the right or in 
the wrong, so you have got to think in terms of future only through 
the glasses that have been offered to you by Sri Subhas and his followers. 
Galilio was imprisoned and all scientists and discoverers have 
^en put to trouble, but the impri.sonment of Galilio did not make the 
earth Ab i^ease from moving round the sun. You can gag Sri Subhas, 
but the atmosphere raised by Sri Subhas is bound to leverberate 
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throiighout the country and the effect of the gagging would be ten- 
fold worse. I recall to Sir Nazimuddin the Bureaucratic regime 
of 1930. You remember, Sir, that at that time newspaper publications 
were banned for some time. Do you know, Sir, what was* the 
result ? I am sure' you know that since correct information was not 
available to the public all sorts of mysterious reports began to flood 
throughout the length and breadth of the country, and the result was 
that the movement which in the ordinary course would have 
run ordinary lengths of its activity, was redoubled and was increased 
manifold. So, there is the other side of the thing. If on account 
of the wrong and misleading reports circulated throughout the 
province anything untoward happens, the responsibility is not Sri 
Subhas’s, the responsibility is not of the 8usj)ended Bengal Provincial 
Congress Committee, the responsibility would not be of the National 
Week but the responsibility will lie at tlie door of the irresponsible 
Ministry who had the cowardice and hardihood to try to suppress 
legitimate activities of the accredited leaders of the society. Sir, the 
issue is straight. Is Sii'bhas a menace? Is Shahajananda a 
menace? If they are, the (iovernnient ought to come out to meet 
their political opponents and play the political game, but it is. Sir, 
absolutely cowardly to try to stab them from the l)ack. I therefore 
appeal to the Hon’ble the Chief Minister to look at it from the consti- 
tutional point of view, and not merely from the political poii^t 
of view, (lovernment is in charge of tlie administration of law and 
order. But if there i.s anything going to break law and order, I say 
with all the emphasis I can command that the responsibility w’ill be 
on Sir Nazinmddin and his (lovernment . This Extraordinary Gazette 
will go dow'n to posterit,\ as a black spot in the administration 
of this ProviiK’e of which even the descendants of the members of 
the ('oalition l^arty will not be proud. I appeal to my friends, the 
members of the Coalition PartA, — I have said in the past and I say it 
again to-day — you are the masters of the Government and it is for 
you to guide the Government along ]»roj)er channels, and it is for you 
to see that this Government comes to an end and a l>etter and 
more responsible Government steps in its place. Wliat is the purpose 
of this Extraordinary Gazette? The National Week, the programme 
of wdiich was advertised Iby Sri Su'bhas Chandra Bo.se, included among 
t)ther things the war aims and the que‘<tion of independence. 
The question of inde])endeiice is more real to-day. The Hon’ble the 
I'hief Minister has accused nationalist papers of Wing indifferent 
towards Government activities and not publishing in proper columns 
reports of (iovernment actions. May I repeat this charge. Sir, to 
the Hon’ble Home Minister himself in the abvseuce of the Hon’ble 
the Chief Minister and ask: Are you not guilty of the same offence? 
You have not the courage to stifle the move^nent, Wcause you, know 
that by frying to do so you will only incpase the volume and 
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ma^itude of the movement. So you are trj’ing to sidetrack the 
issue by simply trying to stab behind the back. The quesHon of 
independence is a question which Ls being discussed and ouglit to be 
disoussed from every platform, and if Sri Subhas^ Chandra Bose, the 
accredited leader of to-day and certainly the leader of future genera- 
tions, if he has got anything to say — people might differ from him — 
people might not accept hi.s ideologies — but people must respect his 
motives and every section of the political world must have an 
opportunity of understanding what he has got to say. Nationalist 
papers are being gagged. But is it fair and is it placing the gameP 

Coming to the question of war aims, (Government are trying to 
stop discussion about Sri Subhas Chandra Bo.se and his followers, 
but in spite of all precautions even to-<lay’s papers extraordinary have 
given information whicli you cannot resist. Unless you allow political 
leaders to organise the masses as to the .scientific attitude to 
be taken in respect of war aims, the masses will be clearly misled. 
News of various war fronts are coming, and (iovernment is guilty 
of suppressing tlie political opinions of leaders and their attitude 
towards the war. Wliat is the inevitable conclusion that will l>e 
drawn by the rank and file of the mas.sesh They will only try to 
interpret hy this that the war aims are not l>eing discusseil, because 
British Im]>eriali.sin in the war front is on its last breath, and this 
will create an atmosj)here which is neither wholesome to the Britishers 
nor to the present Government 

Therefore, Sir. I rej)eat my warning that this .sort of hun will not 
do.” Government must play a fair game. Just as you have heard in 
the myliiology that in the territory of Hirun>a Kasipu the name of 
“Hari" was banned, but Die result was that after some lapse of time 
the entire area became ilari-riddeii, .so if to-day Siihlius and Slinha- 
jpnanda are an anathema and a sacrilege to the Government of the 
day, in cour.se ot time and as a direct resull of this gagging the entire 
province, nay the whole of India, will be full of the names of Sulihas 
and Slialiajananda. (Tamd cheers from the Congress lienches.;

Kaii EMDADUL HAQUE: Mr. Speaker, Sir, taking even a most 
dispassionate view of the whole affair I do not think I can have a word 
of approbation for the Hon ’hie the Home Minister for his action in 
gagging the |)ress in the matter of publication of proceedings of 
meetings held by Srijut Suhhas Chandra Bose, the leader of the For- 
ward Bloc. Sir, there is a movement in the country for the freedom 
of the land and this movement is going on far and wide into the 
country and every lover of the country is in this movement. We say 
that our country should not be under the perpetual domination of the 
foreigners hut that it should be liberated as soon as possible- Sir, 
there are numerous leaders in this countrj^ and we must know who is 
the true leader, ind we must choose that leader. Though there are 
numerous leaders in the country propagating: their ideas far and wide 
we mus^ select the one whom we are to follow and discard the leader 
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•wko is not suitable. So Government ought to give more facilities to 
all the leaders to propagate their ideas so that the people might after 
hearing them choose their own course. Now, Sir, we have a right to 
ask those persons who pose as our leaders to place all their cards on 
the table so that we can judge them and having heard and known 
what their ideas are and where they want to lead us we shall be in a 
position to choose our path. So until and unless "we know what are 
the activities, what are the doings and what is the idealism of a parti- 
cular leader we cannot possibly shape our course*. In the country, 
Sir, there are also numerous organisations just as there are numerous 
leaders propagating tlieir ideals. Tlu»re are numerous organisations 
in the country out to propagate their own views. So 1 do not know 
why the Forward Bloc alone should be .selected as the one organisa- 
tion that should not l>e allowed to propagate its owm views while all 
other parties should he allowed to go on merrily discussing their own 
view points l>efore the country. The Congress organisation under 
Mahatma Gandhi is not banned; the organi.sation of Mr. Manahendra 
Nath Roy is not banned ; even the organi.sation of Swami Suhajananda 
is not banned. The Mu.slim League under Mr. Jinnah is not banned, 
but only the organisation of Mr. Suldrns (Chandra Bow' is banned. 
Now, Mr. Jinnah claims that he will be our liln^rator; Mahatma 
Gandhi also say.s so, that he will lead us to our goal and Mr. Subhas 
’Chandra Bose equally wants us to believe that he w'ill be in a position 
to lead us to our gf»al, and that he w’ill be able to win freedom for 
our country, and that too in a non-violent way. So why should we 
not know his viewpoint? Why should Government stand in the way 
of our knowing his viewpoint? Let u^ have his cards i)laced on the 
table and when we are able to judge him that he is a fit man to follow 
w’e must follow liim and if we find, after he has phu'cd his cards on 
, the table, that he is not the man who should be followed w^e will 
discard him. Any way, it is nece.ssary that Government should give 
Mr. Subhas Chandra Bo.se more facilities to propagate his own views, 
so that an opportunity might be given to the people who are eager to 
hear him. So, I submit that the Home Minister will do well to revise 
his own order of banning the proc<N*dings of the meetings of 
Mr. Subhas, Chandra Bose, and if necesaary to give him facilities for 
propagating his ideas, as well as an opportunity to us to make up our 
ow'n minds whether he is a suitable leader to follow. With these few 
woyds I beg to subscribe to the views expressed by the mover of the 
adjournment motion. 

Mr. 8ARAT CHANDRA B08E: Mr. Speaker, if I rise to speak 
on this adjournment motion it is not because I 'feel that I can say 
anything which will add to the force or to the beauty of the speech 
which has been delivered by my honourable and learned friend, Sri jut 
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Santosh Kumar Basu. If I rise to speak it is because I feel that it ig 
my duty ds the Leader of the Opposition to enter a protest — most 
emphatic protest — against this encroachment upon the fundamental 
rights of the people — this attempted suppression of the civil liberties 
of the people; and I desire to address to the House a few homely 
words in order to make the House realise that this encroachment, how- 
ever inpocent it might look on the surface, has a far-reaching effect 
and, if pushed to its logical conclusion, will mean the utter denial of 
the rights and liberties of the subject. 


Now, Sir, if I may draw the attention of the House to the first 
clause of the order of the Government, it is in these terms — 


“Any document containing a reference by way of statement, 
advertisement, notice, news, comment or otherwise, to the 
whole or any part of any programme for the so-called National 
Week, 1940.“ 


This is what is sought to be suppressed — it has been described as the 
“so-called” National Week, 1940. It has been described in the words 
that follow, namely, — 

“The programme issued by or on behalf of the suspended Bengal^ 
Provincial Congress Committee, or any body affiliated thereto 
or connected therewith or Mr. Sublias Chandra Bose and 
Swami Sahajananda or either of them.” 

I will not quote the remaining words. May I ask the Hon 'hie the 
Home Minister to state to this House Avhat is the difference between 
the two programmes for th<‘ (‘elehration of the National Week, 1940 — 
1 mean the programme of the official Congress and the programme of* 
what he has described as the “suspended” Bengal Provincial (Congress 
Committee!'^ Docs he find any difference in tlie programmes of the two 
bodies? If he does, it is up to him to state to the House what the 
difference is and to satisfy the lloiis<» that the programme of the latter 
body is contrary to law. If it is contrary to law, may I ask him to 
state to tliis House why he has not gone the length of banning public 
meetings convened by the so-called susjHmded Bengal Provincial 
Congress Committw? Is the programme legal? If it is legal — and 
1 should assume it is, because the Government have not issued any 
orders for the suppression of any meetings convened by that body — 
if it is legal, what on earth is the justitication for the suppression of 
news regaiiling met^tings, assemblies, prooessions or other steps that 
may be taken by that body? If it is illegal, then what on earth is 
the reason for not banning the meetings, precessions and asse'hjblies 
convened that body? The Government are on the horns of a 
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dilmma. Either I am right in saying that the programme is legal in 
which ‘cpse the Government that seek to suppress news of the activities 
of ‘that body are not tit to sit on the Treasury Benches; or if it is 
illegtl, it is up to Government to explain as to why they have not had 
the courage to enforce the law. 

Then, Sir, the Hon’ble the Home Minister — I believe he is the ^ 
person primarily responsible for this order though the Governor’s 
name has been lent to it — has described it as the so-called National 
Week, 1940. I do not understand what lie means by the words “so- 
called”. If it is celebration by the official Congress, it is celebration 
of the National Week, 1940. If it is celebration by a large section of 
that Congress known as the Forward Bloc, it is nevertheless celebra- 
tion of the National Week, 1940. But, if there is any difference in 
the programmes, a difference which the Hon’ble the Home Minister 
can point out to the House as bordering on illegality, then I would ask 
him tC take courage* in both liands and to ban the meetings, proces- 
sions and assemblies convened by tlie latter body. Jf he has not the 
courage to do so, I shall conclude, and I shall ask the House to con- 
clude and I shall ask the wider public outside the House to conclude, 
that there is no legal or moral justification for the promulgation of an 
order of this nature. Sir, what is the effect of this order P Meetings, 
processions and as.semblies convened or organised by Mr. Subhas 
Cllaudra Bose or Swanii Sahajananda, are not banned. The thirty- 
thousand, forty-thousand, fifty-thousand or sixty-thousand people who 
attend these meetings everyday are allowed to listen to their speeches 
and *to their invocations and appeals. The message of these leaders 
is wafted across the winds and waters that divide parts of the province 
from others. But according to the Hon’ble Home Minister, wdio, I 
take it, is responsible for the order, what is good for Calcutta is not 
g(^od for the rest of the province. He has implied that it is good for 
Calcutta and its citizens, for thousands and thousands of peojjle who 
attend tlie.se meetings, to listen to the sp<'eches and the ajipeals of 
the.se leaders, but in tlie same breath he says that it is not good for 
the people of the province to listen to the rejiorts of these sjKHHjhes 
or to read the report.s of these .speeches in newspaficrs and other docu- 
ments. Again» may 1 ask him what is the justification for thatP How 
does he differentiate betw^nui what is good for Calcutta au<l what is 
good for the rest of the province P Sir, speaking of places outside 
CalcuUa and inside thi.s province, the .speeche.s of the local lenders, 
the meetings convened by the local leaders, the prfwessions organised 
by the Ipcal leaders, the a.s.semblie.s meeting at the request of the local 
leaders, none of them are bij^nned. But when it comes to, reading 
reports of these meetings and assemblies in Calcutta," according to the 
Home Minister, that is either sacrilege or blasphemy. What reason, 

1 ask him dgain, is there^for this differentiation? 
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Now, Sir, I come to the second clause which is the last clause of 
this ordei*. Any document containing a reference by way of comment 
to tbis order is also banned. I would ask members of this House* to 
consider the implication of that clause. What is the implicaptionP 
Will honourable members ponder for a moment? The implication is 
this. Pushed to its logical conclusion — I do not credit the Govern- 
ment with courage to ])U8h it to its logical conclusion — pushed to its 
logical conclusion, it means that a report of the proceedings of this 
House which may appear in the public papers, which ought to appear 
in the papers to-morrow, is banned because prwia facie it is a document 
containing a reference by way of comment to this order. Comment 
made ip this House when it appears in the papers to-morrow means 
repetition of that comment in the public press, and the implication of 
clause {2) is that even the proceedings of this legislature are banned. 
I would ask him again what is the justification for the promulgation 
of an order of this nature banning the report of the proceedings of the 
legislature ? 

In this connection, may I remind the House that even in the stir- 
ring times in •whicli we are living, more stirring 0,000 miles away 
than it is here, the ]>re88 0,000 miles aWay has not been gagged? 
News coming from a distance of 6,000 miles are still appearing in the 
public press of India; and yet the Home Minister in his wisdom thinks 
it necessary to ban leports of meetings, processions and assemblies in 
the city of Calcutta and' in the province. Sir, I should have thought 
some (cogent reason w’ould have been put forward by the Government 
in the press communique in justification of this order, in justification 
of an order wliich 1 may (b*scrilM*, 1 think, a.s an instance of panic on 
the part of Government. Hut, in this connection, I would tell the 
Hon'ble Home Minister and his colleagues that this panic on the 
part of the Government is not going to he followed by panic on the part 
of the people; and if they think that the effect of the order will be 
that the celebration of the National Week w’ill be stopped, they are 
very much mistaken. This order in no doubt very flattering to 
Mr. Subhas Chandra Bo.se and Swami Shahajananda and their 
followers, among whom T have the honour to lount myself as one — it 
is no doubt flattering to their followers to find that they have been 
singled out for this mark of favour from the Government. But it is 
not a case of one individual here or one individual in an adjoining 
Province — it is a question of the rights of the people, the liberties of 
the people; and in the name of those rights and liberties, I on behalf 
of the 0)>i)O8ition do enter again my most emphatic protest, I would 
^ay, Sir^ that if the Government persevere in following this mistaken 
policy — a policy which would not find favour in any of the countries 
which are really in a state of war — if the Government persevere in 
following this mistaken and, may I ad4,ioolish policy, they will soon
